Which   Destroyed 

Six  Flats. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  1.— Fire  that 
brought  death  to  Charles  Figone,  S 
years  old.  fatal  injury  to  Louis  FIgone, 
1(5  years  old.  and  almost  cost  the  lives 
of  fifty  others,  broke  out  in  a  build- 
ing in  the  coal  yard  of  Antonia  f  igone. 
10::8  Stockton  street,  early  today,  and 
caused    a    loss   of  $5(1,000. 

When  the  fire  started,  Mrs.  Dominlco 
Dlvinbenzl.  who  lived  in  the  rear  of 
the  Figone  home,  was  crowded  out  of 
a  second  story  window  by  her  daugh- 
ter, Mary,  and  fatally  burned  and  in- 
jured.     The    daughter    Is    missing.

Italian    Tracked   From 

New  York  and  Killed 

in  Los  Angeles. 

Los  Ar.geles.  Cal.,  Jan.  l.-The  police 
are  investigating  what  is  believed  to 
be  a  Black  Hand  murder. 

John  Bentivazna.  a  barber,  was  shot 
last  nlglit,  the  bullet  passing  through 
the  window  of  his  shop,  in  the  heart  of 
tho  Italian  colony.

luth  Lighthouse. 

Will  Spend  Summer  Here 
for  First  Time  in  Fif- 
teen Years. 


The  transfer  of  the  Duluth  canal 
lighthouse  station,  from  Capt.  James 
Prior  to  Capt,  Alexander  Shaw  was 
made  today.  Capt.  Prior,  after  twenty 
years'  service  at  the  Duluth  canal 
lighthou.se  asstwnes  charge  of  the  gov- 
ernment buoy  station,  established 
within  the  past  year  on  the  lower  end 
of  Minnesota  Point,  near  Superior  en- 
try. Capt.  Shaw  has  been  in  charge 
of  the  Passage  Island  light,  near  Isle 
Royale  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  He 
comes  back  to  take  charge  of  the  sta- 
tion where  he  learned  the  business 
years  ago. 

"It  will  be  somewhat  of  a  novel  ex- 
perience for  me  to  be  in  Duluth  in  th^ 
summer  time,"  said  Capt.  Shaw  this 
morning.  "It  has  been  fifteen  years 
since  I  have  seen  the  city  when  it  was 
out  of  its  winter  clothing.  I  have, 
during  that  time,  left  my  home  here 
early  in  the  spring  before  tho  snow- 
was'  off  and  when  I  returned  in  the 
winter  I  found  the  ground  covered 
with  snow.  Although  a  citizen  of  Du- 
luth for  so  many  years  there  are  parkf? 
and  places  of  interest  to  go  to  in  the 
summer  season  that  I  scarcely  know- 
about. 

"Passage  Island  light  is  one  of  the 
Lsolated  stations  in  old  Lake  Superior, 
but  it  is  with  some  regret  that  I  leave 
it,  even  to  stay  in  Duluth.  Long  as- 
sociation with  the  station  work  at  that 
outpost,  friendships  formed  with  the 
vesselmen  and  the  fishermen  folk  that 
ply  their  trade  in  that  locality  makes 
one  feel  that  he  is  severing  plea.sant 
ties  in  quitting  the  station."

Length. 


W^ashington,  Jan.  1— Theodore  Roose- 
velt today  officiated  for  tho  seventh 
time  as  pi-esldent  of  che  United  States 
at  the  Nov.-  Year's  reception  at  the 
White  Hcuse.  Assisting  him  in  ex- 
changing the  salutations  of  the  .season 
were  Mrs.  Roosevelt  and  the  mt-mbera 
and  ladles  of  the  cabinet. 

The    nic&tios   of   diplomatic   etiquette 
were   religit>asiy  otscrved   in    the   con- 
duct   of    that    part    of    the    reocption. 
which  ha^-  growm  during  the  pa£.t  hun- 
dred years  atid  more  to  partake  largely 
of   the   nature   cf   an    tiificial    function. 
In    this    way.    but    without    appearance 
of  proa.rrangemcnt.  the  president  gix-et- 
ed,    first,    the    \'icc    presidtnt    and    the 
members  ot  his  cabinet,  then  each  for- 
tlgn   nation   represented   in   the  person 
of    amtaiS.sador    or    minister;    the    ju- 
diciary,  through   the  ijersomiel  of     the 
.'upremc  court  bench,  and  the  judges  ot 
the   locHl,   federal   and   distriot   courts; 
senators    and    representatives    in    con- 
gress; officers  of  the  army.   navy,  ma- 
rine cori)a   and   militia  of   the    District 
of  C^^lumblia.  heads  of  government  bu- 
reaus     and    mcip.ibers    of      government 
commissions;  organizati<ms  of  veterans, 
including  the  Society  of  the  Cinncinati, 
Aztec    club,    1874,    Associated    Veterans 
of   the   War   of   1846-47;    military   order 
of    the    Loyai    Legion    of    the    Cnited 
States.   Grand   Army  of  the    RepubJIc.

And  then   the  public,  gathering  in  a 
constantly  lengthening  line  at  the  west 
gate  to  the  White  House  grounds.  The 
people  had  stood  since  9  o'clock  in  the 
tnorning.     It  was   1   o'clock    when    the 
gates  were  opened  to  admit  them.    The 
line  kept  intact  by  a  special  detail  of 
police,  now  extended  in  double  column 
for   two   blocks    up   Pennsylvania   ave- 
nue,  and   for  two  blocks  down   Seven- 
teenth street,   past  the  state,   war  and 
navy  building.     It   was  a  joyous  holi- 
day   throng,    and    left    its    impress    of 
good    feeling    on    the    prtsident.     who, 
after   more   than    four   houi^   of   hand- 
shaking,  expressed   exhiliration    rather 
than  exhaustion. 

Impres.sive  in  its  dignity,  interesting 
in  its  personality,  animating  in  its 
pcturesqueness,  the  reception  was  a 
composite  view  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury civilization  on  dresis  parade.  To 
review  It  in  its  entirety  requires  a  look 
at  the  preliminaries.  The  president 
and  Mrs.  Roosevelt  occupied  the  hour 
pre-ceding  t>he  stroke  of  eleven  in  re- 
ceiving and  entertaining  the  members 
of  the  cabinet,  and  the>se  eKr>eclally  in- 
vited to  membership  in  the  receivings 
party,  in  the  library  on  the  upper  floor. 
Diidomats,  judges,  legislators  and 
army  officers  gathered  in  conversa- 
tional groups  in  the  state  dining  ro<>m. 
The  red  coated  marine  band,  on  either 
side  the  entrance  In  the  lofty  lobby, 
with  its  white  marble  floor,  furnished 
the  stage  setting  for  the  receiving 
party.  The  red.  blue  and  green  parlors, 
fe>rming  connecting  links  between  the 
state  dining  rexjm  on  the  west  and  the 
east  room,  were  fragrant  with  cut  flow- 
ers, effectively  placed.

Al  H.  Spink  Badly  Wounded  by  Me- 
ter Groves,  His  Employe. 

St.  Louis,  Jan.  1. — Al.  H.  SpInk,  ed- 
itor of  the  Daily  World,  author  of 
"The  Derby  Winner,"  and  several 
other  plays,  and  formerly  a  sporting 
writer  of  national  reputation,  was  shot 
and  perhaps  fatally  injured  last  night 
by  Victor  Groves,  an  employe,  follow- 
ing an  altercation  with  William  Spink, 
the  editor's  son.

He 
acted  as  referee  at  many  pri/e  fights. 
His  play,  "The  Derby  Winner."  is  said 
to  have  required  more  people  and 
scenery  than  any  ever  produced  and 
wnile  It  attained  wide  popularity,  Mr.

County  Board  Will  Hold 

Its  Annual  Meeting 

Then. 

Many  Matters  of  Import- 
ance Will  Come  lip  lor 
Consideration. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  will  be  held 
at  the  courthouse,  Tuesday,  Jan.  7. 
This  Is  one  uf  the  two  "official"  meet- 
ings of  the  board  during  the  year, 
the  other  being  the  semi-annual 
meeting  in  midsummer.  All  the 
other  meetings  of  the  board,  the 
regular  sessions  held  about  the  first 
of  each  month,  and  the  special  ses- 
sions held  at  any  time  during  thi 
year,  are  adjourned  sessions  of  tlie 
annual    or   the   semi-annual    meetings. 

On  Tuesday  next,  the  board  will 
meet  and  adjourn  sine  die.  Imme- 
diately after  the  annual  meeting 
will  be  called  to  order  and  the  com- 
missioners will  proceed  to  di.spose  of 
the  busine.ss  before  It.  The  annual 
meeting  i.s  of  course,  an  important 
session  for  the  reason  that  the  board 
reorganizes,  elects  its  officers  for  the 
year,  awards  the  contracts  for  the 
county  printing  and  supplies,  makes 
the  appointment  of  various  oflflcers, 
whose  jobs  and  pay  are  provided  by 
law,  and  disposes  of  any  other  busi- 
ness that  may  come  up  at  that 
time. 

At  the  n>'xt  meeting  of  the  board 
the  commissioners  will  open  bids  and 
award  the  contract  for  the  extension 
to  the  auditor's  ofllce  and  vault. 
This  Improvement  will  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $3,000  or  $3,500  and 
Is  plann»d  to  give  the  auditor  addi- 
tional  ottlce   space,   provide   additional 


vault  room  for  valuable  county 
records  and  provide  the  county  board 
a  comfortable  room  for  their 
monthly  meetings.  WTiile  the  ex- 
lun.sion  will  not  bo  a  thing  of  beauty 
from  an  architectural  standpoint,  it 
is  a  necessity,  if  tho  county  officials 
ai  e  expected  to  continue  to  do  busl- 
ru  oS  with  any  degree  of  convenience 
and  the  county  records  are  to  be 
preserved  in  safety.  It  would  be 
diflicult  to  Imagine  how  the  present 
architectural  bt-auty  of  the  old  court- 
house could  be  damaged  by  the  con- 
struction of  one  or  many  more  "ad- 
ditions." 

Tliere  will  be  no  changes  on  the 
county  board  this  year.  All  the 
members  are  "lioldovers."  No  elec- 
tion of  county  commissioners  will 
occur  until  next  fall  and  even  then, 
the  new  membt-rs,  if  such  should 
be  elected,  would  not  take  office 
until  the  annual  meeting  in  January, 
1909. 

Commissioner  E.  M.  Patterson  has 
been  charman  of  the  county  board 
for  the  pa.«t  year,  and  it  is  pretty 
safe  to  say  that  he  will  be  continued 
In  that  office.  Commissioner  Charles 
Kauppi  of  West  Duluth  is  the  vice 
chairman  of  the  board,  and  he  is 
pretty  sure  to  be  re-elected.  These 
are  the  only  offices  within  the  or- 
ganization that  the  county  board 
members  will  have  to  fill.  The 
board  will  elect  a  county  Inspector 
of  mines  and  a  county  physician  at 
the  annual  meeting  next  Tuesday. 
It  will  also  make  the  semi-annual 
levy  for  clerk  hire  in  the  offices  of 
the  county  auditor  and  the  county 
treasurer.

Attack  Aged  Man  and  Nearly  Peek 
Him  to  Death. 

Lewes  Cross  Roads,  Del.,  Jan.  1.— ^ 
Stricken  with  apoplexy  while  on  his 
way  to  attend  a  Christmas  dinner, 
Wesley  Thomas  of  this  place  lay  in  the 
woods  near  here  and  was  nearly 
pecked  to  death  by  ravenous  buzzards 
before  being  found  by  passersby,  after 
having  lain  by  a  deserted  roadside 
nearly  eighteen  hours.

SWAPPING  WIVES 

In  Pennsylvania  is  as  Easy  as  Trad- 
ing Horses. 

Pittsburg.  Pa.,  Jan.  1.— Miners  and 
other  workers  in  the  Pittsburg  Industrial 
district  have  combined  against  the  use 
and  abuse  of  divorce  laws  in  this  end 
of  the  Slate,  and  have  aslted  Robert  M. 
Heath,  a  husky  coal  miner  from  Miffin 
township,  to  stand  for  the  state  legisla- 
ture on  a  "no  divorce"  platform.  Mr. 
Heath  has  consented,  and  promulgated 
liis   unique   platform. 

"I  havo  pledged  myself  to  flght  tha 
present  divorce  laws  tooth  and  nail  if 
elected  to  the  legislature,  and  will  do 
It."  said  Heath.  "I  find  that  a  man  in 
Pittsburg  who  don't  like  his  wife  or 
who  rather  thinks  he  likes  his  'affinity 
'uetter,  can  get  a.  divorce  for  $65.  This 
is  too  cheap,  and  this  indiscriminate 
granting  of  divorces  for  the  asking  must 
be  stopped,  and  will  be  stopped  if  I  be- 
come a  member  of  the  legislature.  Why 
as  matters  are  now.  it  is  about  as  easy 
for  a  man  to  get  rid  of  hig  wife  and 
get  a  new  one  ag  it  is  for  men  in  the 
South  to  swap  horses.  It  is  a  crying 
shame  and  disgrace  to  the  state,  and 
must   be   stopped." 

Mr.  Heath  specifies  that  in  his  bill  he

NOW  VAGRANT  IN  CELL. 

Taooma,  Wash..  Jan.  1. — W.  S. 
Payne,  the  former  slot  mahine  mil- 
lionaire of  Tacoma,  is  spending  tiie 
holdays  in  the  city  jail,  charged  with 
vagrancy.  When  the  slot  machines 
first  came  into  use  Payne  secured  the 
exclusive  rights  for  this  city,  and  as 
there  was  a  large  sporting  element, 
his  income  from  the  machines  ran  in- 
to enormous  sums,  there  being  days 
that    it    reached    over   $1,500. 

At  first  Payne  saved  his  money.  In 
six  years  he  had  accumulated  half  a 
million  dollars.  Then  he  broke  loose, 
built  a  fine  hotel  with  an  expensive 
suite  of  rooms  for  himself,  bought  fine 
horses,  a  steam  yacht  and  his  enter- 
tainments were  the  talk  of  the  North- 
west. The  money  kept  conilng^  in 
faster  than  he  could  spend  it,  so 
Payne  took  to  grub-staktng  ntJn, 
who  wanted  to  go  to  Alaska.  Grafters 
of  all  kinds  flocked  to  his  office,  got 
a  bunch  of  money  and  departed,  but 
they   never  saw  Alaska. 

Payne  kept  up  the  pace  for  year3, 
until  one  day  when,  like  a  thunder- 
clap out  of  a  clear  sky,  the  anti-slot 
machine  law  was  passed,  and  it  was 
enforced  in  Tacoma  first.  With  the 
source  of  his  income  cut  off.  he  did 
not  have  tho  sense  to  stop  spending, 
for  he  believed  with  a  change  of  ad- 
ministration in  local  afOairs.  the 
machines  would  come  Into  use  again. 
But  the  day  never  came,  and  today 
Payne  is  a  vagrant  without  a  cent  of 
money  or  a  home.

In  March  the  Fifty-ninth  congress 
wound  up  it.s  work,  the  Central  Amer- 
ican war  driiggtd  on,  the  Roumania 
peasants  grew  turljulent,  but  on  the 
financial  side  the  San  Francisco  graft- 
era  were  brought  to  bay  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania legislative  committee  found 
proofs  of  wholesale  fraud  in  the  fur- 
nishing of   tile  new  stale  house. 

The  Thaw  Jury  failed  to  agree  and 
Honduras  fell  before  the  army  of 
Nicaragua  in  April.  On  the  13th  of  that 
month  the  Standard  Oil  company  was 
convicted  of  receiving  l,4t:3  illegal  re- 
bates, on  .shipments  from  the  Chicago 
&  Alton  railway,  and  ninety-one  bu.si- 
ness  n.en  and  firms  of  Toledo  Ohio, 
Were  indicted  for  violation  of  the  state 
law  on  combines. 

May  witnessed  the  announcement  of 
Secretary  Taft  as  a  presidential  candi- 
date. In  tliat  month  lue  chief  of  Frisco 
grafters  pleaded  guilty,  and  In  the 
united  States  court  at  Indianapolis  tlie 
firms  con.stitutinr'  the  drug  trust 
pleaded  guilty  and  dissolved  their 
objectionable   combination. 

In  June  the  disturbances  created  \>y 
the  dissatisfied  French  wine  growers 
nearly  overthrow  the  French  ministry. 
In  that  month  Judge  Landis  ordered 
and  In  July  compelled  tho  presence  of 
John  D.  Rockefeller  in  the  federal  court 
at  Chicago.  In  July  W.  D.  Haywood, 
secretary  of  the  We.stern  Federation  of 
Miners,  was  acquitted  of  conspiracy  in 
the  murder  of  ex-Governor  Steunenberg 
of  Idaho,  and  the  cornerstone  of  the 
new  Peace  palace  at  The  Hague  was 
laid. 

August  is  historic.  On  the  3d  Judge 
Landis  assessed  fines  aggregating  $29,- 
240.000  against  the  Standard  uil  com- 
pany, and  on  the  7th  tho  telegraph  oper- 
ators'   .strike    began. 

During  September  a  commissioner 
from  the  United  States  court  at  St. 
Louis  held  sessions  In  New  York  gath- 
ering evidence  on  whio'n  to  1  aso  a  deci- 
sion in  the  federal  suit  to  dissolve  the 
Standard    Oil   company. 

Septembor  was  rather  uneventful.  The 
second  international  peace  conference 
at  The  Hague  came  to  a  close  after 
what  is  regarded  aa  a  fruitless  meeting 
of  three  months.  In  October,  however, 
finance  again  came  to  the  front.  New 
York  stock  jobbers  got  into  a  tangle. 
The  Heinzo  copper  pool  collapsed; 
Heinze,  C.  W.  Mf)rse  and  others  were 
forced  from  positions  of  ascendency 
in  New  York  banks;  the  Knickerbock- 
er Trust  company  closed  and  only  the 
use  of  $5O,00O,f)00  of  government  deposits 
and  the  co-operation  of  several  of  the 
foremost  financiers  prevented  a  panic. 
As  it  was,  a  "money  stringency'  was 
caused  by  the  scare,  and  this  condition 
Is  prevalent  throughout  thp  country  to 
some  extent  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  November  elections  were  not  re- 
markable, except  In  the  case  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  old  state  fell  completely  Into 
the  hands  of  the  Republicans,  and  even 
the  choice  of  the  next  L'nlted  States 
senator    is    in    doubt. 

Tho  Sixtieth  congress  convened  with- 
out undue  commotion  in  December. 
The  Pacific  fleet  sailed  from  Hampton 
Roads  after  a  review  by  the  president. 
The  biggest  event  of  the  month  was 
the  Monongah  (W.  Va.)  mine  horror,  in 
which  nearly  350  miners  lost  their  lives.

Washington,  Jan.  1. — In  the  last 
fiscal  year  it  cost  the  government 
$169,367.24  to  pay  for  postage  stamps 
and  postal  funds  of  various  sorts  that 
were  stolen,  burned,  blown  or  washed 
away,  eaten  by  rats  or  mice,  or  lost 
in  other  ways  through  which  the  post- 
masters   were   not   at   fault. 

As    a   rule    the   man    with    the    dark 

lantern    and    the    jimmy    wends       his 

way   to   the  postoflice   when  he  strikes 

a  village  after  nightfall.  The  govern- 
ment's local  manager  isn't  as  parti- 
cular about  caring  for  the  treasure  in 
his  possession  as  the  local  banker.  A 
postoffice  •"haul"  may  not  yield  the 
returns  of  a  bank  robbery,  but  usually 
it   is   an   easier   job. 

In  the  last  year  the  United  States 
paid  its  postmasters  $141,134.20  to  re- 
mburse  them  for  stamps  and  postal 
funds  taken  by  uninvited  guests.  Fire 
destrt)yed  money  and  stamps  worth 
$20,002.81,  and  stamps  and  funds  to 
the  value  of  $1,658.65  were  lost  in 
transit. 

From  miscellaneous  sources  the  lo.^s 
was  $506.08.  At  Vasco,  Va.,  the  post- 
master presented  proof  that  the  rats 
chewed  up  stamps  worth  $7.90.  The 
postmaster  at  Bowen,  Ark.,  Extray, 
W.  Va,,  Fern,  Ark.,  Harworth,  Miss., 
and  Wolf  Creek,  Ky.,  were  allowed 
claims  ranging  from  90  cents  to  $15.69 
for  stamps  eaten  by  mice.  Rats  and 
mice  did  not  invade  the  Texas  post- 
offices,  but  at  Ariola,  in  the  Lone  Star 
state,  a  company  of  festive  roaches 
had  a  banquet  at  the  expense  of 
Uncle  Sam's  postmaster.  The  postmas- 
ter presented  a  bill  for  $9.03  to  defray 
the  cost  of  the  dinner,  but  the  depart- 
ment disallowed  it  on  the  ground  that 
the  loss  was  due  to  the  negligence  of 
the  postmaster  or  his  employes. 

There  were  losses  from  storms  at 
Harris,  Fla.,  Josie,  Ala.,  Mon  Louis, 
Ala.,  and  Northup,  Fla,,  and  losses 
from  floods  at  Dexter,  Kan.,  Polka- 
dotte,  Ohio,  Van  Buren,  Ky.,  Scottown, 
Ohio,  and  Shoemaker,  N.  M.  The 
postmaster  at  Alex,  I.  T.,  had  a  pair 
of  losses.  A  cyclone  blew  away 
$64.99,  and  then  a  burglar  "blew  in" 
and  took  away  $102.1L  ' 


To  be  confronted  by  a  desperatt

Mr.  Blake  was  stopping  at  the 
Schuterman  hotel,  the  lirst  one  to  be 
visited  by  the  bandit.  Ho  was  sitting 
in  the  lobby  when  the  man  entered, 
brandishing  a  bowie. 

"I  want  your  money,  and  I  want  it 
d — n  quick,"  was  the  introduction  to 
the  mission  of  the  stranger.  In  rapid 
succession  he  relieved  the  guests  of 
their  money  and  valuables,  only  en- 
countering resistance  in  a  mining  man 
named  Lutely.  The  latter  refused  to 
hand  over  his  money  or  valuables  and 
was    stabbed    almost    to    death. 

Mr.    Blake    lost    his    roll,    his    watch, 
and  a  wallet  containing  some  valuaole 
papers.

DANIELSON 

WILL  ACCEPT 

Says    Stens    Walstrom 

Can't  Throw  Him  in 

Handicap  Match. 

Andrew  Danielson  emitted  a  merry 
"Ha  Ha,"  when  he  read  the  challenge  of 
S'"n  Walstrom,  modern  Goliath,  in  last 
exeiilng's  issue  of  The  Herald.  The  be- 
lated sporting  editor  had  barely  arrived 
at  the  office,  this  morning,  with  a  groucii 
ac<iuired  of  a  non-sufficiciency  of  sleep, 
after  waiting  the  old  year  out,  when  the 
telephone  bell  rang  hysterically.  Daniel- 
son  hadn't  lost  any  time  about  snapping 
up    the    challenge. 

"Uid  this  big  fellow  put  up  any 
money?"    was  his  query. 

"He  didn't,  but  he's  wiUin'  "  replied 
the   sportive   scribe. 

"Just  as  soon  as  he  puts  up  the  coin. 
Ill  cover  it  so  fast,  it'll  make  his  eyes 
blink.  He  throw  me  three  times  in  ar. 
hour?  Not  much."  With  another  audi- 
ble smile,  he  Jammed  down  the  reciiver. 

It's  up  to  Mr.  Walstrom,  elephantine 
grappler,  to  make  good.  He  said  yes- 
terday, he's  willing  to  agree  to  tlirow 
Danielson  three  times  in  an  hour,  or  lose 
a  side  bet  of  $25.  As  soon  as  he  posts 
the  money  with  The  Herald,  Danielson 
will  l>e  hot  on  his  trail  for  the  match. 

Danielson  and  Gilbert  will  probably 
come  together,  ill  Supt-rior  some  time  next 
v.'eek.  The  men  across  the  bay  have  un- 
bounded faith  in  their  cowbcjy  wrestler 
and  are  backing  him  to  the  limit  to  beat 
Danielson.

In  Wisconsin  a  state  8-hour  law  be- 
comes effective  today,  and  the  occasion 
Is  marked  by  closing  several  Wi:-;consin 
Central  offices,  it  is  understood  that  the; 
Omaha,  Northern  Pacific  and  other 
roads  running  through  the  slate  will 
lollow  the  example  set  l>y  the  Wiscon- 
sin Central.  The  national  8-hour  law  for 
railroad  telegraphers  does  not  becoai-i 
effective  until  Miirch.  but  when  It  does 
go  in  force  it  is  expected  there  will  be 
a  wholesale  closing  of  small  offices,  in 
order  that  the  re<iuiremenL3  of  the  law 
Biay  be  met  with  and  the  number  of 
employes   kept  at   the  old   figure. 

Official  iifitlce  has  been  issued  by  the 
Wisconsin  Central  that,  beginning  today, 
the  following  stations  on  the  Wisconsin 
Central  will  be  without  railway  tele- 
graph service:  Hurley,  Iron  Belt,  Dor- 
clie-ster,  Stet.sonville,  Westboro,  Fifield 
and  lllghbridge.  The  telegraph  Instru- 
ments will  be  taken  out  of  these  stations. 
Hurley  has  an  Indf-pendent  Western  Un- 
ion office,  but  the  other  towns  named 
cannot  be  reached  by  telegraph,  begi«i- 
nlng    today. 

This  order  Is  made  In  consequence  of 
the  new  S-hour  law.  which  forb'ds  rail- 
way telegraph  operators  from  working 
more  than  eight  liours  per  day.  The 
company  will  put  in  three  operators 
on  8-hour  shifts,  where  two  are 
now  employed,  at  Ashland.  Mellen.  Phil- 
lips and  Medford.  It  Is  said  the  Omaha 
will  not  close  any  offices,  but  will  keep 
agents  there,  ony  taking  out  the  tele- 
graph Instruments  and  laying  off  the 
operators  where  oper-ators  and  .agents 
both  are  employed.  Where  an  operator 
is  also  doing  the  work  of  station  agent, 
lie  will  be  retained.  It  Is  understood,  but 
hereafter  will  act  only  as  station  agent, 
with   no   wire  work  at  all. 

It  is  understood  that  telephones  only 
will  be  used  at  Shell  I^ke,  Clear  Lake, 
Deer  Park,  lioardman  and  Stanton.  At 
Ashland  the  Omaha,  it  Is  understood, 
will  have  only  two  operators,  but  they 
will  work  eight  hours  each,  a  night  man 
being  done  away  with  entirely.  At 
Washburn  the  same  condition  will  hold 
true.  The  law  is  particularly  disagree- 
able at  this  time,  when  the  roads  are 
trying  to  cut  down  expenses  to  the  low- 
est possible   notch.

THE  OLD  AND  THE  NEW. 

It  has  been  a  curious  year,  this  1907  which  we  have 
Just  left  behind;  a  queer,  abnormal,  epoch-creating  year. 

In  it  the  people  of  this  country  have  passed  from  the 
heights  of  a  too  boisterous  prosperity  to  the  depths  of 
a  too  exaggerated  panic,  and  the  new  year  finds  them 
slowly  but  surely  climbing  out  of  the  morasses  of  de- 
spondency and  finding  a  firm  foothold  upon  the  high 
ground  of  renewed  hope  and  assurance  of  continued 
prosperity. 

As  The  Herald  has  said  from  the  first,  "it  is  not  going 
to  be  much  of  a  shower  after  all;"  but  it  has  been  a 
lesson  and  a  warning,  and  if  it  is  heeded  it  will  be  worth 
every  cent  and  every  pang  it  cost.  The  drop  from  the 
top  of  the  wave  into  the  trough  was  inevitable,  because 
the  wave  ran  too  high  to  keep  it  up.  Upon  a  firm  foun- 
dation of  real  prosperity,  created  by  the  production  of 
real  wealth  from  the  natural  resources  of  the  country, 
we  had  built  up  a  filagreed  array  of  gingerbread  archi- 
tecture, beautiful  but  woefully  insecure,  by  our  gambling 
and  discounting  of  the  future.  We  did  npt  call  it  gam- 
bling, but  we  might  as  well  admit  that  that  is  just  what 
it  was.  V/e  "boomed"  everything  to  the  fullest  extent 
of  our  capacity,  filling  the  bubble  with  air  until  our  lungs 
were  empty.  Then  when  it  burst  from  over-expansion, 
and  the  ornate  superstructure  of  speculation  collapsed 
for  the  same  reason,  for  a  moment  we  feared  that  the 
foundations  were  harmed.  But  they  were  not;  they  are 
as  firm  as  ever.  In  a  short  time  we  shall  be  building 
up  that  mass  of  fancy  architecture  again,  and  if  we  fail 
to  remember  our  lesson  of  1907,  we  shall  build  it  so  high 
and  so  vast  that  when  it  falls  again  it  will  weaken  the 
foundation. 

The  black  experience  of  the  fall  of  1907  was  meant 
as  a  warning.  If  we  heed  it,  and  proceed  with  our  new 
lease  of  prosperity  conservatively  and  sanely,  we  can 
make  it  last  indefinitely.

It  has  been  a  year  of  vast  progress  in  the  training  of 
the  public  service  corporations,  in  which  the  trusts  must 
be  included.

We  have  shown 
them  that  no  selfishly  distorted  idea  of  the  "rights  of 
property"  will  permit  them  to  exploit  the  people  for  the 
benefit  of  a  few.  By  their  improvements,  their  elimina- 
tion of  wasteful  competition  and  useless  expenditures, 
they  are  saving  money,  and  that  is  well;  but  the  people 
mean  to  have  their  share  of  the  benefits.  The  trusts  are 
not  to  be  permitted,  by  concealing  their  schemes  behind 
watered  capital,  to  absorb  an  undue  share  of  the  nation's 
prosperity.  They  are  not  to  be  permitted  to  debauch 
and  corrupt  the  people's  servants,  for  every  last  dollar 
of  their  expenditures  must  be  open  to  scrutiny,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  as  well  as  that  of  the  stock- 
holders who  have  been  in  the  past  little  better  off  than 
the  public.  They  are  not  to  be  denied  fair  profits  on 
honest  investments,  but  they  are  not  to  be  allowed  to 
collect  exorbitant  profits  on  watered  capital.  In  short, 
they  are  to  be  made  the  servants  of  the  people,  not  the 

masters  of  the  people.

Even  the  weather  has  been  strange  in  this  late 
lamented  1907.  The  spring  carried  a  breath  of  winter  on 
late  into  the  summer.

GARBAGE  AND  POWER. 

Chairman  T.  T.  Hudson  of  the  charter  commission, 
in  a  communication  published  in  The  Herald  last  even- 
ing, replied  to  The  Herald's  criticisms  of  the  proposed 
charter  amendment  reorganizing  the  health  department 
to  authorize  the  utilization  of  the  power  generated  by 
the  burning  of  garbage  in  the  city  incinerator. 

He  stated  that  the  amendment  does  not  authorize  the 
proposed  health  commission  to  "generate  power"  as  The 
Herald  said,  but  to  save  the  power  already  being  gen- 
erated, and  to  make  it  available  for  use.  Of  course  that 
is  what  The  Herald  meant.  It  did  not  suppose  for  a 
moment  that  the  health  commission  was  to  do  anything 
more  than  utilize  such  power  as  the  burning  of  gar- 
bage will  provide.  The  only  question  involved  is 
whether  or  not  the  prospects  of  profit  from  power  gen- 
erated in  the  incinerator  are  great  enough  to  warrant 
the  expense  of  experimenting  with  a  plant  to  utilize 
that  power.  As  to  that  The  Herald  is  very  skeptical.  It 
may  be  that  at  some  future  time,  when  the  city  is  much 
greater  than  it  is  today,  the  accumulation  of  garbage  and 
street-sweeping  will  be  great  enough  to  produce  in  its 
incineration  power  in  profitable  quantities.  It  seems 
very  improbable  that  this  would  be  the  case  now  or  for 
some  time  to  come. 

The  Herald  certainly  does  not  wish  to  be  unfair  in 
the  matter.  In  its  previous  discussion  it  approved  the 
commission  plan  proposed  by  the  amendment.  It  be- 
lieves thoroughly  in  this  method  of  handling  public  utili- 
ties of  whatever  nature  that  are  municipally  owned;  and 
it  should  be  stated  that  the  proposed  amendment  does 
not  make  the  utilization  of  power  from  the  incinerator 
compulsory;  it  leaves  it  entirely  in  the  discretion  of  the 
health  commission,  and  if  that  body  should  be  constituted 
as  similar  bodies  in  Duluth  are  now,  it  would  be  in  emi- 
nently safe  hands.  The  amendment  simply  opens  the 
door  for  an  experiment  which  The  Herald  believes  to  be 
impracticable,  but  it  provides  that  it  shall  not  be  at- 
tempted unless  the  commission  d^ems  it  feasible  and 
practical.  It  was  the  attempted  combination  of  the 
commission  plan  with  this  doubtful  experiment  that  The 
Herald  criticised. 

It  is  true  that  the  board  of  public  works  does  not 
collect  garbage.  Anybody  that  wants  to  try  to  make  a 
living  at  it  does  that,  and  the  most  the  board  of  public 
works  can  do  is  to  see  that  those  who  deposit  garbage 
in  public  thoroughfares  dispose  of  it.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  disposal  of  garbage  is  attended  at  present  by 
no  systematic  control  whatever,  there  being  no  method 
by  which  any  authority  can  either  let  proper  contracts 
for  handling  it,  or  by  which  the  city  can  do  the  work 
itself.  Not  even  the  health  department  has  effectual 
control  over  it. 

Unquestionably  it  is  desirable  that  this  condition 
should  be  changed.  In  the  interests  of  a  clean  city,  th* 
collection  of  garbage  should  be  under  some  recognized 
and  effectual  control — if,  indeed,  the  city  should  not  do 
the  work  itself  and  make  the  profits  uppn  it  which  a 
private  contractor  would  expect.  Whether  the  proposed 
amendment  settles  this  problem,  or  provides  a  promising 
method  of  settling  it,  is  a  question  for  the  voters  to  de- 
termine when  they  pass  upon  the  amendment  at  the  polls 
next  month.  It  is  far  more  important  than  the  fanciful 
experiment  of  producing  power  by  the  burning  of 
garbage. 


AN  IMPORTED  CUSTOM. 

In  the  elaborate  gaieties  that  marked  the  passing  of 
the  old  year  last  night  in  New  York  and  Chicago,  it  is 
worthy  of  note  that  for  the  occasion  a  number  of  fash- 
ionable cafes  abolished  their  rule  which  forbids  women 
to  smoke  in  public. 

Accordingly,  in  these  restaurants,  the  amazed  New 
Year  looked  for  the  first  time  in  this  country  upon  the 
public  spectacle  of  fair  women  enjoying  their  after- 
supper  cigarettes. 

Of  course  the  relaxation  of  the  rule  was  for  last  night 
only,  but  it  breaks  the  ice,  and  it  is  not  at  all  difficult 
to  foresee  that  in  a  very  short  time  it  will  become  a 
regular  thing,  as  it  is  now  in  European  centers. 

Now  if  the  women  of  this  country  wish  to  smoke, 
they  will  probably  smoke.  If  they  wish  to  smoke  in 
public,  that  will  probably  come,  too.  If  the  women 
can  stand  it,  very  likely  the  men  can  get  along.  There 
is  no  particular  reason  why  men  should  be  allowed  to 
smoke  and  women  forbidden  to  enjoy  the  same  vice, 
except  that  the  men  of  this  country  bive  been  in  the

Business  Discrimination. 

Northfield  News:  A  serious  blow  has 
been  aimed  at  the  special  privileges  en- 
joved  by  Twin  City  merchants  and  job- 
bers by  the  business  men  of  Duluth 
which  threatens  a  diminution  of  their 
profits  and  is  hable  to  re^sult  In  their  be- 
ing obliged  to  pay  taxes  on  their  stocks. 
It  appears  that  it  has  been  customary 
for  the  railroads  to  store  for  extended 
periods  goods  from  the  East  consigned 
to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  importers 
without  charge.  The  way  this  worjced 
out  was  that  the  jobbers  did  not  have 
the  freight  moved  until  it  was  needed  for 
immediate  disposal  or  until  it  was  sold 
outright.  The  importers  were  thus  not 
only  relieved  of  the  expense  incident  to 
m^Cintaining  ware^houses  of  their  own,  but 
the  goods,  although  remaining  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  for  months  at  a  time  were 
xcgardcd  as  being  in  transit  and  thus 
escaped  assessment  for  taxation  pur- 
poses altogether.  For  a  long  time  this 
unfair  kind  of  competition  has  been  a 
source  of  annoyance  and  loss  of  business 
to  Duluih  wholesalers  who  had  to  pay 
their  own  storage  and  had  no  device  for 
dodging  the  tax  collector,  but  they  saw 
no  way  of  preventing  it.  Since  the  pas- 
sage of  the  federal  rate  bill,  however, 
a  remedy  has  been  found;  and  complaint 
has  been  made  before  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission  that  the  favors  shown 
Twin  City  shippers  by  transportation 
companies  are  in  effect  a  discrimination 
against  men  In  other  sections  of  the  state 
engaged  in  the  same  business  and,  there- 
fore, unlawful.  Previous  decisions  in 
parallel  cases  leaves  little  room  for  doubt 
that  ultimately  Twin  City  Importers  will 
either  have  to  warehouse  their  own  goods 
or  pay  railroad  companies  a  reasonable 
charge   for  storage  privileges.

Extreme  caution  in  making  any  changes 
in  the  jires-nt  insurance  law  is  urged  bv 
the  governor.  He  says  that  w^ile  an>- 
suggestions  of  imendments  should  re- 
ceive proper  consideration,  no  changei 
should  be  made  unless  it  clearly  appears 
that  they  tire  i.eede<J  to  consf-rve  the  in- 
terests ot  th-j  p<jlicyholders.  He  also 
suggests  the  advisibiliiy  of  providing  for 
the  liquidation  under  the  3up»'rvisioa  oT 
the  superintt-ndeni  of  insurance  of  insol- 
vent insurance  '•orp*^)ration3  in  the  same 
mann-r-r  as  is  proposed  for  the  liquidation 
of   banking   institutions. 

The  enlargement  of  scope  of  the  pub- 
lic 3orvi.;e  cojuniission's  1  iw  proposed 
in  the  message  would  provide  for  the 
extension  of  the  act  to  include  tele 
phone  and  telegraph  companies  in  a4i- 
dition  to  the  corporations  already  under 
supervision.  Such  extension  of  the  act 
woul(^  bring  the  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone ■  •onipanies  umler  regulation  as 
to  rates,  service  and  other  matters 
similar  to  tiiat  which  obtains  in  the 
case  of  the  •o'-porations  at  present  siib- 
Jeet  to  the  law.  The  governor  recom- 
mends that  tlie  extension  of  jurisdic- 
tion  shaH    take  effect   on   Oct.    1.   IStW.

of  the  embassy  staff  with  Baron 
Tsuneiro  Miyaoka,  the  counsellor.  at 
the  head  of  the  line.  The  familiar 
figure  of  Chekib  Bey  .the  former  Turk- 
isb  minister,  also  was  missing,  having 
been  succeeded  by  Mehmed  All  Bey. 
China  likewi.se  changed  her  ministe:- 
during  the  year.  Sir  Chentung  Lian;? 
Cheng  having  been  recalled,  and  the 
former  minister,  Wu  Ting  Fang,  hav- 
ing   succeeded    to   the   position.

The  latter,  however,  has  not  yet  ar- 
rived ia  V^as'  ington,  and  Mr.  Chovv 
Ts2chi,  the  first  .secretary,  headed  tlie 
legation  from  China.  Death  has  made 
a  vacancy  in  the  legation  from  Nor- 
way, C.  Hauge,  the  minister,  having 
died  on  Dec.  12  at  his  home  in  Europe, 
and  in  liis  stead  was  U.  Skyback,  the 
secretary  of  the  legation  and  charge 
d'affaires. 

The  diplomats  who  were  makmg 
their  first  appearance  at  a  New  Y.^aiS 
function  at  the  White  House  included 
Ambassador  Bryce  of  Great  Britain; 
Senor  Don  Ramon  Pina,  the  .Spanidii 
minister,  and  T.  A.  Coromilas,  the 
minister  resident  from  Greece.  Al- 
though appointed  ambassador  from 
Mexico  a  year  ago,  Senor  Creel  had 
not  presented  his  credentials  to  llie 
president  at  that  time,  so  that  today 
was  his  first  appearance  at  a  New 
Year  function,  in  his  official  capacity. 
Senor  Don  Anibal  Cruz,  the  minister 
from  Chili,  also  was  present  for  the 
first  time  today  and  this  applied  alike 
to  Minister  Mejia  of  Salvador  and 
Minister     Ugarte    of    Honduras. 

Three  members  of  the  recent  Central 
American  peace  conference,  who  still 
remain  in  the  city,  were  specially  ii.- 
vited  guests,  W.  W.  Rockhill,  United 
States  minister  to  China,  al.so  was  ni 
attendance.  Assistant  Secretaries  Ba- 
con, Adee  and  Wilson  occupied  them- 
selves actively  in  entertaining  the 
diplomats. 

Many  From  Army  and  Navy. 
There  was  a  good  representation 
from  the  army  and  navy  and  marim 
corps,  all  the  officers  on  the  active  list 
and  many  who  have  been  retired,  pay- 
ing their  respects  to  the  president. 
Tho.se  on  active  duty  were  in  full  dre.ss 
uniform,  lending  color  to  the  already 
brilliant  spectacle  presented  by  the 
diplomatic  corps  in  the  full  insignia 
of  their  rank,  and  standing  out  in 
strong  contrast  to  the  civilian  dre.ss  of 
mo.st  of  the  guests.

Admiral  Dewey,  who 
has  just  pa.s8ed  his  seventieth  birth- 
day, headed  the  naval  contingent  and 
was  heartily  greeted  by  the  president. 
Behind  the  high  officers  of  the  army, 
navy  and  marine  corps  came  those  of 
lesser  rank,  until  all  had  paid  their 
respects   to    the   chief   magistrate   and

.sentiment  expres.sed  by  noted  spjak- 
ers  at  the  big  chamber  of  commerce 
dinners.  <Jne  speech  by  a  lawyer,  who 
IS  getting  $100,000  a  year  from  a  cor- 
poration, if  judicially  painted  in  the 
great  dailies  of  the  country,  will  make 
a  whole  lot  of  public  sentiment,  too 
frequently  of  an  unhealthy  kind.  In 
this  way  a  great  many  people  have 
been  made  to  believe  that  President 
Roosevelt  is  directly  responsible  •  for 
the  recent  commercial  and  financial 
trouble.s.  Unfortunately  the  great 
body  of  the  people  do  not  look  clo.sely 
enough  into  the.st^  things  until  after  it 
is  too  late.  The  campaign  against 
Roo.se  velt  policies  has  a  powerful 
support,  and  for  that  rea.son  must  b-? 
carefully  watched  if  its  dangers  would 
be  avoided.  If  the  people  should 
fail  to  sustain  Roosevelt  policies  at 
this  time,  all  that  has  been  gained  for 
them  during  the  past  few  years  is 
lost.  There  must  be  no  backward 
step." 

Taft   as   Candklato. 

"How  about  the  Republican  nomi- 
nee?" was  asked.  The  senator  replied: 
"No  doubt  the  president  has  expressed 
him.«elf  as  favorable  to  Taft,  and  at 
once  the  president's  critics  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  conceal  their  anger.  They  de- 
clare the  president  is  attempting  to 
dictate  who  his  succes-sor  shall  be.  If 
I  he  president  should  .<»ay  to  me  that 
Taft  is  a  progressive  Republican.  I 
would  have  reas^m  to  think  that  his 
.secretarj-  of  war  would  make  a  suit- 
able candidate — one  who  would  stand 
for  the  restoration  of  equity  between 
the  many  and  the  few.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  what  this  is  precisely  what  Taft 
does  stand  for.  Already  the  interests 
oppo.sed  to  Rf>osevelt  policies  have  dis- 


covered that  Taft  once  rendered  a  de- 
cision advjrse  to  the  Interests  of  the 
laboring  men.  Whoev.r  heard  of  the 
corporation  claims  being  solicitous  in 
behalf  of  labor'.'' 

"Under  the  next  president  there  mu!*t 
be  a  readjustment  of  tariff  schedules, 
and  there  should  be  a  strengthening  of 
the  anti-trust  laws  now. 

Cnni'ncy  lif«;isIatloii. 

"How  about  currency  legislation? 
Well,  there  should  be  .some  positive 
currency  legislation  at  this  .se-ssion.  The 
policy  of  the  .so-called  con.servatlves  is 
to  go  slow.  It  is  this  'going  slow'  that 
is  r  .stponsible  for  many  of  our  pres^mt 
difficulties.  Conservati.sm  in  a  growing 
country  has  never  been  able  to  make 
commerce  and  industry  stand  still.  If 
this  could  be  done,  we  might  get  along 
for  a  while  under  our  present  antiquat- 
ed financial  .system.  It  is  a  paradoxical 
policy  which  favors  progress  in  trade 
and  manufacturi'  ami  opposes  a  suit- 
able adjustment  of  our  currency. 

"The  bank. that  now  .seeks  to  take 
out  emergency  circulation  mui*t  pass 
through  the  circuTnlocution  offloe,  and 
be  most  humble  in  its  demeanor.  The 
s»«retary  of  the  trea.sury  looks  upon 
the  accommodation  as  a  personal  favor. 
Thus  it  is  that  the  big  fellows  in  Wall 
street  have  the  advantage.  How  much 
better  it  would  l>e  If  we  had  an  official 
bank,  seimrated  from  Wall  !*treet  Influ- 
fnces.  where  all  bankers  could  k»  with 
their  escuritie«  and  get  currency  ac- 
coinmodati4>ns  without  begging  for 
them,  and  without  delay?  This  is  the 
underlying  principle  of  the  central 
bank   .scheme."

London,  Jan.  1.— While  It  is  not  ex 
pected  that  there  will  be  any  ehange 
in  the  ministry  before  the  end  of  Jan- 
uary, and,  theref  .re,  no  general  elec- 
tion, It  is  likely  that  by-elctions  may 
be  required  In  a  few  districts  by  reason 
of  the  usi-.i.l  distributions  of  peerages 
at  the  f-.st  of  the  year,  and  tnese  ap- 
peals to  the  people  are  greatly  dreaded 
by  the  Liberal'^  because  of  the  prevail- 
ing business  depre.ssion  which  is  likely 
to  react  on  the  party  in  power. 

There    is   an    ominous    shrinkage    in 
the   textile   and   iron  and   steel   trades, 
and    there   are    many   indications   that 
the  American  reverses  and  the  German 
uncertainty      have     seriously     affected 
British  trade.  The  dismissal  of  a  thou- 
.sand   men   men    from   the   Clyde   ship- 
yards   and    the    large    Increase    in    the 
number  of  unemployed  in  London  ar.^ 
ominous  signs.     It  has  been  a  bad  year 
for  the  stock  exchange,  where  an  ex- 
pert writer  in   the  Pankers'   Magazine 
estimates  the  total  shrinkage  of  values 
in  387  stocks  as  £342,000,000,  or  about 
9  per  cent.     Consequently,  while  there 
have  been  fewer  failures  and  the  num- 
ber  of    bankrupts   has   fallen    off.    the 
shadow  of  hard  times  is  settling  over 
the  land.     Even  farmers  have  felt  the 
pressure,      ijspecially     in      the     North, 
where     Lord      Roseberry     and      other 
large  landlords  are  making  liberal  re- 
ductions in  rent  in  recognition  of  the 
failure  of  crops. 

In  Ireland  the  situation  is  even 
worse,  since  cattle  driving  has  Imper- 
iled the  grazing  industry  and  inter- 
rupted the  transfer  of  land  from  own- 
ers to  tenants,  and  Mr.  Birrell  does  not 
yet  know  what  to  do,  although  the 
courts  have  imprisoned  a  member  of 
parliament  and  the  nationalists  are 
still  faction  rent,  with  John  Redmona 
negotiating  for  peace  with  Messrs. 
O'Brien  and  Dillon. 

The  Liberal  mimstry  Is  also  ham- 
pered by  the  pre-election  promise  to 
establish  old  age  pensions,  for  at  least 
$35,000,000  would  be  required  as  a 
basis  with  the  age  limit  fixed  at  65, 
which  Mr.  Asquith  deems  too  low  and 
the  labor  leaders  too  high. 

Bound  up  with  the  pension  project 
is  a  recasting  of  the  outworn  poor-lav^r 
system.  Today  England's  paupers  are, 
to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before, 
able-bodied  persons. 

The  casual  wards  are  crowded  with 
men  and  women  who  ought  to  be  com- 
pelled to  work  in  labor  colonies.  No 
adequate  pension  scheme  can  Ignore 
this  feature. 

Incidental  to  pen.sion  proposals  and 
poor-law  reform  is  the  regulation  of 
the  public  house  system  by  a  logical 
licensing  law. 

"The  public  house;s  are  the  chief  fac- 
tors for  the  making  of  pension.iiries," 
declared  Dr.  John  Clifford,  the  non- 
conformists predcher.  "Put  them  un- 
der restraint  and  our  paupers  and  poor 
will  diminish." 


Chicago,    Jan.    1.— The    Black    Dia- 
mond,   the   official    organ   of   the    coal 
trade,    says:     Coal    trade    activity    f-^r 
the  year   1907,   which   r.mounted    to   a 
production     of     clos^e     to     450,000,000 
tons,    ail    classes   considered,    and    the 
very      satisfactoiy      prices      obtained, 
these    being   higher   than    the   averagj 
of    recent    years,    made    the    year    the 
best  in  the  history  of  the  coal  trade. 
The    enormous    production    of    coal 
is     directly     traceable     to     the     steady 
employment     of    manufacturing     con- 
cerns,  the   increase   in   the   number   of 
electric    lighting      plants      consuming 
coal,    the    unusually    cool   weather    for 
the  entire  spring  and   the   early  sum- 
mer,    and     the     enormous     indu-trial 
activity    which    rec.aired    the    erection 
and   operation   of   new    industrial   eon- 
ceruj.        A  factor  of  considerable  im- 
portance   was    the    anticipation    of    a 
coal     shortage     this     winter     at     all 
points,     especially    those    farthest    re- 
moved  from   the   mines   and   the   con- 
sequent  storing   of   coal   to   offset   this 
shortage.  When     the     reaction     in 

business  came,  toward  the  end  of  the 
year,  these  stock:j  had  to  be  worko  1 
off  and  consequently  inten.sified  the 
reaction,  which  affected  the  coal 
trade.  But  even  at  that  the  busi- 
ness done  for  the  year  was  so  enor- 
mous that  the  rv^action  had  but  veiy 
little  effect  either  in  the  volume  of 
business   or   the   prices   obtained. 

All  classes  of  coal,  from  anthracite 
to  lignites,  shared  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  year.  Anthracite  coal  was 
consumed  so  late  in  the  spring  that 
the  stocks  were  almost  exhausted 
and  there  was  danger  of  a  shortage 
in  the  winter  because  these  stocks 
could  not  be  replenished.  The  same, 
practically,  is  true  of  the  bituminous 
coal,  which  moved  by  the  lake  route 
in  such  volume  that  the  tonnage  in- 
creased by  four  million  ton**.  The 
South  took  so  much  bituminous  coal 
that  the  river  routes  were  not  able 
to  supply  the  demand  and  all-rail 
shipments  were   necessary. 

The  domestic  consumption  was  so 
enormous  that  through  the  inability 
to  obtain  miners  and  through  the 
shortage     of    transportation     facilities

Herald.) — "Governor  Johnson  will  be 
a  promient  tlgure  in  the  Denver  con- 
vention, despite  his  positive  assertion 
that  he  is  not  a  candidate  for  the 
presidency,  and  his  declaration  that 
he  is  in  favor  of  Brjan's  nomination," 
said  Capt.  M.  N.  Goss,  former  chief 
of  police  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  at  the 
Raleigh  last  night.  "While  I  am  no: 
of  the  same  political  failh.  I  am  fa- 
miliar Willi  the  situation  iunong  tht 
Democrats  in  Minnesota,  especially  ic- 
garding  Governor  Johnson,  and  it  :s 
my  opinion  that  the  delegation  that 
goes  from  Minnesota  will  be  in- 
structed to  vote  for  Johnson  and,  if 
not  instructed,  thai  it  will  vote  for 
him  anyway.  The  governor  is  not  a 
candida-te  tor  the  vice  presidency,  an-l 
1  do  not  thinli  could  be  prevailed  up- 
on to  take  it,  although  one  can  never 
tell  what  a  man  (^n  be  forced  to  do 
sometimes.  RooseveTt  was  not  a  can- 
date  for  vice  president,  you  remember 
1  do  not  doubt  that  Johnsons  friends 
have  aspirations  for  him.  They  believe 
that  he  is  presidential  timber,  and  if 
not  nominated  this  time,  he  will  malce 
a  strong  candidate  a  few  years  hence. 
H1.S  popularity  among  Democrats  and 
Republicans  alike  was  shown  in  tiie 
last  national  election,  when  Roosevelt 
carried  the  state  by  ItJl.OlK),  yet  John- 
son, a  Democrat,  was  elected  by  over 
6.000.  A  year  ago  Johnson  was  re- 
elected by  76.KH>.  Any  man  who  c^a 
accomplish  that  is  strong  with  the 
people,  and  if  he  was  nominated,  I 
am  inclined  to  believe  he  would  carry 
Minnesota  and  other  states  in  the 
West. 

"It  Is  hard  to  tell  at  this  early  daie 
how  tlie  Republicans  stand  in  the 
matter  of  a  choice  for  the  presidency.

BANK  OF  ENGUND 
LOWERS  ITS  RATE 

improved  Financial  Con- 
ditions Drop  Discount 
to  6  Per  Cent. 

Lond<m,  Jan.  2. — The  directors  o{ 
the  Bank  of  England  today  lowered 
the  minimum  rate  of  discount  to  6 
from  7  per  cent,  which  rate  was 
established  as  a  result  of  the  recent 
American   financial    crisis. 

Improved  financial  ct)nditions  in 
America,  coupled  with  a  better 
monetary  .situation  in  Germany,  as- 
sisted the  directors  in  their  decision 
to  remove  the  stringent  rate  of 
discount,  which  had  been  handicap- 
ping trade  and  speculation  in  the 
past  seven  weeks.  The  effect  of  the 
reduction,  however,  already  had  been 
largely  discounted  on  the  London 
stock  exchange,  as  the  absence  of 
New  York  comj)etltion,  gold  arrivals 
and  a  sharp  drop  in  discount  rates 
foreshadowed  nearly  a  decline  in  the 
rate  of  discount. 

The  market  this  morning  opened 
quiet.  Consols  improved  three-six- 
teenths on  the  announc«-ment  of  the 
reduction  of  the  official  discount  rate, 
while  American  .securities  recovered 
from  early  weakne.«s.  There  was 
not    much    business    transacted.

Will  be  No  Strike  in  New 
York— Wages  Un- 
changed. 

New  York.  Jan.  2.— There  Is  little 
chance  of  strikes  this  year  among  t.is 
building  unions.  The  employers  have 
signed  agreements  with  the  large  num- 
ber of  men,  and  in  cases  where  agree- 
ments have  not  been  concluded  ar- 
rangements are  under  way.

Tho 
arbitration  plan  has  reduced  strikes 
to  a  minimum  and  both  sides  fe»l  that 
the  arbitration  agreement  should 
remain   permanently   in   force.

HIS  BLISS 
ISENDED 

Douglas  A.  Petre  Asks 

for  Divorce  From  Ethel- 

wynn  Dean. 

Union  of  December  and 

May   Was   Not 

Lasting. 


After  ten  months  of  wodded  life. 
Douglas  A.  Petre  has  petitioned  the 
district  court  for  a  decree  of  divorce 
on  the  ground  of  cruel  and  hihuman 
treatmv?nt.  Mrs.  Petre  has  if^ade  an- 
swer to  tite  complaint.  In  which  she 
adniite  some  of  the  allegations,  denies 
others  and  prays  that  the  court  may 
grant  her  husband  the  relief  he  a.sks. 
The  divorce  case  Is  of  more  than 
usual  interest  owing  to  the  circum- 
stances that  attended  the  union  last 
March.  "^ 

Mr.  Petre,  who  is  alleged  to  be  the 
scion  of  English  nobility,  and  wlio  is 
55  years  old,  married  Ethel wynn  Dean, 
aged  20  yaara.  Mr.  Petre  took  hi-s 
bride  to  Chicago,  where  the  marriage 
ceremony  was  performed  vvitiiin  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  lUlnoi.s. 

The  complaint,  which  was  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  this 
morning  by  J  B.  Richards,  attorney, 
contained  many  sen.sational  allega- 
tions. The  answer,  tiled  by  H.  G.  Gear- 
hart,  attorney  for  Mrs.  Petre,  is  scarce- 
ly le.ss  interesting. 

Mr.  Petre  alleges  that  they  were 
married  in  Chicago  March  12.  1907.  He 
claims  that  he  was  induced  by  false 
statements  of  Mrs.  Petre,  prior  to  their 
marriage,  to  believe  that  she  hatl 
previously  been  married  to  and  di- 
vorced from  one  L.  R.  Gibson,  which 
statements  the  plaintiff  found  out  to 
be  untrue.  Mr.  Petre  claims  that  he 
knew  his  wife  had  been  a  mother 
previous  to  his  marriage  with  her,  but 
supposed  it  was  In  lawful  wedlock. 
Had  No  Ijove  for  Him. 
It  is  claimed  by  Mr.  Petre  that  Im- 
mediately after  his  ntarriage  he  dis- 
covered that  his  wife  had  no  love  or 
affection  for  him.  but  hud  married 
him  merely  for  rlnanciaJ  support.  He 
claims  that  site  has  frequently  made 
statements  to  that  effect  to  tliird  i>er- 
sons  to  his  great  humiliation  and  dis- 
tress, as  it  has  made  him  an  object  of 
ridicule  to  the  general  public  and 
among  his  ac(juHintances. 

The  husband  claims  that  Mrs. 
Petre's  conduct  was  such,  while  they 
resided  in  one  of  the  local  hotels,  tiiat 
the  proprietor  finally  requested  them 
to  get  out. 

Mt.  Petre  further  alleges  that  last 
October  his  wife  wilfully  and  secretly 
purloined  private  letters  and  memor- 
anda that  were  of  considerable  value 
to  hltn.  and  has  ever  since  refused  to 
give  them  to  him. 

It  is  alleged  that  Mrs.  Petre's  a.sso- 
ciations  since  h t  marriage  have  been 
bad  and  liumiliatlng  to  her  husbanrl, 
that  she  has  associated  with  men  ot 
bad  reputation  and  under  circum- 
stances that  are  generally  considered 
Improper.  Mr.  Petre  claims  his  wife 
has  dined  with  strange  young  men  at 
local  restaurants  where  liquor  was 
served  in  private  dining  rooms  or 
booths  and  where  the  tendency  was 
toward  hilarious  and  boisterous  con- 
duct; 

In  her  ariswer  Mrs.  Petre.  to  use 
street  parlance,  "stands  pat."  She.  ad- 
mit.s  that  her  conduct  has  not  been 
considerate  to  iier  husband's  feelings, 
but  alleges  that  he  brought  it  on  him- 
self by  his  treatment  and  his  attitude 
toward  her. 

Mrs.  Petre  claims  that  she  made  no 
r. -presentations  to  Mr.  Petre  with  ref- 
erence to  whether  she  had  or  had  not 
been  prevlou.sly  married.  She  admits 
that  she  had  no  wifely  love  for  hini 
when  she  married  him  and  has  had 
no  such  regard  since. 

Mrs.  Petre  alleges  that  she  consent- 
ed to  marry  the  plaintiff  only  by  rea- 
son of  constant  importuning  and  the 
fact  that  he  had  been  kind  to  her  foi- 
several  months  prior  to  their  mar- 
riage and  had  offered  her  a  home  and 
financial  support. 

She  alleges  that  the  <lisparity  in 
their  ages  has  resulted,  naturally,  in  a 
great  dissimilarity  of  tastes  and  that 
Mr.  Petre's  conduct  toward  her  has 
been  one  of  a  "stern  mentor." 
Rnles  for  Her  Conduct. 
Mrs.  Petre  claims  that  her  husband 
promulgated  for  guidance  in  her  con- 
duct, innumerable  rules,  petty  and 
otherwise,  that  were  intolerable  to  hor. 
She  claims  that  he  objected  to  the 
visits  of  her  young  women  friends  an  1 
insulted  them  when  she  persisted  in 
inviting  her  friends  to  see  her.  It  is 
alleged  that  Mr.  Petre  refused  to  per- 
mit his  wife  to  have  the  amusements 
and  associations  that  appeal  to  one  of 
her  age  and  that  he  undertook  to 
prescribe  for  her  what  friends  she 
should  have  and  what  she  should  eat, 
wear   and    think. 

Mrs.  Petre  accuses  her  husband  of 
watching  her  In  .secret  to  find  out  if 
she  broke  any  of  his  rules,  and  that 
he  made  a  mass  of  memoranda  w^hlle 
"playing  detective."  It  is  admitted  hy 
Mrs.  Petre  that  she  seized  many  let- 
ters and  memoranda  belonging  to  her 
husband  and  kept  them,  but  she 
claims  that  this  constitutes  the  "evi- 
dence" that  he  claims  to  have  col 
lected  against  her  and  which  he 
threatened  to   make   public. 

In  her  answer  Mrs.  Petre  declares 
that  "the  dissimilarity  of  their  tastes 
has  resulted  in  one  dontinuous  matn- 
monial  Jangle"  beginning  at  the  time 
of  their  marriage  and  continuing  to 
the  time  the  plaintiff  is  alleged  to 
have  left  her.  She  claims  that  as  a 
result  of  her  husband's  conduct  "any 
affection  that  she  might  have  had  for 
l-.im  has  been  eliminated  and  she  has 
tor  him  a  distinct  aversion  amounting 
sometimes  to  a  positive  hatred."  Sho 
asks  that  the  court  grant  her  husband 
Mie  relief  .he  asks  for.

"The  movement  Tor  the  open  shop  in 
Duluth  ha.s  gained  strength  as  the 
days  have  passed,  and  enters  the  new 
year    well    along.    Contractors    believe, 

from  what  they  know  of  similar  move- 
ments in  the  past,  that  it  is  several 
weeks  ahead  of  what  could  have  been 
hoped  for  when  it  began,  when  the 
Building  Trades'  alliance  struck  on 
the  Sell  wood  -and  Clyde  Iron  works 
jobs.  On  account  of  the  lack  of 
work  elsewhere  this  winter,  and  the 
general  feeling  everywhere  that  work 
will  be  quiet  during  the  coming  .spring 
and  summf  r,  it  has  not '  ocen  hard  lo 
get  all  the  skilled  men  needed,  and 
every  job  under  way  in  Duluth  is  on 
the  open  shop  idea.  This  does  not 
mean  non-union,  nor  reduction  of 
wages.  Take  tli<i  Sellwood  building,  for 
instance,  the  union  bricklayers  are 
working  steadily  in  conjunction  with 
non-union  men  in  other  crafts,  and  all 
on  a  union  .scale.  The  open  shop  does 
not  necessarily  imply  non-union.  It 
does  mean  unrestricted  production;  a 
chance  for  any  man  to  work,  even  if 
he  cannot  afford  the  money  to  join  tlie 
union  ranks  and  pay  union  fees  and 
dues,  or  does  not  care  to  do  so,  and 
it  also  means  that  there  is  no  wall  of 
ill-feeling  built  up  between  the  men 
and  their  employers.  The  open  shop, 
in  short,  means  just  this: 

"No    closed    shop. 

"No  restriction  as  to  the  use  of 
tools,  machinery  or  material,  except 
such  as  are   unsafe.

"No  sacrifice  of  independent  work- 
men to  the  labor  union. 

"No  compulsory  use  of  the  union 
label. 

"And  it  is  a  notorious  fact,  known 
to  every  person  in  Duluth,  that  the 
closed  shop  means  just  the  opposite 
in   every   respect. 

"The  executive  committee  on  the 
open  shop,  composed  of  nine  members, 
three  each  from  tiie  Commercf&l  club, 
the  Real  Estate  exchange  and  the 
Builders'  exchange,  has  become  asso- 
ciated %yith  an  advisoiy  committee  of 
100,  Avhlch  is  composed  of  men  who 
believe  in  the  open  shc^  and  are  will- 
ing to  act  In  an  advisQfy  capacity,  and 
wliich  is  composed  as  fc  Hows:  Messrs.

MANY  WOODSMEN 
ARE  IN  THE  CITY 


The  streets  were  filled  with  men  to- 
day. Many  of  the  laborers  who  did 
not  get  down  for  Christmas  were  in 
town  yestt^>rday,  and  today  the  local 
labor  offices  are  beseiged  with  men  who 
are  looking  for  employment. 

H«>avy  vrders  for  men  were  received 
from  the  wo<KliJ  this  nioniing.  The  de- 
mand for  men  is  the  biggest  since  the 
I  big  orders  before  the  stringency.  Some 
i  of  the  camixs  will  start  operations 
again  this  month,  and  at  labor  offices 
it  is  said  that  the  demand  for  men 
will    probably   steadily^increase. 

All  of  thf  employment  offices  were 
in  receipt  of  orders  to  send  laborers 
to  the  camps.  S<jme  of  the  camps  are 
e-empl>ying  men,  others  are  hiring 
additional  men.  and  still  other  orders 
represent  the  starting  of  a  camp  that 
was  closed  down  in  the  first  week  of 
the   money  stri/igency. 

While  the  wages  being  offered  are 
l>elow  those  in  effect  before  the  money 
stringency  of  last  October,  some  of  the 
firms  a.skiiig  for  men  are  offering  good 
wag'S.  Today's  orders  are  the  most 
encouraging  since  some  of  the  big  firms 
i  decided  to  let  out  men.

'But  I 
consider  most  oi  them  of  great  mum^^n* 
and  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  every 
•  itlzen  of "  Duluth.  They  may  nqt  be 
brought  about  for  years,  but  It  is  well 
lor  every  citizen  to  think  of  the  progress 
of  his  city  In  eivlc  beauty  and  stability. 
Duluth  has  many  needs,  some  pressnii;. 
others  not  so  much  so.  and  not  until 
those  needs  are  supplied,  will  the  city  bu 
Th.*  Pittsburg  of  the  West;'  a  city  in 
which  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  live,  and 
one  In  which  outsiders  will  rtnd  Joy  in 
visiting.  I  3p«'ak  now  of  municipal  Im- 
provements, not  of  industrial  advances. 
which  must  come  from  a  direttion  other 
than  the  governing  body  of  the  city. 

"The  public  abatt.>ii-,  publii-  baths  ana 
.  hlldren  s  bathing  ponds  n.-ed  no  argu- 
ments as  to  their  desirability.  They  are 
necessities  in  any  city  tlw;  siz<'  of  Duluth 
The  abattoir  stands  for  cleanliness  and 
sanitation  in  the  slaughtering  of  anmwils. 
The  public  baths  and  bathing  ponds 
would  be  of  benefit  to  more  people  tlmii 
one  would  think,  unless  he  kn>w  cojidi.- 
tions  The  ponds  would  keep  the  children 
out  of  more  dangerous  places;  and  put 
them  under  the  protection  of  attendants, 
where  they  would  be  safe.  .     ^   .    ,. 

•The  paved  boulevard  on  Park  Point 
is  not  a  new  scheme,  but  it  Is  one 
whirh  will  bear  consideration.  How 
nice  it  would  be  for  us  to  take  out  vis- 
itors around  the  boulevard  and  show 
them  the  city  from  the  heights  and 
ilun  down  on  the  Point,  wiiere  they 
would  see  the  shipping  at  first  hand, 
the  manufacturing  and  wholesale  dis- 
trict spread  out  before  them  and  the 
opposite   view   of  the  city. 

"The  roads  on  a  small  grade  to  the 
top  of  the  hill  are  pets,  which  I  havi? 
propo.sed  to  the  council  many  times. 
In  case  of  fire  they  would  be  invalu- 
able as  well  as  for  ordinary  traffic. 
Tlie  Heights  are  at  present  too  nearly 
inacce.sslble  for  the  city's  good  and  the 
plan    might   be   taken  up  with  good  ef- 

"The  new  highway  to  West  Duluth 
and  the  widening  of  Micliigan  street  are 
also  old  projects.  Third  street  is  too 
narrow  on  account  of  the  street  car 
tracks  as  an  avenue  for  traffic  between 
the  West  end  and  West  Duluth.  The 
Jenswold  street  subway  is  too  restrict- 
ed and  a  new  highway  is  Imdiy  needed. 

"At  the  present  time  the  street  sprink- 
lers are  filled  from  the  iiydrants.  The 
valves  for  that  purpose  are  within  the 
reach  of  children,  are  tampered  with, 
renilered  leaky,  and,  at  times,  useless. 
I  would  recommend  the  installation  of 
standpipes.  or  cranes,  for  tlie  filling  of 
th^-  sprinklers,  where  the  valves  would 
he  tuit  of  the  reach  of  everyone,  except 
the  man  on  top  of  the  sprinkler.  They 
would  cost  about  $50  each  and  sixty  of 
them  would  be  needed.  The  $3,000  ex- 
pended  would   be  well   spent. 

"The  present  plan  of  constructing  con- 
crete walks  doesn't  make  for  uniform- 
ity In  quality  or  workmanship.  If  the 
city  employes  had  charge  of  the  work 
they  could  take  it  up  In  the  regular 
order,  the  old  sidewalks  would  not  be 
torn  up  for  weeks  in  advance  of  the 
construction  of  the  new.  and  the  ar- 
rang»Mnent  would  be  more  satisfactory. 
The  other  projects  I  speak  of  have  been 
discussed  before  and  the  people  might 
well  think  of  them  for  action  during 
the  coming  year."

THE  STRIKE 
IS  SETTLED 

Boilermakers  and  North- 
ern Pacific  Come  to 
an  Agreement. 


All  the  Old  Men 
Soon  be  Given 
Places. 


A  good  many  of  them  have  taken  up 
work  In  other  districts,  and  arc  not  now 
in  search  of  employment.  This  will  mak.- 
it  better  for  th»i  men  that  are  left.  It  i.* 
understood  that  in  Duluth  there  are  only 
two  or  three  of  the  strikers  who  are  m 
such  a  position  that  Hiey  want  their  oki 
jobs  bark,  and  it  is  thought  they  will  be 
given  places  this  week,  although  no  non- 
unionists  will  be  discharged  to  make  room 
for  th'/m. 

The  term.s  of  settlement  appear  .satl.^- 
faotory  to  local  boilermakers.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  trouble  the  employe.s  wl 
t<-n  roads  agreed  to  .stand  together,  but 
wh'-n  it  was  found  that  no  settlement 
could  be  secured  on  this  ba.sis,  it  wa« 
votoii  bv  thf  unionists  to  let  the  employes 
of  each  road  deal  directly  with  th.-  com- 
panies for  whom  they  worked,  and  the 
Northern  Pari  tic  had  no  trouble  in  com- 
ing to  a  satlsfactorj'  agreement  with  its 
men. 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Wisconsin 
Central  will  not  have  its  Dulutfi  depot  and 
terminals  ready  undf-r  about  two  years' 
lime.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  road  to 
come  to  some  agreement  with  another  line 
entering  Duluth  for  trackage  and  d^-pot 
privileges,  and  it  is  now  understood  that 
this  arrangement  will  be  made  with  the 
Northern  Paeitic. 

The  Central  expects  to  have  trains  run- 
ning Into  Superior  next  spring,  and  the 
present  plan  is  to  establish  connections 
with  Duluth  at  the  same  time.  It  has 
not  been  offioiAlly  announc  d  as  yet,  but 
it  is  rep<irt»d  on  good  authority  that  the 
Central  trAlns  will  enter  Duluth  over  the 
Northern  Pacllic  tracks,  and  that  they 
will  use  the  unfoti  depot  until  the  comple- 
tion of  the  company's  own  dep<}t  here. 

\s  a  matter  of  fact,  the  union  station 
is  the  onlY  onf  that  is  open  to  the  ne*- 
road  for  The  iDmaha.  being  a  rival  line, 
would  hardly  a^r>-e  to  let  the  Central  lln»s 
use  its  Duluth  depot.  Anyway,  it  is  the 
policy  of  the  Omaha  to  have  it.s  own  de- 
pots, and  -to  ttevote  them  exclusively  to 
their  own  traljTs.  . 

C  N  Ka.lk.  ■  eliief  engineer  of  tne  vN  Is- 
consin  Ceutral,  was  in  Dulutli  yesterday, 
and  said  the  track  mto  Superior  would 
be  ready  for  use  about  the  i^rst  of  June, 
corroborating  rt-ports  which  recently  ap- 
peared in  Thej  Herald.  Finishing  touohe.s 
are  now  being  put  on  the  bridge  across 
the  Nemadjl  riv»»r,  a  short  distance 
south  of  Superior.  This  bridge  will  have 
the  longest  steel  span  of  any  ^ong  the 
line. 


The  boilermakers'  strike  Is  settled. 

The  men  employed  by  the  Northern 
Pacific  road,  at  Brainerd  and  at  other 
shops  on  the  system,  will  return  to 
work   today.   It   is   stated. 

There  are  about  six  men  in  Duluth 
affected  by  the  strike. 

The  Great  Nortliern  trouble  has  not 
yet  been  adjusted.  The  Superior  shops 
are  affected  by  the  strike  of  the  Great 
Northern  men.  It  is  expected  that  they 
will  short+y  follow  the  example  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  men  and  come  to  an 
agreement. 

According  to  the  best  information 
obtainable,  the  settlement  was  on  a 
basis  of  IIV^  cents  an  hour.  No  discrim- 
ination will  he  made  against  any  of 
the  strikers,  and  on  the  other  hand, 
the  company  has  made  no  promise  to 
discharge  any  non-union  men  now  em- 
ployed by  It.  The  matter  of  rehiring 
the  old  men  will  be  left  largely  with 
the   heads   of  the  shops. 

.\11  the  strikers  cannot  oe  given  places 
at  once,  but  it  is  sai.l  they  will  all  be 
taken  care  of  within  the  next  tVw  weeks. 


BOTH  USE  DEPOT. 

Missabe  and  Rainy  Lake  Trains  Use 
Virginia  Depot.

The  announcement,  at  Minneapolis, 
by  the  Northern  Pine  Manufacturers' 
aaaociation  of  a  cut  of  from  $1  to  $3  per 
thousand  feet  on  everything  in  the 
white  pine  list  is  not  looked  upon  by 
Duluth  lumber  interests  as  having  any 
special  significance.  In  fact  the  action 
of  the  association  Is  said  to  have  had 
no  effect  here. 

It  is  claimed  that  locally  lumiber  is 
being  sold  cheaper  now  than  in  Min- 
neapolis, even  at  the  lower  flguri-s  that 
are  claimed  to  have  been  promulgated. 

une  of  Duluth's  prominent  lumber 
shippers,  referring  to  the  Minneapolis 
It  port.,  says: 

"The  announcement  of  the  cut  in 
prices  does  not  mean,  necessarily,  that 
the  individual  members  Intend  to  live 
up  to  the  new  list.  In  my  opinion,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  others  at  this  point, 
tlie  announcement  has  been  made  sim- 
ply to  give  the  Minneapolis  manufac- 
turers the  opportunity  of  doing  a  little 
dickering  with  the  trade.  They  will 
not,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  sell  any  more 
lumber  at  the  induced  price,  or.  If  It 
were  cut  even  more,  but  with  the 
knowledge  that  the  association  has 
given  them  leeway,  they  will  be  in  a 
position  to  dicker. 

"Lumber  is  being  sold  cheaper  in 
Duluth  than  in  Minneapolis  even  were 
the  reduced  figures  obtainable.  The 
conditions  are  not  quite  the  same  in 
the  two  markets.  The  Duluth  manu- 
facturers, as  a  rule,  figure  on  disposing 
of  their  entir?  cut  along  the  line  of 
certain  dimensions  to  one  purcha-^^r, 
while  in  the  Clouquet  and  the  Minne- 
apolis markets,  the  purchaser  can  buy 
any  quantity   that  he  wants. 

"There  is  no  reason,  with  the  pre^i- 
ent  market  conditions,  for  a  curlaU- 
ment  in  the  lumber  production  this 
year.  There  may  be  a  little  curtail- 
ment in  the  log  output,  but  not  in  the 
lumber  production.  The  mills  at  Clo- 
«iuet  could  curtail  their  log  output  ono- 
half  and  still  have  Just  as  large  a 
lumber  production  this  year  as  last 
because  the  companies  have  such  a 
large  quantity  of  logs  on  hand  from 
their  logging  operations  of  last  wlnier 
and  the  winter  before."

STATE  BANK  INSURANCE. 

Oklahoma,  the  iir.-t  state  ui  the  Union  or.  indeed,  m 
the  world,  to  try  the  experiment  of  real  popular  govern- 
ment. Is  also  the  tirst  state  in  tins  country  to  provide 
for  the  state  insurance  of  deposits  in  state  banks. 

The  lirst  Oklahoma  legislature  pas.>ed  a  "bank  deposit 
guaranty  law"  which  is  now  in  effect,  and  a  copy  of 
which  has  been  received  by  The  Herald.  It  provides  for 
the  creation  of  a  state  banking  board,  composed  of  the 
governor.  lieutenant  tfovernar,  president  of  the  state 
board  of  agriculture,  state  treasurer  and  state  auditor. 

This  board  is  required  to  levy  an  assessment  against 
the  capital  stock  of  each  state  bank,  at  the  rate  of  i  per 
cent  of  the  bank's  daily  average  deposits  less  the  deposits 
of  state  funds  properly  secured.  This  a:'Ses3ment  will 
produce  what  is  to  be  called  the  "depositors'  guaranty 
fund."  and  it  is  to  be  maintained  at  i  per  cent  of  the 
average  daily  deposits  of  all  the  state  banks.  Whenever 
it  is  depleted,  from  any  cause,  special  proportionate 
assessments  are  to  be  made  to  restore  it  to  its  proper 
level.  Banks  organized  subsequent  to  the  enactment  of 
this  law  are  to  pay  into  the  guaranty  fund  3  per  cent  of 
their  capital  stock. 

National  banks  may,  if  they  desire,  avail  themselves 
of  this  protection  by  complying  with  the  law.  provided 
that  if  a  federal  law  of  similar  nature  is  provided,  they 
may  withdraw  from  the  state^  guaranty  fund. 

Whenever  a  bank  fails,  the  state  bank  commissioner 
is  to  take  charge  of  it*  affairs  and  pay  depositors  in  full. 
IT  the  bank's  funds  will  not  meet  the  requirements,  the 
State  banking  board  will  draw  enough  from  the  guaranty 
fund  to  make  up  the  deficit,  so  that  depositors  will 
always  be  paid  promptly  and  without  waiting  to  liquidate 
the  bank's  assets.  After  they  have,  been  paid,  the  state 
lias  a  first  lien  upon  the  bank's  assets  and  upon  the  liabil- 
ity of  officers,  directors  and  stockholders,  the  lien  to  be 
enforced  for  the  benefit  of  the  guaranty  fund. 

After  the  deposit  guaranty  law  is  in  full  swing,  the 
bank  commissioner  is  to  deliver  to  each  bank  a  certit'icate 
that  such  bank  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  the  state 
for  the  protection  of  bank  depositors,  and  that  the  safety 
of  the  depositors  is  guaranteed  by  the  depositors'  guar- 
anty fund  of  the  state  of  Oklahoma.  This  certificate  is 
to  be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  bank,  and  the  banker 
may  print  on  his  stationery  the  fact  that  its  depositors 
are  thus  protected. 

-  Surely  it  ought  to  have  some  eTFect  in  steadying  con- 
fidence if,  when  depositors  start  a  run  on  a  bank,  they 
find  a  placard  assuring  them  that  the  state  is  back  of 
the  bank  and  ready  to  guaranty  that  they  will  get  their 
money.  And  if  national  banks  cnuld  assure  their  deposit- 
ors that  the  government  stood  in  the  same  position  as  to 
them,  it  would  be  still  better. 


This  newspaper  is  printed  a  long  way  from  Arkansas. 
Its  circulation  in  that  state  is  very  limited,  which  may 
have  something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  Arkansas  is 
not  so  progressive  as  Minnesota.  So  there  was  small 
chance  that  the  admiring  constituents  of  Mr.  Wallace, 
who  are  about  to  be  regaled  with  printed  extracts  from 
the  Congressional  Record  showing  how  thcfV  hero  spoke 
to  a  charmed  house  which  returned  to  his  efforts  their 
meed  of  appreciation  in  the  f()rm  of  "prolonged  ap- 
plause." would  have  their  confidence  in  their  champion 
shaken  by  The  Herald's  expose  of  the  fact  that  he  never 
addressed  the  house  at  all. 

But  some  <»f  the  newspapers  that  have  chuckled  over 
the  joke  on  Mr.  Wallace's  constituents— and  on  the 
nation  that  has  to  pay  the  printing  bills — are  danger- 
ously near  to  .Arkansas.  There  is  grave  peri!  that  the 
voters  who  reside  in  the  Seventh  Arkansas  district  will 
get  hold  of  some  of  those  newspapers  and  learn  the 
secret  of  their  guilty  congressman. 

So  it  is  only  proper  to  state  that  though  it  has  been 
Mr.  Wallace's -fortune  to  be  the  subject  of  the  widest 
publicity  that  ever  attached  to  one  of  these  Congres- 
sional Record  "fakes."  if  the  gross  but  fitting  expression 
may  be  pardoned,  he  is  neither  the  first  nor  the  worst 
offender.  Perhaps  he  was  a  little  more  frank  about  it 
than  most,  but  it  is  done  every  day,  and  not  alone  by 
statesmen  from  Arkansas,  but  by  statesmen  from  Maine 
and  Massachusetts  and  New  York  and  Pennsylvania — 
yea,  even  by  statesmen  from  Minnesota. 

It  is  not  fair  that  Mr.  Wallace  should  be  inundated  by 
the  whole  volume  of  scorn  that  should  be  distributed 
among  all  who  similarly  deceive,  without  forgetting 
that  the  absurd  system  that  perniits  it.  and  that  increases 
the  printing  bills  and  makes  the  Congressional  Record  a 
most  unreliable  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  con- 
gress, is  entitled  to  its  full  share  of  obloquy.

TARIFF  THE  ISSUE. 

Governor  Johnson  of  Minnesota  cleared  the  political 
atmosphere  amazingly  when,  in  his  review  of  political 
questions  in  Sunday's  New  York  World,  he  said  that 
revision  of  the  tariff  is  the  "paramount  issue"  for  the 
coming  presidential  campaign. 

It  IS  the  leading  issue,  and  no  amount  of  subterfuge 
and  wool-pulling  can  subordinate  it. 

Someb«,>dy  says  that  the  trusts  form  the  leading  issue. 
What  do  you  propose  to  do  with  them?  Kill  them?  It 
can't  and  shouldn't  be  done,  if  by  "trusts"  is  meant  the 
combinations  of  industry  that  «hould,  theoretically  at 
least,  reduce  wasteful  competition  and  cheapen  the 
processes  of  production.  They  can  no  more  be  abolished 
than  the  substitution  of  machine-labor  for  hand-labor 
can  be  destroyed.  The  thing  to  do  is  to  curb  their  greed 
and  regulate  their  operation  so  the  people  will  get  their 
due  share  of  the  benefits  of  their  existence. 

And  the  first  step  toward  that  is  a  reasonable  revision 
of  the  tariff.  The  theory  of  protection  has  always  been, 
as  any  Republican  national  platform  will  prove,  that  the 
tariff  ought  to  cover  the  difference  in  labor  cost  so  as 
to  "•protect  American  labor  from  the  competition  of 
cheaper  foreign  labor.  When  a  tariff  schedule  goes 
beyond  that,  and  builds  up  a  barrier  against  the  impor- 
tation of  a  foreign  product,  it  invites  the  American 
producers  to  form  a  trust  and  raise  their  prices  accord- 
ingly. That  has  been  done,  and  that  is  why  prices  have 
been  so  oppressive  that  the  households  of  the  nation 
have  suffered. 

Tariff  revision  is  the  irrepressible  issue  of  1908. 


AS  TO  "KNOCKING." 

The  Hibbing  Tribune,  with  great  good  sense,  says 
that  the  newspapers  of  the  iron  ranges  ought  not  to 
"knock"  Duluth  merely  because  it  is  big.  and  points  out 
that  th-»ugh  Duluth  prospers  when  the  range  towns  pros- 
per, on  the  other  hand,  Duluth's  prosperity  helps  the 
range  towns.  So  it  ought  to  be,  as  the  Tribune  says,  a 
case  for  mutual  admiration  and  mutual  help  instead  of 
"knocking." 

The  Herald  does  not  believe  that  there  is  any  spirit 
of  hostility  to  Duluth  on  the  ranges,  even  among  the 
range  newspapers.  Some  few  of  fhese.  maybe,  in  shrill 
barking  chorus,  occasionally  take  a  fling  at  Duluth.  but 
they  are  proud  of  Duluth  and  Duluth  is  proud  of  the 
ranges,  and  the  greatest  good  feeling  exists  all  around. 

But  now  comes  the  keen-cutting  Hibbing  Mesaba 
Ore,  in  answer  to  the  Tribune,  to  say  that  the  reason 
the  newspapers  "knock"  Duluth  is  that  "the  Duluth 
newspapers  are  so  unfair  in  their  treatment  of  the  iron 
ranges."  "The  Duluth  newspapers,"  says  the  Ore, 
"should  be  more  temperate  in  the  accusations  and 
language  directed  toward-the  iron  range  towns." 

This  must  include  The  Herald,  but  if  it  does  it  is 
very  mystifying.  The  Herald  does  not  recollect  ever 
making  any  harsh  accu.-.ations  of  any  sort  against  the 
range  communities,  and  it  certainly  has  never  harbored 
any  feeling  except  that  of  warmest  good  will  toward 
them.  It  must,  therefore,  plead  not  guilty  to  the  chafge, 
and  as  its  right  is  as  a  defendant,  would  respectfully 
request  the  Mesaba  Ore  to  furnish  a  bill  of  particulars, 
stating  when  and  how  The  Herald  has  ever  erred  in 
failing  to  accord  strict  justice  to  the  range  towns  or  in 
refusing  to  deal  with  them  courteously.  Such  a  bill  of 
particulars  must  in  all  fairness  be  supplied,  or  the  charge 
against  The   Herald   should  be  withdrawn. 


A  PLEA  FOR  WALLACE. 

When  The  Herald,  merely  by  way  of  allowing  the 
public  to  share  in  its  ov.u  amusement  at  a  petty  and  piti- 
ful fraud,  recently  told  how  Representative  Robert  Minor 
Wallace  of  Arkansas  got  permission  to  have  some 
Speeches  printed  in  the  Congressional  Record  instead  of 
actually  delivering  them  on  the  tloor  of  the  house,  it  had 
no  idea  it  was  participatmg  in  a  vast  burst  of  hilarity 
that  was  breaking  out  all  over  the  country. 

But  it  was,  as  the  exchanges  that  have  come  in  since 
make  very  evident.  Most  of  the  newspapers  of  the  coun- 
try seem  to  have  spotted  the  deception,  and  they  have 
made  merry  with  Mr.  Wallace  and  his  printed  speeches, 
particularly  with  the  fact  that  he  carefully  noted,  at  the 
conclusion  of  each,  that  it  was  heard  with  "prolonged 
applause"  or  "loud  applause." 

Now  since  The  Herald  was  one  of  the  first  to  smile 
over  this  absurd  deceit,  perhaps  it  is  not  fitting  that  it 
should  rise  to  the  defense  of  Mr.  Wallace  of  Arkansas. 
But  in  the  case  of  The   Herald,  there  is  some  excuse. 


WHO  IS  THE  GOVERNMENT? 

Who  is  the  government  of  the  United  States? 
Theory   has   it   that   the   people   are   the   government, 
since  this  is  a  republic,  and  the  nation  is  supposed  to  be 
blessed  with   popular  government. 

Some  folks  say  that  President  Roosevelt  is  the  gov- 
ernment, since  he  has  actively  supported  and  vigorously 
advocated  a  tremendously  long  list  of  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  society. 

Others  say  that  congress  is  the  government,  because 
no  laws  can  be  passed  without  if,  though  more  often  it 
looks  as  though  congress  believes  that  its  function  is  to 
avert  legislation  rather  th^n  to  enact  it. 

Still  others  assert  that  tf»e  courts  are  the  government, 
because  they  claim  the  right  to  declare  unconstitutional 
and  void  the  laws  demanded  by  the  people  and  enacted 
by  congress. 

But— 

It  is  related  in  Washington  that  Speaker  Cannon  has 
packed  the  house  committee  on  postoffice  and  post  roads 
so  as  to  kill  the  postal  savings  bank  bill  and  the  parcels 
post  bill. 

It  is  further  related  that  he  has  organized  the  agricul- 
tural committee  to  insure  the  defeat  of  the  White  Moun- 
tain forest  reserve  bill,  the  gypsy  moth  appropriation 
and  the  agricultural  school  bill. 

He  has  arranged  the  committee"  on  the  District  of 
Columbia  so  as  to  defeat  the  proposed  bill  barring  the 
sale  of  liquor  from  the  District. 

The  committees  on  judiciary  and  labor  have  been 
fixed  so  that  they  will  not  approve  of  the  anti-injimc- 
tion  bill  and  the  eight-hour  bill. 

The  committee  on  merchant  marine  has  been  framed 
up  against  the  ship  subsidy  bill. 

Xow  some  of  these  arrangements  are  in  the  interest 
of  economy,  and  will  have  the  approval  of  many  people. 
There  will  be  no  great  alarm  among  the  people  because 
the  speaker  has  shelved  the  ship  subsidy  bill. 

But  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  of 
whether  the  speaker  of  the  house  has  the  right  to  plot 
against  legislation.  He  as  the  right  to  hold  his  own 
opinions  upon  any  pending  measure,  but  he  has  not  the 
right  to  prevent  any  measure  from  receiving  the  con- 
sideration of  the  house.  And  the  reports  from  Wash- 
ington mean  that  he  has  selected  his  committees  so  that 
these  several  measures  will  not  be  reported  out  for  the 
consideration  of  the  house  of  representatives. 

In  short,  one  man,  by  virtue  of  his  assumed  power, 
presumes  to  dictate  to  congress  and  to  say  what  meas- 
ures shall  be  considered  and  what  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered.    And  congress,  willingly  or  not,  is  helpless. 

These  facts  ought  to  help  the  student  who  is  endeav- 
oring to  find  the  answer  to  the  question  proposed  at  the 
beginning  of  this  article.

He  says  mat 
c  ndltlons  have  improved  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  Panama  is  now  almost  as  tree 
from  disease  and  sickness  as  any  Ameri- 
can city.

Mr.  Harris  believes  that  most  of  the 
credit  for  putting  the  work  on  the  canal 
on  a  satisfactory  basis  belongs  to  Engi- 
neer John  Stevens,  who  has  resgned 
from  the  government  work  to  enter  upon 
some  private  enterprise.  He  says  Mr 
Stevens  placed  the  work  upon  practical 
lines  and  brought  the  large  force  of  labor 
up  to  an  efticlent  dj^gree  before  he  turned 
the  work  over  to  the  government  engi- 
neers.

There  is  one  reflection  which  Is  apt  to 
come  to  men  when  they  contemplate  the 
accounts  of  financial  suicides.  When  a 
man  takes  his  life  because  good  luck 
deserts  him.  or  chance  goes  against  him. 
and  he  finds  himself  reduced  from  wealth 
to  comparative  poverty,  all  the  world 
hears  about  it.  It  Is  emblazoned  on  the 
news  sheets.  Little  note,  however,  is 
taken  of  those  victims  of  abject  and 
long-standing  poverty  who  are  ever  pass- 
ing out  in  an  unending  line.  These  cases 
are  too  common  to  attract  notice.  Im- 
proper or  Insufficient  food,  insanitary 
tenements  and  workshops,  and  the  dis- 
eases due  to  dirt  and  dissipation  are 
causes  tiiat  send  more  human  beings  to 
the  grave  in  a  day  than  financial  losses 
send    in    a    century. 

Deplorable  conditions  are  being  slowly 
improved.  They  are  not  so  deplorable 
as  they  were  a  generation  ago.  People 
are  learning  more  and  more  of  the  ad- 
vantage of  proper  feeding,  cleanliness, 
ventilation  and  correct  living.  A  man 
does  not  have  to  be  rich,  or  evert  well- 
to-do,  to  live  a  clean  and  wholesome  life.

There  was 
m>me  ci:>nrtict  in  the  testimony,  but 
County  Attorney  Thwlng  believes  that 
on  the  whole  he  hsus  made  out  a  strong 
case.  The  examination  of  Botto'«  wife, 
who  was  also  ari^sted  accused  of  com- 
plicity in  the  crime,  will  be  held  later.

GOVERNMENT  AHORNEY 
INTIMATES  THAT  WITNESS 
IS  NOT  TELLING  TRUTH

Wood,  and  Charles  Kelly  and  Paul 
Fosa,  alleged  officers  of  the  Wisconsin 
Stock  &  Grain  company  were  involved. 
They  had  •  no  sooner  been  uttered 
than  there  was  a  storm  of  protest 
from  attorneys  for  the  defense,  and 
from  the  witness.  Then  Judge  Mor- 
ris quieted  things  bj'  declaring  that 
he  thought  the  question  entirely  out 
of  place  and  directing  that  the  trial 
proceed,  and  the  query  passed  un- 
answered. Mr.  Ewert  made  his  sen- 
sational   charge    at    the    close     of      a 


period  of  questioning  and  cross-ques- 
^.ioning  interposed  with  some  rather 
acrimonioQs  remarks  on  the  part  of 
the  opposing  attorneys.  Yesterday 
afternoon  when  court  convened,  Mr. 
Kimball  was  called  to  the  stand  fur 
cross-examination  by  the  defense. 
After  he  had  testified  regarding  tie3 
organization  of  the  clearing  house  as- 
sociation, of  which  he  was  president, 
stating  that  while  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  members  of  the  Superior  board 
of  trade  who  were  not  members  of 
the  clearing  house,  it  was  essential 
that  every  member  of  the  clearing 
house  should  be  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trade,  some  of  the  cleaTing 
house  account  books,  which  had  been 
admitted  as  evidence,  were  brought  lo 
his    attention. 

Questioned   as  to  Books. 

He  was  questioned  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  stub  b<x>ks  and  some  of 
the  vouchers.  Judge  Luce,  for  the  de- 
fense, brought  out  the  fact  tliat  he  did 
not  always  pay  by  check  the  balance 
due  each  firm  at  the  close  of  each  day's 
business  on  the  Superior  board  of  trade. 
There  were  certain  firms  which  kept 
on  deposit  with  the  board  their  balance 
for  the  day,  which  was  frequently 
credited  to  their  account  in  place  ot 
being  paid  by  check. 

This  de{X)sit  was  also  drawn  upon 
by  the  clearing-  house,  .so  the  check 
stubs  did  not  show  an  accurate  account 
of  business  with  the  clearing  house. 

Then,  in  the  face  of  continual  objec- 
tions from  Attorney  Ewert,  who  held 
that  it  was  not  proper  cross-examina- 
tion. Judge  Luce  questioned  the  wit- 
ness regarding  entries  in  the  clearing 
hou.se  books,  in  an  elTort  to  ihrow  dis- 
credit on  the  b(X)ks  which  had  been  in» 
troduced  by  the  government  as  evi- 
dence. 

He  first  asked  the  witness  if  he  did 
not  have  other  duties  to  perform  on 
the  trading  floor  besides  keeping  track 
of  llie  various  trades  there,  and  Mr. 
Kimball  replied  in  the  affirmative.  He 
then  questioned  him  regarding  entries 
made  with  reference  to  the  Hammond 
Grain  company,  in  an  effort  lo  show 
that  these  had  been  made  irregularly. 
C'on.staiit  Objections. 

Both  Attorneys  Houpt  and  Kvert  for 
the  government  objected  to  this  line  of 
'lucstionlng  .sayinof  that  as  they  had  not 
gone  into  this  line,  it  was  not  proper  to 
do  so  in  cross-examination.  They  stated 
further  that  the  books  had  been  intro- 
duced merely  to  .show  the  amounts  paid 
out  by  the  clearing  house.  Judge  Morris 
sustained  their  objection  after  the  at- 
torneys on  both  sides  had  argued  the 
matter  at  some  length. 

Judge  Luce  tried  hard  to  get  an  answer 
to  the  question-  put  in  another  form.  Me 
stated  that  he  wanted  to  show  that  the 
stub  books  did  not  sliow  the  total 
amounts  disbursed  by  the  clearing  house 
between  dates  covered  by  the  books  as 
had  been  stated  at  the  morning  session 
of   the   court. 

Denied   by  \Vitiie.ss. 

At  this  point  Attorney  Kw-t  rt,  ,after 
conferring  with  his  colleague  Attorney 
Houpt,  suddenly  asked  the  witness  if  hu 
had  not  conferred  with  counsel  for  th:- 
defense  during  the  noon  recess  of  the 
court.      Mr.     Kimball    indignantly    denied 
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having  done  so.  He  was  then  asked  where 
he  kept  the  record  of  the  amounts  paid 
from  the  deposits  which  he  h^^i  testilii-d 
various  firms  kept  with  the  cl'-aring 
hou.se.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.>  A.  Tate,  who  re- 
turned yesterday  from  a  wedding  trip 
to  the  West,  were  passengers  on  a 
train  which  was  boarded  by  a  gang  of 
hold-up  men  In  California.

ATTACKED  BY 
ANGRY  JAPS 

Fierce  Fight  at  Vancouver 
Caused  by  an  Ac- 
cident 

Vancouver,  Jan.  2.— Allen  Anderson,  a 
fireman,  is  dying  and  two  other  young 
men,  also  members  of  the  fire  depari- 
menl,  are  badly  wounded  as  the  result  of 
a  fignt  yesieruay  in  liie  Japanese  quarter 
with  an  overwaelniing  numbt.-r  of  sub- 
jects of  tile  mikado.  The  fight  was  the 
worst  ni  the  city  since  the  September 
riots. 

Anderson,  accompanied  by  J.  P  rost  and 
T.  McDonald,  were  passing  a  Japanese 
store  when  t  rost  stumbled  and  fell  hard 
against  the  plate  glass  window 
tront.  The  glass  smashed  and  the 
iragments       were        still        rolling  on 

tile  sidewalk  when  a  score  of  Japanese 
appeared  from  the  Inside  and  rushed  at 
ine  trio  of  whites."  The  Iiremen  were 
in  uniform  wiih  brass  buttuus  and  of- 
ficial caps,  but  the  Japanese  knifed  them 
furiously.  Within  Ihree  minutes  there 
were  dozens  of  Japanese  in  the  fight,  all 
trying  to  get  at  the  white  men.  The  lat- 
ter were  borne  to  the  ground  and  cut 
and  slashed  until  the  sidewalk  and  front 
"of   the   store   were   covered  with  blood. 

Only  four  arrests  weer  made,  as  nearly 
all  the  Jap-ineses  scattered  at  sight  of  tiie 
policemen.  .        .     , 

Anderson's  companions  thought  Ander- 
son dead  and  had  been  fighting  over  his 
prostrate  body  when  the  police  came. 
Anderson's  face  was  marked  with  many 
slashes  up  and  down  and  from  one  side 
to  the  other.  From  the  back  of  his  ear 
to  his  shoulder  was  a  slit  two  inches 
deep  that  only  missed  the  jugular  vein 
by  a  fraction  of  an  inch.  His  body  also 
was  stabbed  in   half  a  dozen   places. 

The  other  two  men  were  cut  and  bleed- 
ing from  wounds  on  their  faces  and 
arms.  All  were  taken  to  the  hospital. 
Three  doctors  worked  over  them  for 
hours     sewing    up     their     wounds.

CAUSE  OF  THE 
PANIC  OF  1907 

As  Seen  by  Superintend- 
ent of  Banking  of 
New  York. 

Albany.  N.  Y.,  Jan.  2.— After  a 
thorough  review  of  the  general  condi- 
tions responsible  for  the  panic  of  190V, 
Clark  Williams,  superintendent  of  the 
New  York  staitft  banking  department, 
in  his  annual  report  submitted  to  the 
legislature,  yesterday,  says  the  par- 
ficirtar  causes  contributing  largely  to 
the  failure  of  the  ten  financial  Insti- 
tutions in  New  York  city   were: 

A  lack  of  proper  supervisory  power, 
too  great  interdependence  between  cor- 
porations: a  lack  •  of  association  for 
mutual  a.ssistfince,  and  corporate 
abuse.       The  forms  of  corporate  abuse 


principally  contributing  to  these  fail- 
ures   says    he,    were: 

A  general  disregard  of  law;  lack  of 
conservatism  and  disregard  of  duties 
of  directors,  and  Improper  use  of  cor- 
porate  credit   for  personal  advantages. 

He  recommends  numerous  changes 
in  the  banking  laws  to  remedy  these 
abuses  and  with  a  view  to  giving  the 
.sperintendents  of  banking  a  much 
wider  scope  over  the  activities  of 
certain  classes  of  institutions  under 
their  Jurisdiction.  Ho  states  that 
the  weekly  bank  statement  Issued  by 
the  New  York  Clearing  House  associ- 
ation does  not  reflect  the  aggregate 
financial  position  of  the  banking  in- 
.stitutlons  of  the  city  at  large,  slnco 
one-half  of  the  banking  power  does 
not  report  to  this  association,  and  an- 
nouneed  that  he  will  require  an  aver- 
age summary  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  banking  institutions  of  the 
state  at  the  close  of  busine.ss  on  Fri- 
day of  each  week,  and  that  these  state- 
ments will  be  prepared  at  the  New 
York   office   of   the   department.

Logan  &  Bryan,  Chicago:  Wheat- 
There  was  a  big  speculative  trade  in 
wheat.  The  opening  was  strong  and 
higher.  There  was  only  one  good  reac- 
tion during  the  morning.  Liverpool  came 
very  strong  and  Berlin  and  Antwerp  were 
higher.  Foreign  strength  appeared  to  be 
based  on  lighter  Argentine  offerings  and 
higher  prices  asked  for  cargoes.  Even 
with  perfect  weather  and  plenty  of  cars. 
Northwest  wheat  receipts  were  down  to 
256  cars.  Kansas  points  are  reporting  re- 
serves lower  than  for  years.  A  private 
cable  claims  considerable  damage  to 
wheat  from  recent  torin  in  one  of  the 
smaller  Argentina  provinces.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  the  bull  leader  who  sold 
out  so  much  wheat  Monday  was  buying 
it  back  today.  The  world's  wheat  posi- 
tion is  strong  and  all  that  buyers  need 
to  do  is  10  wait  for  a  reasonable  reac- 
tion  before   taking   hold. 

Corn— There  was  an  improved  spot  de- 
mand. Local  receipts  very  Ijght.  This 
sort  of  movement  will  not  meet  current 
demands.  Railroad.s  are  reducing  rates 
between  points  in  Nebraka  to  enable 
feeders  to  get  corn  from  surplus  sections. 
Illinois  Is  supplying  Cniciigo  and  advices 
from  many  of  the  points  in  this  state 
sav  that  far.Tiers  are  very  slow  to  sell. 
There  is  a  big  short  interest  in  the  mar- 
ket and  it  is  not  safe  for  those  who  wish 
to  get  in  to  wait  for  veo'  much  of  a  set- 
back.

Receipts  of  Grain    for 

1907   Largest    In 

History. 


Receipts  of  all  grains  at  Duluth  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1907  broke  all  pre- 
vious records  0/  this  market,  the  total 
being  88,409.428   bushel.s. 

The  next  largest  calendar  year  in 
the  history  of  the  board  of  trade  was 
1888.  when  the  total  receipts  of  all 
grains  for  the  twelve  months  amounted 
to  85.842,000  busheLs.  The  total  receipts 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1906  were  81,- 
784,000  bushels. 

The  big  gain  of  the  past  year  was  in 
wheat.  Receipts  of  wheat  for  1907  took 
in  a  portion  of  two  crops,  of  course, 
and  amounted  to  65,299,825  bushels,  as 
against    41,658,151   bushels    for   1906. 

Shipments  of  wheat  were  49,2(i7,734 
bushels  for  1907,  as  against  39,109,354 
bushels  for  1906.  The  shipments  include 
the  grain  destroyed  by  hre.  Local  flour 
mills  took  30110,000  bushels  of  wheat  oft 
the  tracks  for  their  own  consumption 
during  the  year,  in  addition  to  the 
grain  in  store  they  secured  from  the 
elevators. 

Receipts  of  flax  during  1907  were  18,- 
981,179  bushels,  against  21,784,iM)0  bushels 
for  1906. 


New  York.  Jan.  2.— The  opening  stock 
market  today  ignored  the  influence  of  the 
higher  prices  in  L<jndon  caused  by  the 
reduction  in  the  Bank  of  England's  of- 
ficial discount  rate.

The  acute  weakness  displaye<l 
by  the  Harriman  roads  and  Southern 
group  of  stocks  discouraged  general  buy- 
ing. Central  of  New  Jeisey  sagged,  4; 
Union  PaciJic  and  Westinghouse  Elec- 
tric, 2  to  2V4;  Northwestern,  1%;  United 
States  Steel  preferred,  1V4.  and  Great 
Northern  preferred,  Northern  Pacific,  1. 
A  substantial  rally  reduced  declines  ma- 
terially and  lifted  a  few  active  spculative 
stocks  over  Tuesday's  closing  level.  Ain- 
erican  Sugar  gained  1'.4  and  Northern  Pa- 
ciflc,  Reading  and  Illinois  t^entral,  1.  Ad- 
ditional declines  were  Wheeling  and 
Lake  Erie  second  preferred.  Minneapolis, 
S.  Ste.  Marie,  IH.  and  Iowa  Central  and 
American   Car,  1.     Bonds  were  heavy.

Although  figures  have  not  been  com-

In 
the  slum  district  of  New  York,  for 
instance,  men  are  secured  that  cannot 
compare  with  the  average  recruit  se- 
cured from  this  district.  The  mental

The  word  has  gone  out  from  Wash- 
ington that  the  bill  is  not  likely  to 
pass.  In  military  circles  It  is  said  that 
Speaker  Cannon  is  holding  the  bill 
back.  It  is  said  that  the  Republican 
party  does  not  want  to  be  charged 
with  extravagance.  According  to  the 
army  papers  the  soldiers  will  be  com- 
pelled to  wait  at  least  another  year 
for  the  hoped  for  increase.

Mc- 
Donald was  removed  to  nis  ht;me  yes- 
terday, while  Anderson  is  still  in  the 
hospital    with    Frost. 

The  three  men,  all  Canadians,  and 
for  half  their  lives  residents  of  Van- 
couver, were  the  only  white  pariici- 
pants  in  the  fight.  They  had  been  at- 
tending a  dance  and  were  returning 
to  their  station  when  the  trouble  oc- 
curred. One  of  the  three  was  un- 
doubtedly under  the  influence  of  liquor, 
but  the  other  two  were  perfectly  ..-o- 
ber.  Frost  jocularly  pushed  McDon- 
ald against  the  glass  front  of  the 
Japanese  house  and  then  the  trouole 
started. 

Jai)s  Trk>d  to  Kill  Tliein. 

"There  were  knife  blades  llasliing 
everywhere  in  the  dark,"  said  Mc- 
Donald, in  telling  of  the  fight.  "It 
was  no  fault  of  the  Japanese  that  vv© 
were  not  killed.  Th«y  tried  to  kill  us 
for  we  were  only  three  against  a 
score,  and  they  knew  very  well  that 
we  were  not  armed.  We  simply  fought 
back  with  our  fists  with  the  blood 
spattering  around   until   we  were  blind.

TO  SEE  EOiPSE 
FROM  PACIFIC 

Party  of  Scientists  Are 

Stationed  on  Flint 

Island. 

Washington,  Jan.  3. — In  order  to  de- 
serve the  eclipse  of  the  sun  today, 
which  appears  as  a  total  eclipse  in 
the  tropical  Pacific  ocean,  C.  G.  Ab- 
bott, director  of  the  Astro-Phy.-icaL 
observatory  of  the  Smithsonian  insti- 
tution, has  been  sent  to  Flint  Island, 
400  miles  northwest  of  Tahiti.  The 
eclipse  is  to  be  between  11  and  12 
o'clock  today  in  that  longitude  whi^h 
corresponds  to  between  4  and  5  o'clock 
Washington  time.  Mr.  Abbott's  ob- 
servations comprise  an  examination 
with  the  Langley  bolomet»»r  of  ;he 
sun's  corona,  especially  toward  its  in- 
ner part,  to  help  decide  what  is  the 
most  probable  cau.se  of  its  luminosity. 
It  was  proposed  also  to  observe  with 
instruments  the  peculiarities  of  sky 
light  before  the  day  of  the  eclipse  so 
that  even  If  clouds  should  obscure  the 
eclipse,  there  would  still  be  something 
of   value   brought   back   from   th«   trip.

CAPITAL  AND  LABOR. 

Inioii  Man  TeHs  What  the  Unions 
Have  xlceoinplished. 

To    The    Kditor    of    The    Herald: 

The  present  industrial  unpleasantness 
existing  beiween  the  Structural  alliance 
and  the  Builders'  exchange  is  but  the 
natural  and  inevitable  outcome  of  the 
clas^  .sirug.^le  between  labor  an  capital, 
and  must  be  considered  from  but  two 
positions,  that  of  capital  and  tliat  of 
iab.jr,  for  in  this  struggle  there  is  no 
neutral  ground. 

Since  a  man's  economic  views  are 
prompted  by  his  economic  position,  we 
as  wageworkers  draw  our  conclusions 
from    the   standpoint    of   labor. 

To  resist  the  encroachments  of  corpor- 
atts  greed,  it  became  necessary  for  labor 
to  organize.  While  the  unions  mav  not 
be  perfect  in  each  and  every  detail,  yet 
the  unprejudiced  observer  will  at  once 
recognize  the  following  as  some  of  the 
results  of  the  progressive  influnece  of 
organized  labor:  A  higher  state  of  ef- 
Jlciency,  the  public  thereby  receiving 
a  direct  benefit  In  our  craft,  the 
plumbers,  through  organization,  prevent 
an  unscrupulous  employer  from  sending 
out  a  "handy  man"  whose  unsanitary 
work  may  result  in  bringing  disease  and 
possibly  death  to  the  home  of  the  un- 
Jtuspecting  customer.  The  shorter  work 
day  is  also  a  point  that  was  not  secured 
through  the  gracious  benevolence  of  the 
capiUUisiic  or  employing  class.  The  short- 
er work  day  allows  labor  more  time  for 
mental  .md  social  betterment,  in  that  way 
Inuring  to  the  benefit  of  !<«jciety  in  gen- 
eral by  a  higher  citizenship.  It  is  also 
true  that  his  services  during  an  eight- 
hour  day  will  be  ol  a  higher  and  more 
satisfactory  order  than  if  worked  to  the 
limit  of  a  ten,  twelve  or  possible  four- 
teeii-iiour  day. 

A.  M.  Simons,  a  Socialist,  writing  in 
"Class  Struggles  In  America."  states  as 
•ome  of  the  results  of  the  labor  move- 
ment as  follows:  "It  denanded  universal 
suffrage.  ab«>litlon  of  capital  punishment 
and  imprisonment  for  debt,  reform  of  the 
c-xisiine  militia  system,  election  of  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature  by  districts,  ex- 
emption or  a  minimum  of  property  from 
execution  for  debt,  simplification  of  legal 
procedure,  establishment  of  a  mechanics' 
lien  law  and  p'  rhaps  the  most  important 
of  all.  tiie  extenslo.t  of  public  education.' 
Mass  !iieetlngs  of  workers  In  New  York, 
Boston  and  Philadelphia  placed  general 
education  as  foremost  among  the  de- 
inands   of    the    working  class." 

Again,  in  referring  to  the  early  labor 
movement,  he  says:  "Kvery  platform  of 
the  worklngman's  political  parties  of  that 
time  contained  a  demand  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  public  school  system,  and  it  Is 
as  certain  as  a  casual  relwtlon  ever  can 
be.  that  to  this  early  labor  movement 
more  than  to  any  other  one  cause  we  ov/c 
the   great    educational    revival   of   the    "SOs 

{nd  our  common  school  system  of  todav. 
t  la  to  these  early  working  class  rebels 


that  we  owe  to  a  larger  degrree  than  to 
any  other  cause,  not  only  our  public 
school  system,  but  abolition  of  imprison- 
ment for  debt,  the  mechanics'  lien  law. 
freedom  of  association,  universal  suf- 
frage, improvement  in  prison  adminis- 
tration, direct  election  of  presidential 
electors,  and  in  fact  nearly  everything 
of  a  democratic  nature  in  dur  social  and 
political  institutions." 

You  of  the  unearned  increment  Idea, 
the  real  estate  speculator,  upon  what 
grounds  do  you  base  your  right  to  dictate 
to  labor?  Is  It  not  upon  the  prosperity 
of  labor  that  you  depend?  Those  deals 
you  profit  by  are  each  and  all  paid  by 
the  product  of  labor— are  in  their  last  an- 
alysis paid  by  those  who  toil.  'I'he 
above  applies  to  bills  of  each  and  eveiy 
kind  and  nature.  Now,  erring  brothers, 
we  entertain  no  ill-will  towards  you  as 
individuals  in  this  struggle;  far  fmrn  It, 
for  the  interests  of  your  class  designate 
you  as  but  a  spoke  in  the  wheel  of 
society  under  which  we  now  live  and 
which  we  know  as  capitalism. 

Labor  and  capital  are  now  working  out, 
unconsciously  though  perfectly,  the  reali- 
zation of  the  co-operative  commonwealth 
as  the  next  order  of  society.

PREPARING  BILL 

To  Change  Boundary  of  the  Minne- 
sota Forest  Reserve. 

Washington,    Jan.    3.— Officials     of     the 

forestry    bureau    are    preparing    a   bill    to 

change   the  boundary   of  the  government 

forest     reserve     in     Northern     Minnesota. 

This  bill  will  be  In  accordance  with  an 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  peo- 
ple of  Cass  Lake  and  Gifford  Pincliot, 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  forestry  whereby 
something  like  oO.iJOO  acres  of  land,  now 
included  in  the  forestry  reserve  will  be 
thrown  open  to  agricultural  settlers. 

The  exact  boundaries  of  the  new  forest 
reserve  have  not  yet  beon  finally  deter- 
mined upon.  The  land  thrown  open  will 
probably  be  east  and  north  of  Cass  Lake 
and  take  in  the  stations  of  Cuba  and 
Schley.  Senator  Clprk  will  Introduce  the 
bill   soon   after  congress  convenes.

Jan.  13  Date  for  Hear- 
ing on  Free  Storage 
Matter. 


'The  complaint  of  the  Duluth  Com- 
merdaJ  club  ag'ainst  the  Northern  Pa- 
oiftc.  Great  Ntwrthern  and  Omaha  roads, 
l>aAed  on   the     free     storage    facilities 


granted  Twin  CMty  jobbers  In  local  rail- 
road wareihousija,  will  be  heard  before 
John  H.  Marble,  a  member  of  the  com- 
mission, Jan.   13,  in  Duluth. 

The  date  for  Uie  hearing  was  first 
set  for  la»t  monih,  and  Duluth  was  se- 
lected at  the  place,  but  later  the  place 
fur  holding  the  hearing  was  olianged 
to  St.  Paul.  Li<x;al  business  men  object- 
ed to  the  change,  and  their  request, 
through  the  Commercial  olub,  that  the 
hearing  be  in  Duluth,  even  if  tiie  date 
had  to  be  changed,  was  granted. 

Duluth  asked  for  the  hearing,  in  an 
attempt  to  i-emedy  the  injustice  that  is 
being  done  the  local  wholesalers  and 
jobbers  by  the  railroads  named  in 
granting  local  free  storage  facilities 
and  other  special  privileges  to  Twin 
City  business  houses.  The  three  lines 
have  made  it  their  custom  to  make  no 
storage  charge  on  goods  consigned  from 
eastern  points  through  to  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Psiul,  holding  such  goods  here 
until  spring,  if  disired.  and  then  for- 
warding them  on  to  the  Twin  Cities,  or 
to  any  other  point  designated  by  the 
Twin  City  interests,  without  extra 
chars^s  In  the  way  of  switching,  handl- 
ing, etc.,  where  Duluth  firms  have  to 
maintain  their  own  warehouses,  pay 
taxes,  etc.,  and  stand  the  expense  of 
switching  and  drayage  charges  between 
their  warehouse  and  the  railroads,  put- 
ting Duluth  jobbers  and  wholesalers 
at  a  disadvantage  In  competing  with 
the  Twin  City  interests.

Both  He  and  Prisoner

Flack. 


Both  the  accused,  John  Sullivan, 
proprietor  of  the  P.iillips  hotel,  and  his 
accuser,  Josepii  Kingsland,  once  well 
known  as  a  hanger-on  in  West  Duluth 
barrooms,  but  of  late  a  stranger,  were 
arraigned  before  Judge  Flack  of  the  jus- 
tice court  fhls  moraing  on  the  charges 
of  assault  and  drunkenness,  respectively, 
and  were  each  handed  a  $10  fine  by  his 
honor.  In  Kingsland's  case,  he  being  un- 
able to  pay,  the  fine  took  the  form  of  a 

term  of  fourteen  days  on  the  rock  pile. 

It  seems  tliat  New  Years'  morning,  Joe 
walked  into  tlie  Pliillips'  bar  and  nad  a 
drink  on  his  nerve,  having  no  money 
about  liis  person.  It  worked  so  easily 
tliat  he  decided  to  take  his  New  Years 
dinner  also  on  the  nouse.  But  here  the 
proprit'ior,  in  the  bulky  form  of  John 
Sullivan,  interfered,  and  according  to 
Kingsiand's  tale,  treated  him  all  too 
rougnly  wJiile  pultiiig  him  out,  to  which 
the  victim's  blackened  eye  and  cut  up 
face  plainly  bear  witness.  When  he  found 
himself  out  in  the  street,  Kingsland  made 
his  way  to  the  police  station,  where 
he  filed  a  complaint  of  assault  against 
ills  forceful  ejector,  but  yesterday  aft- 
ernoon when  Sullivan  appeared  before  the 
court,  tlit?re  wag  no  one  lo  prosecute  him. 
and  he  pleaded  not  guilty.  Judge  Flack 
sent  an  officer  out  to  look  up  Kmgsland, 
who  was  found  in  a  very  intoxicated  con- 
dition in  one  of  the  saloons  along  Cen- 
tral avenue. 

Kingsland  was  put  in  a  cell  at  the  sta- 
tion house  to  sober  up  over  night  and 
tliis  morning  he  and  Sullivan  were  ar- 
raigned before  the  justice.  Sullivan  was 
found  guilty^  and  fined  JIO  which  he  paid, 
and  was  released. 

Kingsland.  wlu  n  question  as  to  where 
he  obtained  all  his  money  for  drinks,  for 
he  had  been  drinking  all  the  day  before 
and  .still  had  money  when  arrested,  al- 
though on  New  Year's  day  he  was  flat 
broke,  admitted  It  had  been  given  him 
witli  the  understanding  that  he  was  not 
to  appear  at  court  against  Sullivan,  but 
he  refused  to  remember  who  it  was  that 
gave  it  to  him.  As  no  case  of  contempt 
of  court  could  be  proven  he  was  fined 
$10,  failing  to  pay  which,  he  was  taken 
to  the  county  jail.'  where  he  will  have 
fourteen  days  of  hard  labor.

Alexander  Radzezewski,  who,  a  few 
days  ago.  was  complained  of  to  the  auth- 
orities, by  his  neighbors,  as  showing 
signs  of  Insanity,  was  found  Insane  in  an 
examination,  held  yesterday  before  Judge 
MIddlecoflf  of  the  probate  court,  and  will 
be  committed  to  the  insane  asylum  at 
Fergus  Falls. 

Radzezewski  has  no  relatives  in  West 
Duluth,  and  only  came  there  five  month*? 
ago  to  work  on  the  docks.    Only  a  little 


over  a  week  ago  he  began  to  act  strange- 
ly, said  he  wanted  to  give  what  little 
money  he  had  to  the  church,  made  mys- 
tifying remarks  about  some  murder  that 
he  seemed  to  think  himself  complicated 
m,  and  alluded  to  robberies  as  if  he  had 
had  a  hand  in  them.  The  man's  condi- 
tion of  mind,  his  friends  claim,  is  due  to 
a  combination  of  money  troubles,  disap- 
pointed  love   and    cigarettes.

HAS  REPORT 

Two  Men  Are  Indicted 

and  Two  Men  Are 

Freed, 


Not  Enough  Evidence  to 

Warrant    Prosecution 

of  Metralovich. 


The  grand  jury  made  its  final  report 
this  noon  to  Judge  Cant.  Two  indict- 
ments were  returned.  No  true  bills 
were  found  against  two  persons  held 
in  custody,  Joseph  Bennock  and  Eli 
Metralovich,  and  they  were  dis- 
charged. 

Bannock  was  held  to  the  grand  jury 
on  the  charge  of  grand  larceny.  He 
was  formerly  employed  by  a  local  ex- 
press company  and  was  alleged  to 
have  appropriated  $85  of  the  com- 
pany's funds.  Metralovich  was  held 
to  the  grand  jury  on  the  charge  of 
shooting  and  killing  a  fellow  country 
man  in  a  boarding  house  near  the 
Adams  mine  at  Eveleth  a  few  weeks 
ago.  There  was  practically  no  evidence 
to  show  that  Metralovich  made  any 
assault  on  the  deceased  and  the  grand 
jury  decided  to  let  him  go.

Bell  is 
one  of  the  young  men  who  recently 
passed  some  bogus  checks  on  a  Bow- 
ery dealer. 

Philip  Whiterock,  the  young  man 
who,  it  is  claimed,  attempted  to  vic- 
timize the  Oak  Hall  Clothing  com- 
pany with  a  bogus  check,  given  for 
some  clothing,  was  indicted  for  grand 
larceny  in  the  second  degree.

PLAN  COAST  RANGE. 


War  Department  Will  Attempt  to 
Provide  for  Sailors. 

An  official  notice  sent  out  by  the 
war  departmenit  states  that  arrange- 
iments  are  being  perfected  for  the  se- 
curing of  a  rifle  range  on  the  Pacific 
ooast,  as  the  order  states  that  the  pres- 
ident believes  that  the  sailors  should 
keep  up  their  rifle  and  big  gun  practice, 
•no  matter  where  they  are. 

This  applies  more  directly  to  the 
fleet  that  recently  left  for  the  cruise  of 
the  Pacific 

The  notice  contains  the  information 
that  the  Rancho  Del  Encinal,  in  Ohispo 
county,  Cal.,  wiill  probably  be  pur- 
chased by  the  government  for  use  as 
a  rifle  range,  a  biil  to  that  effect  hav- 
ing been  introduced  at  the  present  ses- 
sion of  congress.  The  bill  authorizes 
the  expenditure  of  $500,000  for  th«  de- 
sired range.  ' 

Sufficient  space  will  be  available  for 
1,000  yards  target  ranges,  for  big  gun 
and  rifle  practice.  The  range  will  also 
be  fitted  with  landing  docks,  which 
will  give  the  troops  the  advantage  of 
embarking  and  dise-mbarking  and  joint 
naval  and  military  drill. 

The  president  heartily  supports  the 
ploji,  says  the  notice.

CIRCULAR  ON  DIPHTHERIA. 

Health  Department  Issues  New  Rules 
for  Regulation  of  Families. 

A  revised  set  of  regulations  for  peo- 
ple under  diphtheria  quarantine  has 
been  issued  from  the  health  depart- 
ment, and  it  shows  some  changes  in 
the  regulations.  The  new  set  contains 
five  paragrraphs,  instead  of  six,  as  in 
the  former,  the  paragraph  relative  to 
fumigation  and  care  following  re- 
covery being  omitted,  as  having  no 
bearing  on  the  actions  of  members  of 
the  family. 

Rule  II  is  made  to  read:  "All  per- 
sons are  forbidden  to  leave  the  prem- 
ises bearing  a  diphtheria  placard,  un- 
less the  patient  is  kept  all  the  time 
in  a  room  away  from  other  members 
of  the  family,  and  then  only  after  such 
arrangemept  has  been  approved  uy 
the  health  department."  The  last 
clause  was  added  by  the  health  de- 
partment to  make  sure  that  such  ar- 
rangements, as  made  under  the  rule, 
would    be   sufficient. 

In  the  circular,  the  health  depart- 
ment agrees  to  furnish  physicians  witli 
the  means  of  a  test  for  diphtheria  and 
advises  tests  for  everybody  afflicted 
with   any   form  of   sore   throat.

He  ^as  the  owner  of  tlie 
large,  square,  white  house  on  the  hill- 
top above  Fifth  avenue  west,  and 
which  can  l)e  seen  from  almost  any 
part  of  the  city.  He  is  mourned  by  % 
large  circle  of  friends.

The  first  of  the  course  of  lectures  for 
the  third  yeax  of  Browning  study  by 
that  department  of  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury club  was  held  this  morning,  at 
the  club  room  of  the  library,  with  Rev. 
John  Walker  Powell.  Jr..  again  the 
lecturer.  Nearly  one  hundred  of  the 
club  members  were  present  for  the 
meeting,  and  listened  with  intense  in- 
terest to  the  leotui-ex.  "Sordello"  was 
the  subject  of  this  mornings  study. 
Mr.  Powell  prefaced  his  discussion  of 
the  poem  with  a  short  comnxent  on  its 
difficumes.    and    the    criticisms    h*!aped 

upon  it.  ....      .1. 

•Sordello,"    said    Mr.    Powell,    "is    the 
bete  noir  of  the  Browning  student.     It 
is  the  poem  about  which  there  has  been 
made    the   most    newspaper   jolces,    and 
in   truth   its   ditticuities  have   not  been 
much  exaggej-aled.     It  is  the  most  ob- 
scure, and  most  Browningesque  of  the 
pt>et's  work.    And  there  was  reason  for 
it,    in   part.      It    was   published   in    1840. 
after    ■Para;celsuss'    which     the    critics 
could  make  nothing  of.     It  was  diffuse, 
they  said.     It  was  metaphysical,  it  was 
not  poetry;   it  would  not  do  at  all.     In 
•Sordello."   Browning   made  answer  to 
them,  and  by  that  answer  he  has  been 
puzillng   his    readers   ever    sinco      The 
critics    said    -Paracelsus'    was    diftuse. 
•Sord'^llo'  is  condensed  without  a  doubt. 
It  is     so  ciindensed   that  the  signs     of 
infinitives   and   antecedents  of   relative 
pronouns  are  omitted.    There  is  a  com- 
pactness  of   style    that   many    find    too 
compact.     In  the  poem  the  author  ex- 
pands illustration  until  you  forget  the 
original    thought.      From    the    richness 
and  luxurlousn.'ss  of  Browning's  imag- 
ination   is    poured    forth    a    beauty    of 
Imag^'ry   that  confuses  us.     Then,   too. 
•Sordello*  deals  with  an  almost  forgot- 
ten period  of  history,  the  dawn  of  the 
Renaassance.     Browning  was  so  famil- 
iar with  t*»at  time  of  the   world's  his- 
tory himself  that  he  takes  it  for  grant- 
ed that  his  reader  nvay  be.     Then,  too, 
his    psychological    nie-thod    is    not    one 
to   pronwLe  clearness.     He   deals   with 
the  developmenit  of  a  soul,  and  tT?;sodes 
and  facts  which  other  writers  will  take 
ten  pages  to  relate  he  tells  in  an  tpithet, 
in   a   few    phrases   or   sentences.     And 
yet,    with    all    its   dlfllculties,    'Sordello' 
is    a    mine   of    rare    worth.      There   are 
pass'iges    that    cannot    be    excelled    in 
English    poetry.      It   is   a   masterly   de- 
lineation   of    a    period    in    history    and 
■  pismde-a,  and   Incidents  of  that  period, 
that  is  of  marvelous  inteerst.     It  is  in 


spite  of  its  defects  a  great  poem. 

Mr.  PowoU  told  the  story  of  the  poem 
at  length.  The  next  lecture  in  the 
course  will  be  given  Friday  morning  of 
next  week.

Moreover,  1 
have  decided  upon  the  advice  of  my 
attorney,  should  the  public  prosecutor 
not  act  in  the  matter,  to  bring  a 
charge  of  criminal  assault,  coupled 
with  a  demand  for  one  franc  damages, 
in  order  to  be  able  to  prove  the  de- 
liberate character  of  the  attack."

Asked  about  the  report  published  in 
Le  Journal  that  his  engagement  to 
Mme.  Anna  Gould  would  be  announced 
in  a  few  d!iys  and  that  the  marriage 
would  follow  in  Germany.  Prince  He- 
lie  replied  that  the  public  had  been 
satisfied  by  the  denial  of  Mme.  Gould 
and  himself.  As  ^Mme.  Gould's  di- 
vorce only  becomes  definite  at  the  end 
of  three  months,  any  marriage  now  is 
impossible,  the  prince  said,  and  it  was 
hardly  likely  In  any  event  that  Mme. 
Gould  would  marry  before  a  year  had 
elapsed.  Then,  after  a  pause,  the 
prince   added,   smiling:       "At    the    end 


of  that  time  I  do  not  know  what  may 
happen." 

Continuing,  Prince  Helie  spoke 
frankly  of  the  friendship  that  had 
existed  between  himself  and  the 
Count  and  Countess  de  Castellane,  and 
his   frequent    visits   to    their    residence. 

The  two  men  were  great  friends. 
Prince  ^elie  having  organized  the 
famous  Cary  fete,  with  which  the 
count  and  his  bride  made  their  bow  to 
Paris  society.  This  fete  cost  a  fabu- 
lous sum,  and  was  the  talk  of  Paris 
for  months. 

Count  Boni  is  ten  years  younger 
than  Prince  Helie  and  considerably 
smaller  in  stature.

PLAN  RESCUE 
WORK  HERE 

International  Uplift  So- 
ciety May  Enter  Local 
Charitable  Fi^ld. 

Frank  M.  Darst,  secretary'  of  the 
Minnesota  branch  of  the  International 
Uplift  society,  a  society  organized  un- 
der the   state  laws,   with  a   capital   of 

$50,000,  and  which  has  to  do  with  res- 
cue work  among  inebriates  and  per- 
sons addicted  to  the  tise  of  drug.-;, 
reached  the  city  this  morning  with  the 
object  of  starting  a  branch  of  the  so- 
ciety   here. 

When  seen  at  the  Lenox  this  morn- 
ing Mr.  Darst  said  that  he  was  ar- 
ranging with  Congressman  Frank  M. 
Eddy  for  a  series  of  lectures  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  the  society, 
and  that  plans  would  immediately 
be  started  for  the  organization  of  a 
branch  of  the  society  in  this  city. 

The  work  of  the  society  has  beon 
highly  successful  in  Minneapollfl, 
where  the  "Minnesota  branch  has  Its 
main   office.       The   officers   of   the    so- 


ciety go  into  the  police  courls  and  re- 
ceive permission  to  care  for  men  and 
women  whom  the  police,  as  pursuing 
the  only  course  open  to  them,  would 
be  compelled  to  send  to  jail.  Thoy 
care  for  these  people,  lending  them 
money  and  securing  them  work  after 
their  course  of  treatment.  The  idea 
of  the  work  is  to  cure  cases  of  drunk- 
enness and  addiction  to  drugs  that  are 
not    absolutely    hopeless. 

The   work  of  the   society   is   national 

in  its  scope,  as  its  name  indicates. 
They  have  branches  in  almost  all  of 
the  principal  cities,  working  under  tho 
state  laws.  Mr.  Darst  will  attempt 
to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  mm- 
isters  of  Duluth.  The  society  is  non- 
sectarian  and  attempts  to  Interest  all 
ministers    irrespective    of    creed. 

A  branch  office  will  be  started  in 
Winnipeg  in  the  near  future.  The 
Minneapolis  office  is  attempting  to 
branch  out  and  cover  the  state  as 
thoroughly  as  some  ©f  the  more  thick- 
ly populated  states  are  covered  by  the 
society  workers.  Mr.  Darst  will  be 
in  the  city  several  days  in  the  interest 
of  the  society.  He  is  a  former  news- 
paper man,  working  on  papers  in  Chi- 
cago, Washington  and  Minneapolis  be- 
fore taking  up  the  uplift  work.  He 
served  as  a  lieutenant  with  a  South- 
ern regiment  during  the  Spanish  war, 
being  wounded  during  one  of  the  en- 
gagements.

FRIGHTFUL 
EXPERIENCE 

Of   Seven   Shipwrecked 

Sailors  Rescued  in 

Mid-Ocean. 

Exposed  to  Fury  of  the 

Elements  for  Eight 

Days. 


:Vew  York.  Jan.  3.— Seven  ship- 
wrecked sailors.  belie%-ed  to  be  the 
orly  survivors  of  the  crew  of  sixteen 
o(  the  Norwegrian  bark  Germanic, 
w>ire  brought  here  today  by  the  oU 
tank  sto.\mer  Hothan  Newton.  They 
were  picked  up  In  mid-ocean  on  Dec. 
17,  in  a  terrible  condition  from  ex- 
posure, eight  days  after  their  vessel 
hiid  been  abandoned.  Another  boat, 
which  ontained  eight  men.  has  not 
bten  found.  The  captain  of  the  bark, 
w!io  remained  on  i»ard  until  ail  th<i 
men  founl  places  In  the  small  boats, 
went   d.nvn   with   hia   ship. 

The  seven  men  who  were  rescued 
tell  a  story  of  fearful  sifffering  before 
tliey  were  picked  up  by  the  N'ewton. 
Obliged  to  leave  their  ship  In  the 
reidst  of  a  storm  which  had  twisted 
and  opened  the  seams  of  the  bigf 
birk.  their  little  craft  was  tos.sed 
helplessly  about  by  the  waves.  The 
scant  store  of  provisions  which  they 
hid  succeeded  in  getting  together  was 


in  constant  danger  of  being  ruined  l^y 
the  salt  water,  which  poured  into  the 
boat,  and  their  cask  of  drinking  watt^r 
became    tainted. 

\Vt'r«'  Without  Food. 

For  many  days  they  had  nothing  to 
drink  but  rain  water,  which  th.  y 
i.aught  in  ta:paul;ni».  The  supply  <.f 
fo.>d  allowed  each  man  was  held  down 
to  the  lowest  possible  even  from  the 
first,  but  even  then  it  became  ex- 
liausted  after  severril  days  and  the 
men  had  been  entirely  without  food 
for  more  than  twenty-four  hours 
when  they  were  picked  up  by  the 
steamer. 

They     were 
when    taken 


in  a  terrible  c«jndrtion 
on  board  the  Newton. 
Their  bodios  were  covered  with  sores, 
from  the  constant  contact  of  salt  .spray 
which  had  swept  over  their  little  b<jat, 
and  they  were  .so  w>=iak  from  exhaustion 
and  lack  of  nourishment  that  they 
A'e>re  S'.^arcely  able  to  stand.  It  was 
several  hours  after  they  had  been 
taken  on  b-mrd  before  any  of  the  mem- 
bers were  able  to  tell  the  story  of  their 
plight. 

From  their  story,  it  appears  that  the 
Geriivanic  ha<i  bad  luck  from  Nov.  23. 
when  she  sailed  from  Weymouth,  N. 
S..  for  Fleetv.'»i.  Eng.,  until  she  went 
down  in  mid-«x,i?an  on  Dec.  9.  The 
Hark  ran  into  a  gale  s.»n  after  leaving 
Weymouth,  and  the  winds  increased 
until  it  was  blowing  with  hurricane 
force.  Pounded  about  by  the  tremend- 
ous seas  and  buffeted  by  the  fierce 
wln-i,  the  Germanic  s.prung  a  leak,  her 
decka  were  burst  open,  the  cabins 
washed  away  and  she  became  water- 
logged. When  it  was  seen  that  she 
could  not  long  remain  afloat,  the  order 
to  take  to  the  two  small  b'>at3  was 
given.  It  was  almost  t«»  late,  how- 
ev-^r.  and  there  was  scarcely  time  to 
stock  the  b<:>at3  with  f'»d  and  water, 
and  for  the  men  to  clamber  in.  In 
one  of  the  boats  were  eight  men.  and 
in  th-:-  other  seven,  the  captain  remain- 
ing on  l»ard  until  all  th-  men  had 
found  places  in  the  boats.

Does  a  prior  common-law  marriage 
invalidate  a  subsequent  civil  marriage 
contract,  when  there  has  been  no  legal 
separation  and  all  the  parties  con- 
cerned are  living? 

This  is  a  somewhat  unique  question 
raised  in  the  district  court  this  morn- 
ing when  the  case  of  Oscar  F.  Lund- 
gren  against  Agatha  Lundgren,  ';l3 
wife,  came  on  for  trial  before  Judge 
Cant  on  the  plaintiff's  petition  for  an 
annulment   of   the   marriage     contract. 

Lundgren  claims  that  his  wife  was 
the    common-law    wife    of    one.  Joseph 


W.  Cr^tggin.s  before  she  married  the  j 
plaintiff  In  Two  Harbors  six  years 
ago.  He  claims  that  Goggins  is  sail 
living  and  that  neither  he  nor  his  .^^1- 
leged  common-law  wife  were  ever  di- 
vorced. 

Mrs.  Lundgren,  who  is  hopele.ssly  in- 
sane, a!id  who  has  been  an  inmate  of 
the  .state  lio.spital  at  Fergus  Fall.s 
since  1905,  was  represented  in  the  case 
by  Judge  S.  F.   White,   her.  guardian. 

Lundgren  was  represented  by  George 
Spangler, 

Mr.  .Spangler,  in  the  support  of  his 
contention  that  there  was  a  previou.s 
common-law  marriage  with  Gogglng, 
Introduced  cer^fied  copies  of  the  circuit 
court  records  of  Douglas  county.  Wis., 
showing  where  Joseph  W.  Gt>ggins  and 
Agnes  Gtoggins  swore  that  they  were 
man  and  wife  in  proceeding  for  the 
adoption  of  a  child. 

George  B.  LaGrange,  a  local  letter 
carrier,  testified  that  he  met  Mrs. 
Lundgren  in  1904  when  she  was  living 
in  the  W'est  end  with  Goggins  and 
passing  herself  off  to  the  public  as 
his  wife.  The  witne.ss  said  he  saw  her 
shortly  afterward  when  she  told  him 
Goggin.s  was  dead.  LaGrange  says  that 
when  he  first  met  her  as  Mrs.  Lund- 
gren he  accused  her  of  being  a  former 
Mrs.  Goggins  and  she  denied  that  she 
ever  saw  Tlim  before,  but  finally  ad- 
mitted her  Identity. 

The  marriage  license  record  in  this 
county  showed   that  the  license  issued 


to  Lundgren  gave  his  intended  wife's 
name  as  Agatha  Goggi.ns.  Lundgnin 
lestitied  that  he  knew  before  he  was 
married  that  his  wife  had  formerly 
lived  with  Goggins  as  the  latter's  wife, 
but  he  supposed  until  last  spring  that 
Goggins   was  dead. 

After  all  the  evidence  was  in,  the  ca.so 
was  submitted  to  the  court  on  briefs 
to  be  prepared  by  the  attorney.?.

THE  RIGHTS  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  c  )a!  railroads,  whose,  emissaries  are  now  before 
congress  asking  relief  from  the  new  law  prohibiting  them 
from  owning  or  being  interested  in  the  coal  mines,  are 
entitled  to  no  sympathy,  and  ihcy  will  get  none. 

Tliey  have  had  nearly  two  years  to  comply  with  the 
law,  but  it  api>ears  that  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  that 
end.  Instead  of  making  preparations  to  comply  with 
the  law.  they  have  awaited  the  session  of  congress,  and 
are  now  asking  that  body  to  either  remove  the  penal 
clause  of  the  law  or  to  repeal  it  altogether. 

They  ask  that  the  penalty  be  remitted  so  that  they  can 
test  the  provision  in  the  courts  without  being  subjected  to 
severe  i^nes  if  they  do  not  succeed  in  defeating  the 
law  there  To  repeal  the  penal  clause  of  the  law  is 
to  make  ;t  thoroughly  ineffective,  and  it  might  better  be 
repealed.  The  coal  trust  ivould  pay  little  attention  to  a 
law  forbidding  the  ownership  of  the  mines  by  the  rail- 
roads, if  that  law  did  not  provide  an  adequate  punish- 
ment f'»r  its  violation. 

The  provision  which  is  so  interesting  to  the  coal- 
carrying  railroads  was  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  Hepburn 
railroad  rate  law,  being  added  to  that  act  by  the  senate. 
The  devil  should  be  given  hi:?  due,  and  the  senate  de- 
serves credit  for  this  action,  in  which  the  house  readily 
concurred 

The  prohibitit^n  is  based  on  sound  public  policy. 
The  coal  trust  has  been  made  possible  by  the  fact  that 
the  railroads  owned  or  controlled  the  coal  mines.  The 
trust  has  been  greedy  and  exacting,  and  the  people  have 
suffered  from  its  oppressions.  Therefore  any  move 
that  will  break  it  up  is  a  move  in  the  interests  of  the 
people. 

Naturally,  the  members  of  the  coal  trust  do  not  like 
it.  Very  likely  they  regard  it  is  an  unconstitutional  at- 
tack upon  the  sacred  righ^3  of  property.  .\cc«>rding  to 
modern  ideas  of  owners  of  great  wealth,  humanity  has 
few  rights  that  property  is  bound  to  respect.  Xo  matter 
how  much  human  niiiery  and  suffering  and  deprivation 
a  condition  may  entail,  if  measures  for  relief  touch  prop- 
erty rights,  there  is  an  immediate  rally  to  tlie  defense  of 
property.  The  relief  measures  are  condemned  with 
horror  as  being  "unconstitutional"  and  "paternalistic." 
When  the  defender  of  property  rights  and  the  scorner 
of  the  rights  of  man  has  said  that  a  measure  is  both 
"unconsiitutionar'  and  •paternalistic,"  he  has,  in  his 
own  mind,  dealt  a  crushing  blow. 

The  trouble  with  this  theory  of  property  rights  is  that 
its  beneficiaries  have  become  so  few  and  so  arrogant, 
and  it-?  victims  so  matiy  and  so  impatient,  that  there  is 
grave  danger  that  the  revolt  which  is  in  progress  will  go 
to  such  lengths  that  the  many  who  are  contemptuous  of 
property  rights,  having  no  property.  wUl  fail  to  deal 
out  justice  to  the  few  who  have  property  but  have  failed 
to  give  proper  cor.sideration  to  the  rights  of  humanity. 


grants  thc:r»sc;vcs,  who  sutler  when  they  create  an  over- 
supply  of  labor;  in  the  interests  of  the  North,  whose 
native  labor  must  suffer  in  common  with  the  imported 
when  there  is  an  over-supply;  and  in  the  interests  of  the 
South,  which  needs  this  imported  labor  for  its  develop- 
ment, it  is  highly  important  that  greater  attention  should 
be  paid  to  directing  the  flood  of  immigration  where  it 
belongs  and  where  it  is  needed. 

At  present,  it  is  as  though  an  irrigation  ditch,  built  to 
redeem  arid  lands,  poured  all  its  waters  into  an  area  that 
!iad  been  already  redeemed,  that  was  blossoming  like  the 
rose,  and  that  was  threatened  with  disaster  by  floods; 
while  an  adjoining  area,  still  dry  and  unproductive,  got 
only  a  trifling  overflow  and  a  few  splashes  of  the  needed 
moisture.  It  is  not  quite  that  bad  in  the  Sooth,  because 
the  South  has  som'e  native  labor,  but  it  serves  to  illus- 
trate the  condition. 

The  tendency  is  wTong.  of  course,  but  the  immigrants 
shouldn't  be  blamed.  They  don't  know  where  to  go, 
except  that  those  that  have  preceded  them  have  gone 
to  Now  York  and  Pennsylvania  and  Illinois  and  Minne- 
sota, so  they  suppose  they  ought  to  go  there,  too.  They 
do  not  know  that  the  labor  market  is  fairly  well  supplied 
in  these  states,  that  it  is  sometimes  distressingly  over- 
stocked, and  that  at  the  same  time  there  is  a  wide  field 
in  the  South  simply  crying  out  for  labor  to  make  it 
fruitful. 

Somebody  must  tell  them  where  to  go.  No  power  is 
'■!^'-r  e-'iMvoed  to  do  it  than  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  v.hich  now  has  control  of  immigration 
insofar  as  the  laws  permit  it.  The  government  should 
undertake  this  work,  and  its  efforts  t-j  direct  the  immi- 
grants should  begin  on  the  other  side  of  the  water,  in- 
stead of  attempting  to  distribute  them  after  they  arrive 
here,  when  perhaps  they  have  formed  plans  which  they 
would  object  to  having  somebody  else  change.

MAKING  PEOPLE  GOOD. 

Prohibition,  in  its  giant  strides,  covered  two  more 
states  with  the  coming  of  the  New  Year,  when  Georgia 
and  Oklahoma  joined  the  band  of  waterwagon  common- 
wealths, and  bade  farewell  to  the  sizz  of  the  siphon,  the 
rush  of  the  growler,  the  sparkle  of  the  champagne,  and 
the  throat-rasp  of  the  forty-rod. 

Maybe  it's  oiTTy  a  temporary  obsession,  but  the  crav- 
ing for  making  other  people  good  is  giving  a  wide  sweep 
to  the  cause  of  prohibition,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that 
other  states  will  follow  where  Iowa,  Maine,  North 
Dakota.  Georgia,  Oklah-mia  and  Kansas  have  led.  Ala- 
bama has  decided  to  foflow,  but  postponed  the  date  when 
its  law  g<»es  into  effect  in  order  to  give  its  people  plenty 
of  time  to  hi!  up  for  a  long  drouth. 

There  are  not  only  strong  moral  reasons  back  of  this 
movement,  but  strong  economic  reasons  as  well.  In  the 
South  the  race  que-.tion  admittedly  weighs  heavily,  the 
negro  being  none  the  better  for  it  when  he  can  get 
drunk.  So  in  most  of  the  states  local  and  cotmty  option 
prevails,  and  many  states  not  yet  under  state-wide  pro- 
hibition laws  have  most  of  their  territory  guarded 
against  the  liquor  traffic  by  the  use  of  these  devices. 
And  when  the  greater  part  of  a  state  is  dry,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  give  the  people  a  chance  to  vote  on  the 
question  to  inaugurate  complete  prohibition.  Indeed,  it 
would  probably  go  -through  in  most  states  if  the  legis- 
latures would  give  the  people  a  whack  at  it. 

In  this  connection  a  discovery  just  made  in  Georgia 
is  interesting.  Last  year  liquor  licenses  were  sold  by 
the  state  or  its  subdivisions  to  850  liquor  dealers.  .\ 
report  from  Washington  shows  that  the  government  did 
better,  as  it  collected  license  iati  from  l,8_'0  liquor 
dealers,  or  more  than  twice  as  many  as  the  local  authori- 
ties discovered. 


The  Minneapolis  Journal  professes  not  to  be  able  to 
understand  this  proposition.     It  says: 

Farming  taxes  was  in  ancient  and  medieval  times 
a  short  road  for  the  kings  to  put  themselves  In 
funds.  They  took  their  sujiport  In  a  lump  from  the 
tax  farmer,  or  he  sto«a  ready  to  redeem  the  mon- 
arch's notes  on  demand,  and  recouped  himself  out  of 
the  farmership.  Tiie  tariff  system  of  tlie  United 
States  is  a  scheme  of  indirect  taxation  whereby  the 
federal  government  raises  a  portion  of  Us  revenues 
by  valuing  imports  at  the  dock  and  charging  a  tax 
upon  them  before  they  are  allowed  lo  eirter.  The 
government  transacts  th»*  business  direct.  The  com- 
parative iniquity  of  these  two  systems  cannot  bo 
found  In  any  relationship  between  them.  They  are. 
In  fact,  opposltes— one  a  direct  tax,  the  otiier  Indi- 
rect; one  collected  by  a  private  person  who  made  h 
profit  on  the  deal,  the  other  by  the  government  Itself. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  what  Governor  John- 
son n»eans  by  his  comparison  of  things  that  do  not 
compare,  unless  he  means  merely  to  say  that  all 
systems  of  taxation  are  Iniquitous,  ergo,  these  two 
are    iniquitous. 


CONGESTED  IMMIGRATION. 

lu  the  annual  report  of  the  commission  of  i:nmigra- 
tion,  there  is  some  mild  jubilatioii*because  the  beginnings 
of  a  diversion  of  the  human  traffic  to  the  South,  where 
it  is  needed,  and  away  from  the  North,  where  it  is  not 
needed,  are  noted. 

Yet  these  beginnings  are  scarcely  visible  to  the  naked 
eye.  Out  of  tlie  1,28^,349  foreign  immigrants  who  landed 
in  the  United  States  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1907,  Georgia  got  779,  Arkansas  677,  North  Carolina  390, 
Alabama  2,077,  Florida  8,456,  South  Carolina  948  and 
Tennessee  914- 

On  the  other  hand.  New  York  received  386,244,  Penn- 
sylvania 230,1^  and  Illinois  104,156. 

This  is  a  start,  indeed,  for  the  South,  but  it  is  a  very 
small  one,  and  serves  only  to  point  the  need  of  greater 
efforts  to  bring  about  a  fair  distribution  of  the  incoming 
stream  of  immigration.     In  the  interests  of  the  immi-

peculiar  political  vagaries.  For  instance,  it  was  amply 
able  to  appreciate  Governor  Johnson's  good  qualities  in 
1904, 'when  he  was  running  against  Bob  Dunn,  but  was 
utterly  blinded  to  them  in  1906,  after  he  had  made  good 
in  a  two-year  term  as  governor,  but  when  it  chose  to 
support  the   Republican   candidate. 

If  the  protective  tariff,  when  it  becomes  practically 
prohibitive,  and  when  it  gives  a  trust  50  per  cent  more 
protection  than  it  needs,  it  is  not  an  exact  equivalent 
of  farming  out  the  taxes.  The  Herald  does  not  know 
what  it  is.  The  only  difference  is  that  the  king,  when 
he  farmed  out  the  taxes,  got  something  out  of  it  because 
the  tax  farmer  paid  him  a  lump  sum,  and  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  after  the  necessary  revenue  has  been 
received  for  the  support  of  the  government,  get  worse 
than  nothing.  They  are  obliged  to  build  up  a  fat  surplus 
in  the  treasury  which  ought  to  be  in  the  pockets  of  the 
people  or  in  their  banks  as  a  foundation  for  credit,  the 
life  blood  of  business,  and  at  the  same  time  they  are 
placed  at  the  mercy  of  the  trusts. 

The  trusts,  shielded  from  foreign  competition  by 
iniquitous  tariff  schedules  many  times  greater  than  are 
needed   for   revenue   and   for   covering  the   difference  in 


labor  cost,  hoist  their  charges  accordingly.  The  tariff 
is  a  warrant  to  them  to  tax  the  people  for  their  own  sel- 
fish benefit,  and  that  they  have  done  it  every  householder 
knows  to  his  bitter  cost. 

Indeed,  while  there  is  a  difference  between  the  French 
farming  of  ta.xes  and  our  system  of  farming  taxes  out 
to  the  trusts,  the  difference  is  ntirly  in  favor  of  the  royal 
method.  The  Journal  quibbles  when  it  speaks  of  the 
tariff  as  an  indirect  tax  collected  by  the  government,  be- 
cause the  fault  is  not  so  much  with  that  as  with  the 
criminal  direct  tax  which  the  protected  trust  levies  upon 
the  consumers  of  ^e  land.

ORIGIN  OF 
THEOISTOM 

The   First    Leap   Year 

Proposal  Made  by 

St  Bridget. 

Queer     Scottish     Law 

Which  Was  Passed  in 

Thirteenth  Century. 


The  origrin  of  the  leap  year  custom, 
whicli,  aocoi'ding  to  the  Action  of  news- 
papiirs  and  nxa^azines,  allows  the  wom- 
an to  pi\n>o3e,  is  slirouded  in  more  '>r 
less  mystery.  The  encyclopedia  is  si- 
lent on  the  subject,  and  it  was  only 
after  oon:ildt»rable  delving  anvong  Uie 
volumes  in  the  public  library  that  a 
Herald  reporter  was  able  to  guin  trace 
of  it. 

The  origin  of  tiiiis  fair  cu.'jtom  is 
based  on  law  as  well  as  history  and 
myth.  The  myth  refers  to  n.o  U^sa  a 
personage  than  St.  Patrick  himself. 

It  seonis  that  St.  Patrick,  while  walk- 
ing along  the  sho^tf^d  of  L'>ugh  Neagh. 
after  having  driven  the  frogs  out  of  the 
bogs  and  the  snak&s-  out  of  the  grass, 
was  accosted  by  St.  Bridget,  who  in 
tears  and  lamentations,  enformed  him 
thai  a  disstjision  liad  ariseji  among 
the  ladles  of  her  nunnery  over  the 
fact  that  they  were  debarred  the  priv- 
U^ge  of  "ix>i)ping  the  question."  It 
will  be  renKembered  that  in  Bridget'!* 
day  celibacy,  although  approved  as 
the  proper  life  for  a  raligious  person, 
was  not  enforced  as  a  general  and  ab- 
solute rule  for  the  clergj%  unless  th^y 
had  taken  a  private  vow.  St.  Patrick, 
though  a  sternly  single  man,  was  yet 
moved,  and  offered  to  concede  the 
ladies  the  prlvik-ga  of  proposing  one 
year  in  seven.  But  St.  Bridget  de- 
muri^d,  and  throwing  her  arms  around 
his  neck,  exclaimed,  "Arrah.  Pathrik, 
Jewel,  I  daurn't  go  back  to  the  gupis 
wid  sudt  a  proposal.  Me*  it  wan  year 
in  four." 

St.  Patrick  replied,  "Biddy,  acushla, 
.s'jueeze  me  that  way  agailn,  and  I'll 
give  you  Leap-year,  tiie  longost  one  of 
the  lot." 

The  legend  goes  on  to  relate  that  St. 
Bridget  thus  e-r*couraged,  bethought 
herself  of  her  own  husbandless  condi- 
tion and  accordingly  "popped  the  ques- 
tion" to  3t.  Patrick  hlweelt.  But  as 
the  had  taken  the  vow  of  oolebacy,  he 


was  forced  to  refu.se,  though  he 
patched  up  the  ditftculiy  as  U'est  he 
could  with  a  ki.<w  and  pieweiit  of  a  silk 
gown. 

As  to  tho  law  and  history  of  this 
time-honored  custom.  In  l^SS  the  fol- 
lowing law  is  said  to  have  been  pa^s-  d 
in  Scutidud:  "It  is  a  statut  and  or- 
daint  that  during  the  rein  of  hir  mai.-;t 
blisslt  Megeste,  for  ilk  year  knowr.e 
a.s  Litipe  year'i,  ilk  mayden  ladye  of 
bothe  highe  and  lowe  estait,  .shall  iiae 
liberie  to  bospeke  ye  man  .slie  likes,  al- 
beit he  refuses  to  talk  hir  to  be  his 
lawful  wyte,  he  shall  )je  mulcted  m 
ye  sum  ane  undis  or  less,  as  his  eotait 
may  be;  except  and  awls  gif  he  can 
make  it  appeai-e  that  he  is  l>etrothir 
ane  ither  woman,  he  then  be  free,"  A 
few  years  later  a  .similar  law  was 
pas.sed  in  France,  and  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  king.  It  is  also  stated  in 
aged  books  that  before  Columbus 
sailed  on  his  famous  voyage,  a  like 
liberty  was  granted  the  maidens  of 
Genoa  and   Floi-ence. 

There  are  no  records  to  tell  if  any 
fines  were  impo.sed  under  that  ancient 
Scottish  statute,  nor  are  there  are  sta- 
tistics of  the  number  of  maiden-laJIts 
who  undoubtedly  took  advantage  of 
either  the  Scotch  or  French  enactment. 

By  the  curious  little  book,  entitled 
"Love,  Courtship  and  Matrimony," 
published  in  London  in  1606,  one  is 
led  to  believe  that  the  English  needed 
no  law  to  force  upon  them  this  leap 
year  privilege,  but  allowed  it  to  be- 
come a  part  of  the  "lex  non  Scripta." 

Up  to  within  a  century  ago,  it  was 
another  unwritten  law  of  leap  year 
that  if  a  man  should  decline  a  pro- 
p<jsal,  he  .should  soften  the  disappoint- 
ment which  ills  refusal  would  bring 
about,  by  the  presentation  of  a  silk 
dress  or  the  material  for  suc'ri  a  dress, 
to  the  unsuccessful  suitor  for  his  hand.

When  the  annual  report  of  the  city 
engineer  is  presented  to  the  council  and 
made  public  this  month,  it  will  show 
that  for  the  improvement  of  its  streets, 
their  grading:  and  paving  and  the  re- 
pairs to  the  sewer  systems  on  such 
streets  as  were  improved,  Duluth  has 
.«pent  during  the  year  1907  almost  |200,- 
(.ti'O,  divided  as  shown  in  the  table 
above.  The  amount  of  work  done  is  a 
conclusive  indication  that  Duluth  is 
progressive  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
city.     Most  of  the  work  done  is  outside 

of  the  business  district  of  the  city, 
was  applied  for  by  petition  of  resident 
property  holders,  and  the  citizens  paid 
the  cost. 

Tile  grading  and  paving  of  Ramsey 
and  Oneota  .streets,  between  Forty- 
si.xth  and  Fifty-lifth  avenues  west,  of 
Jefferson  street,  between  Thirteenth 
and  Twenty-second  avenues  east,  and 
of  Twenty-fourth  avenue  east,  between 
Superior  and  Sixth  streets,  were  the 
biggest  contracts.  All  of  the  thorough- 
fares named  were  graded  and  paved 
with  tar  macadam,  the  favorite  mate- 
rial for  paving  in  Duluth. 

The  contract  at  Twenty-fourth  ave- 
nue west  was  a  big  one  and  the  amount 
stated  does  not  fully  cover  the  cost. 
The  higli  bluff,  which  intervened  be- 
tween Superior  and  First  streets  at  that 
point,  was  cut  through  in  order  to 
open  the  avenue.  The  entire  avenue 
was  graded  and  paved,  street  railway 
tracks  were  laid  and  the  work  made 
possible  the  long  desired  street  railway 
loop,  the  completion  of  which  could 
only  be  brought  about  by  the  laying  of 
a  line  between  Superior  and  Fourth 
streets. 

The  paving  of  Ramsey  and  Oneota 
streets,  the  most  expensive  undertak- 
ing of  the  lot,  was  completed  in  less 
time  than  any  contract  of  similar 
magnitude  in  the  city.  The  contract 
was  not  awarded  to  Contractor  Mc- 
Donnell until  September,  and,  with  a 
heavy  force  of  men  at  work  every  day, 
the  nine  blocks  were  graded  and  paved 
in  approximately  sixty  days. 

The  improvement  of  Jefferson  street 
was  also  a  big  contract  and  made 
that  thoroughfare  one  of  the  finesl 
residence   streets   in    the   city. 

Fourth  avenue  west  was  paved  in 
anticipation  of  the  erection  of  liie 
new  courthouse  on  the  site  at  the  cor- 
ner of  First  street  and  Fourth  avenue 
west.  Sandstone  blocks  were  used 
between  Michigan  and  First  streets, 
and  cedar  blocks  from  First  street  to 
.Second  street.  L.ake  avenue  was 
paved  with  sandstone  blocks,  and  ;n 
all  of  the  other  work  tar  macadam 
was   used. 

Although  la.«t  year  saw  a  lar^e 
amount  of  work  completed,  the  street 
improvements  planned  for  this  year, 
if  carried  out,  will  mean  a  much 
larger  expenditure  of  money  by  prop- 
erty holders.

GET  ICE  IN 
OPEN^LAKE 

Packing  Companies  Will 
Not  be  Allowed  to  Cut 
'  In  the  Bay. 

Edict  of  Health  Depart- 
ment Will  Cause  Heavier 
Expense. 


The  nine  wholesale  dealers  in  meats, 
who  do  business  in  Duluth  and  oper- 
ate branch  storage  houses  here,  will 
find  their  items  of  expense  for  ice  for 
refrigerator  purposes  boosted  from 
$200  to  1300  each  this  year,  as  the  re- 
sult of  an  order  issued  by  the  health 
department,  which  calls  upon  them 
to  secure  their  ice  for  refrigerator 
purposes  from  some  place  other  than 

the  bay. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  custom  of 
the  packing  companies  to  have  their 
ice  cut  in  the  slips  at  the  bay  shore, 
with  a  s^hort  haul  and  at  a  minimum 
cost.  It  was  thought  the  proceeding 
was  perfectly  sanitary,  because  the 
meats  did  not  come  in  direct  contact 
with  the  ice,  or  the  water  from  the 
ice,  but  the  health  department  has  de- 
cided that  the  air  in  the  refrigerators 
is  contaminated  by  the  impure  ice  and 
the  pure  article  must  be  used  in  the 
future.  The  air  circulates  through  the 
ice  and  meat  and  is  likely  to  contam- 
inate the  latter. 

The  order  makes  it  obligatory  on  the 
packing  companies  to  sc-oure  their  ioe 
out  in  the  open  lake,  or  at  Spirit  Lake. 
If  in  the  fo«-mer,  the  haul  is  increased 
from  twenty  to  thirty  bloclts^  and  if 
in  Spdrit  Lake,  they  must  have  their 
cut  transported  by  train. 

The  ice  companies  have  been  making 
their  winter  harvest  at  .Spirit  Lake  for 
some  weeks  past,  and  their  houses  are 
filling  rapidly.  The  surface  of  the  lake 
was  frozen  over  with  the  first  ct>ld 
weather,  and  the  ice  is  much  thicker 
there  than  it  is  on  the  bay.  The  de- 
mands, which  the  packing  companies 
will  make  on  Spirit  Lake  will  keep  the 
cutters  there  busy  for  several  weeks 
to  come.  The  companies  were  prepar- 
ing to  make  their  annual  cut  on  the 
bay  shore,  but  the  edict  of  the  health 
dep.artment  will  probably  make  thenr 
contracts  call  for  the  cutting  at  Spirit 
Lake,  unless  they  are  content  to  wait 
until  the  lake  outside  of  the  point 
freezes  over.

Charges  Against  Great  Northern. 

The  state  railway  and  warehouse  com- 
mission will  hold  a  meeting  at  the  Spald- 
ing hotel,  Ja^.  14,  to  hear  charges  pre- 
ferred against  the  Great  Northern  road 
by  Northern  Minnesota  tie  shippers.  It 
Is  believed  the  meeting  will  be  adjourned 
to  a  later  date  before  the  testimony  is 
taken. 

Shippers  claim  that  the  road  discrim- 
inates in  shipping  rates  on  ties  against 
producers  in  favor  of  brokers;  that  it 
forces  sales  by  producers  to  the  road  by 
charging  them  excessive  freiglit  rates, 
and  that  it  charges  prohibitive  freight 
rates  on  wood  for  fuel.  J.  W.  Reynolds 
lij  acting  as  attorney  for  the  shippers. 

It  is  charged  that  the  railroad  pays  the 
market  price  on  ties  to  brokers,  and 
about  25  per  cent  less  to  producers,  and 
charges  a  freight  rate  so  excessive  that 
the  producers  must  sell  to  the  line  or  its 
brokers  at  whatever  price  they  choose  to 
pay.  The  claim  is  made  that  rates  on 
wood  shipped  over  the  Great  Northern 
are  so  high  as  to  be  prohibitive.

Jan.  3.— General 
Manager  Hlggins  of  tiie  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  company 
was  yesterday  visited  by  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  railroad  conductors  and  train- 
men asking  for  an  increase  in  wages.

RICH  GOLD  VEIN  BARED. 


Robert  Fife   Uncovers   Bonanza  in 
the  Cascade  Mountains. 

Spokane,  Wash..  Jan.  3.— Robert 
Fife,  prospector,  has  come  Into  his 
own.  He  made  a  strike  of  rich  gold 
ore  on  the  mineral  claim  near  Bear 
Gap,  In  the  Cascade  mountain.s,  west 
of  Syokane,  and  experts  believe  he 
has  uncovered  a  bonanza.  The  vein 
is    five   Inches    wide    and    of    unknown 

depth.  The  ore  resembles  the  Gold- 
field  product,  so  much  so  that  when 
eig-hti^en  sacks  were  offered  nt  a 
Western  Washington  smelter  the 
manager  declared  it  had  been  stolen 
from  a  mine  in  Nevada,  and  would 
not  buy  it. 

The  find  was  made  after  fifteen  years 
of  hard  work,  and  when  Fife  had  about 
made  un  his  mind  to  al^andon  the 
claim  on  which  he  spent  the  best 
years  of  his  life.  Test  of  the  ore 
at  the  .smelter  showed  an  average 
of  $8  a  pound,  or  $H),0<W  a  ton  in  gold. 
The  property  will  be  developed  by  Fife 
and  the  three  miners  who  worked 
with   him,   a-id  it  is-  expected  to  clean 


up    several    fortunes    In    the    next    faw 
years. 

Kolwirt  Fife  and  his  father,  with  sev- 
eral pack  horses  and  provisions  to 
last  three  months,  started  into  the 
Cascades  to  prospect  fifteen  years  ago. 
Years  of  exposure  and  hard  work  fin- 
ally broke  down  the  elder  Fife's 
health,  and  he  died  in  the  lonely  hut 
on  the  mountain  side,  The  grade  of 
I  the  ore  in  the  Fife  mine  was  not  high 
enough  to  pay  for  iransportati<>n  and 
smelting  until  the  rich  vein  was  struck 
a  short  time  ago.  After  working  the 
vein  several  days,  Fife  load.^d  eigliteen 
.sacks  of  the  ore  Into  a  wajfon  and 
drove  to  Tacoma  with  a  six-h.jrae 
team.  He  tried  to  dispo.se  of  the  ore 
at  the  smelter  to  get  enough  money  lo 
buy  supplii's  for  the  winter.  Hecauso 
the  ore  re.sembled  that  found  in  the 
'Iroldfield  district,  the  snielt«'r  au- 
thorities believed  It  had  been  stolen 
and  would  not  handle  it.  A  smelter 
employe,  who  did  not  share  this 
opinion,  followed  the  wagon  .some  dis- 
tance through  the  city,  but  lost  the 
trail.  From  the  smelter  it  was  taken 
to  the  home  of  one  of  the  men  inter- 
ested In  the  pp>perty  and  biixed.  Later 
it  was  shipped  and  sold.  The  mystery 
surrounding  the  ore  was  <Ieared  a  few 
days  ago  when  Fife  told  of  his  strike.

London,      Jan.    3.— Search     is     being 
made  for  the  heir  to  an  annuity  grant- 
ed a  farmer  named  Pendrell,  who  shel- 
tered  Charles   II,   after   the   disastrous 
battle  of  Worcester.     •Honest  Richard 
PendreU"  was  the  Staffordshire  farmer 
who,    with    his     four     brothers,    risked 
death  at  the  hands  of  the  Iloundheads 
by  dressing  King  Charles  II  as  a  peas- 
ant and  secreting  him  among  the  foli- 
age  of   an    oak    tree — famous   as    "the 
Bosoc»bel      oak"— while      the       soldiers 
searched    vainily    for   him    at    Its    foot. 
Upon  his  return  to  power  he  rewarded 
his      preservers,        «Jid        Incidenitally 
wre«ke<l   a  subtle  vengeance   upon  his 
enemies,  by  taxing  certain  Roundhead 
lands  to  produce  an  annuity  of  $500  for 
Richard  Pendrell  and  his  descendants. 
Preserved  in  the  archives  of  the  Rec- 
ord office  is  the  original  document  of 
King  Charles,  granting  the  annuity.    It 
bears   the   "Greait    Sc^e"   of   the   king, 
and    is    headed,    "Annuity    to   ye    Pen- 
drells."     From  those  distant  times  the 
king's  annuity  has  come  down  thiN>ugh 
Steven  generations,  and  a  recent  motion 
before  the  courts  pronounced  kt   to  be 
l>erpetual.    In  the  year  1859  two  persons 
were  sharing  it.     But,  dtsirlng  a  sub- 
stantial sum  to  take  them  abroad,  they 
sold   their   life   Lnterests    in    the    king's 
grant.     One   of   the   two,   Robert   Mac- 
laren.  is  still  aJive — an  old  man  of  80 
years.    The  otJiOT,  Jam^s  Whlthlngton, 
who    left    England    In    1860,    completely 
disappeared.     Aa,   at   the   present   time, 
he  would  be  over  90  years  of  age,  it  Is 
assumed  that  he  is  de^ad.  and  the  s<jllci- 
tors  are  now  searching  for  his  son — if 
he  had  one. 

Hume  thus  dCiScribes  Richard  Pen- 
drell. the  first  bene-ficiary,  and  his 
service  to  King  Charles:  "The  man 
had  dignity  of  stntimenits  much  abovo 
his   condition;    and    though   death    was 


denounced  agadnst  all  who  concealed 
the  king,  and  a  grcAt  reward  promised 
to  any  one  who  should  betray  him,  he 
professed  and  maintained  unshaken 
fidelity.  Having  clothed  the  king  in 
a  garb  like  their  own,  they  (the  Pen- 
drell brothers)  led  him  into  the  neigh- 
boring wood,  put  a  bill  into  his  hand, 
and  pretended  to  empJoy  themselves  In 
cutting  fagots.  Some  nights  he  lay 
upon  straw  in  the  house,  and  fed  on 
such  homely  fare  as  It  afforded.  For 
a  better  concealment  he  mounted  upon 
an  oak,  where  he  sheltered  hlmsell 
a,inong  the  leaves  and  branches  for 
twenty-four  hours.  He  saw  several 
soldiers  pass  by."

Condon.  Jan.  3.— Has  England  an  in- 
corruptible police  force?  The  question 
has  been  raised  by  the  recent  experi- 
ence of  Nelson  Darborough,  tiie  Ameri- 
can who  was  fined  $300  at  the  Guildford 
assizes  the  other  day  for  offering  a 
bribe  to  an  English  cop  who  refused  it. 
Readers  will  remember  that  Darbor- 
ough  was  stopped  in  his  automobile  on 
a  country  road  near  London  by  the  bob- 
by who  declared  the  limit  of  twenty 
miles  had  been  exceeded.  The  motorist 
gave  his  name  and  address,  but  said  the 
matter  was  a  trifling  one  and  suggest- 
ed that  the  policeman  forget  it.  He  also 
showed  a  little  gold  $2.B0  piece,  but  tiie 
policeman's  eyes  didn't  twinkle  worth  u 
cent.  So  the  American  dropped  the  coin 
in  the  roadway,  pointed  to  it  and  drove 
on. 

The  lawyer  who  defended  him  made 
matters  worse  by  telling  the  court  that 
Mr.  Darborough  did  not  realize  that 
British  policemen  were  more  virtuous 
than  the  American  variety,  and  that  ho 
acted  as  he  did  under  a  pardonable  mls- 
appreiienslon.  There  is  nothing  a  Brit- 
ish jury  and  a  British  judge  like  better 
than  proving  that  ail  Engiish  institu- 
tions are  superior  to  all  other  institu- 
tions and  they  promptly  proceeded  to 
prove  this  to  Mr.  Darborough,  by  fining 
him  $300,  the  judge  adding  insult  to  In- 
jury bv  ordering  that  he  be  locked  up 
until  the  fine  was  paid. 

Rfgardlng  the  matter  seriously, 
though.  Mr.  Darl)orough  did  make  a 
mistake  and  perhaps  the  mistake  was 
a  natural  one.  The  British  policeman 
will  alwavs  take  a  tip  and  he  does  not 
disdain  a  tip  of  a  few  cents  for  a  serv- 
ice rendered.  If  you  ask  him  to  direct 
vou  to  the  next  street  he  would  not  be 
averse  to  accepting  10  cents  for  the 
service,  but  as  a  rule  he  la.  honest  and 
unbrlbable  where  his  duty  Is  concerned. 
Of  course,  there  are  exceptions,  but 
they  are  few  and  far  between.

There 
Is  no  one  who  believes  more  thoroughly 
than  myself  in  the  protection  afforded 
by  vaccination  agahist  the  ravages  of  this 
disease,  but  there  are  a  large  number  of 
people  who  do  not  see  or  at  least  shut 
their  eyes  to  the  convincing  evidence 
which  statistics  furnish  as  to  the  efficacy 
of  vaccination  in  preventing  and  modify- 
ing this  foul  disease.  Now,  because  a 
man  is.  through  incapacity  or  indiffer- 
ence, not  able  to  comprehend  the  benefits 
to    be    derived    from    this    great    boon    to 

ma       raooclionn-    bbec.e  —  $$6?? Sdu 

mankind,   he  puts  himself  In  the  position 
of  a  minor  or  a  feeble-minded  in  the  eye.^ 
of   the  law,   and  it  seems  to  me   that  the 
law    was    made    for   the   express   purpose 
of  protecting  those  who  are  Incapable  ot 
protecting   themselves.     We  are   believers 
In   the   statement  If  all   people   would  be- 
come   Christians    and    live      up      to      the 
teachings  of   the  Christian   religion   there 
would   be   no  crimes  committed.     No,   ac- 
cording   to    the    methods   adopted   by    the 
state    board  of   health,    it   Is  in   order   for 
the    slate    to    suspend    tlie      law     against 
crime    because    people    have    the    cure    in 
their  own  hands  and  will  not  use  it.    The 
absurdity  of   the  position  of  Dr.    Bracken 
I   think   is  plain   and   his  action   looks  to 
me    more    like    petulance     than     wisdom. 
I    understand    Dr.    Murray    claims    the 
only    question    involved    is    the    effectiye- 
ness  of  the  quarantine  which  he  claims  Is 
Impossible  to  make  absolute.    There  Is  no 
doubt  that  a  few  ca.ses  do  escape  detec- 
tion   and    spread    the    contagion    in    this 
way,    but    the   same    thing   happens    with 
all    the    other    contagious     diseases     and. 
therefore,    similar    arguments    will    apply 
with  equal   force.     To   my  way  of   think- 
ing a  half  loaf  is   better   than   no   bread 
and  even  a  quarantine  that   is  only   par- 
tially effective  must  protect  a  large  por- 
tion of  a  community.     There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  suspension  of  the  quarantine  will 
give  fresh  activity  to  vaccination,  and  if 
all  could  be  induced  to  enter  the  fold  the 
disease  would  soon  be  wiped  off  the  face 
of   the  earth,   but  a  large  portion  of  the 
people    refuse   and   so   I    am    back   to   my 
first   proposition,   that   this  class  must  be 
protected  against  themselves.     This,  I  be- 
lieve. Is  the  fundamental  basis  of  all  law 
and  to  destroy  this  is  to  establish  a  dan- 
serous  precedent.     Yours,   etc.,

other  three*  were  found  to  be  diseased, 
and  therefore  could  not  be  permitted 
to  enter  the  country.  The  Booth  com- 
pany, proprietors  of  the  boat,  ex- 
plained that  the  vessel  would  make 
no  more  trips  to  Canadian  ports  '.his 
winter. 

Local  immigration  authorities  had

for  instructions,  meantime  holding  the 
diseased  aliens.  He  was  told  to  de- 
tail an  otticor  to  take  the  Austrians  to 
Canada  by  rail,  and  turn  them  loose 
across  the  border.  That  is  what  In- 
spector Heath  is  doing  today. 

nf  the  Canadian  authorities  knew 
the  unwelcome  visitors  were  headed 
fcr  the  border,  they  probably  would 
offer  some  objections  to  their  crossing 
the  Kainy  river  and  entenng  ttic 
Dominion,  but  there  isn't  much  chance 
of  the  offlcials  knowing  anything 
about  it  until  the  delivery  has  been 
accomplished.  As  the  Austrians  are 
not  citizens  of  Canada,  they  might 
question  the  right  of  the  United  States 
to    return    them    there. 

The  law  that  diseased  aliens  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  land  in  the  United 
States  Is  very  clear,  however,  and 
there  seemed  nothing  for  the  immi- 
gration authorities  to  do  but  to  order 
the  deportation  of  the  Austrians,  The 
instructions  sent  by  wire  from  Mont- 
real did  not  specify  the  town  to  which 
the  aliens  should  be  taken,  and  Ranier 
was  selected  as  being  the  nearest 
point  on  the  boundary.  Mr.  Heath  and 
his  charges  left  over  the  Missabe  road 
this  morning,  and  from  Virginia  will 
go  over  the  Rainy  Lake  road  to 
Ranier. 

He  expects  to  take  the  men  from 
there  to  Fort  Francis,  a  Canadian 
town  situated  Ju.st  across  the  river 
from  International  Falls,  Minn.

Message  Deals  \^lth  the 
Enforcement  of  Cor- 
poration Law. 


Boston,  Jan.  3.— Curtis  Guild,  Jr. 
was  inaugurated  today  for  a  third 
term  as  governor  of  Massachusetts. 
The  oath  having  been  administered. 
Governor  Guild  and  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Draper,  the  former,  proceeded 
to  read  his  inaugural  address,  in  pan, 
as  follows: 

"The    need    of    today    is    peace,    anl 
peace    with    honor— peace   between    na- 
tions,   comity     between     states,        good 
temper  as  well  as  honesty  between  ni- 
dividuals.    We    must   enforce,    we   hav© 
enforced    the   law,    whether    those    who 
encroach    upon    its    purposes    are    cor- 
porations   or    indiviaual.s.        We    must 
control,  we  have  controlled  great  pub- 
lic   service    corporations.    The    alterna- 
tion of  such  control  is  not  individual- 
Ism,    but    socialism.    If,    however,    there 
is  a   year   when   it   is  particularly   de- 
sirable   to    avoid    reckless-  sensational 
onslaughts    on      property,       shattering 
public  confidence,  curtailing  commerce, 
checking  investment.reducing  alike   the 
earnings    of    capital    and    the    employ- 
ment of  labor,  it  is  this  year,  1908. 
Transportation  Probieiiis. 
The  most  serious  (luesiion  to  be  de- 
termined  in   this   sessiyn  is   the  settle- 
ment   of    transportation    problems      of 
iMassachusetts.     It  should  be  taken  up 
in  a  broad  spirit,  free  from  prejudice. 
Especially   should  a  destructive  pohcy 
be  avoided  carefully.     It  is  not  an  ex- 
aggerated" chai-ge,  but  a  simple  state- 
ment  of    fact    to    say    tihat    no    steam 
railroad  operated  In  Massachusetts     is 
giving  the  service  that  it  should  to  the 
public.     Delay   in   shipment  of  freight 
and   a   general   tardiness  of  all    trains 
has  marked   the  service  on  all  of  our 

railroads.  .     .      ^     , 

"Existing  law  is  (Inadequate  to  deal 
with  public  control  of  railroads.  The 
Massachusetts  railroad  commission,  in 
connection  with  public  service  corpora- 
tions, ehould  be  clothed  with  ampler 
powers.  It  should  at  least  be  given 
the  same  control  of  railroads  within 
Massachusetts  that  is  given  to  the  In- 
terstate commerce  commission  in  re- 
gard to  roads  doing  an  Interstate  busi- 
ness."

Number  of  Paradise  Speeies  on  Ex- 
hibition in  London. 

London,  Jan.  3.— At  the  Cage  Bird 
association's  show,  which  has  ju.«t 
opened  In  the  Royal  Horticultural  hall, 
there  is  on  exhibition  a  king  bird  of 
paradise,  valued  by  the  owner,  C.  T. 
Maxwell,  at  $5,000. 

The  bird  is  extremely  rare„  is  found 
in  New  Guinea,  and  is  a  wonderful  ex- 
ample of  brilliant  tropical  color.  Its 
back  and  head  are  of  a  warm,  cop- 
pery red,  shading  from  shade  to  shade, 
and'  it  has  curiou.s  little  green  win^ 
feathers,  which  spread  in  flying  at  right 
angles  to  its  body,  and  which  reflect 
the  light  in  a  viondc-rful  way.  Beneath 
the  copper-coloi-ed  neck  ruffle  the  bird 
has  a  second  ruffle  of  velvety  black- 
ness, and  even  iits  feet  are  bright,  being 
colored  a  light  blue.

PRINCE  NOT  RESPONSIBLE 
FOR  DEBTS  OF  PRINCESS. 


Milan,  Jan.  3.— While  tfhe  engineering 
d€T>artment  of  the  state  railways  is  oc- 
cupying  it.?elf  ^^'ith  Uie  completion  of 
the  project  of  electrifying  the  well- 
known  Mont  C<:-nla  tunncil,  a<:tive  ex- 
periments are  being  cfiJ-ried  out  on  the 
Bussok-no-Modane  stretch  of  this  line 
with  loeomoitives  permitting  the  use  of 
cither  coal  or  naphtha  fuel.  These 
locomotives,  built  in  Munich,  are  of  iha 
five-axle  coupled  four-cylinder  com- 
pound type,  each  caijable  of  developing 
about  1.000  hoTse-power.

BURY  THE 
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Applicants    for  Divorce 

Given  Good  Advice  by 

the  Court 


Told  to  be  More  Toler- 
ant of  Each  Other's 
Fauhs. 


After  airing  their  domestic  troubles  In 
ti:e  district  court,  Herman  and  M:itilda. 
Stebner.  who  reside  on  a  farm  in  Her- 
mantown,  were  each  denied  their  respec- 
tive petitions  for  a  divorce  and  were  ad- 
vised by  tlie  court  to  bury  the  hatchet, 
overlooli  each  otJier's  .sliortcomings,  be 
more  toleraui  in  their  treatment  of  each 
other,  and  endeavor  to  malte  their  matrl- 
morial  path  hereafter,  free  of  the  rough 
spot.s. 

Trial  of  the  action  wa.s  started  before 
Judge  Cant,  yesterday  afternoun.  Her- 
man Stebner,  a  hiisl<y  looking  young 
farmer,  under  30  years  of  agf.  filed  th's 
complaint  In  the  case.  H.j  claimed  that 
his  wife,  who  Ls  about  the  same  age  as 
hlms'-lf,  treated  him  in  a  cruel  and  in- 
iiuman  manner,  that  slie  de.stroyed  the 
provisions  he  took  home  to  his  family  and 
threatened   to  poison  hiin. 

Mrs.  Stubner  answered  the  complaint 
with  a  counter  claim  of  abu.sive  treat- 
ment on  her  hU3l>and'3  part  and  demand- 
ed a  divorce. 

A  number  of  witnesses  were  examined, 
but  the  evidence  was  weak  as  tending  to 
corroborate  the  slatemeiUs  of  each  as  to 
the  alleged  misconduct  of  the  other. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  testimony  I. 
Qrettum.  attorney  for  Mrs.  Stei)ner,  with 
tears  In  hia  eyes  and  with  his  voice  shak- 
ing with  emotion,  argued  to  the  court 
that  his  client  was  a  much  abu.sed  wom- 
an and  was  entitled  to  a  legal  .separation 
with  her  share  of  the  property  accumu- 
lated, but  th'-  court  could  not  see  It  that 
way. 

In  piis.slng  judgment  denying  the  p^ti- 
t'ons  of  the  parries  to  the  action  Judge 
i'ant  took  occa.sion  to  give  them  both 
Slime  sound  advjce  as  to  their  future  con- 

liUCt. 

The   court   said   in   part: 

"These  young  people  are  about  28  or  23 
years  of  age.  Nothing  has  occurrt-d  thai 
has  seriously  impaired  the  health  of 
either.  They  are  each  healthy  and  .sturdy 
•  x.tmples  of  a  fjither  and  a  mother. 
They  have  both  transgressed  some  rules 
that  should  govern  their  personal  con- 
duct. 

■'The  most  to  be  made  out  of  the  evi- 
lence  Is  that  they  have  not  gotten  along 
well  together.  Neither  has  produced  cor- 
I'oborative  evidence  on  which  the  court 
could  rely.  It  is  not  diftlcult  to  see  how 
uff.iirs  came  about  as  they  have.  They 
live  but  a  few  miles  from  the  city.  and. 
p.  rhaps,  looking  on  scenes  of  wealth  they 
l.ave  become  dis.satistled  with  their  lo' 
in  life.  Life  in  tlieir  present  station, 
perhaps,   did   run    look   particuj.irlv   rosy. 

"Bo'h  have  a  lesson  to  learn  and  that  is 
lo  stand  by  their  condliion  m  life  and 
loake  the  liest  out  of  it,  no  matter  how 
unpleasant  things  may  seem  at  times. 
The  wife  has  admitted  that  she  has 
somi'thing  of  a  temper.  Maybe  she  i'' 
simiewhfU  jealous.  The  husband  has 
been  quite  a  Iransgres-sor  and  has  done 
many  things  to  excite  her  temper  and 
jealousy.  The  husband  should  avoid  .say- 
ing things  th.it  cause  her  pain.  If  he  con- 
tinues drinking,  if  he  conti^nues  talking 
to  her  ab.jut  other  women'  \t  he  con- 
tinues to  go.  to  places  of  amu.sement 
without  taking  her  or  to  places  where  she 
dees  not  care  to  gtf.  .he  will,  no  doul)t. 
continue  the  tToiH3i«<  He  must  be  con- 
siderate   of    his    wife's    feelings. 

"The  wife,  if  she  has  a  temper  or  ,i 
jealous  disposition,  should  keep  in  mind 
th<^  fact  that  her  husband  is  not  always 
perfe.t.  She  should  be  as  broadminded 
as    po.ssible   about    these    things. 

"These  people  have  two  children.  They 
should  forget  what  has  happened  and  go 
■  VI  living  together  with  the  determination 
to   please   each   other   in    the    future. 

"You  better  both   try   the  plan  of  help- 
ing yourselves  by   helping  others." 

At  this  point  in  tiie  court's  remarks 
Mr.  Greltum  stated  that  his  client  would 
never  go  back  to  Stebner,  that  she  ought, 
to  be  granted  a  divorce. 

The  court   continu>Hl: 

"These  people  ought  t.o  live  together. 
There  is  no  sense  in  their  not  getting 
xl'.mg  together  reasonably  well.  There  is 
no  rea.son  why  they  should  not  continue 
living  together,  and,  perhaps,  years  from 
now  they  can  look  back  on  this  event  as 
one  of  life's  tragedies.  There  Is  no  great 
trouble  between  them.  They  have  sim- 
ply drifted  along  and  apart. 

"I  shall  deny  the  applications  of  both 
parties." 

Mr.s.  Stebner  and  her  friends  left  the 
courthouse  by  the  back  door,  while  Steb- 
ner and  his  attorney  left  the  building  by 
the   front   door.

John  C.  Grecjh^ay  Re- 
turns From&»'Trip 
to  Panaina. 

Was  Studying  How  They 

Make  Dirt  Fly  on 

Isthmus. 


John  C.  Greenway,  manager  of  the 
Oliver  Mining  company's  properties  at 
Coleraine,  who  is  at  the  Spalding  to- 
day, has  just  retuirned  from  Pana- 
ma, where  he  has  been  watching  the 
government  engineers  move  the  dirt  of 
the  big  ditch.  The  similarity  of  the 
work  that  they  are  doing  down  in 
Panama  led  Mr.  Greenway  to  go  there 
in  .search  of  pointers. 

Mr.  Greenway  is  one  of  the  most  fa- 
mous athletes  ever  turned  out  at  Yale. 
He  played  end  with  Frank  Hinckey, 
and  the  names  of  Hinckey  and  Green- 
way became  a  byword  in  college  foot- 
ball. It  is  doubtful  if  ever  a  more  ag- 
gre.ssive  or  more  skilled  pair  of  college 
ends  have  been  developed  since. 

Mr.  Greenway's  atiUetic  ability  was 
not  contined  to  football,  however.  He 
caught  "Dutch"  Carter,  probably  the 
greatest  college  pitcher  who  ever  laced 
up  a  baseball  shoe.  Carter  had  so 
much  ■  speed  that  when  he  pitched 
against  the  famous  Amos  Rusie,  sup- 
posed to  have  been  the  greatest  living 
heaver,  he  had  the  New  York  profes- 
sionals guessing  at  his  curves,  tiie 
Giants  only  winning  out  by  the  margin 
of  one  run.  Greenwa^r;  caught  Carter 
upon  this  occasion,  and  had  the  New 
York  professionals  pinned  to  the  bags. 
Carter  and  Greenway  had  repeated  of- 
fers made  to^  them  by  professional 
teams,  but  neither  ca:"«d  to  join  the 
ranks  of  salaried   ball  players. 

Jlr.  Greenway  was  a  member  of  the 
famous  Rougrh  Riders,  tha,t  vvas  com- 
posed of  college  men  and  Weistom  cow- 
boys. .Such  athletes  as  Murphy  of  Yale, 
one  of  Ih'e  gn^ate.st  tajcklets  that  ever 
play<^;  "Bob"  Church  of  Princeton, 
all-Amerioan  tackle,  and  the  man 
whom  Richard  Harding  Davis  de- 
scribes as  carrying  a  wounded  man 
over  the  sidelines  of  .tctual  warfare, 
were  minnbers  of  it.  Then  there  was 
Hamiltim  Pish,  son  of  the  railroad 
iman  and  a  famous  Columbia  oarsman, 
who  wa.s  kille<i  at  the  battle  of  San 
Juan  hill.  TY\<^<i  were  many  other 
college  athletes  In  this  rc^igiment,  that 
was  the  most  roma.ntic  bunch  of  men 
gotti^^n  together  in  the  history  of  the 
American  army.  From  Theodore 
Roosevelt  to  the  lea.'jt  ^inoouispicuous 
m^mbeir  of  this  regiment,  the  air  of 
lad venture  and  fighting  .spirit  wias  per- 
sonified. 

Mr.  Greenway^s  work  at  Coleraine. 
.since  the  growth  >>f  that  mining  center 
in  1906  bos  been  cHaracteptstlc  of  tho 
man.  Up  at  ColeraiTie  yfra  uill  find 
Yale,  Harvarti,  Prinicet<>n  and  other 
Eastern  coU'^ge  men  workings  in  the 
iffches  with"  iS^h*  \'?hq**'(iirt<S«^t  writxi 
their  own  name.  Ufnler  5Yr.Qreenvv'ajr's 
su'ivTVision  the  word  "'pull"  has  been 
torn  otit  of  the  CoJenalii^  dictionary. 
'Mr.  Greenway  has  rnade  his  way  .srince 
his  work  in  the  Dufjuesne  fiirnaceK 
at  $1.32  p?r, -after  grafltia;non  front  w^L- 
lege,  and  this  principle  is  apiplled  to 
promotions  at  Coleraine.

the  court  of  appeals,  on  the  grounds  of 
imi.sconduct  upon  the  part  of  Attorney 
Thoma-s  C.  Campbell  during  the  trial, 
and  an' error  of  the  trial  judge  in  forc- 
ing too  speedy  a  judgment  and  sen- 
tence, in  order  to  have  it  entered  in  the 
time  provided  by  the  criminal  code. 
Convicted  Again. 

The  second  trial,  in  1902,  resulted  In 
a  life  sentence.  This  was  later  set 
asiido  on  the  ground  that  Judge  James 
C.  Cantrill  had  refused  to  vacate  the 
bench  upon  a  motion  filed  by  the  de- 
fense, supported  by  an  affidavit,  charg- 
ing him  with  partiality. 

At  the  third  trial,  in  1903.  Judge  J.  E. 
Robbins  of  Maylie'^ld  presided.  It  again 
resulted  in  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  this 
time  the  death  penalty  was  imposied. 
Following  this  sentence,  the  case  was 
taken  away  from  the  staie  courts  by 
Judge  A.  M.  J.  Cochran  of  the  United 
States  district  court,  and  the  accused 
became  a  federal  prisoner^  and  was 
confined  In  the  Newport  jail.  This  was 
done  on  a  motion  that  the  federal 
■courts  take  jurisdiction  of  the  case 
under  the  Constitution,  a  jurisdiction 
which  Judge  Cochran  as.sumed.  The 
case  was  carried  to  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States,  but  by  that  trib- 
unal was  returned  to  the  state  courts, 
and  Powers  once  more  was  brougiit 
back  to  the  jail  here.

two  officers,  and  we  went  back.  The 
Japanese  did  not  try  to  justify  their 
presence  or  their  fighting  witli^iinlves. 
They  simply  Red." 

Only  four  Japanese  have  been  arrest- 
ed, and  all  are  held  on  charges  of  at- 
tempted murder.  The  most  serious 
feature  In  the  popular  view  is  that  the 
Japanese  section  i-.^-  a  practical  enemy 
at  all  times  toward  the  white  element. 
The  present  instanc-e  is  regarded  as 
particularly  flagrant,  becau.se  the 
young  men  were  in  uniform,  with  firt- 
mens  caps,  and  the  Japanese  knew 
they  were  not  armed. 

Ashamccl  No  Longer. 

"Vancouver  hais  been  a  little  ashamed 
of  herself  since  the  night  of  the  Sep- 
tember riot,  but  the  frightful  attack  of 
New  Year's  morning  is  just  nov,'  being 
regarded  in  some  quarters  as  showing 
complete  jus'tliication.  There  is  not 
any  particular  danger  of  another  big 
riot  in  Vancouver,  except  for  just  one 
thing— a  murder.  That  4s  what  the  au- 
thorities are  afraid  of." 

Last  night  the  Vancouver  Trades  and 
Labor  council  discussed  the  Japanese 
question.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  laboring  men.  It  was  serious- 
ly proposed  that  if  there  was  no  legal 
machinery  by  which  the  police  could  go 
through  all  the  houses  of  Japanese  and 
take  their  arms,  then  the  laboring  men 
should  arm  themselves  with  revolvers 
for  cases  of  emergency.  The  situation 
is  admittedly  .serious,  In  the  view  of  the 
laboring  men,  and  the  essertions  are 
made  that  the  mayor  and  civic  autho- 
rities are  fearful  to  act  lest  they  should 
Qflfend  the  Japanese  government  or  the 
consul.  The  declaration  was  made  that 
Powell  street  is  an  armed  arsenal,  and 
that  the  Japanese  are  ready  to  fight 
with  knives  and  guns  at  the  slightest 
provocation  or  excuse. 

Officers  Afmid  to  Act. 

A  resolution  criticising  Police  Magis- 
trate A.  Williams,  for  alleged  pro- 
Japanese  views  since  the  September 
riots,  was  adopted.  It  was  alieeged 
that  the  magistrate,  police  and  city 
council  are  all  afraid  to  act  against 
the  Japanese.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  conduct  of 
the  magistrate  and  demand  his  dis- 
missal if  the  charges  are  found  to  be 
true.

ARE  RUINED 
BYJJQUOR 

Disclosures  at  Birming- 
ham Show  Shocking 
Lack  of  Morality. 

Many  Factory  Girls  Spend 

Their  Earnings  in 

Saloons. 


BimUngham.  Bng.,  Jan.  3.— That  shock- 
ingly demoralizing  Influneces  have  been 
introduced  into  the  lives  of  Birmingham 
girls  as  a  result  of  drink  being  system- 
atically smuggled  into  many  of  the  fac- 
tories of  the  city  is  the  opinion  of  a 
number  of  local  clergy  and  representative 
business  men.  Special  Investigations  re- 
cently made  have  proved  that,  unknown, 
as  a  rule,  to  the  employers,  drinking 
clubs,  promoted  with  the  connivance,  if 
not  at  the  direct  instigation  of  the  fore- 
men and  forewoman,  have  existed  in 
large  numbers,  and  have  bet'U  kept  up 
chiefly  by  the  subscriptions  of  the  female 
employes.  The  girls  have,  in  conse- 
quence, it  is  asserted,  had  their  moral 
characters  seriously  affected,  the  drink- 
ing habits  they  have  acquired  weakening 
their  sense  of  self-respect,  degrading  their 
general  habits  of  life,  and  unfitting  them 
for   the    responsibili'ties   of   motherhood. 

It  appears  from  a  circular  letter  to  Bir- 
mingham employers,  just  issued  by  the 
influential  committee  which  was  ap- 
pointed some  time  ago  to  investigate  the 
scandal,  that  these  drinking  clubs  are 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  surreptitiously 
getting  drink  into  factories  to  be  con- 
sumed in  tea  and  otiier  ways,  of  cele- 
brating birthdays,  marriages  and  other 
social  events  connected  with  the  factories, 
and  of  enabling  girls  habitually  to  drink 
together  in  public  houses  and  other 
places  after  leaving  worlv,  and  on  public 
holidays,  especially  Christmas. 

Kxists  Witliout  KiiowliHlKi'. 

These  drinking  clubs  »-xist  in  nearly 
every  case  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
employer.'!,  but  in  .some  factories  they 
are  undoubtedly  carried  on  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  foremen  or  forewomen,  and 
even  as  a  result  of  their  direct  initiative 
and  encouragement. 

The  committee  knows  on  evidence  that 
can  not  be  doubted  that  these  clubs  ara 
seriously  affecting  the  moral  character  of 
many  female  workers.  The  recognize 
that  it  is  impossible  for  employers  to  in- 
terfere with  the  liberty  or  to  onlrol  the 
conduct  of  the  girls  and  women  outside 
the  factories,  but  they  are  convinced  tliey

The  committee 
ventures  to  suggest  that  if  adequate  rule* 
were  placed  in  prominent  positions  in  the 
factories,  and  were  rigidly  enforced,  the 
evil,  which  is  more  widespread  than  many 
imagine,  would  be  arrested,  and  the  In- 
terests of  both  employers  and  work 
pt-'opie    thereby   promoted.

Other  evils  pointed  out  In  connection 
with    those   clubs   are: 

1.  Girls  in  some  cases  practically  coerced 
into    joining. 

2.  Brandy,  whiskey  or  rum  poured  Into 
cups  before  tea,  and  drunk  wiih  litllo 
Or   no  dilution. 

3.  In  reg.ird  to  bank  holiday  parties 
weekly  collections  on  pay  days  were  com- 
menc<  d  a  month  or  six  weeks  before 
tlie    event. 

4.  The  money  was  "pooled"  and  Imme- 
diately before  and  after  the  holiday 
drinking  parties  were  arranj^ed,  either 
in  the  workshops  or  in  a  pablic  house  In 
tile   vicinity   of    tlie    works. 

5.  A  s<»cial  W'irker  di^-lared  that  she 
had  seen  young  girls  go  in  a  body  from 
ihe  factory,  after  receiving  their  wages 
at  .Saturday  midday,  to  a  public  hourfo. 
and  remain  theii-  continuously  for  several 
liours.  Kre<iuently  the  girls  were  accom- 
panied by  niuie  operatives.  Late  in  the 
afternoon  this  lady  had  assisted  girls 
liome— "slily  drunk,"  as  sho  de.scriptive- 
ly  terms  it.  or  in  a  nuiudin  condition.  A 
largi-  pix»p«jrLlon  of  iheir  earnings  had 
by    that    time    disappeared. 

All  the  girls  and  women  were  expi-cted 
to  join  in  the  drinking,  and  were  perse- 
cuted If  they  refu.sed.  in  some  factories 
pernii.ssion  had  been  given  by  foremen  for 
H  carousal  in  the  factory  itself.  The  girls 
li-s.t  their  self-respect,  and  developed 
loose   manners.

Woman  Causes  Undoing 

of  Man  Who  Robbed 

Express  Train. 


Paris,  Jan.  3.— M.  Victorien  Sardou's 
seventy-sixth  play  Is  about  to  be  pro- 
duced at  the  Porte  St.  Martin  theater. 
L'Affalre  des  Poisons  Is  a  story  after 
his  own  heart.  It  touches  upon  the 
strange  and  never-explained  mystery  of 
the  poisoning  mania  which  broke  out 
In  Paris  during  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV. 
The  notorious  woman.  La  Brlnvilliers, 
was  tortured  and  executed  In  1677.  The 
next  year  conversations  overheard  and 
retold  to  the  police  led  to  the  arrest 
of  two  more  poisoners.  Mesdames  Vig- 
oureux  and  La  Bosse,  and,  finally,  to  a 
third,  La  Voison,  whose  lover  was  the 
Paris    headsman. 

The  king  determined  to  stamp  out 
the  extraordinary  epidemic.  Husbands 
were  poisoning  their  wives,  wives  pois- 
oning husbands  and  heirs  poisoning 
rich  uncles  by  the  score.  A  new  judi- 
cial chamber  was  instituted  by  the 
king  to  deal  with  the  aitalrs.  Its  in- 
quiries revealed  the  dark  practices  of 
the  -Black  Mass,"  and  all  Paris  was 
thrown  into  consternation.  Wives  and 
husbands  suspected  each  other  and 
friends  fought  shy  of  friends.  Hun- 
dreds of  the  most  highly  placed  per- 
sons were  Implicated,  court  ladies, 
princesses,  a  marshal  of  France  and 
two    nieces   of   Cardinal   Mazarin. 

Justice  was  grimly  expeditious,  and 
La  Voison  was  burnt  alive  in  lOdO.  But 
her  daughter  was  still  at  liberty.  The 
judicial  chamber  made  the  fatal  mis- 
take of  arresting  her  and  an  accom- 
plice. The  latter  revealed  that  the  Mar- 
quis de  Montespan  was  one  of  the  pois- 
oning gang  and  one  of  the  chief  de- 
votees of  the  "Black  Mass.  "  Thence- 
forward Inquiries  were  stopped  and 
everything  was  done  to  hush  up  the 
whole  business.  Police  records  and  of- 
ficial documents  were  so  carefully  ex- 
punged that  to  this  day  it  remains 
doubtful  whether  the  charge  against 
La  Montespan  of  attempting  to  poison 
either  her  royal  lover  himslelf  or 
women  in  whom  slie  feared  possible 
rivals   was   true   or   false. 

Dramatic  Scenes  Shomi. 
M.  Sardou  has  worked  up  into  a  play 
some  of  the  innumerable  dramatic  ele- 
ments which  such  a  cause  celebre 
yields.  L'Affaire  dos  Poisons,  says  M. 
Sardou,  opens  In  1679.  when  the  Rol 
Sole  11  was  41.  La  Voison  appears  in  the 
second  act,  which  takes  place  in  ner 
house.  The  third  shows  the  Grotto 
of  Thetis,"  an  extraordinary  building 
of  coral,  mother  of  pearl,  sea  shells 
and  mirrors,  which  formerly  stood  In 
Versailles  park,  and  was  a  cool  arbor 
In  summer  with  water  spouting  from 
a  dozen  small  fountains  round  statues 
of  Tritons  and  Nereids  on  columns  in- 
crusted  with  tiny  pink  shells.  The 
play  ends  In  the  apartments  of  Louis 
XIV  at  St.  Gerfaln. 

Several  mysterious  robberies  nave  oc- 
curred recently  on  the  Paris-Toulouse 
express  trains.  At  last,  after  close  de- 
tective work,  one  of  the  alleged  loh- 
bera  was  caught  and  lodged  in  jail. 
Having  secured  certain  data,  and  being 
provided,  with  a  warrant,  two  police 
inspectors  took  a  train  last  week  for 
Lille,  where  they  arrived  and  proceeded 
to  a  certain  house,  where  their  man 
was  known  to  have  taken  a  lodging  not 
only  for  himself,  but  also  for  two 
young   women. 

The  man  in  question  was  known  m  cer- 
tain quarters  in  Paris  as  "Louis.  After 
the  last  express  robbery  "Louis  disap- 
peared. The  police  iiispectors,  however, 
found  his  new  address  in  Li  le.  He 
turned  up  at  his  lodgings  about  3  o  clock 
and  was  at  once  arrested  as  well  as  the 
two  women  who  were  with  him.  ^'^^l  . 
tried  hard  to  convince  the  policemen  that 
they  were  making  a  mistake,  but  finally 
broke  down  and  admitted  that  he  was  one 
of  three  who  had  plundered  the  express. 
He  even  volunteered  to  give  the  names 
and  wheresabouts  of  his  two  accomplices. 
Woman  Causes  UndolnR. 
••Ix)uis"  explained  that  after  the  rob- 
bery he  had  gone  to  Rouen,  where  he  be- 
ean  to  spend  freely  h«s  share  of  the 
booty  In  company  with  one  of  the  wonrien. 
who  had  been  an  old  acquaintance.  Not 
feeling  safe  at  Rouen,  he  went  to  LiUo, 
where  he  joined  the  other  woman,  and 
took  a  room  for  both  of  them  alongside 
his  own  They  helped  him  to  spend  his 
wealth  rapldlv.  and  when  he  was  arrested 
he  had  otily  $5  left  in  his  possession.

Now  the  dentist  has 
devised  a  still  greater  Improvement. 
While  he  pulls  teeth  a  phonograph  in 
the  next  room  sings  the  Jewel  song  from 
Faust,  Lohengrin's  "Abschied.  or  the 
last  drawing  room  ballads.  The  patients 
sleep  Is  lulled  by  sweet  music.  When 
they  awake  they  not  only  have  l>een  re- 
lieved of  annoying  molars,  but  carry 
melodious  memories  with  them,  and  go 
away  humming  a  tune. 

Woman  Baffles  Police. 
A  woman  named  Mme.  Bailly,  who  was 
arrested  at  Buc,  near  Versailles,  succeed- 
ed In  completely  baffiing  the  police  for 
several  weeks.  Mme.  Bailly  was  the  pro- 
prietress of  a  laundry  In  Pans  which  she 
sold  several  times  over  to  different  peo- 
ple, thus  amassing  $60,000.  She  took  a 
villa  at  Buc,  and  had  a  subterranean 
passage  constructed  from  her  cellars  to 
the  adjoining  high  road  to  Versailles. 

As  soon  as  the  police  discovered  her 
place  of  residence,  detectives  were  sent 
to  arrest  her,  but  she  escaped  through 
the  subterranean  passage.  The  police, 
after  several  visits  to  the  villa,  were 
completely  baffled,  and  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  they  had  ben  misinformed. 
The  other  day,  however,  hearing  of  the 
underground  *  passage,  they  made  a  sur- 
prise visit  to  the  house,  burst  in  the  door, 
occupied  the  passage,  and  ultimately  dis- 
covered the  woman  hidden  In  a  loft  un- 
der a  number  of  bags  and  l»oxes.  Jump- 
ing up  suddenly,  the  woman  struck  a 
r-oUceman  In  the  face  before  she  could  be 
secured. 

EMPEROR'S  VISITING  CARDS. 

Tld-Bits:  The  German  emperor  be- 
lieves in  being  sufficiently  represented, 
even  on  a  visiting  card.  No  ordinary 
sized  piece  of  pasteboard  will  suffice 
him,  for  William's  cards  measure  no 
less  than  six  Inches  in  length  and  lour 
in  width.  On  the  upper  line  is  the  sin- 
gle word  'Wilhelm,"  and  below  are  the 
words  "Deutscher  Kaiser"  and  "Konig 
von  Preusen."  The  words  are  printed 
In  large,  fat,  German  script  letters.  Of 
course,  the  emperor  does  not  carry 
these  imposing  sheets  of  pasteboard 
himself;  they  are  confided  to  his  chas- 
seur, or  body  servant,  who  follows  him. 

The  other  sovereigns  of  Europe  are 
content  with  more  modest  visiting 
cards,  with  the  words  upon  them  in 
Latin  script.  Among  the  simplest  in 
size  and  appearance  are  those  of  the 
emperor  of  Austria  and  the  prince  oi" 
Wales.  The  prince  has  two  sets  of 
cards,  one  for  use  abroad  and  the  other

COACHED  BY 

ATTORNEYS 

Witness  Shown  to  Have 

Been  in  Consultation 

With  Them. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— That  Byron  Kimball,  secre- 
tary of  the  Superior  Board  of  Trade 
clearing  house,  who  has  been  on  the 
stand  as  a  witness  for  the  government

RIOTING  RESUMED 

IX  MUNCIE  STRIKE. 

Munlce.  Ind.,  Jan.  3.— Rioting  in  con- 
nection with  the  street  railroad  strike 
was  resumed  today.  Cars  started  to 
run  on  .schedule  at  7  o'clock  without 
interruption  and  were  not  nudested  for 
several  hours.  A  crowd,  however,  at- 
tacked two  cars  In  the  outskirts  of  the 
city  shortly  before  noon,  hurling  stones 
and  other  missiles  and  after  driving 
ofr  the  crews  stopped  the  cars.

As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  Mexi- 
can lumber  dealer  would  be  willing  to 
trade  you  mahogany  for  our  yellow 
pine,    log    for    log." 


"There  Is  an  odd  wood  among  these 
forests  known  as  the  gran  tree,  which 
when  tapped  yields  a  black  sap,  which 
Is  sent  in  large  quantities  to  Germany, 
where  it  is  used  in  the  making  of  ink 
and  dye.  Another  tree  yields  a  sap 
that  Is  a  deep  red,  and  Germany  also 


MEXICO'S   HARDWOODS. 

New  York  Sun:  "I  was  amazed  at 
the  almost  infinte  variety  of  woods  of 
value  to  woodworkers  that  are  growing 
in  the  forests  of  tropical  Mexico,"  said 
a  timber  expert  who  recently  made  a 
tour  of  that  part  of  Mexico.  "There  aro 
several  varieities  of  mahogany,  cedar, 
oak,  rosewood,  ebony,  dyewoods  and 
endless  other  hardwoods  with  Spani.ih 
names,  but  corresponding  to  our  hick- 
ory, cherry  and  other  fine  American 
woods  that  are  now  extremely  scarce 
and  costly. 

"Many  of  tliese  tropical  woods  are  as 
strong  as  iron.  While  the  mahogany, 
cedar,  rosewood  and  dyewood  are  well 
known,  the  unknown  varieties  of  woods 
that  are  just  as  valuable  are  quite  as 
plentiful. 

"Among  these  is  one  called  zapote, 
which  grows  to  a  great  size.  Although 
the  wood  of  this  tree  has  peculiarly 
valuable  qualities  for  liAnber  it  is 
seldom  used  in  that  way,  the  tree  be- 
ing valued  merely  as  the  producer  of 
chicle,  the  sap  which  forms  the  basis 
for  most  chewing  gum. 

"The  wood  of  the  zapote  tree  is  dark 
red.  and  is  easily  worked  until  thor- 
oughly seasoned,  when  only  the  finest 
edged  tools  will  have  any  effect  on  It, 
and  a  sharp  pointed  nail  is  driven  Into 
It  with  difficulty.  The  fibre  of  tha 
wood  is  so  dense  that  the  wood  sinks 
in   water  like  iron. 

"In  the  prehistoric  ruins  that  atniund 
in  thes  Mexican  tropics  are  timbers  and 
door  frames  that  are  as  perfect  today  as 
when  they  were  first  placed  In  posi- 
tion. The  wood  takes  a  magnificent 
finish,  as  do  nearly  all  of  these  Mexi- 
can hardwoods,  and  would  be  a  rare 
article  for  the  cabinetmaker.

PRIVATE  (LIBS  EXEMPT 
FROM  STATE  LIUlUR  LAW. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  3. — (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Judge  Kelley  of  the  Ram 
.sey  county  district  court  today  filed  a 
decision  in  a  suit  brought  by  the  state 
against  the  Minnesota  club,  in  which 
he  says  the  club  is  a  bona  fide  private 
club  and  is  not  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  state  law  regulating  the 
liquor  traffic.

This  decision  also  ex- 
empts the  club  from  obeying  the  11 
o'clock  p.  m.  clo.sing  law.

I  will  remark  in  passing  that  the  fur 
hunters  have  probably  done  more  world- 
exploring  than  any  other  travelers.  Il 
was  tho  little  beaver  that  lured  men  from 
the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Missusslppi,  and 
thence  to  the  Rockies.  Again  it  was  the 
sable  that  led  the  tribesman  of  Asia- 
tic Russia  across  to  far  Kamchatka;  and 
the  big  sea  otter  lured  the  Spanish  anu 
the  English,  with  Ru.ssians  and  Ameri- 
cans, all  round  the  world  in  crazy  craft 
exploring  our  Pacific  coast  from  Alaska 
to  California. 

Today  Canada  alone  produces  over  $3,- 
(100,000  worth  of  furs  every  year;  and  to 
this  Alaska  now  adds  $750.0uO  of  raw 
pelts,  and  I.«brador  probably  half  this 
;Mnount.  Until  a  decade  or  so  aKo  th" 
Prybiloffs  and  other  seal  islandis  sent  out 
J:',.')00.000  worth  of  skins  annually;  and 
then,  of  course,  we  have  the  enormous 
(|uantities  dressed  and  manufactured  for 
the  home  markets.

Berlin,  Jan.  4. — The  next  two 
months  a/e  regarded  by  the  German 
foreign  office  and  the  admiralty  as 
constituting  a  critical  period  in  the 
relations  between  the  United  States 
and  Japan.  If  they  pass  without  wit- 
nessing a  break  In  the  relations,  high 
government  officials  are  convinced 
that  the  United  States  and  Japan  will 
then  enter  on  an  easier  and  safer 
basis  of  agreement. 

The  development  of  the  American- 
Japanese  situation  is  being  s^tudied  on 
account  of  the  events  which  might 
change  the  present  international 
equilibrium  and  deeply  affect  Europe 
as  well  as  America.  The  Marine 
Runschau,  the  principal  naval  maga- 
zine of  Germany,  say.s   in   its  January 

number: 

"If  war  does  not  come  between 
Japan  and  the  United  States  the  Union 
may  thank  the  preponderance  of  its 
rteet  for  maintainence  of  peace.  This 
fieet  alri-ady  is  sufficiently  strong  to 
restrain  Japan  from  the  hazard  of 
war." 

In  conclusion,  the  Marine  Runschau

may  be  averted  as  the  result  of  opin- 
ion which  the  American  fleet  creates 
in  Japan.

— Tne  Prussian  min- 
istry of  finance  announces  that  on 
Jan.  14  it  will  invite  .subscriptions  for 
a  new  loan.  The  amount  has  ne»t  yet 
been  specified,  but  it  is  assumed  that 
it  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  |.'>rt,- 
000,000.  The  subscription  price  will 
be  9S%.  Interest  for  the  lirst  ten 
years  will  be  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent, 
for  the  next  five  years  3%  per  cent, 
and  thereafter  3  ^i  per  cent.  The 
government  for  the  protection  of  the 
money  market  will  i!?sue  only  allot- 
ment certiticates,  which  will  not  be 
negotiable  until  after  Dec.  31,  laOS. 
This  announcement  caused  all  Prus- 
sian consuls  to  sag  today  and  drop  \^ 
and  1  ^1^  points,  and  it  created  a  gen- 
eral dissatisfaction  in  financial  circles 
becau.-e  the  pre.sent  time  is  not  re- 
garded as  opportune  for  the  govern- 
m  nt  to  make  demands  on  the  market. 
The  Prussian  ministry  of  finance 
di>ubtle.ss  understands  this  clearly,  but 
it  is  impelled  to  .seek  this  loan  because 
of  pressing  requirements  on  account 
of  additions  to  the  existing  re-equip- 
ment, the  purchases  of  land  in  Poland 
for  purposes  of  settlement,  and  othci 
less  urgent  needs.  Railroad  experts 
estimate  that  $150,000,000  might  be 
expended  for  re-equipment,  but  the 
government  probably  will  be  able  to 
do  with  a  quarter  of  this  sum.

In 
climbing  througli  the  window,  they 
had  broken  a  shelf  on  which  two 
plants  had  been  kept,  and  the  plants 
were  also  found  outside,  broken  and 
frozen. 

The  burglars  didn't  have  the  te- 
merity to  light  the  electric  lights,  not 
knowing  at  what  minute  the  occu- 
pants of  the  rooms  would  return,  and 
employed  matches  in  their  search 
through  the  house.

London  Cor.  New  York  Sun:  Right 
Rev.  John  Sheepshanks,  the  aged  bish- 
op of  Norwich,  drew  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause today  at  the  annual  church  con- 
gress, now  in  session  at  Yarmouth,  by 
his  dicta  on  the  marriage  question.  He 
regretfully  admitted  that  If  the  clergy 
could  unmarry  as  well  as  marry  they 
would  be  far  more  busily  employed 
than  in  the  busiest  times  now. 

He  said  that  when  marriages  were 
regretted  it  was  largely  because  they 
had  ix-en  hasty  and  ill-considered.

AT  MUNCIE,  IND. 

Governor  Hanley  Places 
Gen.  McKee  in  Con- 
trol of  City. 

Indianai«->lis,  Ind.,  Jan.  4. — Governor 
Hanley  today  issued  a  martial  law 
proclamation,  placing  Gen.  McKee  in 
control  at  Muncie.  Maj.  Gen.  McKee 
baa  twelve  companies  of  infantry,  one 
battery  and  details  from  the  signal 
corps  of  the  Indiana  National  Guard 
with  him  at  Muncie. 

Muncie,  Ind..  Jan.  4.— Twelve  com- 
panies of  infantry,  one  battery  and  a 
company  of  signal  corps  infantry  of 
the  National  Guard  are  gathering  here 
today,  under  orders  from  Governor 
Haniey  to  maintain  peace  during  the 
strike  of  the  employes  of  the  street 
railway.  Cars  began  running  on  reg- 
ular scht-dule,  and  there  has  been  no. 
disturbance. 

About  half  of  the  employes  of  the 
Indiana  Union  Traction  company  at 
Marion  struck  today.  Only  part  of  the 
local  cars  are  running  there.  The  trou- 
ble has  begun  to  interfere  with  inter- 
urban  traflic.  A  meeting  of  the  men 
was  called  for  today  to  decide  whether 
aJl  \\x>uld  strike.  Strike-t-reakers  have 
been  sent  out  of  town  by  the  tractioo 
line  officials  at  Marion,  and  it  is  stated 
they  will  not  be  broug'ht  back  unless 
necessary. 

According  to  the  state  labor  inspector 
there  are  b.OOO  idle  men  in  Muncie. 


N.  A.  Palmer,  state  .superintendent 
of  the  Minnesota  Anli-Saloon  league, 
is  in  Duluth  today,  and  states  that 
active  preparations  are  being  made 
to  elect  mem'ceri  of  the  next  legls« 
lature  who  will  enforce  the  licnyjr 
laws  of  the  state.

IS  COMPLETED 

County  Board  Committee 

Inspects  Steel  Structure 

Near  Aurora. 

Commissioner  E.  M.  Patterson  has 
returned  from  the  range,  where,  in 
company  with  Commissioners  Sun- 
deen,  Mclnnis  and  McMahan,  he  in- 
spected the  new  bridge  over  the  St. 
Louis  river,  four  miles  south  of  Au- 
rora, Thursday.  The  committee  will 
probably  report  to  the  county  board 
at  the  meeting  next  Tuesday,  when 
the  structure  will  be  accepted  and  an 
order  drawn  for  the  payment  for  the 
same. 

The  bridge  is  a  steel  structure  with 
one  span  of  120  feet.  It  was  built 
at  a  cost  of  $3,395  to  the  county,  to 
give  the  farmers  on  the  further  side  of 
the  St.  Louis  river  an  opportunity  of 
getting  into  Aurora  as  their  nearest 
base  of  supplies  and  market.  Before 
the  bridge  was  built  the  farmers  were 
practically  cut  off  from  Aurora  except 
in  the  winter  when  the  river  was 
frozen  over. 

The  commissioners  say  that  the 
bridge  construction  is  satisfactory  in 
every  way  and  that  it  will  meet  all  re- 
quirements. The  bridge  was  con- 
structed by  the  Continental  Bridge 
company.

DRUNKARDS  WHO  REFORM. 


Former  Drinkers  Who  Have  Mania 
for  Torturing  Tliemselves. 

A  fortnight  or  so  ago  a  news  story 
was  printed  in  a  New  Y'ork  paper  tell- 
ing how  a  stevedore  committed  sui- 
cide after  yielding  to  temptation  to 
drink.  Seven  "years  before,  after  hav- 
ing been  pulled  through  a  bad  spree 
with  extreme  difficulty,  he  had  bought 
some  poison  and  declared  that  he 
would  upe  it  if  he  ever  fell  to  drinking 
again.  He  carried  the  resolution  out, 
says  the  Washington  Post. 

"A  case  of  what  we  call  the  fixed 
idea,  rather  unusual  among  men  of 
the  stevedore  class,  but  by  no  means 
unprecedented,"  was  the  comment  on 
this  case  of  a  medical  man  vvlio  for 
many  years  has  made  a  special  study 
of  alcoholism.  "Up  to  ten  years  ago 
I  used  to  be  called  in  every  three  or 
four  months  to  take  care  of  an  up- 
holsterer whose  sprees  lasted  from  ten 
days  to  two  weeks. 

"Ten  years  ago  he  got  so  bad  that  1 
had  a  job  to  get  him  through.  Wiien 
he  was  able  to  listen  I  told  him  that 
another  spree  would  wind  him  up  for 
a  certainty.  He  told  me  there  wasn't 
going  to  be  another  one. 

"He  lasted  for  six  straight  years, 
subjecting  ^imself  to  a  veritable  tor- 
ture of  temptation  all  the  time  at  that. 
On  the  day  when  he  went  back  to 
work  in  his  shop  after  that  last  bad 
spree  he  got  a  quart  bottle  of  fine  old 
Kentucky  bourbon  whisky  with  a  rich 
bouquet. 

"This,  after  loosening  the  cork,  he 
placed  on  a  little  shelf  immediately 
above  his  work  bench.  Then  he  went 
to  work,  with  that  bottle  of  whisky 
right  before  his  eyes.  Every  once  in  a 
while  he'd  reach  up,  take  the  bottle 
from  the  shelf,  remove  the  cork,  and 
take  long,  gloating  smells  of  the  whis- 
ky. 

"Dropping  into  his  shop  I  caught 
him  doing  this  time  and  again. 

"  'You're  never  going  to  down  me 
again,  blast  you!'  he'd  say  to  the  bot- 
tle as  he  smelt  of  the  whisky.  'I've 
got  you  beat!  See.  I  can  just  fool  with 
you,  make  a  blooming  toy  of  you,  and 
still  you  can't  nail  me!'  and  then  with 
a  final  smell  at  the  bottle  he'd  cork  it 
up  again,  put  It  back  on  its  .shelf,  and 
resume  his  work.  : 

"This  sort  of  thing  he  kept  up  for 
six  years  without  ever  taking  so  much 
as  a  pip  of  whisky.  When  the  whisky 
would  lose  the  strength  of  its  bouquet 
he'd  throw  it  away  and  get  a  fresh 
bottle. 

"I  told  the  man  frequently  that  he 
was  torturing  himself  unnecessarily, 
that  he  was  racking  his  nerves  with- 
out any  reason,  and  that  eventually 
he'd  become  the  victim  of  an  irresist- 
ible impulse  to  drink  the  whisky. 

"  'No,  I  won't,'  he'd  protest.  "The 
stuff  made  a  fool  of  me  for  a  good 
many  years  and  now  I'm  getting  hung 
— »  III  making  a  fool  of  the  whisky.' 

"It  was  a  sort  of  obsession,  of 
course,  but  it  was  phenomenal  that  the 
man  shoald  have  been  able  to  carry  it 
along  for  six  years.  I  should  have 
liked  to  mave  my  prediction  in  his 
case   break    against   me.   but    It    didn't 

"One  afternoon  in  his  seventh  year  of 
abstention  he  was  going  through  his 
stunt  of  breathing  the  bouquet  of  the 
shelf    bottle    Into    his    nostrils       and 


gloating  over  his  triumph  over  it,  when 
the  moment  if  irresistible  impulse  ar- 
rived. He  put  the  bottle  to  his  lips  and 
never  stopped  gulping  it  till  he  had 
swallowed  the  whole  quart.  Then  he 
fell  off  his  bench  i  na  state  of  coma 
and  I  cou'dn'f  get  to  him  until  he 
was    dead   . 

"The  siatf  that  he'd  conquered  for 
six  years  got  him  in  the  long  run,  as 
I  had  supposed  it  would  all  along. 
But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  uphol- 
sterer might  have  killed  himself  with 
drinking  long  before  had  be  not  de- 
veloped that  iK'Culiar  mania. 

"With  the  bottle  there  in  front  of 
him  to  smell  he  provided  himself  with 
something  tangible  to  fight,  and  as  he 
was  a  stubborn  man,  this  was  his 
.salvation  for  those  six  years.  If  ho 
hadn't  done  that  he'd  probably  have 
gone  on  his  regular  spree  when  his 
time   came   around    and   died. 

"In  my  own  practice  1  had  another 
case  of  a  similar  sort.  This  man  was 
the  black  sheep  of  an  old  Washing- 
ton square  family,  who,  when  cast  oft 
by  his  people  on  account  of  his  dis- 
sipated habits,  supported  himself  by 
giving  piano  lessons. 

"This  man's  tipple  was  peach  bran- 
dy, for  which  he  had  a  passion 
amounting  to  a  mania.  One  night  while 
sitting  intoxicated  in  the  back  room 
of  a  Fourth  avenue  saloon  he  quar- 
reled with  a  young  fellow.  The  young 
chap  drew  a  knife,  and  the  music 
teacher  struck  out  at  him  blindly, 
catching  him  on  the  point  of  the  jaw 
with  his  right  fist. 

"The  young  fellow  went  to  the  iloor 
and  his  head  struck  the  edge  of  an 
iron  spittoon.  His  skull  was  fractured 
and  he  died  in  a  hospital  the  next 
day* 

••The  music  teacher  was  tried  for 
the  thing,  but  there  were  plenty  of 
witnesses  that  he'd  only  acted  in  d-^- 
fence  of  his  life,  and  he  was  let  o!T. 
He  never  drank  a  drop  of  his  favorite 
peach  brandy  or  anything  else  when 
he  left  the  Tombs.  Instead  of  that  he 
devised  the  same  scheme  of  self-tor- 
ture as  the  upholsterer.  s^ 
"He'd  place  a  bottle  of  the  fragrant 
peach  brandy— than  which  no  liquor 
made  has  a  more  perfect  bouquet— on 
the  piano  in  his  lodgings,  and  then, 
with  the  bottle  uncorked  and  the 
fruity  aroma  filling  the  room,  he'd 
play  for  hours  in  a  sort* of  trance. 
That  one,  too,  I*,  caught  in  the  act 
of  thus  racking  himself  one  evening 
when,  attracted  by  his  music,  I 
dropped  in  at  his  lodgings. 

"The  fine  fragrance  of  the  peach 
brandy  so  filled  the  room,  and  was  so 
overwhelmingly  in  its  appeal  to  even 
a  normal  man,  that  I  hankered  for 
some  drinks  out  of  the  bottle  myself. 
This  man,  too,  I  v^-arned  against  his 
practice  of  maltreating  his  nervous  or- 
ganization in  that  way,  but  his  only 
reply  was  that  he  was  trying  to  atone 
by  that  sort  of  thing  for  having  per- 
mitted himself  to  take  a  human  life. 

"One  night  while  playing  at  the 
piano,  with  the  bottle  of  peach  brandy 
sending  its  perfume  all  over  the  place, 
the  black  sheep  music  teacher  suddenly 
ceased  playing,  grabbed  the  bottle, 
knocked  the  nock  off  it  against  the  sid« 
of  the  piano,  poured  the  liquor  out  on 
the  floor  and  then,  with  the  jagged 
edges  of  the  bottle,  cut  this  throat. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  old  mania 
for  the  drink  had  seized  him  and  that 
he  had  killed  himself  rather  than  sur- 
render to  it. 

"This  curious  desire  on  the  part  of 
some  men  of  fundamentally  strong 
character  to  triumph  over  the  drink 
after  they've  quit  it  suddenly,  gener- 
ally after  some  serious  catastrophe  In 
their  lives,  is,  I  think,  modem  and  cer- 
tainly rather  a  widespread  manifesta- 
tion. I  have  come  upon  many  Instan- 
ces of  It. 
"I  know,  for  example,  a  procperous 


.«^tock  broker  who  never  lets  a  day  go 
by  without  torturing  himself  with  the 
sight  of  creaming,  bubbling  cham- 
I  agne,  and  yet  he  never  takes  su  much 
a.s  a  taste  of  it.  He  will  walk  into  a 
ifcstaurant  alone,  for  luncheon,  .say,  and 
with  his  lunchtxm  will  order  a  quart 
bottle  of  the  best  champagne  on  th« 
market. 

"The  waiter  pours  out  a  glassful  of 
it,  always  In  a  glass  with  a  hollow 
stem,  the  better  to  get  the  bottom-to- 
top  bubbling  eJYect,  and  the  brok.  r  sita 
and  watches  the  wine  hissing  and 
creaming  in  the  glass  while  he  partakes 
tf  his  food,  but  n  ver  a  motion  does  h» 
make  toward  drinking  a  drop  of  it. 

"When  the  first  glass  llattens  he  has 
the  waiter  dump  the  wine  out.  Then 
the  waiter  pours  another  glass,  and 
the  broker  watches  the  fresh  glass 
shoot  its  little  beads  into  the  air,  and 
whisper  around  the  edges  of  the  glass, 
and  this  son  of  thing  is  repeated  until 
the  whole  quart  is  used  up  and  the 
broker's  luncheon  is  finished. 

"He  goes  through  the  same  per- 
formance ith  his  quart  of  champagne 
at  his  hotel  dinner  uptown,  and  when 
he  gf>es  to  a  banciuet  he  has  his  glass 
in  readiness  for  all  the  champagne  that 
is   served  around. 

"The  story  behind  this  is  that  this 
broker  once  got  the  jolt  of  his  life  all 
on  account  of  champagne,  and  so  he 
has  been  engaged  ever  since — and  It 
has  been  twelve  years— in  giving 
champagne  and  all  other  Intoxicating 
drinkables  what  he  imagines  to  be 
the   quiet   gloat. 

"A  dozen  years  ago  he  had  an  op- 
tion on  some  Immensely  valuable  zinc 
mines,  and  he  had  a  deal  all  ai-- 
ranged  whereby  he  stood  to  make  a 
profit  of  something  like  $2,000,000.

"The  broker  was  thus  his  two  mil- 
lions to  the  bad.  Not  only  that  but  his 
wife  with  .some  previous  data  to  go 
upon.  Immediately  entered  suit  for  di- 
vorce against  him,  and  she  got  the  di- 
vorce out  of  hand. 

"The  broker  went  down  and  out  all 
on  account  of  his  appetitte  for  cahm- 
pagne  at  a  critical  Juncture  in  his  af- 
fairs and  it  took  him  half  a  dozen 
years  to  get  back  to  where  he'd  been 
when  the  jolt  came  his  way.

Cars  began  running  on  reg- 
ular schedule,  and  there  has  been  na 
disturbance. 

About  half  of  the  employes  of  the 
Indiana  Union  Traction  company  at 
Maxion  struck  today.

The  trou- 
ble has  begun  to  interfere  with  inter- 
urban  traffic.  A  meeting  of  the  men 
was  called  for  today  to  decide  whether 
all  wx>ui<l  strike.

NEW  BRIDGE 
IS  COMPLETED 

County  Board  Committee 

Inspects  Steel  Structure 

Near  Aurora. 

Commissioner  E.  M.  Patterson  hr.s 
returned  from  the  range,  where,  in 
company  with  Commissioners  Sun- 
deen,  Mclnnis  and  McMahan,  he  in- 
spected the  new  bridge  over  the  St. 
Louis  river,  four  miles  south  of  Au- 
rora, Thursday.  The  committee  will 
probably  report  to  the  county  board 
at  the  meeting  next  Tuesday,  when 
the  structure  will  be  accepted  and  an 
order  drawn  for  the  payment  for  the 
same. 

The  bridge  is  a  steel  structure  with 
one  span  of  120  feet.  It  was  built 
at  a  cost  of  $3,395  to  the  county,  to 
give  the  farmers  on  the  further  side  of 
the  St.  Louis  river  an  opportunity  of 
getting  into  Aurora  as  their  nearest 
base  of  supplies  and  market.  Before 
the  bridge  was  built  the  farmers  were 
practically  cut  off  from  Aurora  except 
in  the  winter  when  the  river  was 
frozen  over. 

The  commissioners  say  that  the 
bridge  construction  is  satisfactory  in 
every  way  and  that  it  will  meet  all  re- 
quirements. The  bridge  was  con- 
structed by  the  Continental  Bridge 
company.

"That's  just  what  It 
wa.^  Domestic  ladies  were  sacrificed- 
allowed  themselves  to  be— by  a  score  ot 
forms  of  drudgery  made  necessarj-  only 
by  their  conservation  in  regard  to  laoor- 
savlng  Inventions.  It  was  crackin?  nuts 
with  one's  teeth  to  save  the  cost  of  nut 
crackers.  While  the  husbands  and 
brothers  and  their  fortunate  assistants 
were  relieved  of  all  drudgery  by  labor- 
saving  inventions,  the  wife  ahd  mother 
and  sister  struggled  on  in  the  old  crude, 
barbarous  ways,  sacrificing  complexion, 
back,  nerves,  health,  everything.  No 
wonder  it  was  so  much  harder  to  Keep 
domestic  help  than  office  help,  when  a 
woman  had  to  get  down  on  her  knuckles 
scrubbing  porches,  while  men  sat  on 
cushioned  spring  seats  ,  and  simP»y 
thought,   and   obedient   machines  did   the 

rest." 

"Pardon    me,    I   will   call— 

■•A  moment,  pray— but  now  you  can  use 
the  same  gas  and  elctrlc  motor  wfilch 
propels  the  laundry  machinery,  dish- 
v.-asher,  etc.,  to  run  the  patent  scrubber 
and  sweeper,  while  all  woman  needs  do 
l-i  give  it  a  directing  thought  " 

"I  must  call  Mr.  Schofield.  I  can't 
quite  understand.  You  mention  such  a 
bewildering   variety  of  appliances. 

"To  be  sure;  modern  science  has  come 
to  the  aid  of  the  housekeeper  in  such  a 
beneficial  way.  And  we  are  familiar  with 
all  of  them,  you  know,  from  the  egg- 
beater,  mincer  and  hasher,  to  the  auto- 
matic wall-cleaner  and  bed-maker. 

"Do  you  really  sell  all  these?  How  can 
one  mind  master  so  much  machinery? 

"Sell?  I  sell  nothing  madam.  I  fear 
I  do  not  understand  you.  But  why 
should  not  a  woman's  mind  be  mistress 
of  machinery,  as  well  as  a  man's,  mas- 
ter?"

DRUNKARDS  WHO  REFORM. 

Former  Drinkers  AVho  Have  Mania 
for  Torturing  Tliemselves. 

A  fortnight  or  so  ago  a  news  story 
was  printed  in  a  New  York  paper  tell- 
ing how  a  stevedore  committed  sui- 
cide after  yielding  to  temptation  to 
drink.  Seven  "years  before,  after  hav- 
ing been  pulled  through  a  bad  spree 
with  extreme  difficulty,  he  had  bought 
some  poison  and  declared  that  he 
would  use  it  if  he  ever  fell  to  drinking 
again.  He  carried  the  resolution  out, 
says  the  Washington  Post. 

"A  ca.se  of  what  we  call  the  fixed 
idea,  rather  unusual  among  men  of 
the  stevedore  class,  but  by  no  means 
unprecedented,"  was  the  comment  on 
this  case  of  a  medical  man  wlio  for 
many  years  has  made  a  special  study 
of  alcoholism.  "Up  to  ten  years  ago 
I  used  to  be  called  in  every  three  or 
four  months  to  take  care  of  an  up- 
holsterer whose  sprees  lasted  from  ten 
days  to  two  weeks. 

"Ten  years  ago  he  got  so  bad  that  1 
had  a  job  to  get  him  through.  WJien 
he  was  able  to  listen  I  told  him  that 
another  spree  would  wind  him  up  for 
a  certainty.  He  told  me  there  wasn't 
going  to  be  another  one. 

"He  lasted  for  six  straight  years, 
subjecting  .himself  to  a  veritable  tor- 
ture of  temptation  all  the  time  at  that. 
On  the  day  when  he  went  back  to 
work  in  his  shop  after  that  last  bad 
spree  he  got  a  quart  bottle  of  fine  old 
Kentucky  bourbon  whisky  with  a  rich 
bouquet. 

"This,  after  loosening  the  cork,  h«. 
placed  on  a  little  shelf  Immediately 
above  his  work  bench.  Then  he  went 
to  work,  with  that  bottle  of  whisky 
right  before  his  eyes.  Every  once  in  a 
while  he'd  reach  up,  take  the  bottle 
from  the  shelf,  remove  the  cork,  and 
take  long,  gloating  smells  of  the  whis- 
ky. 

"Dropping  into  his  shop  I  caught 
him  doing  this  time  and  again. 

"  'You're  never  going  to  down  me 
again,  blast  you!'  he'd  say  to  the  bot- 
tle as  he  smelt  of  the  whisky.  'I've 
got  you  beat!  See,  I  can  just  fool  with 
you,  make  a  blooming  toy  of  you,  and 
still  you  can't  nail  me!'  and  then  with 
a  final  smell  at  the  bottle  he'd  cork  it 
up  again,  put  It  back  on  its  shelf,  and 
resume  his  work.  : 

"This  sort  of  thing  he  kept  up  for 
six  years  without  ever  taking  so  much 
as  a  sip  of  whisky.  When  the  whisky 
would  lose  the  strength  of  ita  bouquet 
he'd  throw  it  away  and  get  a  fresh 
bottle. 

"I  told  the  man  frequently  that  he 
was  torturing  himself  unnecessarily, 
that  he  was  racking  his  nerves  with- 
out any  rea.son,  and  that  eventually 
he'd  become  the  victim  of  an  irresist- 
ible Impulse  to  drink  the  whisky. 

"  'No,  I  won't,'  he'd  protest.  "The 
stuff  made  a  fool  of  me  for  a  good 
many  years  and  now  I'm  getting  hung 
— •  III  making  a  fool  of  the  whisky.' 

"It  was  a  sort  of  obsession,  of 
course,  but  it  was  phenomenal  that  the 
man  sh'jald  have  heon  able  to  carry  It 
along  for  six  years.  I  should  have 
liked  to  mave  my  prediction  in  his 
case  break   against   me,   but   it   didn't 

"One  afternoon  in  his  seventh  year  of 
abstention  he  was  going  through  his 
stunt  of  breathing  the  bouquet  of  the 
shelf    bottle    into    his    nostrils       and 


gloating  over  his  triumph  over  It,  wlien 
the  moment  If  irresistible  impulse  ar- 
rived. He  put  the  bottle  to  his  lips  and 
never  stopped  gulping  it  till  he  had 
swallowed  the  whole  quart.  Then  he 
fell  off  his  bench  i  na  state  of  coma 
and  I  cou'dn'r  get  to  him  until  he- 
was    dead   . 

"The  stuff  that  he'd  conquered  for 
six  years  got  him  in  the  long  run,  as 
I  had  supposed  it  would  all  along. 
But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  uphol- 
sterer might  have  killed  himself  with 
drinking  lung  before  had  l>e  not  de- 
veloped that  peculiar  mania. 

"With  the  bottle  there  in  front  of 
him  to  smell  he  provided  himself  with 
something  tangible  to  fight,  and  as  he 
was  a  stubborn  man,  this  was  his 
salvation  for  those  six  years.  If  ho 
hadn't  done  that  he'd  probably  have 
gone  on  his  regular  spree  when  his 
time   came   around   and   died. 

"In  my  own  practice  1  had  another 
case  of  a  similar  sort.  This  man  was 
the  black  sheep  of  an  old  Washing- 
ton square  family,  who,  when  cast  olT 
by  his  people  on  account  of  his  dis- 
sipated habits,  supported  himself  by 
giving  piano  lessons. 

"This  man's  tipple  was  peach  bran- 
dy, for  which  he  had  a  passion 
amounting  to  a  mania.  One  night  while 
sitting  intoxicated  in  the  back  room 
of  a  Fourth  avenue  saloon  he  quar- 
reled with  a  young  fellow.  The  young 
chap  drew  a  knife,  and  the  music 
•teacher  .struck  out  at  him  blindly, 
catching  him  on  the  point  of  the  jaw 
with  his  right  fist. 

"The  young  fellow  w-ent  to  the  iloor 
and  his  head  struck  the  edge  of  an 
iron  spittoon.  His  skull  was  fractured 
and  he  died  in  a  hospital  the  next 
day* 

"The  music  teacher  was  tried  for 
the  thing,  but  there  were  plenty  of 
witnesses  that  he'd  only  acted  in  d-^- 
fence  of  his  life,  and  he  was  let  off. 
He  never  drank  a  drop  of  his  favorite 
peach  brandy  or  anything  else  when 
he  left  the  Tombs.  Instead  of  that  ho 
devised  the  same  scheme  of  self-tor- 
ture  as   the   upholsterer.  v^ 

"He'd  place  a  bottle  of  the  fragrant 
peach  brandy— than  which  no  liquor 
made  has  a  more  perfect  bouquet — on 
the  piano  in  his  lodgings,  and  then, 
with  .  the  bottle  uncorked  and  the 
fruity  aroma  filling  the  room,  he'd 
play  for  hours  in  a  sort 'of  trance. 
That  one,  too,--  W  caught  in  the  act 
of  thus  racking  himself  one  evening 
when,  attracted  by  his  music,  I 
dropped  in  at  his  lodgings. 

"The  fine  fragrance  of  the  peach 
brandy  so  filled  the  room,  and  was  so 
overwhelmingly  in  Its  appeal  to  even 
a  normal  man,  that  I  liankered  for 
some  drinks  out  of  the  bottle  myself. 
This  man,  too,  I  warned  against  his 
practice  of  maltreaiting  his  nervous  or- 
ganization in  that  way,  but  his  only 
reply  was  that  he  was  trying  to  atone 
by  that  sort  of  thing  for  having  per- 
mitted himself  to  take  a  human  life. 

"One  night  while  playing  at  the 
piano,  with  the  bottle  of  peach  brandy 
sending  its  perfume  all  over  the  place, 
the  black  sheep  music  teacher  suddenly 
ceased  playing,  grabbed  the  bottle, 
knocked  the  neck  off  It  against  the  side 
of  the  piano,  poured  the  Hquor  out  on 
the  floor  and  then,  with  the  Jagged 
edges  of  the  bottle,  cut  this  throat. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  the  old  mania 
for  the  drink  had  seized  him  and  that 
he  had  killed  hintxself  rather  than  sur- 
render to  it. 

"This  curious  desire  on  the  part  of 
some  men  of  fundamentally  strong 
character  to  triumph  over  the  drink 
after  they've  quit  it  suddenly,  gener- 
ally after  some  serious  catastrophe  in 
their  lives.  Is,  I  think,  modem  and  cer- 
tainly rather  a  widespread  manifesta- 
tion. I  have  come  upon  many  instan- 
ces of  It. 
"I  know,  for  example,  a  proaperoua 


stock  broker  who  never  lets  a  day  go 
by  without  torturing  himself  with  the 
sight  of  creaming,  bubbling  cham- 
pagne, and  yet  he  never  takes  s(j  much 
as  a  taste  of  it.  He  will  walk  into  a 
ifcstaurant  alone,  for  luncheon,  .say,  and 
with  his  luncheon  will  order  a  quart 
bottle  of  the  best  champagne  on  th» 
market. 

"The  waiter  pours  out  a  glaissful  of 
it,  always  in  a  glass  with  a  hollow 
.stem,  the  better  to  get  the  bottom-to- 
top  bubbling  eltect,  and  the  brok.  r  sita 
and  watches  the  wine  hissing  and 
creaming  in  the  glass  while  he  partakes 
cX  his  food,  but  never  a  motion  does  he 
make  toward  drinking  a  drop  of  it. 

"When  the  first  glass  llattens  he  has 
ilie  waiter  dump  the  wine  out.  Then 
the  waiter  pours  another  glass,  and 
the  broker  watches  the  fresh  glass 
shoot  Its  little  beads  into  the  air,  and 
whisper  around  the  edges  of  the  glass, 
and  this  sort  of  thing  is  repeated  until 
the  whole  quart  Is  used  up  and  the 
broker's  luncheon  is  finished. 

"He  goes  through  the  same  per- 
formance ith  his  quart  of  champagne 
at  his  hotel  dinner  uptown,  and  when 
he  goes  to  a  banquet  he  has  his  glass 
in  readiness  for  all  the  champagne  that 
is   served  around. 

"The  story  behind  this  Is  that  this 
broker  once  got  the  jolt  of  his  life  all 
on  account  of  champagne,  and  so  he 
has  been  engaged  ever  since — and  it 
has  been  twelve  years — In  giving 
champagne  and  all  other  intoxicating 
drinkables  what  he  imagines  to  bo 
the   quiet  gloat. 

"A  dozen  years  ago  he  had  an  op- 
tion on  some  Immensely  valuable  zinc 
mines,  and  he  had  a  deal  all  ai*- 
ranged  whereby  he  stood  to  make  a 
profit  of  something  like  $2,000,000.  On 
the  very  day  before  the  transaction 
was  to  be  completed  he  went  on  a  bl^ 
champagne  toot,  and  while  in  bad 
shape  he  took  a  singing  actress  of 
that  day  to  dine  with  him  at  the 
same  fashionable  restaurant  where  his 
wife  and  daughters  and  some  of  their 
friends   were   having  dinner. 

"When  his  wife  saw  him  with  the 
actress  there  was  a  row,  a  consider- 
able klckup.  In  fact.  That  broke  up  the 
zinc  mine  deal. 

"The  broker  was  thus  his  two  mil- 
lions to  the  bad.  Not  only  that  but  his 
wife  with  some  previous  data  to  go 
upon,  immediately  entered  suit  for  di- 
vorce against  him,  and  she  got  the  di- 
vorce out  of  hand. 

"The  broker  went  down  and  out  all 
on  account  of  his  appetitte  for  cahm- 
pagne  at  a  critical  Juncture  in  his  af- 
fairs and  it  took  him  half  a  dozen 
years  to  get  back  to  where  he'd  been 
when  the  Jolt  came  his  way.  But  ho 
never  took  a  drink  of  champagne  or 
anything  else  Intovlcatlng  after  that 
bunch  of  trouble,  and  he  is  still  sub- 
jecting himself  to  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult of  all  tests— because  it  hits  right 
at  the  nerve  centers  which  control  an 
Inherent  and  developed  habit — every 
day    of    his    life."

"The  Open  Shop"  will  be  the  sub- 
ject discussed  by  Dwight  E.  Wood- 
brMge  at  a  meeting  of  the  Ministers' 
association,  to  be  held  next  Monday 
morning  at  10:30  o'clock  at  the  public 
library.  The  supposition  is  that  the 
ministers  will  be  asked  to  lend  their 
moral  support  to  the  movement  for 
the  non-union  sh' p. 

Another  week  in  the  fight  against 
organized  labor  has  come  to  an  end, 
•with  no  very  special  developments. 
During  the  holidays  both  sides  have 
been  content  to  rest,  so  far  as  actively 
carrying  on  the  fight  was  concerned. 

All  the  outside  labor  leaders  went 
homo  for  Christmas  and  New  Year's. 
George  B.  Howley,  president  of  the 
Minnesota  State  Federation  of  Labor, 
and  personal  representative  of  Samuel 
Gompers.  president  of  the  national 
federation.  Is  the  only  outside  leader 
of  prominence  who  has  been  in  Du- 
luth  during  the  week. 

Monday  or  Tuesday  the  other  lead- 
ers who  were  In  the  city  before  the 
holidays,  as  well  as  several  whose 
faces  will  be  new  to  Duluth,  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  to  take  part  in  the 
campaign.  They  will  bring  promises 
of  moral  and  financial  support  from 
national  labor  organizations,  and  in 
some   in.^tances.      it     is     claimed,    will 


oring    a    substantial   sum      of      money 
along  with  iheni. 

It  is  said  the  national  organiza- 
tions, considering  this  a  fight  which  is 
<lirected  against  the  union  movement 
as  a  whole,  are  being  very  liberal  in 
their  contributions,  and  it  is  claimed 
that  there  will  be  plenty  of  money 
forthcoming  to  keep  the  local  union 
men  out  of  want  all  winter. 
•      •      • 

There  is  still  an  abundance  of  com- 
mon labor  on  the  local  market.  Just 
at  present  Austrlans  and  Finlanders 
seem  to  outnumber  all  other  nationali- 
ties. They  are  used  mostly  in  railroad 
work,  and  as  there  isn't  much  of  that 
being  done  now,  they  are  not  faring 
very  well. 

Scandinavians  are  favorites  for  work 
in  the  woods  and  are  taken  In  prefer- 
ence to  men  of  other  nationalities  in 
almost  every  instance.  There  is  some 
demand  for  lumberj^icks,  but  the  em- 
plovment  agents  are  meeting  with  no 
trouble  in  filling  all  orders  for  men  of 
this  occupation.  There  are  plenty  of 
them  looking  for  work,  and  now  that 
they  are  adjusted  to  new  wage  condi- 
tions, they  do  not  object  to  going  to 
work  at  the  low  wages  offered. 

While  the  cut  of  pine  logs  prob- 
ably will  not  be  so  large  this  year  as 
la.st.  the  production  of  pulpwood. 
posts  and  poles  probably  will  be  even 
larger,  and  this  branch  of  the  woods 
industry  is  giving  employment  to  hun- 
dreds of  men  in  Northern  Minnesota. 
The  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  &  Winnipeg 
road  and  the  Wisconsin  Central  are 
about  the  only  lines  In  this  section  of 
the  country  which  are  employing  large 
crews  of  men  in  track  and  construc- 
tion work.

"The    plan    which    to    my    mmd    pre- 
.sents    the    fewest    objections    is    to    al- 
low our  national  banks  to  issue  a  Inn- 
ited  volume  of  supplemental  currency, 
subject  to  a  tax  of  5  per  cent  or  6  per 
cent    during    the    period    of    its    main- 
tenance. I  deem  it  important  that   Lho 
supplemental    currency    shall    be    iden- 
tical  in   form   with  some   money  regu- 
larly in  circulation;  otherwise  its  pres- 
ence  would  alarm,  and  do  more  harm 
than  good.    I   deem    it   important,   also, 
that    its    ultimate    redemption    in    gold 
be    guaranteed    by    the    government.    1 
realize    that    this    is    illogical,    but      the 
American    people    have    been    schooled 
to    believe    In    government    guaranteed 
money,    and    any    departure    therefrom 
would  meet  with  very  general  distrust 
fatal    to   commerce.    I,   therefore,    deem 
it  wise  to  supercede  the  statement  on 
the    present    bank    note    'this    bond    is 
secured   by   United   States  bonds'   with 
the  statement   'this  note  is  guaranteed 
by  the  government.'  With  this  change 
the  supplemental  currency  to  be  issued 
by  the  national  banks  can  be  identical 
with    that    which   is   secured   by   a   de- 
posit  of   bonds.   So   generally,   so   well- 
nigh  universally  solvent  are  our  banx- 
ing    institutions    that    the    government 
would    be    taking    slight    risk    to    guar- 
antee   the    ultimate    redemption    of    ail 
this    supplemental     currency    and     the 
proposed    tax    would    many    fold    cover 

the  risk.  .^^    ,    . 

"If  the  banks  were  permitted  to  is- 
sue to  the  extent  of  an  average  of 
50  per  cent  of  the  capital  guraduated, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  cities  and 
towns  where  the  banks  are  located,  the 
aggregate  volume  would  be  approxi- 
mately $400,0<X).0OO.  The  plan  which 
I  have  suggested  contemplates  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  issuance  of 
any  uncovered  currency  the  consent 
of  the  comptroller.  This  consent  will 
naturally  oe  withholden  from  such  in- 
stitutions as  are  not  conservatively 
managed."

If  they  so  desire,  local  club  men  will 
hereafter  be  supplied  with  something 
nioro  expensive  than  water  on  Sun- 
days, and  after  11  o'clock  at  night,  pro- 
vided the  Commercial  and  Kitchi  Gam- 
iinl  clubs  take  notice  of  a  decision,  yes- 
terday, filed  by  Judge  Kelley  of  the 
Ramsey  county  district  court. 

Tho  state  brought  suit  against  the 
Minnesota  club,  St.  Paul's  most  exclu- 
sive organization  of  the  kind,  to  deter- 
mine whether  It  could  be  compelled 
to  take  out  a  liquor  license.  In  the 
decision.  Judge  Kelley  says  the  or- 
ganization is  a  bona  fide  private  club, 
and  is  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of

Its  way  clear  at  the  monthly  tneetin^ 
held  at  the  high  scliool  last  evening,  to 
Increase  the  number  of  grades  taught 
in  the  Raddison  school,  on  Park  Point, 
and  the  people  of  that  district,  who  pe- 
titioned the  board  for  more  classes,  must 
be  content  with  liie  educational  facilities 
they  have  until  next  year,  wlien  the 
board   may    be  able   to   do   someihmg   lor

The  peiiiion  from  Park  Pomt  was  read 
to  the  board  ui  the  December  meeting, 
but  the  niaiier  was  referred  to  the  su- 
penntendnt  of  schools  for  investigation. 
LASt  eveainj?  he  reporid  that  it  would  not 
be  feasible  to  increa.se  the  number  of 
grades  taught  at  the  lladdiso:i,  and  tlia 
board    endorsed    his    attitude. 

Upper  giade  pjpds  in  the  Raddi.son  dis- 
trict must,  therefore,  attend  the  Whitlier 
school   on    the   other   side   of    the   caiial. 

When  he  made  h.s  report  on  tlie  Park 
Point  situation.  Suyt.  Uenfeld  took  oc- 
casion to  condemn  the  practice  of  erec- 
ting sma!i  .-schools  and  to  urge  the  erec- 
tion of  fewer  but  large  school  buildings 
and  providing  some  means  of  iranspoi- 
t&tion  for  lh»  pupils  to  the  schools.  He 
Bald  that  tiiis  plan  would  be  more  ef- 
fective from  an  educational  iwint  of 
view  than  the  maintainence  of  a  num- 
ber of  small  schools.  He  said,  further. 
that  it  was  a  hard  matter  to  get  good 
teachers  to  conduct  the  outlying  scnoo^s. 
New  Schools  Ready. 
Th»  superintendent  reported  that  tiie 
new  Madison  school  on  Garfield  avenue 
and  the  rebuilt  Franklin  at  Fifth  avenue 
east  and  .Sixth  street  would  be  opened 
Monday,  when  tiie  second  term  of  the 
school' year  begins.  Some  of  the  sch«Jol 
furnliure  has  arrived  and  will  be  m- 
Btalled  at  once.  If  all  of  it  is  not  in 
nlace  clas.ses  will  be  conducted  in  the 
new  schools  4ust  the  same,  and  soap  twxes 
used   for  a   time,   if  necessary. 

All  the  pupils  of  the  Madison 
district  who  have  been  attending  the 
Adams  sciiool.  will  attend  the  new  Madi- 
son which  will  relieve  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  Adams. 
Tlie  reopening  of  the  Franklin  will  re- 


lieve the  congestion  at  the  WasliingtOD 
school.  Six  rooms.  comprising  five 
grades,  will  be  taught  in  tlie  new  Netiie- 
ton  school  and  the  Franklin  pupils  wlio 
have  been  lecitlng  at  tlio  Netileton  will 
return   to  thtir  own   building.

The  request^ was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  schools 
and   teachers,   with   power   to  act. 

The     committees      on     administration

His  work  was  eJir- 
nest  and  even  intense,  and  in  several 
senses  the  tears  glistened  in  his  eyes 
and  his  voice  vibrated  with  genuine 
emotion  that  reached  over  the  foot- 
fights  Miss  Darragh  played  Muriel  ex- 
cellently The  whole  performance  was 
ptlched  in  the  right  key.  There  was  no 
ranting  in  the  big  scenes  and  no  mo- 
ments of  artificially  ^''ousht  climaxes, 
but  subdued  power  and  evidence  of  ar- 
tistic sincerity. 

Of  course  the  press  Is  divided,  as  us- 
ual The  Times  calls  it  an  artificial 
Dlay  and  says.  "Very  young  people  and 
people  who  do  not  care  to  analyze 
fhings  will  like  'John  Glayde's  Hon- 
or"' The  Telegraph,  whose  review 
Is  written  by  Algernon  St.  John  Bren- 
on  a  conservative  and  capable  critic

burned,  on  Aug.  5,  1829,  it  was  well 
filled    nearly    every    day. 

The  building  stood  near  the  site  of 
the  present  Grand-street  ferry  to 
Williamsburg,  and  it  was  on  the 
river  sands  there  that  Dick  Sands, 
long  a  popular  performer,  threw  hia 
first  flipflapa.  Cahrky  White,  one  of 
the  original  successful  minstrels,  used 
to  help  trim  the^lamps  at  the  Mount 
Pitt  Circus  to  get  free  admis.«;ion  to 
the   show. 

The  reason  he  didn't  get  in  by 
carrying  water  for  the  elephant  was 
that  there  was  no  elephant.  Dan 
Gardner,  a  famous  circus  man  for 
many  years,  and  Archie  Madden,  a 
renowned     clown,       got       their       star; 

there. 

The  quotation,  "To  witch  the 
world  with  noble  horsemanship"  ap- 
peared on  the  first  program  issued 
by  the  Mount  Pitt.  The  same  pro- 
gram announced  that  "a  .stroni' 
police  is  engaged  and  strict  order 
and    decorum    will   be   enforced." 

One  notable  feature  of  that  clrcu.= 
was  the  singing,  on  the  night  of 
Nov.  11,  1S26,  of  a  song  "commem- 
orative of  the  Siege  of  Plaitsbuvg 
in      September,      1814."  The      song 

began: 

"Back  side  Albany  stan'  Lake 
Charnplain." 

The  singer  was  Tatnell,  the  "Fly- 
ing Horseman,"  in  the  character  '■( 
a  negro,  and  the  singing  of  that 
darkv  jingle  gave  an  impetus  to 
that  "kind  of  minstrelsy  and  caused 
it  to  spread  and  win  popularity 
throughout  the  settled  parts  rf  the 
countiy. 

It  was  in  1828,  the  year  after  **ie 
publication  of  Hatdin's  book,  that 
William  Niblo's  "San  So-ut  i"  gard(  n 
was  erected,  and  two  years  after  tliat 
that  Blanchard's  noKd  amphitheater 
was  opened  on  Chatham  street,  be- 
tween   Duane    and    Pearl.

However.. to  wh\t 
6'rtcti.m  will  remain  for  ihiS  spring  ven- 
ture to  de. ermine.  The  writer  has  a 
firone  recoUection  of  many  a  summer 
night  in  New  York  about  eight  or  nine 
years  back,  being  s.ated  upon  the  front 
seat  of  an  Eighth  avenue  surface  c^r  ana 
being  compelled  to  listen  to  Foy's  read- 
ings Of  Sha.ivespeare  as  tlie  trolley  whiz- 
«ed  toward  HarWm.  and  it  is  viv-dly  re- 
called that  the  ideas  outlined  and  the 
etyie  of  deliverv  were  at  times  both  in- 
teresting and  instructive.  It  »»  known 
that  In  all  tie  lime  inierven  ng  Foy  hi^ 
continu'-d  nts  Shakespearean  studKs  and 
readln.gs  and  he  will  surprise  many  by 
his  familiariiy  with  the  lines  and  ihe  way 
that     he     can     sp 'ak     them.

Now  that  •The  New  York  Idea'  is 
dead  and  buried  as  fax  as  London  is  con- 
cerned they  are  telling  an  amusing  In- 
cident at  the  expens'i  of  Charles  Henry 
Meltzer.  critic,  manager  and  opera  press 
representative  and  sometimes  playwright. 
Mr.  Meltz-T.  prior  to  coming  to  this 
country,  lived  in  London,  where  he  was 
well  known.  In  speaking  of  '•The  New- 
York  Idea"  he  wrote  to  a  friend  in  Lon- 
don predicting  a  great  success  for  the 
comedy  th<ro.  as  he  said  he  felt  sure 
it  was  one  American  play  by  Americans 
which  should  be  of  genuine  interest  to 
English  audiences.  Mr.  Meltzer  further 
said  that  as  an  Englishman  he  was  not 
unndrulful  of  the  small  difference's  be- 
tween Broadway  and  Bond  street.  The 
Meltzer  note  of  praise  for  •'The  New  York 
Idea"  was  printed  In  the  programs  for 
the  play  over  there,  but  even  In  the  face 
of    this    the    London    engagement    was    a 

terrible   frost.

Two  bov.s  and  a  little  girl  performed 
on  one  pony;  a  Spani.sh  hor.se  called 
Komeo  "leaped  through  a  hog.«head 
placed  on  the  back  of  another 
horse."  and  the  "Combu.stible  Horse 
Surrounded  hy  Fireworks."  as  the 
handbills  proclaimed  him,  thrilled 
and   my-.-tified  thousands. 

But  the  clrcusea  of  that  day  pro- 
vided a  varied  entertainment.  There 
were  clov.ns  who  would  "leap  over 
five  hoi-yes  and  throw  somersaults 
through  a  balloon  of  fire."  There 
were  slack  wire  dancers,  "ground  and 
lofty  tumblers."  ciever  balancers  and 
oth'*r  specialists,  one  of  whom,  Mrs. 
West,  wife  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
Broadway  circus,  got  particular  men- 
tion because  she  "sang  several  songs 
and  accompanied  herself  on  the 
pianoforte,  a  feat  never  attempted  by 
any  other  per.son."  That  was  in 
1820.  And  besides  these  acts  the 
circ  uses  of  that  day  had  "spectacles," 
which  according  to  contemporary 
chroniclings  were  almost  as  grand 
as  "The  Durbar,"  "The  Destruction 
of  Pompoii"  and  others  of  three 
quarters  of  a  century  later. 

The  circus  came  to  New  York  soon 
after     the     theater.  Its     growth     in 

favor  was  the  very  rapid  and  natur- 
ally more  spectacular,  and  at  the 
time  of  which  Jame.<?  Hardie  wrote 
in  his  "Descripti(.n  of  New  York"  it 
was   particularly   popular. 

Looking  backward  one  sees  New- 
York's  first  "circus  troop"  at  what 
was  known  as  the  Collect  in  Broome 
street,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city, 
in  1811.  A  stage  ^va8  built  in  the 
open  air.  It  was  merely  a  platform 
about  six  feet  high,  ten  or  twelve 
feet    wide    and    sixty    feet    long. 

There  was  no  ring  for  display  of 
horsemanship  and  no  charge  was 
made  for  beholding  the  perform- 
ance, "the  conipany  relying  on  the 
generosity  of  the  spectators,  a  lady 
handing  around  a  tambourine." 
They  soon  afterward  removed  to  the 
lot  at  Prince  street  and  Broadway. 
A  ring  was  formed  and  the  per- 
formance commenced  every  day  ex- 
cept Sunday  at  4  o'clock  and  kept 
up   until   dusk. 

The  Broadway  circus,  first  in  Mr. 
Hardie's  enumeration,  was  at  t'ne 
east  side  of  Broadway  at  the  corner 
of  White  street.  "The  tambourine 
first  served  In  the  double  duty  of 
orchestra  and  collectiem  box,  but  it 
grew  into  a  band  consisting  of  three 
drums  (one  bass),  a  trumpet  and 
two    fifes." 

The  prices  were:  "Box,  $1;  green 
box.  75  cents;  pit,  50  cents.  Perfor- 
mances began  at  8  o'clock  (this  was 
the  first  night  circus;)  no  smoking 
was  allowed,  and  season  tickets  could 
be  procured  from  Messrs.  Cayetano 
and  Redon  at  the  circus  or  at  their 
residence,  4u5  Broadway,  nearly  oppo- 
site. 

That  circus  was  given  up  in  four 
years,  and  a  year  later  James  West, 
an  English  eciuestrian  manager,  who 
had  exhibited  in  Boston  and  Philadel- 
phia, erected  another  largo  wooden 
building  "on  Broadway  near  the  stom.' 
bridge"— that  is,  just  above  Canal 
street.  It  opened  on  Aug.  21.  "with 
the  same  fine  troop  and  beautiful 
hor.ses  which  hatl  drawn  vrowded 
horses  in  England." 

Among  the  performers  v.  ere  Mr.  Wil- 
liam on  the  slack  wire.  Mr.  Camp- 
bell, the  clow,  who  would  leap  over 
five  horses,  g-ive  three  somersaults 
through  a  balloon  of  fire,  and  Mr. 
Lilackmore,  who  would  "'balance  on 
the  slack  wire  and  ride  around  the 
ring,  his  head  on  the  neck  of  a  quart 
V'lttle/'  The  "Plying  Horseman's" 
particularly  advertised  stunt  then  was 
leaping  through  the  body  of  a  mail 
coach  and  lighting  on  the  saddle  of  a 
horse    in    full    speed. 

There  was  a  pony  thirty-five  Inches 
high,  and  an  '•Egyptian  Pyramid,  or 
Men  Piled  en  Men,"  was  a  famous  act. 
Just  before  the  end  of  that  first  sea- 
son West  introduced  "Roman  Attl* 
tudes.  never  bcfOre  performed  in 
America."  It  was  an  act  popular  in 
England    about    that    time. 

Manager  West's  wife  was  a  great 
dancer,  at  least  she  was  pronounced 
as  "late  of  the  Opera  house.  London," 
and  she  gave  lessons  in  "all  the  late 
new^  and  fashionahle  dances."  West's 
side  line  was  conducting  a  "School  for 
Ladies  and  Gentlemtn  in  the  Polite 
Art  of  Riding." 

Victor  Pepin,  who  a  few  years  bo- 
fore  had  appeared  with  "a  very  bril- 
liant train."  and  opened  a  circus  at 
Broadway  and  Magazine  street,  re- 
turned in  1818  to  open  another  on 
Broadway,  between  Hester  (now  How- 
ard) and  Broome  streets.  He  had  "an 
airy,  elegant  and  convenient  establish- 
ment, erected  at  con.«lderable  expense. 
There    appeared    Tatnell,     still    re- 


nowned, and  Miss  Wheland  In  "an  Al- 
lemande  on  two  horses;"  Mr.  Mayble 
on  the  slack  rope,  and  Mme.  Cossiri, 
.second  only  to  the  celebrated  Sacqui, 
ascending  on  a  tight  rope  from  the 
stage  to  the  gallery.  There  was  a 
troupe  of  vuulters;  Mr.  Campbell  was 
the  clown,  as  he  hM  been  with  West; 
the  "fireworks  act"  still  hung  on.  with 
a  trained  horse.  Jijentor  doing  the 
fiei  V  stunt,  and  Romeo  did  that  jump- 
ing" through  a  hogshead  on  another 
horse's  back. 

In  September  of  that  year  they  had 
a  benefit  there  for  Campbell,  the 
clown,  and  then  produced  for  the  first 
time  a  piece  designed  and  prepared  by 
Campbell  himself,  being  "an  engage- 
ment between  an  American  74  and  two 
frigates,  the  latter  being  blown  up 
after  several  rounds." 

After  being  closed  for  several 
months  this  circus  was  reopened  by 
Pepin  in  IS  19,  "enlarged  with  an  ad- 
ditional tier  of  boxes  and  with  win- 
dows cut  for  ventilation."  A  grand 
entry  of  "eight  elegantly  mounted 
equestrians"  was  given. 

Two  boys  and  a  little  girl  performed 
on  a  pony,  and  Sam  Tatnell  leaped 
over  garters,  boards  of  lights  and 
through  a  balloon  at  full  !»pe3d. 
Othello  was  the  name  of  a  trained 
horse  favous  at  that  time.  The  adver- 
tisements read:  "No  smoking  of  se- 
gars  will  be  permitted,  and  persons 
are  respectfully  requested  not  to  enter 
the  ring." 

A  little  later  Pepin  put  on  "the  spec- 
tacle of  Marlbrook.  with  the  battle, 
assault  and  death  of  the  general,"  and 
"The  Battle  of  New  Orleans."  Those 
were  the  famed  efjucstrian  dramas  of 
that  oUlen  time,  with  theatrical  effect 
heightened  by  the  participation  of 
spirited  horses  that  caracoled  and 
J. lunged  and  carried  hero  victoriou.'-iy 
over  villain,  or  safely  beyond  his  reach. 
In  1812,  when  it  was  called  the  Nev>r 
York  Circus,  a  company  of  players 
came  to  it  from  Bosrton  and  travc 
the  "Military  Maneuver,"  whatever 
that  wa.s.  with  "feats  on  horseback, 
ground  and  lofty  tumbling,  and  Don 
Quixote  on  horse  and  foot."  The 
management  announced  that  an  cli^ 
phant  had  been  engaged  for  the  even- 
ing of  June  25.  and  that  "Aressrs. 
Menial,  Codert.  Dulfle  and  Tatnell  will 
appear  on  her  back  in  pyramid:?, 
groups,  etc."  The  whole  performance 
of  that  night  was  to  conclude  with  Ihe 
"combustible  horse'  act  that  has  been 
mentioned. 

Between  1818  and  1820  there  evi- 
dently was  a  circus  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Pj-ince 
street,  for  a  writer  in  the  New  Y'ork 
Mirror  of  July  3,  1S30,  says  that  "with- 
in his  remembrance  It  was  a  square  of 
unoccupied  ground,  within  a  board 
fence,  taken  posse.ssion  of  some  ten  or 
t'.velve  years  ago  by  a  troop  of  vaga- 
bond equestrians  and  rope  dancers, 
who  in  time  became  a  regular  com- 
pany, when  a  real  permanent  circus 
was  established." 

In  1S20  West  was  in  the  city  again 
with  his  equestrian  troupe,  and  he 
himself  appeared  for  the  first  time  in 
seven  years,  '•giving  feats  of  sleight  of 
hand  on  horseback."  It  was  at  that 
time  that  Mrs.  West  "sang  several 
songs  and  accompanied  herself  on  the 
pianoforte,  a  feat  never  attempted  by 
a.iiy  other  person." 

In  1823  there  was  an  amphitheater 
and  circus  at  the  Richmond  Hill  Gar- 
den, at  the  corner  of  Chariton  and 
Varick  streets,  and  through  the  winter 
a  'grand  caravan  of  living  animals, 
among  tiieci  a  lion.  'Old  Napoleon,'  " 
was  to  be  seen  at  13  Bowery,  while  in 
March  of  the  following  year  we  read 
of  a  "New  Circus'  on  Canal  street, 
where  a  Mr.  La  Conta  "threw  a  somer- 
sault through  a  rict  tierce,  the  whole 
troop  assisting  in  'Sports  of  the  Ring.' 
and  Master  Spencer  performed  on 
liorseback." 

In  1825  the  glories  of  the  old  circus 
on  Broadway  were  dimmed  before  the 
superior  attractions  of  the^  Lafayette 
circus  on  Laurens  street  (West  Broad- 
way), near  Canal  street.  -\t  the  open- 
ing "an  address  written  by  the  poet 
Samuel  Woodworth  was  delivered  by 
Mr.  Dinnell." 

There  were  no  new  thrills.  Master 
La  Forrest  "rode  sn  his  head  without 
saddle  or  bridle  and  leaped  over  a  can- 
vas ten  feet  wide.'  Mr.  Bogardu;>, 
from  Mexico,  also  gave  a  two-hor.se 
act,  leaped  over  garters  and  a  pyra- 
mid of  men  and  threw  a  somersault 
over  ten  horses,  and  there  was  a  "bal- 
ancing upon  the  chin  of  a  boy  seated 
on  a  pole  by  a  young  Grec-k.  Rhigas." 
At  the  performance  of  Tuesday,  July 
12.  Gen.  Lafayette  was  present. 

The  Broadwav  circus  was  reopenea 
in  May.  1826.  'fhe  entry  was  made  by 
a  "cavalcade  of  tw-eniy  Polish  Lan- 
cers," with  horsemanship  by  three 
boys,  dancing  by  a  girl,  vaulting  and 
tight-rope  performing  by  actors  '•fresh 
from  London" — a  magic  phrase  of  the 
press  agent  of  that  period. 

Meanwhile  a  spacious  and  commo- 
diou.s  building  had  been  erected 
"quite  out  of  the  city."  on  Grand 
street,  just  oppo.sitc  Harmon  street, 
or,  as  it  was  afterward  called.  Ea.st 
Broadway.  Hardie.     describing     it. 

said  that  at  night  the  lights  of  the 
circu.s,  which  was  named  the  Mount 
Pit,  could  be  seen  in  the  distance  If 
one  stood  at  Chatham  square. 

It  was  by  all  odds  the  finest  circus 
building  yet  erected  in  New  Y^ork. 
and    "one    of    the    largest    places    of

Some  of  them  are  very 
burdensome.  One  in  particular  is  the 
requirement  that  before  there  can  be 
a  Taft  ticket  and  a  Foraker  ticket 
there  must  be  a  petition  signed  by 
twenty  times  the  number  of  the  candi- 
dates for  delegates  and  alternates. 
That  would  mean  in  this  country  about 
4,000  signers  or  petitioners. 

Iteqnirenients  I'nrea.sonable. 
"The  unreasonbleness  of  the  re- 
quirement that  there  shall  be  4,000  pcii- 
tloners  to  authorize  a  ticket  is  sho-.vn 
not  only  by  the  fact  that  the  law 
makes  no  such  requirement,  but  that 
in  cases  where  the  law  authorizes  that 
countv  and  city  officers  may  be  nom- 
inated by  petition,  only  300  names 
are  necessarv  to  nominate  any  county 
officer  and  only  fifty  names  are  neces- 
sai-j-    to    nominate    any    municipal    of- 

■•if  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
law  fifty  .signers  are  enough  to 
authorize  any  name  on  the  ticket  for 
mayor  of  Cincinnati  or  Cleveland, 
certainly  it  is  required  that  4.000 
signers  should  be  necessary  to  nom- 
inate a  lot  of  delegates  and  alter- 
nates merely  to  attend  the  state  con- 
vention. Such  a  condition  is  un- 
necessary as  well  as  burdensome.  It 
should  be  eno^ugh  for  each  party  to 
select  his  own  ticket  and  then 
the    people    vote    their    preference. 

"Tne  counties  are  not  bound 
follow  the  orders  of  the  state  cen- 
tral committee,  but  whether  they 
win  do  so  or  not  I  am  not  advised.

Colton,  a  former  Dartmouth  and  North- 
western star  and  captained  by  Will  Craw- 
ford the  highs  presented  a  lornv.dable 
front  to  all  thev  met.  and  handily  defeat- 
ed Superior  by  a  score  of  4  t,>  0.  They 
won  irom  Two  Harljors  and  St.  t  locU. 
tied  the  St.  Paul  Centrals.  6  to  €.  and  vii- 
tuallv  defeated  Ashland,  though  the  rei- 
eree's  decision  was  2  to  0  against  them.

As  was  expected,  the  members  of 
the  Indianapolis  team  of  the  Am<irican 
a.ssociation  have  made  a  roar  against 
P.rookins.  the  third  baseman  secured 
by  Watkins  from  the  Houghton  club 
of  the  old  Northern-Copper  Country 
league.  They  claim,  with  good  foun- 
dation, it  Is  said,  that  Brooklns  is  a 
negro,  and  will  probably  succeed  in 
having  him  thrown  out  of  organized 
baseball. 

Last  year  Brookins  came  to  the 
Northern-Copper  Country  league  fn^u 
Green  Bay  of  the  Wisconsin  .State 
league  and  the  Houghton  magnates 
placed  him  on  the  field  as  an  Indiau.

From  mistress  of  a  palatial  home, 
with  an  unlimited  income,  Mrs.  Tower 
sets  forth  in  her  complaint,  she  has 
been  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  living 
on  JlOO  a  month.  She  is  willing  to  ac- 
cept a  settlement  of  $7(»0  a  month  wit.*! 
an  allowance  for  servants  and  main- 
tenance running  the  account  up  to  ^100 
additional. 

She  and  her  husband  signed  an 
agreement  to  fhis  effect  last  Sep- 
tember. This  was  about  the  time  wh^  n 
the  stories  got  in  the  papers  about 
Mr.  Tower's  attention  to  a  dashing 
Southern    woman    named    Weiss. 

Mr.  Tower  makes  his  home  at  the 
Metropolitan  club  in  New  York,  and 
has  a  summer  home  near  Xew  Ko- 
chelle.  He  Is  a  member  of  the  New 
York  Yacht  club.  His  first  wife  was 
Miss  Nina  Carpenter,  daughter  of  Piatt 
Carpenter,  who  once  was  territoriai 
governor  of   Montana. 

Mrs.  Tower  killed  her  half-grown 
•on  and  herself  a  few  months  before 
Mr.    Tower    wedded    Miss    Bogardus. 


The  Panajna  canal  will  surely  be  com- 
pleted in  1915,  and  most  likely  by  1914,  ac- 
lording  to  the  opinion  of  John  C.  Grten- 
way,  manager  of  the  Coleraine  branch  of 
the  Oliver  Mining  company,  who  has  Just 
returned  from  an  inspection  of  the  work 
being  done  on  the  canal. 

Mr.  Greenway  not  only  believes  that 
the  big  ditch  will  be  complutcd  in  seven 
years,  but  he  further  believes  that  under 
the  government  engineers  the  work  Is 
proceeding  with  the  greatest  progress  it 
has  yet  shown.  During  the  month  of 
November  l.SOO.OOO  cubic  yards  of  dirt 
was  excavated,  which  is  tne  greatest  rec- 
ord achieved  in  any  month  since  the  L  ni- 
ttrd  States  government  started  work  on 
the   canal. 

Grading  the  work  done  by  the  govern- 
ment under  three  heads,  in  regard  to  th^.- 
iii.lK)rtance  in  wliic.'i  it  appeared  to  him, 
.Mr.  Greonway  places  the  cleansing  of  the 
fever  ridden  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon 
and  the  intervening  canal  strip  as  the 
most  stupendous  work  accomplished  by 
the  government. 

Col.  Gorgas  has  charge  of  this  work 
and  Mr.  Greenway  says  he  has  thorough- 
Iv  ridden  both  the  cities  and  the  forty- 
liine  miles  of  canal  strip  of  the  yellow 
fever  that  threatened  to  stop  the  inhabit- 
ation of  the  canal  zone  by  Americans  or 
white  labor.  He  says  that  the  canal 
zone  and  the  cities  of  Paaama  and  Colon 
ai.  touay  its  healthy ful  as  any  Ameri- 
can cUy.  The  swamps  have  been  drained, 
the  nests  of  the  poisonous  mosquitos 
tilted  with  oil,  and  every  precaution 
adoptfd  for  the  complete  extermination 
of   the   yellow   fever  germ. 

To  render  such  a  place  as  Panama  was 
when  the  Americans  first  took  possession 
of  it.  a  habitable  place,  .safe  for  Ameri- 
can labor,  and  to  provide  perfect  sani- 
tation in  the  homes  of  all  the  laborers,  is 
v.Jiat  Mr.  Greenway  considers  the  great- 
est thing  accomplished  by  the  govern- 
ment. 

Next  he  places  the  feeding  of  the  vast 
army  of  laborers  in  the  list  of  import- 
ance. The  government  has  established 
vast  cold  storage  plants  at  Panama  that 
are  supplied  by  cold  storage  boats  from 
London,  New  York  and  New  Orleans. 
The  American  laborer  pays  no  more  for 
fresh  meat  and  fresh  baked  bread  in 
P.inama  th.tn  does  the  laborer  in  the  city 
of  Now   York. 

Kvery  morning  the  bread  cars  start  out 
on  the  railroad  line  running  along  the 
length  of  the  canal  strip,  supplying  fresh- 
ly baked  bread  from  the  immense  bake 
ovens  of  the  government  bakery.  The 
laborer  in  the  Panama  gets  his  fresh 
bnad  daily,  just  as  his  brother  laborer 
in  .American  cities  does.  He  has  his  sin- 
gle house,  if  he  is  married,  or  lives  in  the 
group  fottage  if  he  is  single.  In  fact,  he 
fares  but  little  different,  so  far  as  the 
comforts  of  life  are  concerned,  from  the 
man  working  on  a  similar  project  in  the 
I  nited    States. 

Next  Mr.  Greenway  places  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  itself.  He  places  tht? 
securing  of  conditions  that  dale  this  work 
possible  b^^'fore  the  importance  of  the 
work   Itself. 

He  thoroughly  believes  In  the  locK 
canal,  which  is  the  plan  of  the  present 
work.  He  says  that  the  tide  rise  on 
the  Atlantic  side  Is  18  Inches,  while  on 
the  Pacific  side  It  is  something  like 
18  Inches.  This  fact  would  make  a  sea 
level  canal  a  physical  impossibility,  he 
says.  He  says  that  the  plans,  which 
the  engineers  arc  working  under  at  the 
present  time,  are  simple,  practical  and 
feasible.  Mr.  Greenway  was  afforded 
unusual  opportunity  for  Inspecting  the 
work  in  all  its  phases  and  angles  and 
is  most  emphatic  in  his  commenda- 
tion of  the  work  as  being  carried  on 
under  the  army  engineers. 

Much  chaos  and  experimenting  was 
necessary  at  the  start,  he  says,  but  now 
that  the  big  work  has  been  brought 
under  way  in  a  systematized  manner 
progress  will  steady  until  the  most 
stupendous  task  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury  has   been  completed. 

Mr.  Greenway  says  the  laborers  are 
satisfied.  Their  quarters,  their  food, 
and  their  treatment  have  brought 
about  this  result,  and  the  progress  be- 
ing  registered    is   proof   of   this. 

The  policing  of  the  canal  zone  won 
the  admiration  of  Mr.  Greenwav.  This 
work  is  being  carried  on  under  Col. 
Chanton.  who  servf«d  under  Col.  Brody 
of  the  Rough  Riders.  He  has  about 
130  men  under  him,  many  of  them  sec- 
ond enlistment  reg^ulars.  He  has  the 
guarding  of  the  forty-nine  miles  of 
canal  strip,  and  Mr.  Greenway  says 
he  ha.s  succeeded  in  preventing  gam- 
bling, shutting  out  vice,  and  prevent- 
ing "lawlessness  and  crime. 

The  working  agreement  between  the 
cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  and  the 
officials  of  the  canal  zone  is  most  har- 
monious. Prisoners  escaping  to  either 
city  are  given  up,  if  they  have  com- 
mitted anv  crime  in  the  canal  zone. 
The  workdono  by  the  American  gov- 
ernment in  ridding  these  fever  infestea 
cities  of  yellow  fever  germs,  and  clean- 
ing and  paving  their  streets,  has  not 
been  forgotten,  for  they  have  rendered 
every  aid  to  the  administration  of  jus- 
tice In   the  Intervening  canal   strip. 

Altogether  Mr.  Greenway  brings  a 
most  pleasing  report  of  the  progress 
being  achieved  by   the  Tovernment.

to  Attend  Council 

Meeting. 

Will  Defend  Position  of 

Board  on  Smallpox 

Quarantine. 


Next  Monday  evening's  council 
meeting  promises  to  see  some  Interest- 
ing developments  growing  out  of  the 
discussion  last  Monday  night  over  the 
state  board  of  health's  modified  rules 
for  the  quarantining  of  smallpox  pa- 
tients. Dr.  Murray,  the  health  com- 
missioner, has  communicated  with 
Dr.  Bracken,  secretary  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  who  will  come  to 
Duluth  and  appear  at  Monda'-  night's 
meeting  to  defend  the  position  of  the 
state  board. 

The  discussion  was  precipitated  by 
a  resolution,  introduced  by  Alderman 
Foublster,  calling  upon  Dr.  Murray 
to  enforce  the  quarantine  regulations 
of  the  charter,  regardless  of  the  state 
board  of  health's  stand.  The  consid- 
eration of  the  resolution  last  Monday 
night  was  marked  by  considerable 
warmth,  in  which  Dr.  Murray  figured 
prominently,  but  he  was  finally  suc- 
cessful in  having  action  deferred  for 
a  week,  that  he  might  invite  Dr. 
Bracken  to  Duluth  to  explain  the  po- 
sition of  the  state  body. 

In  the  meantime.  Dr.  Murray  agreed 
to  continue  the  old  order  of  things 
until  such  time  as  the  council  would 
take  definite  action.  He  expressed 
firm  faith  in  the  stand  of  the  state 
board  and  Dr.  Bracken's  ability  to 
convince  the  council  that  they  were 
going  into  the  new  order  with  their 
eyes  open. 

The  principal  change  in  the  new 
regulations  is  that  which  allows  peo- 
ple of  a  house,  in  which  smallpox  ex- 
ists, to  leave  the  house  and  carry  on 
their  regular  bu.slne.ss,  provided  they 
do  not  come  in  contact  with  the  pa- 
tient, and  are  vaccinated  and  thor- 
oughly fumigated  before  first  leaving 
the  house.  The  children  are  kept  out 
of  school  as  usual,  and  none  of  the 
members  of  the  family  is  allowed 
to  attend  public  gatherings.  The  ob- 
ject is  to  relieve  the  community  of 
the  burden  of  caring  for  families  of 
wage  earners  under  quarantine.  The 
members  of  the  state  board  and  many 
physicians  contend  that  there  is  no 
danger  in  the  proceeding,  while  the 
members  of  the  council  are  skeptical 
and  the  resolution  finds  favor  with 
them.

The  trouble  is  claimed  to  have  arisen 
over  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  mme 
owners,  George  St.  Clair  and  his  as- 
sociates, to  raise  the  wages.

The  owners  thougni 
It  best  to  take  proper  precautionary 
measures  to  protect  their  property,  and 
they    called   on   the    sheriff. 

Word  received  at  the  sheriff's  office 
from  Deputy  Sheriff  Owen  Gately 
this  morning  indicated  that  all  was 
quiet  at  the  Hector  mine  today.  The 
company  was  paying  off  its  men  and 
shutting  down  over  Sunday.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  operations  will  be  re- 
sumed Monday  morning  and  all  the 
old  employes  that  want  work  will  be 
taken  back.  The  places  of  those  who 
remain  out  will  be  filled  with  others, 
the  company  claims,  as  there  are 
plenty  of  men  out  of  work  who  would 
like  a  good  winter  Job. 

So  far  as  the  county  authorities 
were  able  to  learn,  there  are  only 
about  half  a  dozen  of  the  strikers  who 
are  making  the  demonstration  against 
the  company's  property.

He  is 
l,ewls  B.  Carll  of  Brooklyn,  famed 
the  mathematical  world  over  as  Its 
onlj-  living  authority  on  the  calculus  of 
varlatiojiii,  a  branch  of  the  science 
■which  "Illy  the  cream  of  the  mathe- 
mailcal  sharps  have  brains  enough  to 
conquer. 

The  woman  whose  6.O00  odd  gospel 
■on<.s  have  gone  round  the  world  has 
been  stone  blind  since  she  was  six 
moiUh.s  old.  Today  she  is  nearing  her 
eighty-eighth  birthdny.  and  is  as  act- 
ive menially  and  physically  as  ?h3  was 
foriy-fouj-  years  ago  when  I'he  began 
living  to  Christianity  such  hymns  as 
"Jesus.  Keep  Me  Near  the  Cross." 
"Rj-scue  the  Perishing.""  "I  Am  Thine, 
O  iLord."  and  *"Sate  in  the  Anns  of 
Jesj?!." 

John  B.  Herreshoff.  famous  on  two 
cortinents  as  the  modeler  of  the  lat- 
ter day  defenders  of  the  America's 
cur.  has  not  been  able  to  t.^11  day 
from  night  since  he  was  fifteen  years 
old  when  a  film  began  to  spread  over 
his  eyes  and  soon  thereafter  left  him 
in    total    physical   darkness.

Then  he  would  have  another  fourth  or 
an  eighth  of  a  page  of  figures  read  to 
him,  and  up  to  his  room  he  would 
trudge  again,  to  do  the  heavy  thiiiK- 
ing.  In  such  fashion  he  also  worked 
out  the  problems  in  his  second  and 
greater   work. 

Prof.  Campbell,  owing  to  his  muhcu- 
lar  activity,  does  not  look  very  muca 
like  a  typical  college  professor.  Mr. 
Carll.  on  the  other  hand,  is  the  phy- 
sical embodiment  of  tlie  erudite  sia- 
dent.  Like  most  lifelong  blind  pers<}Ho, 
he  has  the  gentleness  and  the  winning 
smile  of  a  woman.  Naturally,  he  is 
\fvy  proud  of  the  lO-ct  that  each  of 
his  two  books  is  in  a  class  all  its  own. 
He  is  a  fellow  at  Columbia  univer.sily, 
and  every  year  delivers  a  course  of 
lectures  to  its  profe.«sors  of  and  in- 
structors in  mathematics.

Campbell,    the    Blind    Chemist. 

Prof.    Campbell's    father    was    Judge 

James  V.  Campbell,  a  noted  jurist  of 
the  Central  states.  He  was  professor 
of  law  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
for  I  from  1859  to  188.5.  Five  years  after  he 
had  retired  his  son  became  professor 
of  metallurgy  and  metallurgical  chem- 
istry at  the  university,  where  he  had 
graduated  four  years  before.  Alter 
he  had  become  blind  ho  was  promoUd 
to  junior  professor  of  analytical  chem- 
istry then  professor  of  chemical  en- 
gineering and  analytical  chemistiy, 
and  two  years  ago  was  made  director 
of  the  university's  chemical  laboratory, 
which  is  recokened  among  the  best  in 
the  country. 

The  year  that  he  secured  the  profes- 
sorship at  his  alma  mater.  Prof. 
Compbell  began  working  on  the  prob- 
lem of  the  constitution  of  steel.  As 
everybody  knows*,  the  hardening  of 
steel  is  due  to  a  combination  of  iron 
and  carbon,  but  why  or  how  iron  and 
carbon  change  their  relations  to  eacn 
other  no  scientist  knows,  tliough  many 
have  sought  to  unravel  the  mystery. 
Prof.  Campbell  was  endeavoring  lo 
learn  how  much  carbon  was  evolved 
as  ga.«  by  decomposing  steel  with  acid 
when  the  explo.slon  occurred  that  ren- 
dered him  blind.  Hydrocarbons  mixed 
with  many  times  their  volume  of  hy- 
drogen were  pre.'»ent.  and  it  was  while 
he  was  t'-ying  to  separate  the  hydro- 
gen from  the  hydrocarbons  that  the 
accident  took  place.  Gas  mixed  with 
oxygen  stored  in  large  glass  bottles 
was  led  throlgh  a  capillary  glass 
tube  Immersed  in  ice  water.  The  tube 


and  the  ice  water  should  hove  worked 
on  the  same  principle  as  the  miners 
safety  lamp  to  prevent  the  combusioa 
from  spreading.  But  something  wa/ 
wrong  and  every  one  of  the  bottles  ex- 
ploded just  as  Prof.  Campbell  was 
leaning  over  to  examine  the  progress, 
of  the  experiment.  Numerous  pieces 
ol"  glass  were  driven  into  his  eyes. 
This  was  just  before  the  opening  of 
the  spring  vacation.  At  the  fall  open- 
ing of  the  college  Campbell  was  back 
again  in  his  place,  ready  for  all  his 
old  work. 

Here   is   Prof.    Campbell's  description 
of    the    accident: 

"I  was  studying  on  the  slow  con- 
struction of  hydrogen  and  the  gases 
evolved  when  steel  is  dissolved.  It 
didn't  go  slowly,  but  rather  went 
quickly.  The  mixture  exploded  and 
caused  the  accident."  Then  he  added: 
"I  took  the  same  gases  by  another 
and  safer  method  and  from  the  gase- 
ous products  of  the  solution  of  steel 
I  formed  the  present  hypothesis  of 
the  construction  of  steel  which  I  pub- 
lished in  1899  in  the  Journal  of  Iron 
and  Steel  Institute,  and  I  have  not 
changed  my  fundamental  ideas  oincc 
that    article    was    published." 

At  Uie  time  of  the  accident  to  Pro^. 
Campbell  there  was  no  clearly  foi-med 
conception  of  the  formation  of  steel. 
Prof.  Campbell  wxjrked  on  the  accumu- 
lation of  fact:?  for  fti-^  years  and  then 
from  this  acctimiulatlon  formed  the 
>-.orking  hypothesis.  Since  then  he  has 
been  testing  the  validity  of  these  fact* 
and  has  found  jwthing  as  yet  to  con- 
tradict the  correctness  of  the  hyplthe- 
sls.  In  short,  he  is  accumulating  funda- 
niontal  ideas  to  get  experimental  evi- 
dence that  every  scientist  will  accept; 
many  have  accepted  his  hypothesis. 

Within  two  hours  after  his  eyesight 
had  been  destroyed,  Prof.  Campbell 
was  pl.'uinlng  for  his  future  life  and 
work,  and  two  w<^ka  after  the  ad- 
dent  he  w«a  working  with  the  same 
gasee  on   the  sajne  problem,  directing: 


other  hands  and  eyes  to  do  and  see  for 
him  what  he  could  no  longei-  do  and 
&ee.  Rather  recently  he  is  said  to  have 
discovered  a  way  to  perforin  without 
danger  the  experiment  which  deprived 
Jiim  of  a  sense. 

At  prese-nt  he  has  from  eight  to 
twelve  men  working  uffider  him  on  the 
intricate  pro45lem  which  he  is  pursumg 
with  an  energy  tliat  outlasts  the  en- 
durance of -any  of  his  assistants.  In 
order  to  get  the  accurate  measurejnents 
on  which  he  rigidly  insists,  he  has  been 
compelled  many  times  to  devise  deli- 
cate instruments  to  measure  quantity 
and  decree  with  minute  accuracy. 
These  feats  of  workman.-?hip  he  has 
trained  his  hands  to  perform  with 
amazing  skill;  indeed,  his  hands  are 
trained  as  remarkably  as  are  those  of 
Herreshoff  who,  simply  by  running  his 
hands  along  a  yacht's  hull,  can  tell  hei- 
speed. 

As  his  ptxsitlon  at  the  head  of  Ann 
Arbor's  chemical  laboratory  implies, 
Prof.  Campbell  is  decidedly  a  man  ol 
more  than  one  idea.  Numerous  chem- 
ical experiments  that  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  constructiom  of  steel  are 
dire-cted  daily  by  him.  Since  he  became 
blind  the  Portland  cement  industry  ot 
'the  country  has  l>een  developed.  A3 
a  chemist,  Prof.  Campbell  played  a 
prominent  part  in  the  deevlopment. 
and  is  a  recognized  authority  on  Port- 
land cement.  In  189.5  the  output  of  this 
cement  in  this  ootmtry  was  about  one 
barrel  to  every  150  pensons;  now*- it  is 
about  one- half  barrel  for  each  per-- 
son. 

"How  ha\'e  you  managed  to  accom- 
plish so  much,  especially  with  such  a 
handicap  to  contend  with?"  I  asked 
Prof.  Campbell. 

"I  found,  at  the  time  of  my  acci- 
dent, that  I  must  do  one  of  two  things," 
he  answered.  "I  was  doing  my  col- 
lege work  and  also  a  great  deal  of  out- 
side work  as  a  consulting  chemist  for 
several  concerns.  I  found  that  I  had  to 
seciifice  one  or  the  other,  that  I  must 
choo.se  between  tiie  two.  I  gave  up  the 
outside  commeTcial  work,  and  gave  my 
entire  time  and  energy  to  the  scien- 
tific work.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that 
one  can  accomplish  anything  by  at- 
tending to  business  and  sawing  wood, 
and  not  getting  discouraged.  .Some- 
times you  study  a  month,  six  months, 
or  possiJsly  two  years  on  one  idea,  only 
to  find  out  at  the  end  <jf  that  time  that 
it  is  not  worth  working  out.  Then  you 
laj'  it  aside  anid  put  it  down  to  experi- 
ence and  begin  all  over  again." 

One  reason  of  Prof.  Campbell's  abil- 
ity' to  ac^oimplish  so  much  In  a  given 
period  of  time  is  to  be  found,  doubt- 
less. In  his  enthusiasm  for  physical  ex- 
erci-se  He  de\'otes  an  hour  a  day  dur- 
ing the  college  year  to  work  in  the 
gymnasium,  m  order  to  keep  in  g<x)d 
muscular  condition.  At  11  o'clock  ever>' 
morning  he  leaves  his  la4x>ratory  with 
an  assistant  and  goes  to  the  gymnasi- 
\xm.  In  the  northeast  comer  of  the 
campus.  By  12  he  has  exercised  for 
thirty-five  mdnutea,  taken  his  bath  and 


Septemtjer.  He  is  a  -m-ember  of  the 
American  Chemical  sc>clety.  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Mining  Engineering, 
and  the  Iron  and  Steel  institute,  and  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Michiga  Gas 
association. 

How   Mathematician  Carll   W"rot«  His 
Books. 

Lewis  B.  Carll.  whose  f-ame  among 
mathematicians  is  even  greater  than 
Prof,  (^ampbell's  among  chemists,  de- 
spite the  handicap  of  sightless  eyes, 
pressed  Seth  Low.  who  afterwards  be- 
came mayor  of  Greater  New  York,  for 
first  place  in  the  class  in  which  they 
graduated  from  Columbia  university. 
That  was  in  1870.  As  a  student  young 
Carll  had  the  text  books  read  to  him 
bj'  a  e>mpanion,  while  the  two  were 
traveling  between  the  university  and 
.Mr.  Carll's  home,  on  Long  Island.  Ilis 
companion  was  a  boyhood  friend,  sent 
through  Columbia  by  Mr.  Carll's  father, 
that  his  son  might  have  some  one  to 
read  his  lessons  to  him.  Thus.  Mr. 
Carll  took  a  college  course  who'.ly  by 
sound,  as  it  were. 

On  graduation  he  planned  to  become 
a  teaoher  of  the  classics,  but  soon 
found  to  his  sorrow  that  nearly  every 
rne  win  desired  his  services  wanted  to 
he  ins'tructed  in  mathematics.  In  col- 
lege he  had  been  a  fair  mathematician. 
Confronting  the  situation  .s«:iuarely,  he 
det6:.rmlned  to  become  as  proficient  In 
this  branch  of  study  as  his  mental 
equipment  would  let  him.  and  from 
that  day  to  this  he  has  been  a  solver 
of  the  most  abstruse  mathematical 
problems  known  to  man. 

When  he  decided  to  produce  his 
book  on  "Calculus  of  Variations,"  he 
discovered  that  only  one  book  had  ever

•go.  Is  to  be  reopened  within  thirty 
days,  prt-suimably  under  new  manage- 
ment, and  under  indications  lliat  the 
control  of  the  property  has  pitssed  from 
Heinze  to  the  Bunker  Hill  &  Sullivan 
liininK  company. 

A  few  we'fks  before  Heinze's  failure 
in  New  York,  the  Stewart  mine  was 
closed  down  on  account  of  a  suit  with 
the  Bunker  Hill  &  Sullivan,  in  which 
an  effort  was  made  to  out  off  the  Stew- 
art company's  rigrhts  of  certain  claims 
owned  by  the  Bunker  Hill.  After  a 
fnet-tlng  of  leading  stockholders,  last 
•week.  E.  J.  Carter,  the  largest  individ- 
ual stCK-kholder  of  the  company,  except 
Helnzc,  authorized  the  following  state- 
men  t: 

"The  Stewart  mine  will  be  reopened 
within      the     next     thirty     days,    and 


worked  to  its  full  capacity.  The  reason 
that  the  property  has  been  shut  down 
has  been  in  no  way  connected  with  the 
recent  financial  flurry,  but  because  the 
largest  owners  of  the  company's  stock 
were  busy  with  other  matters,  and  un- 
able to  give  the  Stewart  affairs  the 
attention  they  denvanded.

Salt  LAke,  Utah,  Jan.  4.— A  showing 
bas  been  made  in  the  old  Buckhorn 
amine  of  the  <^^"'Hff  Mining  company  at 
Ophir.  Tootle  county,  that  is  believed 
tv  the  owners  to  demonstrate  the  prob- 
ability of  their  having  a  paying  propo- 
•hion.  The  shaft  has  apened  the  vein 
to  a  depth  of  15  feet,  and  samples  show 
Its  values  to  be  from  14  to  36  ounces 
•liver,  and  26  to  30  per  cent  lead.  It  is 
believed  that  the  ledge  has  been  dem- 
onstrated to  be  permanent.  The  com- 
pany proposes  to  run  a  tunnel  to  a 
connection  with  the  vein  at  a  depth  of 
(00  feet.  Less  than  500  feet  of  work, 
©wing  to  the  precipitous  nature  of  the 
hill,  will  be  required. 

A  rich  find  is  said  to  have  been  made 
hy  Bingham  Consolidated  people  in 
dismantling  their  .«;melter  at  Bingham 
Junction.  Nearly  $300,000  of  values  tn 
ffold  and  silver  has  been  recovered  from 
the  ore  furnaces,  flues  and  pots  of  the 
plant.  Most  of  the  saving  was  made 
by  collecting  the  fine  dust  which  had 
•ccumulated  in  years  past,  when  the 
plant  was  treating  high  grade  custom 
ores. 

George  W.  Parks,  receiver  of  the  Se- 


vier Consolidated  Mining  company,  has 
filed  an  inventory  with  the  court.  His 
statement  shows  that  the  total  value  of 
the  claims  controlled  by  the  company 
in  Sevier  and  Juab  counties,  together 
with  machinery,  Is  $374^542.50,  and 
against  this  is  an  indebtedness  of  $213,- 
374.16.  and  a  contingent  indebtedness  of 
$248,085.61.  The  last  amount  is  owned  to 
Seymour  W.  Tulloch,  who,  the  receiver 
states,  sold  his  stock  in  the  company 
and  used  the  money  to  keep  the  mine 
going. 

Ogden,  Utah,  men  are  much  excited 
over  the  showing  made  in  the  S<iuthern 
Pacific  Mining  &  Milling  company's 
ground,  nine  miles  north  of  Ogden. 
The  tunnel  is  in  330  feet,  with  two 
drifts  twelve  feet  east  and  west  from 
the  end  of  the  tunnel.

Only  from  200  .to  300  tons 
of  ore  a  day  will  be  shipped,  so  tliat 
not  many  men  will  be  employed  by  the 
North  Butte  Ln  addition  to  the  number 
that  has  been  at  work.  It  Is  stated 
that  the  Original  mine,  a  Clark  prop- 
erty, will  be  partially  closed  down  for 
Ttit  limbering  purpose's,,  and  that  the 
North  Buitte  ore  will  for  a  time  take 
the  place  of  the  ore  heretofore  fur- 
nished the  redaiotion  works  from  the 
Original.  The  North  Butte  fonnerly 
shipped  to  the  Washoe,  but  has  had  no 
place  for  its  ore  since  the  Washoe  was 
closed  by  the  Amalgamated  company. 

The  mines  of  the  Boston  &  Montana 
company  are  increasing  their  output, 
and  all  the  ore  is  being  shipped  to 
Great  Falls  for  tre-atiment.  All  the  Bos- 
ton &  Montana  mines  are  being  re- 
opened, and  as  the  men  are  laid  off  at 
the  other  Amalgamated  mines  they  re- 
cei\-e  cards  to  the  Boston  &  Montana 
and  are  put  to  work  by  the  latter.  Th^e 
Leonard  and  West  Colusa  mines,  which 
had  been  closed  for  three  months  or 
more  on  account  of  fire,  are  being  re- 
opened, the  fire  having  been  bulkhead- 
ed  off  and  got  under  control  on  all 
levels  but  two  or  three.  Prior  to  the 
shutdown  of  the  Anaconda  hill  mines, 
the  Boston  &  Montana  company  con- 
fined its  mining  to  the  Mountain  View 
and  East  Colusa  and  a  portion  of  the 
Pennsylvania   mine. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  company  to 
gradually  increase  the  output  of  all 
mines  until  the  capacity  of  the  Great 
Falls  smelter,  which  is  about  4,000  tons 
peF    day,    is    reached.      The    Mountain 


View  production  is  being  increased 
from  700  to  about  1,400  toixs  per  day, 
the  Pennsylvania  from  400  to  1,100,  and 
the  Ilaat  Colusa  from  200  to  300,  while 
It  is  expected  to  get  about  400  tons  each 
from  the  Leonard  and  West  Colusa.

The  diamond 
drill  work  on  the  property  has  been 
completed,  at  least  for  the  present, 
and  the  work  is  being  pushed  to  fur- 
ther prove  out  the  knowledge  gained 
as  the  result  of  deep  drill  work.

Colorado  Springs,  Col.,  Jan.  4.— The 
Cripple  Creek  production  for  1907  reached 
638.1*4  tons  of  ore,  the  total  gross  valu- 
ation being  $14,822,240.  The  record  by 
months,  with  gross  valuations  compared 
with   1906.    Is   as   follows: 


New  York,  Jan.  4. — The  Commer- 
cial says:  The  decision  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  Daly-West,  Silver  King, 
Coalition  and  Daly  Judge  companies 
of  Park  City,  Utah,  to  close  down 
after  Jan.  1,  emphasizes  more  than 
any  other  action,  the  present  weak- 
ness of  the  lead  and  silver  market. 
These  properties  are  known  for  their 
large  silver-lead  production,  and 
their  shutdown  is  the  beginning  of 
an  effort  to  curtail  production  for 
this  class  of  ores  with  the  hope  that 
the  move  will  prove  as  beneficial  to 
the  industry  as  the  copper  mine 
shutdown  has  been  to  the  copper 
market  ,    ^        .. 

Of  all  the  metal  markets  the 
copper  market  is  now  in  the  best 
shape  technically  because  of  the  early 
shutdown  of  many  of  the  producers, 
thus  preventing  a  glut  in  the  market 
and   rendering   possible   an   ea.«y   rally. 

The  steady  decline  in  the  price  of 
■liver  and  lead  has  confronted  the 
producers  of  Park  City,  Utah,  with 
several  serious  problems.  AVhile  the 
mines  at  the  camp  have  probably 
been  making  a  little  profit,  even  at 
the    present    low     market    prices    for 
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the  metals,  none  of  them  is  making 
much,  and  the  situation  has  re- 
solved Itself  into  a  cold-blooded 
buslne-ss  proposition.  Ore  shipped 
must  be  kept  up  to  a  higher  grade 
than  formerly,  and  this  requires  in 
.some  instances  the  expense  of  sort- 
ing. 

If  there  has  been  up  to  this  time 
any  hesitancy  at  all  about  the  man- 
agement of  the  three  big  producing 
mines  of  the  district  closing  for 
awhile,  it  is  because  of  the  hard- 
ships that  would  come  to  the  men 
emploved  In  the  mines  and  those 
dependent  upon  them.  That  is  the 
only  reason  the  Park  City  mines 
have    been    kept    going    so    long. 

One  prominent  Park  City  producer 
Is  quoted  as  saying:  "I  have  reached 
the  concl-u.sion  that  if  the  lead-silver 
mines  shut  down  for  a  few  months, 
it  will  be  the  quickest  way  to  ob- 
tain a  better  price  for  our  product. 
There  is  no  overproduction  of  lead, 
and  there  is  only  a  temporary  lull 
in  the  demand  for  it.  After  a  little 
while  the  demand  will  Increase  and 
it  looks  to  me  like  throwing  money 
away  to  try  to  operate  under  the 
existing    conditions,"

The  decrease  In  production  below  the 
V.OC  record  is  due  to  two  causes:  namely, 
the  large  amount  of  oxidized  low  grade 
ores  treated  by  cyanide,  affecting  the 
total  valuation,  and  the  decreased  capa- 
city of  mills  and  tmeltcrs  The  Golden 
Cvcle  mine  was  practically  closed  ten 
numths— six  months  to  await  completion 
of  the  mill,  then  four  to  await  reopening 
after  the  fire  of  last  August.

LAKE  SUPERIOR  IRON  MINES 

Gigantic  Strides  Made  in  the  Annual  Production— About  580,- 

000,000  Tons  Have  Been  Shipped  Since  Ore  Was  Discovered 

in  the  Lake  Region— The  Mesaba's  Vast  Influence. 


Milwaukee,  Jan.  4.— Several  hundred 
stockholders  In  Milwaukee,  Minne- 
apolis, Duluth  and  St.  Louis  and  other 
cities,  forming  the  bulk  ownership  of 
4,000,000  shares  of  capital  stock  of  the 
Comanche  Mining  &  Smelting  com- 
pany will  soon  be  asked  voluntarily 
to  contribute  10  cents  a  share  and 
save  the  company  from  probable 
bankruptcy. 

Capt.  H.  A.  Ellard.  who  six  months 
ago  became  general  manager  of  the 
company,  has  been  appointed  receiver 
for  the  mines  in  Silver  City,  N.  M. 
Stockholders  in  Milwaukee  claim  the 
company  is  in  debt  to  the  amount  of 
$400,000,  but  that  this  condition  was 
not  known  until  the  other  day.  A  a 
auditor  will  be  sent  down  from  Mil- 
waukee to  inspect  the  mine.  Notes  and 
commercial  paper  of  other  kinds  make 
up  the  burden  of  the  indebtedness,  so 
far  as  can  be  ascertained.  The  com- 
pany also  owes  the  Atchison,  Topeka 
&  Santa  Fe  railroad  for  the  construc- 
tion of  fourteen  miles  of  narrow  gauge 
railway  from  the  main  line  to  the 
mines.

Seattle.  Wash.,  Jan.  4.— Bringing 
about  $12,000  in  gold  dust,  Peter  Mon- 
ahan,  discoverer  of  the  ntw  placer 
camp  Valdez  Creek,  arrived  in  Valdez 
lant  week  He  was  accompanied  by 
William  Grogg  and  Sid  Woffington. 
The  partv  which  is  the  first  to  bring 
any  amount  of  gold  from  the  new- 
camp,  made  the  200-mile  trip  without 
dogs  or  horses,  pulling  the  sleds  on 
which  their  little  outfit  was  loaded  by 
hand  They  were  twenty  days  making 
the  trip,  100  miles  of  which  is  acro.s.s 
the  lake  country  plateau  separating 
the  heads  of  the  Shusitna  and  Gui- 
kana  rivers,  where  there  are  no  trails. 
Mr.  Monahan  says  the  richest 
m-ound  .so  far  discovered  is  on  the 
Tammany  claim,  a  bench  on  the  right 
right  limit  of  No.  2  above  discovery. 
Good  pay  was  found  on  the  rim  of 
this  bench  a  year  ago,  but  It  was  nec- 
essary to  run  a  long  tunnel  to  tap  the 
{>ay  streak  at  its  greatest  depth,  and 
he  entire  summer  was  devoted  to  that 
work.  Six  hundred  feet  of  tunnels 
were  run  and  a  shaft  nine  feet  In 
depth  was  sunk  at  the  extremity  of  the 
tunnel.  This  work  was  completed 
Aug  28,  and  between  that  time  and 
the  freezeup,  which  occurred  Oct.  4, 
Monahan  and  three  men  carted  out 
the  rich  dirt  and  sluiced  it.

across  some  foothills  to  the  mouth  or 
Valdez  creek.  This  stretch  is  bad, 
there  being  no  trail  marked,  and  for 
some  distance  it  runs  through  a  coun- 
try which  is  a  succession  of  low  roll- 
ing knolls,  where  It  Is  very  ea.sy  to  lose 
the  course. 

Word  comes  from  Whitehorse  that 
the  Venus  gold  and  silver  mine  in  the 
Conrad  district  has  been  bought  by 
William  Mackenzie  of  Mackenzie  & 
Mann.  The  price  paid  Is  said  to  be 
$60,000.  The  property  was  under 
bond  forborne  time.  The  Venus  mine 
has  been  perhaps  the  most  promising 
of  the  Conrad  district.

Iron  ore  was  first  found  in  the  Lake 
Superior  region  In  what  is  now  tne 
city  of  Negaunee,  Marquette  range,  in 
the  summer  of  1844,  by  men  associated 
w^Uh  William  Burt  of,  Detroit  in  the 
original  surveys  of  Upper  Michigan, 
then  a  virgin  wilderness,  and  even  now 
but  sparsely  settled.  Mining  opera- 
tions were  started  in  1846,  and  the  first 
cirjco  of  ore,  other  than  a  few  saniple 
confPgnments  was  shipped  in  1^2  The 
shioments  of  ore  passed  the  10,000,000-

of  the  company  Is  non-assessable,  but 
he  apprehends  no  difficulty  in  raising 
the  $400,000  to  pay  off  all  the  debts 
within  thirty  days  after  the  call  Is  is- 
sued.

Predictions  have  been  made  from  time 
to  time  as  to  how  long  the  Lake  Su- 
perior reserves  would  last,  based  on  the 
rate  of  consumption  current  on  those  oc- 
casions, and  replies  have  come  referring 
ot  the  constant  discoveries  of  new  de- 
posits, swelling  the  total  reserves  from 
an  estimate  of  7o0,000,<)00,C00  tons  some  fif- 
teen years  ago  to  the  latest  estimate  of 
r,000,000,000  tons.  But,  It  Is  asked  what  are 
these  arguments  worth  when  the  tonnage 
sent  out  increases  100  per  cent  in  five 
years,  as  has  been  the  case  during  the 
past  half  decade?  The  shipments  are 
doubling  In  just  about  as  s'nort  periods 
now  as  th?y  were  ten.  twenty  or  twen- 
ty-five years  ago.  If  they  kept  on 
doubling  every  five  years  in  thirty  years 
the  shipments  In  a  single  season  would 
■be  2.500,000,&CiO  tons.  When  will  this  rate 
of  increase  stop?  Tho  statistics  show  no 
indication  of  decrease  thus  far. 
New    Discoveries. 

While    the    ai>proxira»te    boundaries    of 


the   Lake   Superior   iron   ranges  are   now 

quite    well    established,    new    discoveries 

of   ore  are  constantly   being  made  in    tho 

various    zones.      There    has    not    been    a 

season  during  recent  years  that  the  finds 

of  ore  have  not  been  much  greater  than 

the    production.      More    particularly    this 

has  been   the   case   on    the   Mesaba.     The 

commercial   standard    of   iron    in    ore  has 

gradually   been   lowered   as   the   demands 

of    the    trade    have    Increased,    and    ores 

that    were    considered    worthless    a      few 

years  ago  are  marketable  now.  Each  time 

that    the    basic    percentage    of    metallic 

content  is  reduced  it  adds  millions  of  tons 

to  Lake      Superior's      reserves      of      ore. 

Eventually,    ores    that    run    less    than    40 

per   cent   in  '.ron  will    be   in   eager   quest. 

and  there   are  vast   tonnages  of   this  low 

grade    material    in    various    portions     of 

Ihe    region.     The    cream    of    the    deposits 

has  been  mined  to  date,  but  the  time  will 

come  when   the  skimmed  variety  will  be 

readily  taken.    Of  the  more  than  2,000,000- 

000  tons  of  ore  still  contained  in  the  Lake 

Superior  region,  approximately  1,150,000,000 

tons   are   held  in   30,600   acres   of    land  In 

Minnesota,  much  the  greater  bulk  of  this 

en  the  Mesaba  range. 

The  search  for  ore  In  the  Lake  Su- 
perior country  was  never  more  active 
than  during  the  past  season.  In  the  Me- 
saba field  the  prospector  has  been  steadi- 
ly pushing  on  to  the  west.  Indeed,  a 
great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  west 
of  the  Mississippi  river,  where  there  are 
absolutely  no  surface  indications  of  uie 
strike  of  the  range.  The  formation  dis- 
appears beneath  a  level  surface  of  drift 
extending  many  miles  north  and  south, 
and  not  only  is  exploratory  work  there 
quite  In  the  dark,  but  it  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  most  of  the  ores  to  be  found 
will  not  be  of  the  highly  concentrated  va- 
riety of  the  central  ind  eastern  Mesaba,

Deadwood,  S.  D.,  Jan.  4.— Fteeman 
E  Steele,  one  of  the  early  residents 
of  the  Black  Hills,  and  for  years  con- 
nected with  some  of  the  more  promin- 
ent mining  companies  here,  has  gone 
to  Torres.  Mex..  near  where  he  will 
be  employed  by  the  Creston-Colorado 
Mining  company  in   their  gold  mills. 

The  Gilt  Edge  Maid  Gold  Mining 
company  at  Turner  has  taken  a  new 
lease  on  life  since  reopening.  The  re- 
sult of  the  first  cleanup  was  most  sat- 
isfactory and  operations  will  be  In- 
creased slowly  from  now  on.  The  mill 
Is  at  present  running  somewhat  be- 
low 200  tons  daily,  but  will  reach  its 
full  output  within  the  coming  month. 
Milton  Morris,  a  graduate  of  the  State 
School  of  Mines,  has  been  made  super- 
intendent of  the  cyanide  mill.  With  the 
Gilt  E<lge  Maid  and  Branch  Mint  In 
full  operation,  and  the  Golden  Crest 
to  start  early  in  the  year,  that  district 
which  centers  around  Galena  is  be- 
coming one  of  the  busiest  In  the  north-

Two  more  properties  In  the  Custer 
Peak  district,  southeast  of  here,  are 
about  to  resume  operations.  The  first 
of  these  is  the  Anna  Queen  property, 
owned  by  the  Sherman  brothers.  Last 
fall  they  did  considerable  work  and 
succeeded  In  openlner  up  a  fine  ledge  of 


$25  gold  ore,  but  encountered  water  la 
such  quantities  that  the  small  pumpf 
were  unable  to  handle  it.  Larger  and 
better  pumps  now  are  being  installed 
and  the  work  of  development  will  con- 
tinue. 

The  other  ground  to  be  worked  Is 
the  Octoroon,  near  by,  where  Hank 
Walters,  an  old  timer  of  this  section, 
has  been  developing  off  and  on  for 
years.  Within  the  year  he  has  taken 
out  some  high  grade  gold  ore  samples 
from  a  ledge  that  lies  alongside  a 
quartzlte  dike.

The  law  isn't  broken.  It  is  simply  evaded.  The 
federal  law  does  not  apply,  because  there  is  no  pip- 
ing company  doing  an  interstate  business,  and  be- 
cause no  oil  is  pumped  across  a  state  boundary. 
It  is  pumped  to  the  boundary  by  one  company, 
placed  in  a  receiving  tank  on  the  line,  and  then  the 
company  in  the  ne.\t  state  pumps  it  out  of  the  tank 
and  on  to  another  tank  upon  the  next  state  boun- 
dary. 

Such  outfits  have  been  installed  between  Penn- 
sylvania and  .Maryland,  between  Pennsylvania  and 
.\ew  Jersey,  and  Intueen  Now  York  and  New 
Jersey. 

This  isn't  lawlessness,  becau.se  it  is  lawful,  but 
the  imitation  is  so  close  that  common  folks  will  not 
he  able  to  see  the  difference,  and  they  probably 
won't  try.  -

AS  TO  INDIVIDUALS. 

In  his  Boston  speech  Secretary  Taft  referred  in 
passing,  with  every  evidence  oi  horror,  to  the  gov- 
cr-iment  ownership  of  railroads,  a  proposal  whicu 
i»  not  a  very  live  is.-^ue  at  pre>ent.  but  which  is 
Always  a  fruitful  subject  of  academic  discussion. 

-Government  ownership  of  railroads,"  said  the 
•e:retary.  -means  state  Socalism:  an  increase  in 
ths  powers  of  the  central  government  that  would 
be  dangerous.  It  would  be  a  long  step  away  trom 
the  individual  whom  it  is  necessary  to  retain  in 
order  to  make  real  progress." 

That  is  a  fair  statement  of  the  opposition  to 
government  ownership  of  railroads  or.  indeed,  ot 
anything— even  of  city  waterworks.  Every  step 
ta«en  by  government  in  this  direction  is  a  step 
away  from  the  individual,  or  at  least  from  some 
in  lividuals— notably  those  who  hoped  to  profit  by 
the  operation  of  the  public  utility  concerned. 

For  instance,  what  individuals  would  govern- 
in  snt  ownership  of  railroads  be  a  step  away  from? 

It  would  be  a  step  away  from  Harriman  and  his 
method  of  railroading,  which  consists  of  treating  a 
railroad  as  a  Wall  street  plaything  primarily,  and 
as  a  public  convenience  only  incidentally. 

It  world  be  a  step  away  from  all  the  railroad 
magnates  who  deal  with  their  roads  and  the  public 
tapon  similar  lines.  It  would  be  a  step  away  trom 
the  railroad  agencies  that  have  hindered  the  pro- 
cesses ..f  legislation,  and  that  have  established  e.\» 
ptnsive  lobbies  at  state  capitols  to  direct  the  work 
of  the  lawmakers.  It' would,  indeed,  be  a  step 
a^iay  from  the  railroad  lobbyist. 

.\t  the  same  time,  it  would  be  a  step  away  fn^m 
the  honest  railroad  magnate,  who  desires  that  hi> 
read  shall  give  the  public  the  best  possible  service 
at  the  lowest  possible  rates  consistent  with  a  fair 
return  of  profit  to  the  holders  of  un watered  stock. 
Ve  say  it  would  be  a  step  away  from  such  a  mag- 
,i;ite— if.  iniieed,  such  a  magnate  exists  outside 
tie    merry    imagination   of   the   optimistic    individ- 

tialist. 

1£  gr>vernment  ownership  were  a  step  away 
from  such  individuals  as  Harriman,  might  it  not 
b':,  on  the  other  hand,  a  long  step  toward  the 
average  individual?  Might  it  not  help  toward  a 
closing  up  of  ranks  among  the  classes,  toward  a 
trimming  off  at  the  top  and  a  leveling  up  at   the 

bottom? 

But  there  isn't  much  use  in  talking  about  gov- 
ernment ownership  just  now.  We  have  accepted, 
for  the  present,  the  idea  that  we  must  try  out  gov- 
ernment control.  We  have  hopes  that  that  will 
a:conipli:>h  a  step  away  from  the  Harriman  type 
of  individual,  which  all  of  us  must  admit  would  be 
a  good  thing.

FRIENDS  OF  DEMOCRACY. 

Democracy— the  democracy  that  is  spelled  with 
a  small  initial  but  that  covers  the  broad  field  of 
real  popular  government — must  often  be  puzzled 
to  pick  or.t  its  friends.  When  it  listens  to  a  candi- 
date upon  the  hustings,  it  recognizes  a  deeply  de- 
voted champion,  only  to  discover,  when  the  candi- 
date is  elected  and  gets  down  to  business,  that  his 
Democratic  sentiments  were  meant  in  a  Pickwick- 
ian sense,  and  that  he  does  not  carry  them  into  his 
official  career. 

And  then,  many  statesmen  who  arc  true-blue 
Democrats  upon  certain  matters,  are  fearful  of 
popular  government  when  it  touches  other  affairs. 

For  instance.  Senator  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
is  aligned  in  congress  with  the  Roosevelt  faction, 
which  is  supposed  to  be  rather  close  to  Democratic 
ideals,  and  Senator  Foraker  of  Ohio  is  classified 
with  the  reactionaries,  who  arc  anything  but 
Democratic  in  their  tendencies,  and  who  would 
much  rather  see  a  property  government  than  a 
popular  government. 

Yet  Senator  Lodge  has  recently  made  a  scorch- 
ing speech  against  the  public  opinion  bill — which 
may  be  recognized  as  the  initiative  and  the  refer- 
endum under  a  politer  name — and  Senator  Foraker 
has  gone  on  record  as  desiring  that  the  people 
shall  be  given  a  chance  to  adopt  it  if  they  want  to. 

Recently  Senator  Lodge  addressed  the  Centra! 
Labor  union  of  Boston,  attacking  the  public  opin- 
ion bill.  It  was  a  speech  made  in  his  private 
capacity,  but  Senator  Hale  of  Maine  has  had  it 
printed  in  the  Congressional  Record,  which  means 
that  it  can  be  carried  through  the  mails  free  under 
frank,  and  that  it  will  be  presently  sent  broadcast 
over  the  country  on  its  errand  of  convincing  the 
people  that  they  do  not  know  how  to  govern  them- 
selves, but  should  turn  public  affairs  over  to  the 
Lodges  and  Aldriches  and  Cannons  and  Tawneys, 
who  do  know  what  to  do  with  the  government. 
Yet  Senator  Lodge,  mind  you.  is  a  "Roosevelt  Re- 
publican." 

Xow  Senator  Foraker  is  a  corpor*tion  conserva- 
tive, who  dislikes  President  Roosevelt  and  all  his 
ways,  yet  when  he  was  recently  asked  what  he 
thought  of  the  initiative  and  referendum  as  pro- 
posed for  constitution-amending  in  Ohio,  he  said: 

Wherever  a  con.siderat>le  number  of  votei^s 
roqiust  a  vote  on  a  proposed  eiuinge  In  their 
orKanie  law.  their  request  should  be  Kranted. 
TU"  detnand  which  the  labor  unions  and  the 
griinse  orRanizutions  of  Ohio  are  making  for 
the  submission  of  the  Initiative  and  refer- 
endum amendment  ou.^ht  not  to  be  denied.  I 
am  most  heartllv  In  favor  of  givlns:  the  PeoP'e 
a  ciiance  to  vote  on  any  amendment  whit  h  l-s 
urged  by  so  numerous  and  important  a  body  or 
workers. 

Now  Lodge,  who  denies  the  ability  of  the 
people  to  govern  themselves,  is  an  enemy  of  de- 
mocracy though  he  is  a  Roosevelt  Republican;

IS  IT  A  POOR  MAN'S  "LID"  ONLY  7 

The  district  court  of  Ramsey  county  has  decided 
tiiat  tiie  liquor  laws  of  the  state  do  not  apply  to 
ciubs,  such  as  the  Minnes.Ha  club  of  St.  Paul,  inso- 
far as  these  laws  require  the  taking  out  of  licenses 
and  the  closing  of  drinking  places  on  certain  days 
and  at  certain  hours. 

In  short,  the  decision  is  that  the  "lid"  docs  not 
apply  to  clubs  which  sell  liquor  to  their  members 
and  to  friends  of  members  who  are  properly 
vouched  for. 

At  the  risk  of  becoming  the  subject  of  "disbar- 
ment proceedings,"  or  some  other  concealment  ot 
lese  majesty  prosecution.  The  Herald  would  point 
out  that  this  decision  mean.-,  that  if  a  man  has 
money  enough  and  has  sufficient  standing  in  his 
community  to  become  a  member  of  a  club  he  can 
get  all  the  liquor  he  wants  on  Sundays  or  after 
hours,  and  that  if  he  is  a  poor  man  he  simply  has 
to  be  good  whether  he  wants  to  be  or  not. 

Possibly  it  is  better  to  force  part  of  the  com- 
munity to  be  good,  even  if  it  is  impossible  to  make 
such  regulations  apply  to  all;  but  on  its  face  this 
makes  the  "lid"  a  class  affair.  It  makes  it 
ly  to  the  workingman  who  cannot  join  a  club, 
but 'not  to  the  business  man  who  can  afford  to  pay 
club  dues. 

If  we  are  going  to  have  the  "lid"  in  Minnesota, 
it  ought  to  apply  to  all.  It  should  not  be  a  lid  that 
fits  only  over  the  poor  man,  and  that  leaves  ample 
loopholes  through  which  the  most  corpulent  man 
of  means  can  wriggle.  If  this  decision  is  good  law, 
the  liquor  laws  become  class  legislation,  and  class 
legislation  is  "unconstitutional." 

In  Washington  a  strictly  enforced  Sunday  "lid" 
has  been  in  vogue  for  a  number  of  years.  Onw 
result  is  that  "clubs"  are  scattered  all  over  the  capi- 
tal city.  It  costs  a  nominal  sum  to  join,  and  the 
.'tnnual  dues  are  nominal,  too.  These  clubs  do  an 
enormous  business  on  Sundays,  and  practically 
none  on  week  days.  If  you  wish  to  get  out  from 
under  the  "lid,"  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  pay  a 
dollar  and  become  a  member  of  the  "Jolly  Fat 
Men's  Club,"  or  the  "Traveler's  club"  or  some 
other  club,  and  that  entitles  you  to  join  a  thirst> 
crowd  of  a  Sunday  in  a  packed  and  smoke-cloudea 
room  where  you  can  acquire  a  "souse"  as  quickly 
as  you  desire. 

It  is  not  going  to  add  to  public  respect  for  the 
"lid"  if  it  is  discovered  that  it  applies  only  to  th»- 
poor  man,  and  that  the  rich  man  is  exempted  from 
its  provisions  by  his  club  membership.

AT  ITS  OLD  TRICKS  AGAIN. 

There  is  a  legal  difference  between  evasion  of 
law  and  violation  of  law,  but  there  is  no  moral  dif- 
ference. Perhaps  the  greatest  harm  the  criminal 
trusts  have  done  in  this  country  has  come  through 
the  exercise  of  the  ingenuity  of  lawyers  who  have 
been  paid  fat  fees  to  teach  the  trusts  how  to  evade 
the  law  without  breaking  it. 

If  you  violate  a  law,  you  are  subject  to  punish- 
ment. If  you  can  evade  it,  you  tnay  accomplish  the 
fcame  unlawful  ends,  but  you  are  not  subject  to 
punishment.  That  is  why  it  has  pai<l  the  corpora- 
tions well  to  employ  ingenious  lawyers  to  show 
liow  to  iplit  hairs  without  breaking  laws. 

Ida  M.  Tarbell  in  the  January  American  Maga- 
wne  shows  how  the  Standard  Oil  company  has 
recently  evaded  an  important  and  valuable  law 
"designed  for  the  protection  of  the  people.  Under 
this  iaw  pipe  lines,  by  which  the  oil  trust  trans- 
ports its  oil,  were  made  common  carriers,  and 
nubject  to  the  supervision  of  the  interstate  com- 
merce ommission,  just  as  interstate  railroads  are. 
(The  object  was  to  open  oil  transportation  to  the 
public  fru:n  the  Indian  Territory  to  the  Atlantic 
•ocean.  .\  trunk  pipe  line  ran  over  this  course, 
divided,  like  trunk  railroads,  between  several  cor- 
porations, all  subsidiary  to  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany of  New  Jersey.  But  the  line  was  continuous, 
•nd  the  course  was  interstate,  and  it  probably 
never  entered  into  the  minds  of  the  lawmakers 
that  there  was  a  way  to  dodge  this  law. 

But  there  was,  and  one  of  the  oil  trust's  attor- 
neys, John  G.  Milburn,  is  credited  by  Miss  Tarbell 
with  devising  it.  Under  his  directors  the  oil  trust 
readjusted  the  ownership  of  its  lines,  so  that  each 
company  would  own  no  pipage  outside  of  the  state 
bi  which  it  was  incorporated.  Thus  each  line 
•topped  at  the  state  boundary. 

In  the  summer  of  1906,  when  it  became  certain 
that  the  pipe  line  section  of  the  Hepburn  bill  would 
pass,  Mr.  Milburn  advised  his  clients  that  they 
»hould  pump  no  more  oil  across  state  lines.  How 
did  they  get  around  it?     Very  easily. 

On  each  state  boundary  the  oil  trust  built  a  re- 
ceiving tank.  On  the  eastern  side  of  the  receiving 
tank,  in  the  other  state,  a  pumping  station  was 
built.     The  oil  goes  into  a  tank  in  Pennsylvania 


TRAINING  THE  CORPORATIONS. 

Jacob  M.  Dickinson,  former  United  States  as- 
sistant attorney  general,  writing  in  Leslie's 
Weekly,  undertakes  to  teach  the  newspapers  of  the 
country  their  duty,  which  he  conceives  to  be  to 
bring  about  a  change  in  sentiment  in  this  country 
which  will  undo  the  work  that  has.  as  he  puts  it, 
"paralyzed  the  capacity  of  railroads  to  respond  to 
the  present  demands  of  congress,"  and  that  has  set 
up  "an  impas.sable  barrier  to  the  economic  develop- 
ment of  a  large  part  of  the  country." 

This  is  rather  vague,  but  his  argument  makes 
his  idea  more  clear.  He  says  that  "all  that  is 
wh')lesome  and  sane  in  the  way  of  guarding  the 
public  welfare  will  stand,"  intimating  that  certain 
other  things,  not  mentioned,  must  give  way  be- 
cause they  are  neither  wholesome  nor  sane.  The 
only  way  to  find  out  what  manifestations  of  the 
crusade  for  better  conditions  for  the  common 
people  he  condemns  is  to  read  his  list  of  reforms 
that  are  "wholesome  and  sane,"  and  find  out  what 
'ne  has  omitted. 

"Capital  should  not  object,"  he  says,  "to  laws 
that  provide  for  the  sal'ety  of  employes  and  the 
traveling  public,  the  prevention  of  all  kinds  of 
unjust  discrimination  and  favoritism,  the  elimina- 
tion of  corporate  influences  from  political  affairs, 
and  the  publicity  of  such  corporate  accounts  and 
transactions  as  may  affect  the  public  interest. 
These  constitute  the  main  features  of  the  policy 
inaugurated  and  pursued  by  President  Roosevelt. 
The  legislation  that  is  harassing  the  railroads  is 
mainly  upon  lines  not  advocated  by  him." 

Now  the  reforms  which  this  gentleman  approves 
are  all  very  good  ones,  in  their  way.  The  limita- 
tion of  publicity  of  corporation  accounts  and  trans- 
actions to  such  "as  may  affect  the  public  interests" 
involves  the  ticklish  question  of  who  is  to  judgt 
what  matters  are  of  public  interest  and  what  are 
not.  If  part  are  public,  and  part  are  to  remain 
private,  obviously  the  corporation  managers  must 
decide  which  is  which.  The  great  corporations 
affect  the  people  so  closely  and  in  such  varied 
ways  that  full  publicity  is  the  only  kind  of  pub- 
licity that  can  be  considered.  They  are  quasi- 
public  concerns,  and  the  fullest  protection  to  the 
people  requires  that  their  affairs  shall  all  be  con- 
ducted in  the  brightest  glare  of  complete  publicity. 
By  elimination,  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  reforms 
which  the  newspapers  should  reverse  public  senti- 
ment upon  are  reforms  seeking  to  regulate  rates. 


A  BRITISH  SPECULATION. 

Americans  are  not  the  oniy  gamblers  in  the 
world  by  any  means,  nor  is  mining  stock  the  only 
subject  of  reckless  exploitation. 

For  instance,  when  the  coffin  of  T.  C.  Druce 
was  opened  in  London  the  other  day,  and  found 
to  contain  a  human  skeleton  instead  of  the  roll  of 
lead  it  had  been  asserted  to  contain  by  the  claim- 
ant to  the  estates  of  the  Duke  of  Portland,  it  had 
very  much  the  same  effect  upon  a  lot  of  London 
stockholders  as  the  playing-out  of  a  gold  mine  has 
upon  speculators  in  mining  stocks. 

The  case  has  been  briefly  described  by  The 
Herald.  The  heirs  of  T.  C.  Druce,  a  former  Lon- 
<lon  merchant,  had  asserted  that  he  and  the  Duke 
of  Portland  were  one  and  the  same,  and  that  when 
the  duke  tired  of  being  Druce,  he  had  a  roll  of  lead 
put  into  a  coffin  and  buried,  giving  out  the  new* 
that  Druce  was  dead.  When  the  duke  died,  later, 
the  estate  went  to  a  collateral  heir,  there  being  no 
direct  descendant.  If  the  descendants  of  Druce 
were  descendants  of  the  duke,  the  estate  belonged 
to  them.  The  whole  case  hinged  on  the  contents 
of  the  coffin,  and  for  a  long  time  efforts  to  have  it 
opened  were  futile.  When  it  was  finally  done,  as 
the  dispatches  stated,  and  the  grave  found  to  con- 
tain human  remains,  the  case  fell  to  the  ground. 

But  in  the  meantime  a  company  had  been 
formed  called  the  "New  Druce-Portland  Company, 
Limited,"  and  five-shilling  shares  were  put  on  the 
market.  It  was  assumed  that  the  estates  are  worth 
$80,000,000,  and  if  the  suit  had  been  successful,  each 
five-shilling  share  in  the  company  would  have  re- 
ceived $80,  or  sixty-four  times  the  amount  sub- 
scribed. 

This  was  very  tempting,  especially  as  there 
seemed  to  be  some  prospect  that  the  Druce  claim- 
ant might  succeed.  In  that  event  it  should  have 
been  as  though  a  gold  mine  had  been  stocked  at 
$10  a  share,  and  the  shares  had  subsequently  risen 
to  $640  each.  This  prospect  formed  a  very  good 
"gamble,"  and  it  is  not  at  all  astonishing  that  the 
stock  found  many  purchasers,  all  of  whom,  no 
doubt,  indulged  in  golden  dreams  of  rich  futures 
to  come  when  the  case  was  finally  won.  Most  of 
these  stockholders  had  probably  spent  their  profits 
— in  their  dreams — many  times  over. 

But  when  the  anxious  moment  arrived  for  the 
opening  of  the  coffin,  their  dreams  disappeared  at 
the  shock  of  a  rude  awakening.  There  is  a  body  in 
the  grave  after  all,  and  all  the  moonshine  about  its 
containing  nothing  but  a  roll  of  lead  placed  there 
by  the  eccentric  duke  when  he  tired  of  leading  his 
double  life  is  shattered.  The  shareholders  will  go 
back  to  work  and  earn  more  money,  which  will 
be  ripe  and  ready  for  the  ne.xt  fantastic  scheme 
that  comes  along  with  its  promises  of  sixty-for- 
one.

MIRTHFUL   REMARKS. 


The  Chai'iii  of  the  Impossible. 

I  frankly  confess  that  the  phrasing 
of  my  subject  is  borrowed  from  tli« 
topic  of  a  lecture  to  a  group  of  Sunday 
school  teachers,  but  as  1  did  not  hear 
the  lecture  and  have  Jio  idea  how  the 
topic  was  Ireated  1  may,  perhaps,  be 
allowed  to  make  it  the  theme  of  my 
New    Year'.s    talk. 

It  is  such  a  tine  watchword  for  the 
l>eginning  of  another  twelve  months. 
Would  that  we  all  could  come  during 
these  opening  days  of  the  year  within 
the  infiuence  and  under  the  spell  of 
the  Impo.ssible:  What  a  big  differ- 
ence it  might  make  to  us  and  to  othtrs 
with  wliom  We  shall  have  to  do  all 
through    this    coming    year. 

Take  it  lirst  in  the  region  of  indi- 
vidual habit.  As  we  look  back  over 
our  pathway  thus  far  we  see  the 
wrecks  of  many  good  resolutions  and 
lieroic  but  spasmodic  endeavors.  And 
still,  some  of  the  ol-jectionable  habits 
against  which  we  have  waged  litful 
warfare,  persist.  Indeed,  their  grip 
upon  us  may  be  stronger  than  a  year 
ago.  "I  can  never  get  rid  of  it,"  you 
say.  But  wouldn't  you  like  to  be 
free'.'  "Of  cour.se."  Well,  then,  In- 
dulge for  a  moment  in  the  luxury  of 
thinking  of  the  impo.ssible.  Act  for  to- 
day, at  least,  as  if  you  were  free  from 
your  disability,  whatever  it  may  h*^— 
the  habit  of  stooping  when  you  uJght 
to  walk  erect,  slavery  to  a  cigar  or  a 
cup  of  coftee,  procrastination,  tardi- 
ness, censoriousne.ss,  despondency,  the 
habit  of  living  beyond  your  m.  an*, 
jealousy,  envy,  avariciousness.  This 
is  but  a  partial  list  of  the  things 
that  are  a  blemish  on  character  and 
maybe  your  particular  fault  is  not 
mentioned,  but  you  know  it.  or  ought 
to  know  it,  and  here,  at  the  turning 
of  the  year,  you  may  decide  to  make 
shrift   of   it  in   time   to   come. 

Then  there  is  also  for  every  one 
of  us  the  charm  of  the  fresh  en- 
deavor to  attain  heights  hitherto 
unsealed  and  which  seem  to  strel.-h 
far  up  Into  the  clouds.  There  was 
a  bright  story  in  a  magazine  not 
long  ago  of  a  Japanese  young  man 
in  this  country  who  was  bent  on 
becoming  a  musician.  He  had  not 
a  particle  of  native  ability  and  the 
u^achers  at  the  conservatory  of  mu.slc, 
where  he  api^lied  for  instruction, 
soon  found  <tul  hi;s  limitations  and 
tried  to  dissuade  liim,  but  it  was 
no  u.se.  He  had  plenty  of  money 
and  unlimited  self-oonfiilenee  and 
ambition.  So,     despite     rebuffs,     he 

worked  awav  persistently  and  cheer- 
fully and  in  the  long  run  to  some 
gi>od  effect.  "What  are  you  going 
to  do"  asks  the  author  of  tlie  story 
in  conclusion,  "with  a  race  char- 
acterized by  this  indomitable  deter- 
mination"?" 

A  young  lady  ai>plied  fi>r  a  posi- 
tion in  the  ofR-e  of  a  friend  of  mine. 
He  was  pleased  with  her  a;id  after 
outlining  the  duties  expected  she 
he.sitated.  and  wh<Mi  he  asked  why 
she  replied;  "There  does  not  .se<'m  to 
be  anything  particularly  hard  about 
the  position."  Noblo  souls  want  to 
tlirow  them.selves  against  the  hard, 
the  heroic,  the  impo.s.sibl'-  proposi- 
tions In  the  line  of  per-sonal  achieve- 
ment. 

We  should  fe<'l  the  charm  of  the 
impos-sible  in  its  relation  to  the 
betterment  of  this  world.  "Oh,"  you 
say,  "we  shall  never  get  rid  of 
poverty  or  sickness  or  discontent  or 
.strife  between  classes  and  between 
races.  We  .shall  never  have  entire 
honesty  In  buslne.ss  or  peace  in  every 
home  and  heart."  A  counsel  of  de- 
spair Is  this.  Once  at  a  Lake  Mo- 
honk  conference  in  the  interest  of 
oppreissed  people,  some  one  spoke  of 
a  certain  proposed  policy  as  im- 
possible of  realization.  Instantly  the 
late  Gen.  Armstrong,  the  founder  o£ 
Hampton  Institute,  the  great  school 
for  the  blacks  In  Virginia,  sprang 
to  his  feet  and  said:  "What  are 
Christians  in  the  world  for  unle.-ss  to 
do   the    impo.ssible?" 

Behold,  tlien.  on  the  opening  days 
of  this  New  Year  the  beauty,  the 
fa.sclnatlon.  the  glory  of  the  impossi- 
ble. For  if  you  look  at  It  long 
enough  and  steadily  enough  and  sym- 
pathetloaly  enough,  it  will  melt  Into 
tlie  possible  and  then  into  the  feasi- 
ble, and  then,  perhaps  before  this 
vear    ends.    Into    the    actual.

iDomocr-iiic  cotapeiiior.  H.  B.  Hay.'S 
■»va.s  the  Ki'publicaii  candidate  for  gov-

war  rt.nd  a  prominent  member  of  the 
oonyrL^ss  fn>m  Ohio.  What  a  lapful  at 
•uotvsses  came  to  him.  At  his  belt 
iwere  the  scalps  of  Thurman  and  Allen, 
and  Tildtii.  and,  1  believe.  PendUton. 

Allen  G.  Thurman  was  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  governor  of  Ohio 
In  l'*67.  The  issue  was  whether  the 
■word  -wliite"  should  Ik>  stricken  from 
the  surTrage  clause  of  the  constitution 
of  tho  state  of  e'ha*^  and  Wade  and 
Glddings.  On  the  night  of  election  it 
rwas  asct^M-tained  that  negro  suffrage 
was  b'3aten  by  more  than  50.W>.  and 
It  was  s*.»me  twelve  hours  before  the 
Item-Jcrats  ceased  to  jubilate  over  what 
■was  very  nearly  conceded  as  a  Demo- 
cratic victory  on  the  state  ticket.  How- 
ever, some  of  the  renwte  precincts  ot 
the  Western  Keservr-  came  up  with 
Tof^s  enough  to  elect  Hayes  by  some 
t,0»»0  plurality;  but  the  legi.-?lature  was 
iDeniooraiic.  and  every  Dem<x*ratic 
bean  in  every  state  exulted  when  Allen 
O.  Thurman  was  chosen  Ben  Wade's 
successor  in  the  United  States  senate. 
He  ti»'>k  hid  seat  in  1869.  and  served  un- 
til 1H81 


Henry  B.  Anthony,  whose  physical 
resemblance  to  Thurman  was  notable. 
»uccted<M  Wade  as  prei^ident  pro  tem. 
and  served  four  years,  when  he  was 
aucceeded  by  Matthew  Hale  t'arpenter, 
-whom  Judge  Jeremiah  S.  Black  pro- 
nounced the  greatest  lawyer  who  ever 
•p<jkt  the  FInglish  tongue.  I  am  not 
much  of  a  judge  of  a  lawyer,  but  I  am 
very  nearly  persuaded  that  Oarpentei 
was  the  gre-atest  orator  I  ever  heard. 
Hi3  voice  was  perfect,  he  never  rai:9ed 
It  ab.jve  a  o^nversational  pitch,  and  yet 
It  was  distinct  to  the  occupant  of  tha 
i«motest  niche  of  the  farthest  gallery. 
azid  the  music  of  it  wa-s  so  seductive, 
and  the  vocabulary  >f  his  spe.ch  so 
Bimple.  and  yet  .so  rich,  that  to  employ 
the  eulogy  Ben  Johnson  pronounced  on 
Francis  Bacon,  "Your  only  fear  was 
that  he  *»iiould  make  an  end." 

About  1872  or  1873,  ct>ngie33  perpe- 
trated what  was  known  as  the  "salary 
^rab."  My  recollection  is  that  (""arpen- 
ter  supported  it;  but  some  weeks  ago 
I  read  a  very  entertaining  narrative 
about  him.  in  which  it  was  asserted 
that  Carpenter  voted  against  it.  How- 
aver  that  may  be.  he  defended  it  on 
tbe  stump,  and  nmde  a  mo9l  audacious 
ape^ch  in  one  of  the  Wisconsin  ooun- 
•tlea,  then  inhabited  by  staid  Puvrtana 
from  New  England,  that  co-st  him  his 
election.  He  was  himself  a  Vermonter. 
and  in  one  of  the  tirst  cases  in  which  he 
twas  ever  retaine<3  his  adversary  was 
Senator  (ii<>Tge  F.  Edmunds. 

Carpenter  wa.s  a  Douglas  Demo- 
crat, later  war  Democrat,  later  yet  a 
Republican.  Had  the  South  adhered' 
to  Douglas,  how  differ»'nt  might  have 
been  our  history!  Had  th*;  .  South 
not  gone  rabid  in  1893-97.  what  a 
different  story  might  be  told!  When 
the  S<rath  goes  to  Denver,  next  July, 
■he  ought  to  put  the  thinking  cap 
In  the  suit  case.  It  will  be  needed. 
•      «     * 

Thomas  W.  Ferry  of  Michigan- 
succeeded  Oarptnter  as  president  pro 
tempore  of  the  .senate.  Donn  Piatt 
declared  that  Dick  Merrick,  a  great 
lawyer  of  that  day.  was  the  only  man 
In  America  who  could  wear  chin 
whiskers,  shave  his  upper  lip.  and 
stay  virtuous.  He  was  writing  of 
and  concerning  a  certain  chapter  in 
Ferry's  life  at  that  time.  We  all 
recoll'H-t  what  a  great  big  load  of 
responsilnllty  it  was  sought  to  put  on 
Ferry— that  he  should  count  the  vote 
In  the  election  of  1S7»?.  It  was  an 
absurd  proposition  that  the  two 
housts  .)f  congress  were  to  be  con- 
yened  a  certain  Thursday  />f  Feb- 
ruary, 1"<77,  just  to  look  on  while 
the  ilresidenl  pro  tem  opened  such 
certitica'ies  as  he  deemed  legal  and 
counted  the  vote  without  appeal  from 
his  ilecision.  And  yet  that  is  what 
Morton  and  Edmunds  and  Sherman 
and  l..ogan  Insisted  on.  Conkling  re- 
volted or  it  would  have  been  at- 
tempted, and  violence  would  have 
resulted. 

A  way  was  found  to  perpetuate 
the  outrage  no  less  effectively,  how- 
ever— the  partisan  electoral  commis- 
Blon.  All  the  Democrats  had  to  do 
•was  to  stand  pat.  The  Republicans 
knew  tiiat.  They  knew  that  the  vote 
of  the  disputed  states  could  not  be 
counted  for  Hayes  unless  the  house 
Of  representatives.  overwhelmingly 
Democratic,  assented  to  it.  So  they 
got  up  the  electoral  commission. 
Tilden  opposed  it  in  a  letter  to 
Hewitt  that  showed  that  he  was  a 
prophet,  as  well  as  a  sage.  Here 
la  a  passage:  "Why  surrender  before 
a  tight  •.'  After  defeat  is  the  time 
to  surrender."  Hewitt  did  not  dream 
that  fifteen  men — live  senators,  live 
representatives,  and  five  members  of 
the  supreme  court,  chosen  as  the 
act  provided,  could  be  found  who 
would  decide  for  Hayes.  Had  he 
thought  so,  he  would  have  made 
pfublic  Tilden's  letter;  there  would 
have  been  no  electoral  commission; 
the  vote  would  have  been  counted 
In  a  constitutional  way,  and  Samuel 
J.   Tilden   inaugurated   president. 

Thoma.s  W.  Ferry's  name  will  al- 
ways be  associated  with  that  great 
contest.  He  bore  himself  well,  and 
to  this  day  the  public  is  at  a  loss 
to  knr>w  whether  he  intended  to 
take  the  revolutionary  advice  of 
Oliver  P.  Morton  or  hearken  to  the 
warning  of  Roscoe  Conkling.  Dur- 
ing the  entire  controversy — three 
long  months  of  suspense — he  never 
gave  a  hint  as  to  what  he  would  do. 
No  doubt  it  was  a  great  relief  to  him 
when  the  electoral  bill  passed  and 
lifted  off  his  shoulders  the  jfreat  load 

of    responsibility. 

«      •     * 

The  forty-sixth  congres.*?  was  Dem- 
ocratic in  both  houses.  Samuel  J. 
Randall  was  speaker  of  the  house, 
and  Allen  G.  Thurman  president  pro 
tempore.  One  day  the  senate  was  in 
a      parliamentary       perplexity       when 


Carpenter  ro.He  and  said  that  In  such 
difficulties  he  always  sought  the 
counsel  of  the  senator  from  Ohio, 
and  in  his  absence  he  turned  to  the 
senator  from  Vermont,  Edmunds,  the 
two  great  parliamentary  authorities 
of  the  body;  but  as  both  were  then 
out  of  the  chamber  he  was  left  to  his 
own  resources  and  that  he  would 
venture   a    guess  at   it. 

But    Thurman     wa.s     more     than     a 
great      parliamentary      lawyer.  He 

wa:*  all  sorts  of  a  great  lawyer,  the 
equl  of  any  man  of  his  day  and 
generation.  It      was     his     masterly 

expoundings  of  the  Constitution  dur- 
ing the  miserable  reconstruction  era. 
more  than  any  other  single  agency, 
that  worked  to  overturn  carpetbag- 
ging  at  the  South  and  change  the 
Democratic  membership  of  a  very 
small  minority  in  the  senate  when 
he  entertd  it.  to  an  actual  Demo- 
cratic majority.  But  if  the  "old 
Roman"  were  to  revisit  these  .scenes 
he  would  search  long  before  he 
found  the  Democratic  party  he  left 
here  and  led  in  the  senate  for  twelve 
glorious    vears. 

Thuiman  gave  place  to  John  Sher- 
man as  s-»nator  from  Ohio  in  1881. 
There  was  a  special  session  immedi- 
ately after  inauguration,  called  by, 
Garfield  to  consider  appointment.s.  and 
that  was  prolonged  Into  May.  It  had 
momentous  consequences.  At  first  sev- 
eral seat.s  on  the  Repi  blioan  side  were 
vacant.  Blaine  and  Windoin  had  ;jone 
into  the  cabinet  and  their  seats,  thus 
vacated,  were  unsupplied.  D.*sidt», 
there  were  two  or  three  other  vacan- 
cies on  the  Republican  side,  due  to 
one  cause  '>r  another.  Thus  the  DeniJ- 
crats  were  able  to  elect  Thomas  F. 
Bayard  president  pro  tem;  but  it  was 
not  for  long.  When  the  vacancies  were 
supplied  and  Mahone  renegaded  the 
Republicans  were  able  to  depose  Bay- 
ard, but  tvtl  with  a  straight  Repub- 
lican.      David  Davis  got  the  job. 

A  little  later  the  quarrel  between 
Conkling  and  Blaine  was  fought  to  a 
.standstill  over  N'ew  York  patronage; 
the  Democrats  for  Mahones  scalp, 
came  to  the  rescue  for  the  adminis- 
uation;  Conkling  and  Plati  resigned; 
the  president  was  as.sassinated.  and 
tl;es3  and  other  things  lihc  them 
brought  about  the  DenvK-ratic  victory 
of  1884.  when  Grover  Cleveland  was 
elected  president  over  James  G.  Blaine. 
•      •      • 

George  F.  Edmunds  was  the  next 
president  pro  tem.  1S83-S5;  followed  by 
John  Sherman,  1885-87.  John  J.  Ingalls 
served  from  1887  to  1891  and  Isham  G. 
Harris  came  In,  the  third  Democrat 
so  honored  since  Benjamin  Fitzpat- 
rick,  1857-61,  counting  Bayard,  who 
was  in  the  chair  only  a  short  while.  I 
omitted  C.  F.  Manderson,  1891-93,  who 
preceded  Harris,  whom  Mr.  Frye,  th? 
pres<mt   occupant,    succeeded. 

A  volume  containing  accurate  and 
concise  biagraphies  of  all  the  presi- 
dents pro  tem  of  the  United  Slates 
Senate  would  be  a  valuable  -contribu- 
tion   of   our   P'>litical    history.

Jan.  4— (Special  to 
The  Hf-rald.)— Lying  at  the  Rood  hos- 
pital with  both  leg.s  gone,  and  so  weak 
from  the  shock  of  the  accident,  that 
lie  was  unable  to  talk,  the  New  Year 
vi-as  ushered  in.  with  anything  but  hap- 
olness  for  young  Arthur  Scanlon.  or 
for  his  parerus  wiio  live  at  the  Pen- 
obscot   location. 

On  Dee.  28,  while  employed  as  a 
brakeman  at  the  Sellers  stripping 
works,  in  some  manner  not  known,  the 
young  niun  was  run  over  by  one  of  the 
engines.  Tii-  wheels  p.issed  over  both 
legs  and  on.i  was  later  ainputatea 
above  and  tlie  other  below  the  knee. 
No  one  is  able  to  give  a  satistac- 
tory  account  of  the  a<--llf>nt,  for  the 
slgnt  of  the  unfortunate^  man  lying 
across  the  rails  and  unoon.scious,  was 
tlie  first  knowl-dge  the  engine  men  or 
any  one  els-  had  of  the  tiffalr. 

The  man  was  taken  to  the  Rood  hos- 
pital and  operated  -ipon  forthwltn:  The 
physicians  have  hope  for  his  recovery, 
but  the  slii-k  so  weakened  him  that 
he  has  not  yet  become  able  to  speak 
to   his  attendants.

BECOMING  EFFIMINATE. 

Iowa  Educator  Says  There  Are  Too 
Many  Women  Teachers. 

Des  Moines.  Iowa.  Jan.  4. — Presi- 
dent G.  Stanley  Hall  of  Clark  univer- 
sity, stirred  the  delegates  to  the  Iowa 
-state  teachers'  convention  yesterday, 
in  an  addre3.«t.in  which  he  declared 
that  there  were  too  many  women 
teachers  in  the  schools,  and  that 
.\merican  schools  were  becoming  "ef- 
femlnized  "  There  are  1.400  teachers 
attending  the  convention,  and  nearly 
three-fourths  of  them  are   women. 

"The  time  has  come."  said  Presi- 
dent Hall,  "for  a  movement  for  men's 
rights.  For  thirty  years  we  have  had 
a  war  for  women's  rights,  and  now  the 
pendulum  has  swung  too  far.  This  is 
an  age  of  over-feminization.  especially 
in  the  schools.  Men  should  be  prin- 
cipal.s.  with  men  under  them,  so  that 
they  will  be  contradicted  once  In  a 
while.  In  the  schools  now.  where  we 
And  men  principals,  they  have  only 
women  under  them,  and  the  men  are 
becoming  sissies." 

He  also  (^plored  the  ban  on  cor- 
poral pTlhlshment  and  opposed  co-ed- 
ucatr<)n.  He  compared  the  schools  of 
Germany  with  the  schools  of  America, 
to  the  advantage  of  Germany.

Tanle  Skirts. 

Tunic  and  overskirts,  and  overskirt  ef- 
fects appeared  this  winter  with  the 
opening  of  several  metropolitan  show 
houses.  Robert  Edeson's  leading  woman 
In  his  new  play.  "Classmates,"  wears 
two  costumes  In  which  the  tnulc  Idea  la 
strongly  featured.  MIj^s  Bowley  is  a  tall, 
willowy  girl  of  the  classic  type,  to  whom 
present-day  modes  are  extremely  becom- 
ing. 

One  of  the  costumes  has  a  simple  long 
circular  skirt  of  white  cloth,  topped  with 
lace  bodice  and  skeleton  overwalst.  The 
graceful  skirt  shows  the  tunic  effect  at- 
tained with  rows  of  white  silk  soutache 
applied  In  tJreek  key  design  on  the  front 
and  sides,  and  in  straight  lines  across  the 
back.  The  overwalst  of  cloth  Is  heavily 
embellished  with  braidings.  At  the  bust- 
line  is  a  chou  of  ribbon  in  rich  Oriental 
color  in  which  a  brilliant  blue  and  much 
gold  predominate. 

While  the  overskirt.  or  draped  skirt,  as 
some  prefer  to  call  It  in  Its  new  model- 
ing, is  not  looked  upon  with  any  favor 
for  street  wear  In  short  skirted  costumes 
and  suits,  there  is  some  tendency  toward 
Its  use.  though  it  is  doubtful  If  its  adop- 
tion along  these  lines  will  ever  become 
general.  In  the  shortened  length  It  Is  not 
graceful,  and  no  one  wants  to  wear  any- 
thing unbecoming  in  these  days  of  artis- 
tic dressing. 

With  overskirts  have  come  fringes,  a 
trimming  which  has  always  gone  hand 
In  hand  with  this  mode.  As  a  finish  for 
the  tunic  there  is  nothing  prettier,  but 
this  is  not  their  only  use  this  season.  A 
costume  of  pale  pink  pagoda  silk,  with 
skirt  panels  of  darned  fllet.  worn  by  a 
now  touring  star,  has  the  bottom  of  each 
panel  tiuished  with  a  deep  silk  fringe  of 
the  gown  color.  The  front  panel  extends 
over  the  waistline  to  the  bust,  at  which 
point  the  fringe  is  arranged  between  the 
rever-shaped  fronts  of  the  bodice  and 
hangs  an  Inch  or  more  below  the  waist. 

Lons    SlecTes. 

In  this  Parisian  confection  one  sees  the 
new  mousquetaire  sleeve  wrinkling  down 
over  the  hand  to  the  knuckles.  In  combi- 
nation with  Jumper  modes  this  sleeve 
Is  particularly  attractive.  Sometimes  it  Is 
made  of  plain  net  and  as  part  of  a 
smooth-fitting  gulmpe.  A  number  of 
actresses  are  wearing  these  net  guimpes 
with  plain   princess  low-oeck,   dark-toned 


gowns,    and    the    effect    is    really    worth 
copying. 

HoaMe   Gowns. 

It  Is  rarely  one  meets  with  such  a  treat 
In  house  clothes  on  the  stage  as  Marga- 
ret Illlngtou  revels  In  this  year.  The  sim- 
plicity of  a  soft,  clinging  white  slik  neg- 
ligee In  which  she  robes  her  graceful  fig- 
ure in  the  third  act  of  "The  Thief"  is 
strangely  in  contrast  with  the  emotions 
of  her  role,  though  strongly  indicative  of 
the  femininity  of  the  charming  actress 
herself. 

The  French  maker  of  this  gown  has 
given  us  his  best  adaptation  of  the  Japa- 
nese kimona,  and  accomplished  It  so  sim- 
ply and  arlstlcally  that  one  marvels  at 
Its  cleverness  in  defining  the  best  figure 
lines  and  at  the  same  time  keeping  it 
within  the  class  of  loose  flowing  drap- 
eries. 

The  fronts  of  this  robe  cross  surplice- 
wlse  and  fasten  at  the  waistline  with  the 
silk  belt,  which  threads  through  embroid- 
ered slots  and  tIesMn  a  bow  at  the  left 
side.  This  belt  "is  of  heliotrope  silk  like 
that  banding  the  opening  and  the  bottom 
of  the  *klrt  and  facing  the  sleeve  drap- 
ery.^A  collar  of  rich  cluny  overspreads 
the  shoulders  and  points  Into  the  belt.

Young  Girls'  Winter  Wardrobes. 


No  longer  is  the  young  girls  wardrobe 
deemed  worthy  of  only  scant  considera- 
tion by  mothers  and  modistes.  Although 
several  winters,  destined  to  be  divided 
between  day  schools  and  evening  danc- 
ing classes,  may  separate  her  from  the 
debutante  season  and  the  era  of  long 
gowns,  she  takes  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
est in  her  short  frocks,  has  a  voice  In 
their  selection  and  insists  that  they  shall 
be   smart. 

Perfectly  fitted  and  finished  sailor 
blouse  suits  are  still  in  high  favor  for 
school  costumes,  as  are  also  clan  plaids, 
Scotch  serges  in  dull  brown,  blue,  green 
and  red  mixtures,  made  with  plain  gored 
skirts  and  simple  waists  whose  square 
or  pointed  necks  reveal  dainty  Ungerle 
guimpes. 

Dark  corduroys  make  natty  street  suits 
for  girls,  and  because  the  material  Is 
of  itself  so  effective  they  are  rarely 
trimmed.  The  prettiest  models  are  se- 
verely tailored,  with  deeply  side-plaited 
skirts  and  elongated  Prince  Chap  coats, 
which  are  infinitely  more  becoming  to 
unformed  figures  than  tight-fitting  gar- 
ments. The  modified  continental  coat  is 
popular  and  wonderfully  attractive  when 
developed  In  dark  red,  smooth  faced  cloth, 
brightened  with  slender  lines  of  gold, 
outlining  the  self-colored  braid  and  vel- 
vet trimmings. 

A  girl  whose  elder  feminine  relatives 
ore  In  deep  mourning  usually  wears  black 
broadcloth,  corduroy  or  serge  on  the 
street,  and  white  In  the  house,  utilizing 
her  linen  skirts  and  blouses  for  morn- 
ings, and  for  afternoons  any  of  the  light- 
weight woolen  or  silken  fabrics  like  veil- 
ing and  voile,  made  with  broadly  box- 
plaited,  deeply  hemmed  Instep  length 
skirts  and  Jumper  waists  over  white  em- 
broidered net  blouses.  An  afternoon 
frock  which  is  pretty  In  any  dark  or 
light  shade  of  voUe  has  a  box  plaited 
skirt,  trimmed  with  douBle  rows  of  nar- 
row   bias    bsnda    of    seKH?olored    Uffeta, 


diversified  with  semi  and  full  circles, 
points  or  squares.  The  similarly  trimmed 
overwalst  has  a  transparent  blouse  of  St. 
Gall  embroidery,  tacked  to  a  fitted  taf- 
feta body.  Practically  the  same  design 
developed  In  dark  blue  lansdowne  has 
an  untrimmed  skirt  and  a  Jumper  out- 
lined with  two  bias  bands  of  blue  velvet, 
lapping  in  front,  with  white  corded  silk 
buttons,   embroidered   with   gold  thread. 

Lansdowne,  tussorah,  crepe  de  chine,  silk 
muslin  and  net  are  largely  employed  for 
girls'  dancing  frocks  and  show  more  di- 
versity of  design  than  do  the  simpler 
costumes.  A  white  crepe  de  chine,  for 
instance,  had  groups  of  three  tucks  and 
bands  of  lace  insertion,  entre  deux,  at 
the  skirt  bottom,  a  blouse  of  lace  and 
tucks  with  a  lace-edged  Dutch  neck,  and 
•  a  yellow  satin-draped  girdle.  A  pale 
blue  silk  muslin  skirt  had  three  deep 
tucks  and  a  front  panel  of  elaborately 
embroidered  self-colored  chiffon  satin, 
while  its  fancy  white  net  blouse  had  an 
embroidered  chiffon  satin  plastron  and 
plain  satin  girdle.  A  rose  silk  muslin 
skirt  had  a  hand-embroidered  four-inch 
band  above  three  deep  tucks  and  a  wide 
hem,  and  Is  shirred  four  inches  below 
the  belt.  Its  draped  blouse  is  trimmed 
with  fancy  lace,  has  short  puffed  sleeves 
and  a   rose  chiffon  satin  girdle. 

Dresden  embroidery  relieves  the  tuck 
and  lace  border  of  a  white  moussellne 
shirred  skirt  which  had  an  embroidered 
net  baby  blouse,  a  lace  yoke,  puffed 
moussellne  elbow  sleeves  and  a  white 
taffeta  girdle.  A  similar  frock  is  mount- 
ed on  Dresden  silk,  and  one  of  maize  net 
had  a  half-inch  side-plaited  skirt,  bor- 
dered with  graduated  rows  of  maize  chif- 
fon velvet,  and  a  baby  waist  with  chiffon 
velvet   trimming  and  girdle. 

Exceedingly^  smart    are   the    three-quar- 
ters,  loose  school  and  traveling  coats  of 
smooth-faced  cloths,  cheviots  and  tweeds, 
on  which  large  buttons  are  prominent,  as 
1  to  the  case  of  a  wide-checked  black  and 


"With  the  ■Inipliclty  of  reigning 
modes  It  seems  quite  the  right  thing  to 
l)e  wearing  the  military  cape  for  evening 
again,  it  is  a  graceful  garment,  adding 
height  to  the  small  of  stature  and  grace 
and  dignity  to  the  stately.  Unlike  many 
garments  it  Is  becoming  to  women  of  nil 
ages,  from  the  debutante  to  the  grand- 
mother. The  new  model  Is  almost  to  the 
hem  of  the  dress  and  very  full.  It  Is 
singularly  plain,  sometimes  being  finished 
with  only  a  heavy  cord  at  the  neck.  This 
for  the  reason,  doubtless,  that  one  Is 
supposed  to  wear  some  sort  of  a  fancy 
fur  or  feather  neckpiece  for  warmth  and 
ornament.  They  are  usually  made  of 
cloth,  though  satin  Is  very  effective,  and 
being  a  fashionable  fabric  Just  now  is 
often  seet    in   these  capes. 

Those  of  as  who  have  thought  velvet 
and  velveteens  were  not  good  style  this 
season  and  accordingly  purchased  hand- 
some cloth  suits  for  dressy  wear,  are 
doomed  to  disappointment.  Pile  fabrics 
needed  only  the  impetus  of  cold  weather 
to  bring  them  out,  and  now  since  winter 
has  really  set  In,  any  number  of  hand- 
some costumes  In  both  these  fabrics  are 
to  be  seen  In  those  vicinities   which   the

China  and  Jap  silk  shirtwiilsts  art 
coming  in  again.  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  when  the  shirtwaist  first  be- 
came the  fashion  soft  wash  silk  models 
were  popular.  And  this  was  at  the  same 
time  when  front  frills  and  ruffle  e<lgs 
collars  and  cuffs  were  In;  the  front  frills 
and  tiny  ruffles  are  here  again,  so  ths 
wash  slik  waist  has  come.  too.  It  Is  to 
colors  as  well  as  white  and  made  very 
much  like  the  first  silk  waists.  Tucks  or 
pleats  In  the  front  and  back,  and  collar 
and  cuffs  and  front  pleats  edged  with  a 
tiny  ruffle  or  pleating  of  the  silk.

(Mrs.  Al'-xander  Van  Alstyne)  U  to 
live  to  write  songs  in  her  103rd 
year.  That  was  the  age  attained  by 
her  favorite  grandmother,  and  Miss 
Crosby  believes  that  S')metime  during 
the  next  fifteen  years  she  will  write 
her  best  hymn.  To  date  she  has 
composed  more  spirtiual  songs  than 
any  other  person,  living  or  dead, 
except  John  Wesley.  His  record  was 
8,000;  Miss  t-'rosby  is  now  about 
2000    behind    the   great    Methodist. 

'  Miss    Crosby    de.  lares    that    she    ac- 
quired   the    knack    of    making    words 
flow     rhythmically    by    taking    lessons 
during    her   childhood   years   from    the 
musical    little    stream    that    flowed    by 
her    home.      From    the    time    she    en- 
tered   the    New     York    institution    for 
the    blind,     at    the    age    of    15.    until 
she    was    45.    she   wrote   secular   songs

W.      D-      Bradbury,      a      publisher      of 
sacretl    music,    she   turned    Iq   religious 
sbng.s.     and     this    has    been     her    field 
ever    since.

He,  to«5,  is  the  author  of  a  mathe- 
matical treatise,  wiiich  he  wrote 
a  stud.^nt  at  Munich,  and  which  that 
university  has  adopted  as  a  standar-l. 
He  went  abroad  after  graduating  from 
the  University  of  California,  and  tak- 
ing a  pist-graduate  cour.^te  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago.  He  was  only  j!) 
when  he  graduated  from  v'aiif  ornia 
and  his  mthematica!  and  other  stu- 
dent feats  caused  him  to  be  known  on 
the  coast  as  "the  brilliant  blind  stu 
dent."  He  went  through  college  on  Lli3 
money  he  made  as  a  coach. 

Unlike  most  blind  persons.  Dr.  PeiTy 
walks  neither  with  a  cane  nor  an  at- 
tendant. He  moves  about  in  a  crowd- 
ed street  as  ea.sily  as  Herreshoff  does 
on  the  deck  of  a  yacht  plunging  in  a 
frothy  sea.  So  far  he  has  never  met 
with  an  accident,  because,  he  says,  ho 


can  tell  something  about  the  size  of 
objects  he  approaches  by  the  sound  of 
his  footfall,  and  governs  himself  ac- 
cordingly. 

As  a  student  in  California,  he  got 
his  recreation  by  riding  a  bicycle.  On 
the.se  trips  he  was  accompanied  by  a 
friend,  who  rode  ahead  a  little  way 
and  signakd  with  his  bell  when  Vt- 
hicles  were  approaclilng.

phecy concerning  what  has  proved 
the  most  successful  of 
the  penny  post. 

"We  are  a  good  deal  surprised  to 
And  the  Spectator,  whieh  generally  sees 
through  quackery,  and  Is  above  giving 
countenance  to  mere  ministerial  cant 
and  humbug,  writing  of  this  penny  pre- 
posterousness  as  If  there  were  rt-ally 
something  In  It  deserving  of  public  es- 

Last  vear  (1905-6)  the  post  office  deliv- 
ered 2."707.200.00t>  letters.  1i.S,<W<>.<jC0  post- 
cards, and  1,077,1100.000  newspapers,  book- 
packets,  circulars  and  samples,  all  be- 
cause this  "penny  preposterousness" 
was  Just  what  the  country  wanted. 

The  telegraph  was  regarded  by  many 
people  with  the  same  .scorn.  How  could 
any  one  possibly  communicate  Instantly 
with  a  person  one  thousand,  or  even  one 
luimlred.  miles  away?  they  asked.  It 
was  all  moonshine,  .iust  a  waste  of  pub- 
lic money!  How.  chagrined  these  folk 
must  be  now.  If  any  of  them  are  still 
living.  We  have  12.iW7  telegraph  offices 
In  the  country,  using  81,35*6  Instruments, 
with  a  length  of  wire  that  would  reach 
to  the  moon  and  back— 5S.s,ltJ4  miles.. and 
a  working  staff  of  192,454  men.  women 
and  boys.  The  number  of  home  and  for- 
eign iiies.«ages  transmitted  last  yeaf 
was  y2.i".-5,17ij. 

The  Idea  of  driving  ships  by  steam 
was  lauglied  at  in  the  same  way.  No 
one.  It  was  said,  would  risk  his  life  on 
a  ship  that  might  be  blown  to  atoms  In 
mid-ocf  ;in  by  a  bursting  boiler.  But  the 
most  surprising  prophec.v  on  this  sub- 
ject was  made  by  no  less  an  authority 
than  a  member  of  the  Royal  society.  He 
warned  the  inventors  that  the  coal  re- 
quired for  fuel  would  sink  the  ship. 
England  alone  now  owns  close  on  11,()00 
steamships,  with  a  capacity  of  nearly 
]tl,uou,0<>(i  tons.  So  much  for  the  fore- 
knowledge of  the  Royal  society  mem- 
ber. 

There  are  many  still  living  who  re- 
member when  Georfge  Francis  Train 
came  over  here  from  America,  and  pro- 
posed to  run  tramways  In  the  streets. 
The  idea  now  seems  simple  enough.  In- 
deed, the  wonder  is  that  the  world  last- 
ed so  long  without  discovering  it.  But 
Train  was  held  up  to  ridicule,  and  only 
bv  the  gre.itest  perseverance  did  he 
succeed  in  getting  a  trial  for  his  Inven- 
tion. Even  then  the  country  was  very 
slow  to  take  It  up.  But  now  our  2,200 
miles  of  tramways  are  far  less  than  we 
could   do   with. 

When  tht-  tramways  proved  a  success, 
however,  another  extraordinarv  ml.-cal- 
culatlon  was  made.  Writing  of  London, 
the  Times  prophi'sled  that  in  a  few 
years'  time  the  omnibus  would  disappear, 
and  even  that  London  |nHtltuti<m,  the 
cab.  would  cease  to  be  used  to  any  ex- 
tent. "Who  will  suffer  the  jolting  and 
churning  of  an  omnibus  ride,"  asked 
the  Times  leader  writer,  "when  he  can 
travel  with  ease  and  comfort  In  the 
smttoth-running  tramway  car?'  But,  so 
far  from  disappearing,  the  omnibuses  still 
flourish. 

A  curir)us  prophecy  on  lighting  by  elec- 
tricity, made  in  1S79.  Is  remarkable  be- 
cause It  came  from  a  commission  appoint- 
ed by  parliament,  which  consisted  of 
some  of  our  ablest  men.  and  was  helped 
by  all  the  expert  knowledge  in  the  coun- 
try. In  those  davs  we  had  only  the  big 
arc  light,  which  is  still  u.sed  in  many  of 
our  streets  and  the  question  was— could 
this  big  light  ever  be  divided  up  so  that 
We  could  use  it  In  our  hou.ses?  Quite  im- 
possible, said  the  wisp  commls.sion.  In 
a  parliamentary  blue  book  their  opinion  Is 
published.  ^  ^    , 

•'Although  electricity  can  be  used  for 
lights  of  great  power.  Its  economical  sub- 
division is  impossible.  Its  use  in  small 
lights  for  domestic  purposes  Is  the  dream 
of  the  visionary  and  the  enthusiast." 

But.  as  with  the  tramways,  so,  when 
electrical  lighting  proved  a  practical  suc- 
cess the  prophets  set  to  work  again. 
This  is  to  be  the  only  light  of  the  future, 
they  vowed.  Gas  will  disjippear,  and  the 
shareholders  will  suffer  the  loss  of  all 
their  Investments.  Well,  on  the  con- 
trarv,  electricity  Is  giving  way  to  the  In- 
candescent gaslight,  and  more  gas 
manufactured  and  consumed  now 
ever   before.

The  annual  report  of  the  building 
inspector,  issued  this  week,  shows  that 
during  1907  permits  were  issued  for 
improvements  aggregating  in  cost 
$2,227,949,  which  is  about  $600  less 
than  the  valuations  of  the  1906  im- 
provements.

This  house  is  of  unique  and  artistic 
design  and  will  prove  an  interesting 
study  to  people  with  original  ideas  of 
home  planning.  The  exterior  design 
is  one  of  strong  characteristics  and 
good  taste.  The  effect  created  is  en- 
tirely homelike  and  comfortable  and 
should  appeal  to  one  desiring  a  home 
of  true  domestic  quality.  The  ar-^ 
rangement  of  the  interior  is  a  depar- 
ture from  the  ordinary,  yet  thorough- 
ly practical  and  most  convenient. 

The  veranda  is  well  situated  and  is 
designed  with  a  view  of  being  in- 
closed with  glas.s  during  the  cold 
months.  From  the  veranda  the  en- 
trance is  through  French  casement 
windows  into  the  living  room.  The 
dining  room  is  lighted  by  French  case- 
ment windows,  also  opening  out  to  the 
veranda. 

The    large,    attractive    living    room

Despite  the  protests  of  owners  of 
nearly  300  lot.s.  as.soK.sed  for  the 
work,  the  board  of  public  v.ori* 
ye.sterday  approved  the  assessment  of 
uppro.iimately  $13,000  for  ih.-  trunk 
sewer  on  Elinor  street.  Grand  ave- 
nue and  Forty-ninth  avenue  west  to 
the  bay  shore.  The  sewer  will  be 
a  trunk  outlet  and  was  ordered  by 
the  council,  without  petition  from 
the  property-holders,  an  ordinance 
relative  to  trunk  .sewers,  authoriz- 
ing .such  action.  The  a.ssessnient 
is  laid  against  all  lots,  which  will  be 
benefited  by  the  outlet  for  lateral 
sewers   to   be   constructed   later. 

Although  recognizing  the  value  of 
the  trunk  sewer  in  Forty-ninth  ave- 
nue, the  property-holders  petitioned 
the  council  to  hold  up  the  work  for 
a  year  or  so,  on  account  of  the 
financial  stringency  and  the  fact 
that  the  improvement  was  not  pre.ss- 
ing  at  the  present  time.  The  coun- 
cil held  up  the  confirmation  for 
three  weeks,  but  the  board  took 
action  yesterday.  There  is  talk 
among  some  of  the  property-owner:* 
of  an  appeal  from  the  assessment, 
but  they  have  not  yet  decided  on  a 
cour.se  of  action. 


The  year  1907  witnessed  a  lar^e  in- 
crease in  the  business  of  the  probate 
court  of  this  county.  Not  only  was 
there  a  consideraWti  increase  in  the 
number  of  insane  cases  that  came  be- 
fore the  court  for  examination  and  dis- 
ixjsal,  but  there  was  a  general  increase 
along  all  lines  relating  lo  the  settle- 
ment of  estates. 

The  records  of  the  probate  court, 
which  were  available  this  afternoon, 
showed  that  in  1907  there  were  119  in- 
formations of  iii:>anity  liled.  Of  these 
eighty-one  wt^re  tiled  against  males  and 
thirty-eig'ht  against  females.  Theso. 
iiiatisiics  rather  lend  to  show  that  la.si 
year,  at  least,  there  was  more  insanity 
among  the  men  than  among  the  wom- 
en in  St.  Liouis  county.  Tihere  have  be^?n 
years  when  ulio  conditions  were  re- 
versed. 

(Jf  the  insane  informations,  ten  were 
withdrawn  by  relatives  or  friends,  and 
the  patients  were  carcil  for  without  ex- 
peii.s.j  to  the  county.  Ninety  cases  re- 
sulted in  oommitments  to  the  state 
asylum  at  Fergus  ,Falls.  Eighteen  of 
the  patients  were  discharged,  as  the 
examination  by  a  board  of  physioians 
fchowed  that  they  were  sane.,  it  raised 
a  doubt  as  to  their  allc^ged  insanity. 

During  tihe  year  three  patients  were 
sent  to  the  detention  hospital  at  St. 
Luke's  for  treatment.  Six  non-residents 
of  the  state  were  examined  as  to  thclT 
sanity  and,  by  order  of  the  slate  board 
of  0011  trol,  wer«  sent  to  the  asylum  at 
Fergus  FaH.s,  at  the  county's  expense. 

The  files  Jn  the  pix)balc  court  have 
now  passed  the  r«,4uo  mark.  During  the 
past  year  tht?re  we>er  5tK)  new  cases 
opened  in  the  court,  not  taking  into 
.'iccounl  tho  several  hundred  cases  that 
came  up  from  tiinc  to  time  during  the 
year,  and  which  wer«  opened,  perhaps, 
several   years  a.2ro.

CURFEW'S  FORERUNNERS. 

Bells  a  Protection  From  Robberies 
and  Fire. 

The  curfew  bell,  which  nightly 
sends  children  scurrying  from  the 
streets  to  their  homes.  Is  a  bell  of  his- 
tory. In  Indianapolis  the  curfew 
"bell"  happens  to  be  a  whistle,  so  it  is 
spoken  of  chiefly  as  the  "curfew,"  but 
bell  or  whistle,  the  alarm  warns  chil- 
dren that  they  must  hie  to  their  par- 
ental roofs. 

The  ringing  of  curfew  bell  of  the 
olden  time,  of  which  the  bell  of  today 
Is  only  a  faint  reminder,  was  centuries 
ago  an  established  custom  not  only  In 
Great  Britain,  but  in  France,  Spain. 
Italy  and  most  of  continental  Europe, 
says  the  Indianapolis  News. 

In  those  old  times  there  was  noth- 
ing like  clocks  or  watches  among  the 
common  ppoi>le.  They  learned  to 
judge  roughly  of  the  time  of  day  by 
observation  of  the  sun,  but  to  know  the 
exact  hour  was  entirely  beyond  them. 
Implements  for  measuring  time  be- 
longed only  to  a  public  body,  an  In- 
stltutl<»n  or  to  .some  remarkable  per- 
son. This  led  to  the  Imparting  of  the 
time  of  day  by  ringing  a  bell  or  by 
blowing  a  horn. 

In  the  Middle  -Ages  a  large  part  of 
society  lived  by  plundering  and  cheat- 
ing. Owing  to  the  want  of  any  ef- 
fective police  there  was  no  safety  out 
of  doors  at  night.  Even  persons  who 
by  daylight  appeared  to  live  honestly 
sallied  forth  at  night  to  rob  and  mur- 
der. It  was  attempted,  in  towns  es- 
pecially, to  meet  this  evil  by  making 
it  a  criminal  offense  to  be  found  out 
of  doors  after  a  certain  hour. 

A  .system  of  this  kind  prevailed  in 
the  Southern  states  of  this  country 
preceding  the  Civil  war  and  the  slave 
found  out  at  night  was  compelled  to 
show  a  pa.ss  from  his  master,  giving 
him  such  privilege;  otherwl.so  he  was 
taken  In  custody  and  placed  In  the 
lock-up  or  calaboo.se. 

In  the  olden  time,  as  otherwise  night 
wanderers  might  plead  ignorance.  It 
\v;is  ordered  that  the  houi'  should  be 
publicly  sounded  generally  by  the 
town  bell,  and  when  that  was  heard 
people  were  compelled  to  shut  the 
doors  of  their  houses,  put  out  their 
fires  and  go  to  bed.  Th«>se  who  were 
out  of  bed  after  the  sounding  of  the 
bell  were  liable  to  severe  punishment 
This  was  certainly  an  effiracloua  way 
of  clearing  the  streets.  This  rule,  of 
course,  was  fre(iuently  broken  by  oc- 
casions of  public  revelry,  and  such 
masfjues  as  tho.se  mentioned  In  the 
"Mer<-hant  of  Venice,"  where  Chris- 
tian fools  In  varnished  faces"  made 
night  hideous  with  their  exceslve  hi- 
larity. 

The  bell  sounded  for  the  purpo.se 
of  .sending  f<»lks  to  bed  was  in  Franca 
popularly  caled  the  oouvre-feu,  or  cov- 
er-fire. Something  of  the  same  kind, 
tradition  snygi,  exi.sted  In  England  as 
far  back  as  the  time  of  the  .Saxon 
King  Alfred,  but  the  couvre-feu  or 
curfew    as    It    came    to    be    called,    was

It  was  apparently  a  mnnldpnl  and 
not  a  state  institution  ancl  the  utility 
of  a  general  covering  of  fires  at  a 
reas(mable  hour  in  that  time  wa.s  ob- 
vious as  In  those  days  most  of  th.- 
liouses  were  of  w<»od  and  poorly  con- 
structed. 

The  curfew  bell  was  u.sed  In  tho 
monastic  establishments  as  well  as  in 
the  towns.  In  many  places  the  cur- 
few was  souinled  as  early  as  7  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  for  ordinary  peoph; 
w«'nt  to  \>vd  very  early  and  ro.se  be- 
fore daybreak.  In  course  of  time  7 
o'clock  came  to  have  b.-en  thought  an 
inconveniently  early  hour,  and  It  wa.s 
moved  onward  to  s  o'clock.  In  En- 
gland In  many  places,  while  this  con- 
tinued to  be  the  common  hour.  It  was 
ailvanced  to  9  o'clock  when  the  cities 
caine  to  be  guarded  by  an  organized 
body  of  night  guardians.

All  records  for  hazardous  feats  inpon 
skis  were  surpassed  yesterday  when 
John  Rugg  turned  a  compJete  aomer- 
eault  In  the  air  during  the  course  of  a 
60-foot  jump  at  the  slide  of  the  Duluth 

Ski  club. 

Mr.  Rugg  was  at  the  slide  yesterday 
with  some  of  his  friends.  He  had  l)een 
practising  the  perilous  fea.t  for  some 
tJme.  Yf'sterday  was  the  tirst  time  he 
really  succeeded  in  accomplishing  it. 

Startiag  at  the  top  of  the  big  -slide, 

he  struck  the  Jump,  and  shot   through 

the  air   with   the   velocity  of  a  cannon 

-l>aU.     Suddenly  he  gave  a  twist  to  his 


body  and  turned  in  the  air.  His  skis 
shot  above  his  head,  trembled  for  a 
moment  In  their  inverted  i»sition.  and 
then  slowly  turned  earthwards.  Rugg 
struck  feet  foremost  all  right,  and  k'-pt 
his  balance,  despite  the  length  of  his 
jump  and  the  difficult  feat  he  had  ac- 
complished In  addition. 

Nothing  like  Mr.  Rugg's  feat  is 
know  to  have  been  accomplished  be- 
fore. It  is  believed  by  the  members 
of  the  club  that  Mr.  Rugg  is  tlie  first 
nian  to  attempt  this  circus-like,  acro- 
liatic  feat.  It  has  several  highly  ad- 
vertised feats  of  the  hounding  wire 
beaten   to  death,  as  far  as  dare  devil 


spectacular  work  goes,  declare  all  those 
who  witnessed  the  long  jump  somer- 
sault. 

If  Kugg  should  happen  to  land  on  the 
back  of  his  cranium,  instead  of  strik- 
ing upon  his  skis,  the  result  of  his  act 
might  be  fatal.  He  alighted  at  a  dis- 
tance of  over  thirty  feet  from  where 
he  gave  the  twist  to  his  body,  so  that 
his  huge  revolution  covered  some  apace. 

Rugg  says  that  the  feat  is  exhilarat- 
ing, to  say  the  least.

LOCKED  OUT 
IJNIOJ^  MEN 

Ministers  Excluded  Them 
From  Meeting  Address- 
ed by  D.EWoodi)ridge. 

Men  Will   Have   Thtiir 

Innings  at  Next 

Session. 


When  the  members  of  the  Duluth 
Ministerial  association  gathered  this 
morning  at  the  public  library  to  hear 
Dwight  E.  Woodbriugfe  deliver  an  ad- 
dress un  "The  Open  Shop,"  they  found 
themselves  the  embarassed  hosts  of  a 
number  of  labor  leaders,  and  some 
contiactors  who  are  prominent  in  the 
light  for   the  o;-en   shop. 

Like  the  man  in  the  song,  the 
preachers  didn  t  know  exactly   wnai  to 

do.  , . 

In  view  of  the  character  of  his  audi- 
ence, Mr.  Woodbridge  was  loath  to 
give  his  address  and  had  no  hesitancy 
in  communicating  the  fact  of  his  un- 
willingness to  the  ministers.  They  had 
asked  him  to  deliver  an  address  to 
them  not  to  a  number  of  trades  union 
men  "and  he  disliked  to  provoke  argu 
ments,  not  to  say  debates, 
meeting.  .     , 

Indeed,    the    session    promised 
very    interesting.  ,   •      ,     .. 

The  preachers  finally  explained  to 
the  trades  unionists  and  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  other  side  of  the  con- 
troversy, the  contractors,  that  it  was 
not  their  intention  to  take  sides  in  any 
movement  against  union  labor,  nor 
was  it  their  intention  on  this  parii- 
cuiar  occasion  to  conduct  an  open 
meeting  or  a  debating  society  session. 

They  explained  that  today  they  pro- 
posed to  have  Mr.  Woodbridge.  who 
is  managing  the  open  shop  campaign 
for  the  contractors  tell  them  someanng 
about  the  situation  and  that  at  their 
next  meeting  a  trades  union  man 
would    be    invited    to    do      the      same 

Tne  point  of  their  explanation,  how- 
ever was  a  request  that  all  persons 
with  the  exce.ption  of  bona  ftde  minis- 
ters of  the  gosi>el  leave  the  room,  the 
speaker  of  the  ooca^sion  being  excepted. 
Not  being  abJe  to  qualify  as  sky  pilots, 
th«  labor  leaders  and  the  contractors 
filed  out,  and  the  pastors  proceeded  to 
lock  themselves  in.  after  appointing 
Rev  Baxter  Waters  inside  sentry  and 
keeper  of  locks  and  seaJs.  _ 

To  the  purelv  ministerial  gathering, 
<Ir  Woodbridge  delivered  a  saie  and 
sane  talk,  giving  his  ideas  about  the 
open  shop,  about  trades'  unions  and 
other  things. 

He  did  not  decrj-  trades'  unions,  ac- 
cording to  one  ot  the  ministers  who 
heaxd-for  r<iH>rters  were  excluded- 
but  said  he  was  in  favor  of  them  to  a 
ccnsideirablo  extent.  He  did  think, 
however,  that  they  were  wrong  in  in- 
sisting upon  the  closed  shop,  someUnng 
he  describt-d  as  a  menace  to  the  liberty 
of  American  labor. 

He  said  the  uxnons  were  too  tyran- 
nical in  some  of  their  demands;  that 
they  did  not  pennit  enough  apprenUces 
in  their  ranks,  and  that  many  of  them 
wanted  higher  wages  than  they  were 
entitled  to.  Mentioning  plumbers,  he 
«aid  he  doubted  whether  they  were  en- 
titled to  $5  a  day,  when  they  could 
probably  work  3W  days  out  of  the 
year  when  sc-nool  teachers  and  other 
workers— a  little  more  skilled,  perhaps 
— receivetl  verj,-  much  less.     ^       ^     . 

Mr  Woodbridge  declared  that  he  be- 
lieved in  a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair 
day's  work,  and  that  the  unionists 
should  raise  no  objections  to  working 
alongside'  a  man  who  did  not  belong. 

He  was  heard  throughout  with  great 
interest.  The  preachers  were  attentive 
listeners  and.,  when  he  had  finished, 
plied  him  with  questions. 

The  attendance  was  the  iarge.st  ever 
recorded  at  a  meeting  of  the  Minister- 
ial association.  .

ent  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  canals,  based  on  the 
prices  of  material,  supplies  and  labor  when  the  estimate 
was  made." 

In  effect,  the  court  declared  that  a  franchise  is  merely 
a  privilege,  and  that  it  cannot  be  given  a  value  upon 
which  dividends  can  be  demanded. 

The  New  York  court,  however,  has  hell  that  a  fran- 
chise is  property,  and  it  declared  the  8o-cent  gas  bill  un- 
constitutional because  the  charge  fixed  by  the  law  would 
not  return  proper  dividends  upon  the  capitalization  of 
the  gas  company,  a  capitalization  which  included  not 
only  the  franchise,  but  other  property  not  '-actually 
u.sed"  in  the  manufacture  of  gas. 

If  the  New  York  court  is  right,  attempts  to  regulate 
rates  will  be  futile.  If  the  supreme  court  is  right  in  the 
Stanislaus  case,  rates  can  be  made  reasonable  by  public 
regulation. 


DEPOSIT  INSURANCE  SPREADING. 

Government  msurance  of  bank  deposits  is  not  so  far 
off  as  you  might  think,  even  in  the  gloom  cast  by  the 
congressional  frown  upon  the  scheme. 

It  is  coming  much  quicker  than  those  who  had  e.x- 
pe.-ted  it  to  come  from  congress  had  dared  to  hope 
foi.  It  has  come  already  in  one  state,  and  that  means 
thjit  it  will  spread  very  quickly. 

It  is  very  clear  that  it  must  spread,  because  its 
very  nature  is  such  that  it  cannot  help  spreading.  Once 
started,  it  cannot  be  stopp^. 

Here  is  how  it  will  spread  and  how  it  is  spreading: 

Before  the  passage  of  the  Oklahoma  banking  laws, 
wl^ich  provide  for  a  state  guaranty  fund  acquired  by  as- 
sessing the  banks  protected  by  it,  the  people  of  Okla- 
homa were  rather  distrustful  of  some  of  the  Oklahoma 
banks,  so  they  carried  deposits  in  Wichita  and  other 
Ks.nsas  towns  along  the  southern  border. 

Since  the  new  law  was  passed,  these  deposits  are 
be  ng  rapidly  withdrawn  and  put  into  Oklahoma  banks, 
where  the  depositors  feel  that  they  are  safe  because  of 
th.i  protection  that  has  been  thrown  about  them  by 
strict  regulation  of  the  banking  business  and  by  the 
de;>osit  guaranty  fund. 

But  that  means  that  the  Kansas  banks  are  losing 
th.fse  deposits.  It  also  means  that  many  depositors  in 
tht!  southern  tier  of  Kansas  counties  will  take  advantage 
of  the  a>surances  of  safety  held  out  by  the  Oklahoma 
laus,  and  that  their  deposits  will  follow  those  of  the 
Oklahomans  v.  ho  are  moving  their  money  back  into  their 

own  state. 

This  is  why  the  bankers  of  Kansas  are  clamoring  for 
a  Kansas  law  guaranteeing  bank  deposits.  Two  years 
ago  they  were  almost  imanimously  against  the  scheme, 
and  now  they  are  so  anxious  for  it  that  they  would  like 
to  see  a  special  session  of  the   Kansas  legislature   take 

it  up. 

In  these  circumstances,  a  Kansas  guaranty  law  cannot 
be  long  delayed.  If  Kansas  has  such  a  law,  it  means  that 
Kinsas  banks  will  draw  a  good  deal  of  money  from  Mis- 
souri, and  already  it  is  stated  that  the  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
bankers  are  beginning  to  fear  that  their  deposits  will 
suffer  from  withdrawals  in  favor  of  Kansas  banks  just 
o\er  the  state  line.  That  would  drive  Missouri  to  the 
adoption  of  a  guaranty  law;  that  in  turn  would  force 
II  inois.  .Arkansas  and  Iowa  into  line;  and  Iowa's  action 
would  compel   Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  to  follow  suit. 

In  short,  it  looks  very  much  as  though  the  plan  were 
going  to  work  out  very  nicely.  When  it  becomes  evi- 
dent that  the  spread  is  inevitable,  most  of  the  states 
will  anticipate  necessity  by  providing  state  guaranty  laws 
at   the  earliest  sessions  of  their  legislature. 

And  finally,  when  it  becomes  evident  to  the  national 
bankers  that  the  states  are  generally  providing  the  state 
banks  with  this  assurance  of  the  safety  of  deposits,  they 
will  lose  no  time  in  calling  upon  congress  to  provide  a 
federal  system  of  guaranty  of  deposits  that  will  cover 
tlie  national  banks. 


NOT  GUILTY. 

The  jury  empanelled  to  try  George  H.  Pettibone  of 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  on  a  charge  of  being 
a  party  to  the  murder  of  ex-Governor  Steunenberg  of 
Idaho,  rendered  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  Saturday. 

William  D.  Haywood  had  already  been  acquitted  of 
the  same  charge,  and  the  state  has  dismissed  the  pending 
case  against  Charles  H.  Moyer.  the  president  of  the 
Federation. 

This  leaves  only  Harry  Orchard  and  Jack  Simpkins 
to  be  disposed  of.  The  latter,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
executive  board  of  the  Federation,  is  a  fugitive  from  jus- 
tice. Orchard,  who  confessed  to  a  voluminous  and  ap- 
palling list  of  crimes,  and  who  implicated  the  other  de- 
fendants with  himself,  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  state. 

The  acquittal  of  these  men  is  not  surprising.  The 
story  told  by  Orchard  was  so  incredible,  and  his  char- 
acter was  so  blackened  by  his  own  relation,  that  even 
men  who  may  have  believed  that  there  was  some  truth  to 
it  would  hesitate  to  condemn  any  man  to  death  on  such 
testimony.  It  is  presumed  that  some  hope  had  been  held 
out  by  the  state  to  Orchard  in  consideration  of  his  con- 
fession, though  this  is  denied.  His  confession,  though  it 
did  not  suffice  to  convince  the  other  accused  persons,  fur- 
nishes ample  ground  for  hanging  him  several  times  over. 

The  outcome  of  the  case  leaves  the  outside  public 
about  where  it  began:  in  the  belief  that  the  labor  troubles 
in  Colorado  and  Idaho  formed  a  very  nasty  mess,  with 
altogether  too  much  guilt  on  both  sides. 

Haywood  alid  Pettibone,  having  been  acquitted  upon 
trial,  must  be  legally  presumed  to  be  innocent,  and  the 
same  thing  is  true  of  Moyer,  whose  trial,  if  it  had  pro- 
ceeded, would  undoubtedly  have  had  the  same  result. 
Yet  the  Federation  and  the  Mine  Owners'  association 
both  stand  convicted  in  the  minds  of  the  public  of  having 
gone  beyond  the  bounds  of  law  and  order  to  accomplish 
their  ends.

REORGANIZING  THE  MILITIA. 

The  Dick  bill,  the  national  law  for  the  organization 
and  maintenance  of  state  militia,  was  to  have  become 
effective  Jan.  2i,  1908,  when  the  state  militia  was 
expected  to  be  officered  and  manned  in  accordance 
with  its  provisions  and  to  receive  additional  aid  from 
the  government.  However,  few  or  none  of  the  states 
are  ready,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  introduce  a  new 
bill  postponing  the  time  when  the  law  goes  into  effect 
for  two  years  more. 

There  appears  to  be  a  disposition  in  many  quarters 
to  criticise  the  militia  of  the  various  states  for  failing 
{o  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  time,  on  the 
ground  that  it  indicates  a  lack  of  proper  interest,  which 
fails  to  justify  the  objects  of  those  who  are  respon- 
sible for  the  Dick  law. 

According  to  members  of  the  Minnesota  national 
guard,  however,  the  fault  is  not  with  the  states,  but 
with  the  war  department,  which  did  not  issue  its  orders 
providing  in  detail  just  what  is  expected  of  the  states 
until  four  months  ago.  This  did  not  give  time  enough 
in  which  to  reorganize  the  state  troops,  especially  as  in 
most  cases  the  reorganization  required  is  radic:.!  indeed. 
The  object  of  the  Dick  law  is  to  put  the  state  troops 
on  the  same  plan  of  organization  as  the  federal  troops. 
This  is  proper,  of  course,  because  in  the  event  of  war 
much  valuable  time  would  be  wasted,  after  the  state 
troops  are  called  into  service,  in  readjusting  their  organ- 
ization to  make  it  conform  to  national  requirements. 
The  Dick  law  was  intended  to  bring  about  this  reorgan- 
ization in  a  time  of  peace,  so  that  in  the  event  that 
necessity  called  the  state  troops  into  the  service  of  the 
federal  government,  they   would  be   ready  for  use. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  war  department  delayed 
the  publication  of  its  orders  so  long,  criticism  of  the 
unpreparedness  of  the  state  troops  is  unwarranted.  It 
was  not  to  be  expected  that  the  state  troops  could  be  re- 
organized before  the  war  department  had  informed  the 
state  authorities  just  what  was  required  of  them,  and  to 
give  the  states  only  four  months  in  which  to  accomplish 
the  task  set  for  them  is  unreasonable. 

The  bill  which  Senator  Dick  of  Ohio  has  introduced 
postponing  the  operation  of  the  law  for  two  years 
should  be  adopted  by  congress.  The  measure  is  very 
important,  for  the  time  to  put  the  state  troops  in  such 
condition  that  they  \vill  be  ready  for  service  when  called 
upon  is  now,  when  peace  prevails,  and  not  after  war  has 


vrhether   it   is   merely   a   license    to   do   business,   like   a 
liquor  license  or  a  peddler's  license. 

The  .\'ew  York  World  shows  that  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States  has  already  decided  that  question, 
and  the  decision  is  encouraging  to  those  who  hope  to  see 
the  government,  state  and  national,  regulating  the 
charges  of  public  service  corporations  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  people. 

Jan.  18,  1904.  the  supreme  court  handed  down  a  deci- 
sion in  the  Stanislaus  irrigation  case,  which  seems  to  be 
larallel  with  the  New  York  gas  case.  The  San  Joaquin 
Irrigation  company  was  incorporated  in  California  in 
1871  luuler  an  act  of  the  state  legislature  passed  in  1853 
and  amended  in  i86j,  which  allowed  irrigation  companies 
to  charge  certain  rates.  In  1885  the  legislature  passed  a 
law  giving  boards  of  supervisors  power  to  reduce  water 
lates.  Under  this  authority  the  supervisors  of  Stanislaus 
county,  Cal..  appraised  the  value  of  the  irrigation  com- 
|.auy's  investment  at  $337.ooo,  and  reduced  the  rates  to 
provide  a  fair  income  on  that  valuation.  The  company 
tlaimed  that  it  had  actually  invested  $971,114;  that  the 
reduced  rates  would  not  allow  it  a  profit  of  6  per  cent  on 
this  investment,  and  were,  therefore,  confiscatory. 

The  franchise  question  was  involved  in  the  case,  and 
Justice  Pcckham,  who  wrote  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
i.aid  that  "such  a  franchise  is  nothing  but  in  the  nature 
of  a  privilege."  The  act  of  incorporation  "was  not  in- 
tended to  form  a  contract,"  but  was  "the  statement  of 
the  then  pleasure  of  the  legislature,  to  so  remain  until 
liubsequently  altered  by  it."  The  court  furthermore  said: 
"It  is  not  confiscation,  nor  a  denial  of  the  equal  protec- 
tion of  the  laws,  nor  a  taking  of  property  without  due 
process  of  law,  to  fix  water  rates  so  as  to  give  an  income 
of  6  per  cent  upon  the  then  value  of  the  property  actually 
nsed  f<»r  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  as  provided  by 
law."    That  value  is  stated  by  the  court  to  be  "the  pres-

The  fact  that  deaths  from  the  "grippe" 
and  pneumonia  have  'oeen  on  the  increase 
since  Christmas  justifies  the  prediction 
that  "pronounced  increases  in  the  mor- 
tality from  pneumonia  and  influenza  may 
be  looked  for  if  tiie  present  unfavorable 
meteorologic  conditions  continue  much 
longer."

"It  is  therefore  timely  to  again  warn 
the  public  of  the  danger  of  neglecting

monia, influenza,  etc.,  live  ^n  the  open 
air  as  much  as  possible,  sleep  In  proper- 
ly ventilated  rooms,  do  not  attend  meet- 
ings In  illy  ventilated  nails,  do  not  ride 
In  hot  stuffy  street  or  steam  oars,  keep 
out  of'  drafts.'  avoid  excesses  in  eating 
and   drinking."

Mr.  ^_hanlef 
nay  'be  a  most  excell'^nt  gentleman  for 
all  we  know,  but  we  should  dislike  to  be- 
lieve ir  were  so  merely  because  he  is 
abundantly  ble.s.sed  with  this  worlds 
STOOds  No  man  whose  only  qualification 
is  a  '"'barT'  should  have  the  nomination 
for  »he  vice  presidency.  The  vice  presi- 
dent'should  be  looked  upon  as,  a  sort  of 
heir-apparent  to  the  presidency— as,  in- 
deed he  Us— and  he  should  be  a  ma^ 
whom  the  masses  would  approve  of.  en- 
tirely, as  president. 

We  believe  the  Democratic  party  could 
do  no  wiser  act  than  break  away  fnim 
the  old  idea  In  connection  with  the  vice 
president  and  the  "bar'l"  and  nomhiate  a 
full-sized  statesman  for  the  job.  The 
more  we  think  of  the  Johnson  Idea  the 
more  we  like  It.  Give  him  a  place  on 
tiie  Democratic  ticket  next  time.  Make 
him   Bryan's  running  mate. 

Let  the  party  be  done  with  th^  man 
with  the  'bar'l.'  "  He  never  carried  a 
campaign  to  victory.

Whatever  may  be  said  of  other  great  is-

GOATS  ATE 
AN  ISLAND 


Duluth  Visitor  From  Ne- 
braska Has  Tall  Story 
to  TcIL 

Angoras  Consumed  Pas- 
ture Land  and  Had 
to  Swim  Ashore.

J.  B.  Flotten  owns  a  herd  of  An- 
gora goats  that  onsumed  an  island. 

You  have  heard  of  ostriches  masti- 
cating ten-penny  nails,  cans  that  once 
contained  samples  of  Heinz's  fifty- 
seven  varieties,  bolts,  father's  old 
shoes  and  musty  cod  liver  oil.  whica 
laat  two  feats  is  going  3->me:  but  havo 
you  ever  heard  tell  of  goats  consum- 
ing an  island? 

Mr.  Flotten  lives  up  at  Kearney,  on 
the  Platte  river,  in  Nebraska.  He 
wears  a  Stetson  hat,  a  No.  10  boot, 
smokes  a  big  biaek  cigar  after  break- 
fast and  a  briar  pipe  after  that.  Ho 
iH  a  typical  specimen  of  the  men  wno 
have  ranches  on  the  Western  prairies. 
But  just  now  Mr.  Flotten  has  given 
UP  cattle.  He  has  retired  from  the  big 
«ame  of  cattle  raising  and  is  content- 
ing himself  with  running  a  smail 
ranch  and  watching  the  wonders  that 
the  zinc  lined  and  reinforced  digestive 
Hvsteni  of  th^se  goats  can  accomplish. 
Mr  Flotten  is  at  the  St.  Ivjuis  hotel 
and  says  "honest'  after  he  finish 3S 
telling   this   story. 

He  recently  purchased  a  herd  of 
fifty  gouts  and  placed  them  on  the 
uninhabited  little  island  near  hi^ 
ranch,  near  Kearney.  The  island  was 
covered  with  underbrush,  and  it  was 
for  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  land  of 
this  brush  that  Mr.  Flotten  placed  the 
Koats   there. 

The  island  is  about  twenty  miles 
from  the  Flotten  ranch,  so  that  after 
the  brush  assimilators  were  once  safe- 
ly installed  on  the  island  Mr.  Flotten 
did  not  take  the  trouble  to  visit  them 
more  than  at  least  once  a  month.      ■ 

He  visited  them  at  the  end  of  In© 
first  month  and  noticed  with  pleasure 
the     wonderful      progress      they      were 


making  In  the  clearing  of  the  thick' 
underbrush.  Th  jn  he  was  called  to 
Omaha  on  business  and  it  was  fully 
.six  weeks  before  he  saw  his  Angoras 
again.  He  was  still  greater  a^stonished 
at  the  progress  they  had  achieved  the 
next   tim^  he  saw  them. 

It  seems  that  the  island  that  wa.s — 
for    the    gentle    current    of    the    Platte 
now  washes  placidly  over  its  surface?— 
was    composed    of    a    mos.sy.    glucose 
kind  of  subsoil.     Into  this  soft  bed  of 
?arth  penetrated  the  wiry  roots  of  the 
bushes  and  other  plants  that  grew  .so 
abundantly  on  the   land      These  roots 
1  formed   a  sort  of  tie  that  bound,   like 
that  eternal  tie  of  affection,  etc..   that 
you  read  about  on  mottos  on  tha  wall. 
When  the  busy  angoras  began  to  ex- 
haust the  roots,  that  is  get  down  into 
the   mossy,   springy  subsoil,   the   exist- 
ence of  the  Island  began  to  be  threat- 
ened.    Then  the  goats  began   burrow- 
ing into  the  surface  of  the  island,  eat- 
ing greedily   of   the   soft,    mossy,   sue- 
culent,    gra.«-mixed    soil.      They    mu.st  j 
have  eaten  on  this  stone  age  diet  very  j 
nearly  all   of  the  six   weeks  that   Mr. 
Flotten    was    in    Omaha.       They    just 
kept  on  getting  nearer  to  nature  and 
the   tide    level    of   the    river   until    one 
day  they  had  to  .swim  for  the  shore. 

Mr.  Flotten  returned  from  Omaha, 
expecting  to  .see  the  isla.nd  cleared  of 
its  underbrush  and  foliage  of  various 
kinds,  but  was  mightily  taken  hack 
at  the  wonders  accomplished  by  the 
goats. 

He  thought  he  had  lost  his  bearings 
at  first.  He  got  out  an  old  plat  of  the 
river  and  began  to  look  up  his  bear- 
ings. There  could  be  no  mistake 
about  it;  the  goats  had  clean  devoured, 
assimilated  and  digested  that  pile  of 
brush  and  the  island  besides.  Mr. 
Flotten  was  slow  in  accepting  this,  for 
he  is  a  Republican  and  has  taken 
President  Roosevelt's  admonition 
about  nature  faking  sternly  to  heart. 
Yet  there  was  the  undoubted  fact,  for 
the  problem  could  be  proven  by  elim- 
ination. So.  Mr.  Flotten  had  his  flocjc 
of  island  destroyers  herded  back  to 
the  ranch  and  has  turned  them  loi^e 
on  the  big  broad  prairie,  where  their 
consuming  powers  can  have  full  sway.

When  the  representatives  of  the  R. 
L.  Polk  Directory  company  and  WiUiajn 
Kaiser,  the  broker,  arrived  at  their 
joint  office!?,  106  Palladio  building,  this 
morning,  a  scene  of  desolation  was 
presented  to  their  view.  The  interior 
of  the  office  looked  as  though  a  minia- 
ture cyclone  had  played  hide-and-seek 
between  the  desks  and  in  the  corners 
all  through  the  night.  Two  roll  top 
desks  were  tipped  over  and  their  tops 
forced  open;  another  was  still  stand- 
ing, but  the  rolling  cover  had  been 
rudely  shattered;  the  bottom  of  one 
of  the  desks  had  been  kicked  in,  papers 
were  scattered  around  in  confusion, 
and  no  inspection  was  necessary  lo 
determine  that  burglars  had  been  ui 
the  room. 

Nothing  was  missing,  as  far  as  can 
be  learned  today.  In  fact,  there  was 
little  ol  value  for  the  night  prowlers 
to  secure.  Mr.  Kaiser's  desk  was 
overturned  and  the  roll  top  had  been 
forced,  pulling  the  lock  out  of  its  act- 
ting.  The  papers  had  been  tossed 
about,  but  there  was  nothing  in  the 
desk  of  value  to  the  burglars  with  the_ 
exception  of  a  negotiable  check  for  $ij 
and  that  was  overlooked.  The  bottom 
of  one  of  the  drawers  was  kicked  In, 
but  there  was  nothing  there  for  the 
visitors    either. 

Both  of  the  other  desks  had  been 
treated  in  a  similar  manner  and  notiv 
ing  secured.  The  vault  had  not  been 
tampered  with,  its  strong:  door  repell- 
ing any  advances  th*  ourglars  might 
have  contemplated. 

Entrance  to  the  office  was  gained  by 
a  window  opening  on  the  roof  of  Ine 
barber  shop.  The  roof,  in  turn,  was 
gained  by  a  small  window  opening 
from  the  stairway  of  the  building,  be- 
tween the  basement  and  the  first 
lloor.  The  "job"  was  evidently 
pulled  off  by  novices,  for  to  all  ap- 
pearances they  didn't  know  the  nature 
of  the  office  in  which  they  found 
themselves,  pulled  things  around  at 
random  and  were  scared  off  by  their 
own  noise.  Some  of  the  barbers,  who 
happened  to  be  in  the  shop  last  night, 
heard  noise  overhead  about  9  o'clock, 
but  didn't  think  anything  of  it  at  the 
time.

The  jury  in  the  case  of  A.  W.  Holmes 
against  the  Red  Cliff  Lumber  company 
returned  a  seaJed  verdict  Saturday 
niglit,  which  was  opened  this  morning. 
The  vei"dict  gave  Mr.  Holmea  $10,750, 
the  full  ajnount  sued  for. 

The  action  was  brought  by  Mr. 
Holmes  to  recover  the  amount  claimed 
to  be  due  him  on  a  logging  c-ontract 
with  the  lumber  company.  During  the 
wintei-  of  1905-06  he  logged  on  the  north 
shore,  near  Grand  Marals.  He  claims 
that  under  his  agreement  with  the 
lumber  company  he  got  out  a  large 
quantity  of  Icigs,  and  that  there  was 
due  him  for  his  work  about  J14,000. 
against  which  was  an  offset  of  $4,000 
for  money  borrowed  from  the  company 
to  keep  up  operations.  A  mortgage  on 
the  logging  outfit  secured  the  loan. 
.Mr.  Holmes  claimed  that  under  ttie 
terms  of  the  agre-ement,  tJie  company 
was  to  take  the  $4,000  out  of  his  profits, 
cancel  the  mortgage  and  pay  him  the 
balance  of  about  $10,000. 

The  lumber  company  contended  that 
it  had  no  .such  agreement.  The  com- 
pany claimed  that  at  the  concluision 
of  tlie  contract,  Mr.  Holmes  had  noth- 
ing coming,  and  that  it  had  a  right  to 
foreclose  the  mortgage  on  his  logging 
outfit. 

Mr.  Holmes  won  the  replevin  action 
brought  a^-ainst  the  company  to  re- 
cover his  logging  outfit.  The  case  was 
on  trial  for  about  two  weeks,  and  thft 
jury  remained  out  over  two  nights  be- 
fore reaching  an  agreement.

Says  Church  Does  Little 

to  Better  Social 

Conditions. 

The  lack  of  unity  in  the  modern 
church  has  lamentably  weakened  its 
I>oweps  for  good,  and  its  strength  as  a 
ftkctor  in  the  redemption  of  society,  ac- 
cording to  Rev.  J.  A.  Lunriley.  pastor 
»f  the  Plymouth  Congregational  church, 
Tviio  delivered  an  adtlress  on  "The  PhU- 
ost^phy  of  the  Redemption  of  Society," 
before  the  members  of  the.  Questioai 
club,  at  the  public  library,  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Rev.  Mr.  Lamley  said  he  thought 
that  the  church  was  too  narrow,  too 
divided,  to  have  a  great  effect  for  good 
In  ihe  world.  "The  modem  church." 
said  he.  "is  s.hatt€red  into  fragment.s 
tnore  than  ever,  and  Its  efforts  are 
disseminated   and    made   futile  by   the 


fact  that  it  is  divided  up  into  countless 
denominations  and  sects. 

"The  greater  part  of  church  ortho- 
doxy is  bi'goted.  Its  theology  is  con- 
siderably miixed  with  mythology— it  is 
too  fuU  of  the  myths  of  the  devil  and 
hell." 

The  ."speaker  Rai<l  that  the  un favor, 
able  attitude  of  the  church  toward  the 
theater  and  other  pleasures  and  inno- 
cent pastimes  of  the  world  was  unjust 
and  disastrous. 

Mr.  Lumley  delivered  a  bitter  tirade, 
too,  against  the  vulgar  rich.  "Our 
vaunted  democracy,"  sadd  he,  "is  in 
the  grasp  of  a  corrupt  aristocracy,  and 
the  result  is  sickening.  We  see  in  it 
the  suffering  ajul  humility  of  the  lab- 
oring class,  the  hatred  of  capitalists 
that  this  suffering  inspires,  and  the  re. 
suiting  anarchy.  The  earth  has  been 
monopolized  by  the  capitalists,  and 
they  would  get  control  of  the  rest  of 
the  cosmic  universe,  if  they  could." 

Itev  Mr.  Lumley  suggested  brotherly 
love  as  a  balm  to  h€«.l  the  wounds  our 
present  social  conditions  have  brought 
out.

Washington,  Jan.  6— President  Roose- 
velt's  attitude  on   the  question  of  the 
command  of  the  hospital  ships  in  the 
navy    which  resulted  in  the  resignation 
of    Rear   Admiral    Willard    H.    Brown- 
son     and   on    the   controversies    in    the 
navy,  was  made  known  yesterday  when 
Secretary    Metcalf    gave    to    the    press 
two    letters    from    the    president,    ad- 
dressed  to  him  on  these  subjects.     In 
the  first,   Pre.srident  Roosevelt,   without 
mincing'  words,    condemns,    in   unmea- 
sured terms,  the  act  of  Admiral  Brown- 
son,    declaring    it    unseemly    and    im- 
proper.     The    question    on    which    Ad- 
miral   Brownson    took    issue    with    the 
navy    department,     the    president    de- 
clares, is  one  as  to  which  there  can  be 
entirely  legitimate  differences  of  opin- 
ion   but,   he  add?,   '"'There   is  no  room 
for' difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  gross 
impropriety  of    the    admiral's    conduct 
in  iHisigning  sooner  than  carry  out  the 
orders  of  his  superior  officers  in  such  a 
matter.     The  officers  of  the  navy  must 
remember  that  it  is  not  merely  child- 
ish,   but   in    the   highest   degree    repre- 
hensible to  permit  other  personal  pique, 
wounded  vanity,  or  factional  feeling  on 
behalf    of    yome    particular    bureau   or 
organization  to  render  them  disloyal  to 
the   interesits  of   the   navy   and,    there- 
fore, of  the  country  as  a  whole." 

Regarding    the    controversies    In    the 
navy,    the    president    admits    there    al- 
ways' are,  and  always   will  be,  defects 
to  correct  in  the  construction  of  ships, 
in  the  organization  of  the  department 
and  in  the  actual  drill  of  the  fleet.     It 
is  well,  he  says,  that  these  defects  be 
pointed    out,    but   it    is   also   well    that 
they    should    be    pointed    out    without 
hysterical     exaggeration     or  malicious 
untruthfulness.   He  scathingly  rebukes 
those    guilty      of    exploiting      them    in 
grossly  exaggerated  fomii,  in  the  fan- 
cied interest  of  an  individual,  or  clique 
of  individuals,  or  for  the  sake  of  sup- 
plying   sensational    material    to    news- 
papers    Because  of  so  much  misrepre- 
sentation and  exaggeration,  the  presi- 
dent has  asked   Secretary  Metcalf  for 
a  statement  as  to  the  exact  facts  con- 
cerning which  there  have  been  disputes, 
describing  the  opinion  of  Admiral  Con- 
verse   formerly  chief  of  the  navigation 
bureau,  who,  because  of  his  high  pro- 
fessional aittainments  and  standard  o^ 
conduct  and  duty,   the   president   con- 
siders   peculiarly    fitted    to    give    judg- 
ment.

New  York,  Jan.  6.— Incipient  vent 
riots  broke  out  on  the  East  side  yeK- 
terday  as  a  result  of  the  tension  be- 
tween the  landlords  and  the  striking 
tenants,  and  before  the  disorders  were 
quelled  by  the  police  many  combatants 
had  been  injured  and  five  arresteJ. 
The  disorders  were  general  throughout 
the    affectetl    district. 

The  most  serious  trouble  occurred 
on  Kast  Eleventh  street,  where  a  land- 
lord, who  had  been  unable  to  collect 
rent  ordered  his  tenants  to  remove  tne 
American  and  .Socialistic  fiags  with 
which  the  strikers  had  decorated  tlie 
tenement.  The  landlord  was  hooted 
and  jeered  by  the  tenants  and  other 
strikers,  who  were  holding  a  ma.ss 
meeting  in  the  house,  and  he  called 
the  police.  The  striking  tenant.s  re- 
sented the  appearance  of  the  officers, 
and  in  the  clash  that  followed  the  iio- 
lice  used  their  night  sticks  vigorously. 
Five  protesting  tenants,  somewhat 
battered,  were  arrested.  The  offend- 
ing decorations  were   removed. 

Hardly  had  order  been  restored  at 
this  point  before  the  police  re.serv-s 
were  hurried  to  East  Twelfth  street, 
where  striking  tenants  were  making  a 
demonstration  against  a  landlord  who 
had  objected  to  the  flying  of  red  fiags 
over  his  property.  The  crowd  failed 
to  obey  the  police  order  to  disperse 
and   was  set  upon   with  night   sticks. 

One  woman,  it  is  reported,  was  ren- 
dered insensible  during  the  fight,  in 
which  wives  and  daughters,  as  well  as 
fathers    and    sons,    participated. 

There  were  several  other  outbreakfi 
which  were  checked  by  the  police,  and 
all  during  the  day  the  teeming  Ea:H 
slders  swarmed  into  the  streets  and 
held  impromptu   meetings. 

Several  mass  meetings  were  held 
last  night.  It  was  announced  at  tne 
headquarters  of  the  strikers  that  tiie 
organization  of  the  tenants  in  Brook- 
lyn and  Jersey  City  v.as  going  uu 
rapidly  and  that  by  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary over  50,000  tenants  in  those 
cities  would  be  ready  to  enforce  their 
demands   for  lower   rents.

To  Shuffle  Off  by  Des- 
pondent Smallpox 
Victim. 

Eveleth.  Minn..  Jan.  O-iSpeclal  to  The 
Herald.)— Angelini  Cedini,  an  Italian, 
aged  S"),  whi>  was  In  the  quarantine  hos- 
pital afflicted  with  smallpox,  committed 
suicide  yesterday  morniny.  adopting  an 
unusual  method  to  accomplish  his  pur- 
pose. 

He  placed  two  tubs  full  of  charcoal  in 
his  room  and  applied  tire,  so  that  within 
a  short  time  the  room  was  tilled  with  the 
charcoal  sas.  This  gradually  asphyxiatetl 
him.  The  dead  Wody  was  discovtrtd  by 
the    attendants. 

Before  starting  the  gas,  he  wrote  out 
the  names  of  his  friends  whom  he  de- 
sired to  receive*  tht-  money  that  he  had 
left  The  amount  that  he  left  in  the  room 
on  a  table  was  *120.

try  the  young  Piltsburger  for  tuo  kill- 
ing of  Stanford  White  was  begun  In  the 
supreme  court,  the  room  in  which  Thaw 
sat  daily  for  nearly   iliiee  months  dur- 
ing the  previtjus  trial.     Compared   with 
the   former  trial,   interest  in   New   York 
is    at    a    low    ebb.    The    rearrangement 
of      the      courtroom      has      materially 
lessened  the  number  of  seats  for  repre- 
sentatives r>f  the  press,  but  the  demand 
fijr  room  for  reporters  has  been  consid- 
erably   less    than    at    the    former    trial 
and  there  will   be  no  trouble  In  accom- 
modating all    Ihse    wiio    are   entitled   to 
press    seats,    in    spile    of    the    reduced 
accommodations. 

During  tlie  previous  trial  thousands 
of  columns  of  evidence  w  ei-e  printed 
in  practically  every  paper  in  New  York 
and  it  is  not  likely  that  any  case  ever 
tried  in  New  York  attracted  the  amount 
of  atlentiou  or  ca'u.sed  widespread  argu- 
ment that  accompanied  the  first  trial  of 
Thaw.

Walker's  Copper  Letter  in  Saturday's 
Boston    Commercial    said: 

"Copper  is  decidedly  stronger.  Lake 
is  13%  to  14  cents,  and  electroyltic  13%  to 
13%  cents  per  pound.  Domestic  consum- 
ers are  buying  a  little  more  freely  than 
heretofore,  but  in  small  lots  only.  The 
bulk  of  the  current  demand  comes  from 
abroad.  Apparently  foreign  manufac- 
turers are  looking  forward  to  a  fair 
volume  of  business  during  1908.  and  are 
buying  copper  as  rapidly  as  they  can 
conveniently,  believing  that  current  nrices 
will  be  the  lowest  of  the  year.  Domestic 
consumers,  as  a  rule,  continue  in  a  dis- 
couraged frame  of  mind.  Tlie  few  who 
are  hopeful  find  it  so  difficult  to  obtain 
credit  that  they  are  harboring  their  re- 
sources  in    every   directioii. 

"The  curtailment  of  copper  production 
which  began  in  September  and  October  is 
now  beginning  to  be  felt  and  appreciated. 
Until  a  few  weeks  ago  the  monthly  out- 
put of  the  refineries  was  ud  to  the  high 
mark  of  the  year,  as  coDPer  which  came 
from  the  mines  in  OctoLter  was  still  in 
process.  The  December  output  of  elec- 
trolytic copper,  however,  must  have 
shown  a  shrinkage  of  40  per  cent  to  5t' 
per  cent,  as  compared  with  November's 
total.  This  curtailment,  so  far  a-s  the  re- 
fineries ai-e  concerned,  will  continue  in 
force  for  at  least  three  months,  even 
though  the  big  smelting  plants  of  the 
country  undertake  to  resume  operations 
to  their  full  capacity  immediately,  as  at 
least  that  length  of  lime  would  be  re- 
(lu-red  to  gtt  back  to  a  normal  producing 
basLs.  shin  the  copper  Ea^t.  treat  it  and 
get  it  in   shapes   ready    for  market. 

"All  testimony  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, the  world's  copper  surplus  is 
considerably  smaller  now  than  it  was 
three  months  ago.  This  is  true  of  the 
refined  copper  ready  for  consumption; 
and  the  amount  of  copper  in  process,  be- 
tween the  mines  and  market,  has  de- 
creased  at   least   ,35   per  cent. 

"More  copper  is  being  purchased  and 
consumed  at  present  than  is  coming  from 
the  world's  mines.  It  Is  expected  that 
there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  In 
consumption  after  the  15th  of  this  month, 
if  the  money  m.^rket  is  easier,  a.nd  it  is 
very  generally  believed  it  will.  If  con- 
fidence returns  sufficiently  to  warrant  a 
resumption  of  railroad,  railway,  tele- 
phone ,electric  light  and  power  construc- 
tion, all  of  the  producing  mines  will  be 
operating  in  full  three  to  six  months 
hence,  and  selling  their  entire  output 
at   approximatey   15  cetns  per  pound. 

"It  must  rot  be  supposed  that  the  cur- 
rent depression  in  copper  is  peculiar  to 
that  trade  alone,  or  that  it  reflects  a 
coming  change  in  the  copper  business. 
There  is  relatively  as  great  or  greater 
curtailment  in  the  iron  and  steel  trade: 
and  lead,  zinc  and  silver  are  in  exceed- 
ingly pc-or  demand,  though  much  lowtr 
in  price  than  a  few  months  ago.  Sub- 
.wtantJally  all  lines  of  Industry  are  suf- 
fering proportionately.  With  the  coming 
revival  in  general  trade,  there  will  be  a 
resumption  of  the  demand  for  the  cheap 
and  convenient  power  which  is  furnish- 
ed by  electricity:  and  the  work  of  equip- 
pin  Water  powers  and  concentrated  steam 
jKtwer  plants  will  go  on  again  a,s  form- 
erly. "The  copper  trade  should  be  the 
first    to    reflect    the    business    revival."

Kansas  City.  Jan.  7.— Four  men  at- 
tempted to  rob  the  pas.sengers  on  a 
Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  passenj^'-r 
train  standing  in  the  union  station  j 
here  early  today.  They  were  fright- 
ened off  without  securing  any  money 
or  valuabks.  The  men  escaped,  leav- 
ing no  clue. 

The  train  is  what  Is  known  as  ihe 
flyer,  due  to  depart  at  2:20  for  the 
fcjouthwest.  Syhortly  before  starting 
time,  the  would-be  robbers,  four  whiti 
men,  entered  one  of  the  forward  day 
coaches  and  walked  up  and  down  the 
aisle,  awaiting  a  favorable  oppor- 
tunity to  commence  their  work.  Tha 
station.  a!«idf  from  this  one  train, 
was  practically  deserted,  and  this  fact 
is  believed  to  have  prompted  the  nwa 
to  make  so  bold  an  attempt.

the  conductor,  and  David  White,  r.;e 
negi'o  porter,  came  into  the  car.

Washington,  Jan.  7.— The  Austria- 
Hungarian  emba.*<sy  in  Washington, 
has  received  an  oflBcial  communication 
with  regard  to  the  amnesty  decreed  1  y 
Frances  Joseph  I,  emperor  of  Aus- 
tria, and  king  of  Hungary!  in  com- 
memoration of  the  beginning  of  the 
sixtieth    year    of    his    reign. 

This  amnesty  is  extended  to  ull 
citizens  of  Austria-Hungary,  and  Bos- 
nia-Hercegovina,  who,  being  undtr 
military  obligations,  have  been  ri-- 
clared  deserters  on  account  of  ni-n- 
observance  of  enrollment  call.  It  has 
no  effect,  however,  on  those  who  have 
practically  deserted  the  army  or  navy 
while  performing  active  military  duty. 
For  the  latter  special  appeals  for  ckm- 
ency    can   be    recommended. 

Those  wishing  to  be  included  In  the 
amnesty  are  required  to  present  theiu- 
selves  to  the  local  military  or  civilian 
authorities  in  Austria,  Hungary-  ai;d 
Bosnia-Hercegovina.  respectively,  ot- 
tween     Dec.     2,    1SK)7-19<^. 

In  order  to  give  better  protection  in 
case  of  arrest  and  as  a  means  of  iden- 
tification, the  Austria-Hungarian  con- 
sular officers  in  the  United  s?tates  will 
issue  documents  of  identification  to 
those  who  wish  to  profit  by  this  am- 
nesty. Upon  application  the  Austria- 
Hungarian  officers  will  provide  such 
persons  with  detailed  information  on 
the  subject. 

PUTKR  IS  PARDONED. 
Portland,  Or.,  Jan.  7.— A  pardon,  is- 
sued by  President  Roosevelt  at  the  in- 
stance of  Francis  J.  Heney,  was  re- 
ceived in  this  city  yesterday  for  S.  A.

Tokio,  Japan,  Jan.  7.— A  remarkable 
situation  has  arisen  as  a  result  of  the 
publication  in  London  of  a  mistrans- 
lati(.>n  of  the  speech  delivered  by  Count 
Okuma  at  Kobe.  Little  attention 
was  paid  to  this  address  at  the  time 
of  its  deliverj-,  because  Count  okuma 
in  previous  speeches  on-  this  same  sub- 
ject, had  made  his  views  well  Known. 
The  London  publication  put  the  count 
in  the  position  of  urging  India  to  rise 
against  Great   Britain. 

Count  Okuma  and  the  Japanese  for- 
eign office  have  been  bombarded  with 
cablegrams  of  inttuiry  from  Paris,  Ber- 
lin, St.  Petersburg  and  Lundcn,  and 
requests  that  the  count  publicly  repu- 
diate or  confirm  his  remarks.  In  reply. 
Count  J^Jkuma    said    today: 

"In  my  Kobe  speech  I  did  not  u^e 
the  words  that  were  put  into  my 
mouth.  It  is  apparent  that  a  mis- 
translation of  these  remarks  has  just 
reached  England.  My  views  on  fiie 
subject  of  trade  with  India,  as  well 
as  my  friendliness  to  Great  Britain, 
ought  to  be  too  well  known  to  maiie 
it  necessary  for  me  publicly  to  re- 
pudiate the  absurd  construction  which 
has  been  placed  upon  the  remarks  i 
made  at  Kobe.  I  have  never  enter- 
taintd  a  thought  which  could  be 
stretched  into  such  i  meaning.  India 
offers  us  a  fine  field  for  trade,  and  I 
urged  my  people  to  openly  and  con- 
sistently enter  that  field  in  fair  coiu- 
petition"  with  friendly  Great  Britair.. 
That   is  all."'

Government    AsKs   In- 
crease of  Bond  of 
Standard  Octopus. 

Chicago,  Jan.  7.— District  Attorney 
Edward  Sims  today  filed  a  petition  in 
the  circuit  court  of  appeals,  declaring 
that  the  Stndard  Oil  Company  of  In- 
diana has  assets  amounting  to  more 
than  $27,<»00,0'X>,  and  asking  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  supersedeas  bond  of  that 
corporation,  which  has  appealed  from 
the  ?29.24U,000  fine  imposed  by  Dis- 
trict  Judge    Landis.

by  the  indictment  against  the  com- 
pany were  $23,067,166,  and  the  profits

Celay. 


Queenstown,  Jan.  7.— The  long  over- 
due steamer  Mount  Royal  steamed 
slowly  into  Queenstown  today,  and  the 
news  of  her  safety  was  received  with 
gladness  in  shipping  circle.s.  .She  had 
not  been  heard  from  In  many  days, 
having  last  reported  off  the  Liz-.ird. 
Dec.  10,  and  watch  was  being  kept  for 
her  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  and 
as  far  south  as  Bermuda. 

The  Mount  Royal  belongs  to  the  Ca- 
nadian Pacific  railway  Atlantic  service. 
She  left  Antwerp,  Dec.   7,  for  St.  John, 

N.  B.  She  had  on  board  300  Hungarian 
emigrants  and  a  crew  of  about  100  men. 
.She  was  first  definitely  sighted  off  (^Id 
Head  of  Kinsal,  sixteen  miles  west  of 
this  port,  early  today.  .She  then  v.as 
proceeding  slowly  under  her  own  steam 
and  signalled  that  she  was  coming  in 
here.  .She  declined  the  help  of  a  tug 
that  was  sent  out  to  a.sjsist  her  and 
came  in  alone. 

'lYouhle   With   Boilers. 

Trouble  with  her  boilers  was  the  rea- 
son the  Mount  Royal  had  to  put  back. 
.She  is  at  best  a  slow  boat,  and  shortly 
after  leaving  the  British  coast  she  en- 
countered a  series  of  violent  gales.  .She 
battled  with  the  heavy  weather  for  a 
fortnight,  until  Christmas  eve,  when 
serious  trouble  with  her  boilers  devel- 
oped. She  was  then  in  longitude  24.50 
west,  latituile  43.  north. 

The  engine  room  staff  ultimately  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  a  supply  of  steam, 
but  tlie  weather  was  such  that  the  cap- 
tain reluctantly  decided  it  was  best  to 
make  for  the  Irish  coast.  Consequently 
the  steamer  was  headed  about  and 
steamed  slowly  into  port.  Pajisengers 
and  crew  are  all  well.

Kentucky. 

Frankfort,  Ky.,  Jan.  7.— The  political 
game  In  Kentucky,  proverbially  tumul- 
tuous and  uncertain,  promises  to  fur- 
nish a  .spectacular  senatorial  contest. 
The  opening  of  the  legislative  sessions 
today  finds  the  Democrats  severely 
shaken  by  the  last  ek-ction,  and  with 
numerous  rumors  of  dissaffectlon  in 
the  camp.  Nevertheless,  they  have  a 
majority  of  eight  on  joint  ballot,  and 
the  managers  of  Former  Governor  J.  C. 
W.  Beckham,  who  was  nominated  at  a 
primary  eighteen  months  ago,  claim 
that  he  will  be  elected. 

Pitted  against  Beckham  is  William 
Bradley,  the  only  Republican  governor 
except  W.  S.  Taylor,  who  held  office  be- 
tween 1865  and  1907.  The  Republican 
leaders  .say  that  the  revolt  of  the  Dem- 
ocrats against  the  Beckham  leadership 
will  enable  theaa  to  elect  Bradley.  Po- 
liticians regard  it  as  extremely  likely 
that  at  least  two  Democrats  will  vote 
with  the  Republicans  against  Beck- 
ham, thus  rcxiucing  his  probable  major- 
ity to  four.

Rotjinson,  soon  had  it  a  mass  of  llajnes. 
As  .soon  as  the  riders  had  left  the  vil- 
lage, the  citizens  rushed  to  the  scene 
of  the  tlames  and  attempted  to  put  out 
the  fire.  Before  they  suecetHled  in  this, 
however,  ihe  gem-ral  store  of  Peters 
Brothers,  adjoining  the  warehouse,  wa» 
burning,  and  all  eltorts  to  save  it  were 
futile.

EMEIUiEXCY  RATION 

Of  the  Army  May  be  Reduced  Some- 
what in  Weight. 

Washington,  Jan.  7.-  There  is  talk  In 
army  circles  of  further  rt-duetlon  In 
the  emergency  ration,  already  hereto- 
fore reduced  from  16  to  12  ounces.  Next 
to  a  maintenarice  of  its  quality  of  sus- 
tenance, the  desire  is  to  minimize  the 
weight  of  the  ration,  to  the  end  there 
may  be  a  reduction  to  the  last  degree 
of  the  burden  on  the  so'ldier  in  the  field 
emergtncy  call.  Some  of  the  European 
nations  have  emergency  rations  lower 
than  ours,  and  the  opinion  is  that  this 
may  be  safely  reduced  in  weight,  while 
at  the  same  time  retaining  its  effect  as 
a  diet. 

The  war  departmtnt  has  approved 
suggestions  of  the  commissary  general 
for  an  extension  of  the  system  of  In- 
struction of  baking  and  cooking,  so  aa 
to  include  as  many  as  possible  of  the 
militia  oamps  to  be  held  during  the 
coming  summer. 

Becaus.^  of  changed  conditions,  a 
new  haversack  and  cup,  smaller  thaa 
now  in  use,  have  l)een  adopted.

WaslLlngton,  Jan.  6.— (.S'pecial  to  The 
Herald.)— Uncle  Sam's  herd  of  fifteen 
bufialoes,  which  were  taken  from  the 
N'ew  York  zoological  gardens  to  the 
Wichita  national  toresl.  (,>klaho.ma,  in 
the  early  fall,  are  doing  well  in  their 
new  home;,  according  to  advices  which 
have  l>een  received  by  authorities  of  the 
forestry  bure^au  here.  Since  leaving 
Xew  York  the  herd  has  celebrated  the 
bilrh  of  two  tiiie  buffalo  calves,  one  of 
which  has  been  named  Hornaday,  after 
the  name  of  ilie  director  of  the  Xew 
York  Zooloigical  gardens,  which  gave 
th'^-m  to  the  g^>vernment,  and  the  other 
tjklahoma,  after  the  new  state,  which 
was  also  just  born  after  the  herd's 
arrival. 

Keeper  Fraij^  Rush,  an  old  Western 
cow-puncher  and  experienced  buffalo 
inan,  who  has  handled  the  hel-d  since  't 
\\a,s  taken  from  Xew  York,  says  that 
alfalfa  hay  has  put  his  charges  in  fine 
shape,  and  that  the  big  prairie  l>easis 
are  again  thriving  in  their  native  land. 
The  buffaloes  have  an  S.OtJO-ac-re  fenced 
park  in  the  Wichita  fore.st.  in  which 
they  can  charge  and  snort.  Ouring  the 
winter  the  animaLs  will  be  fed  alfalfa 
hay,  and  protected  from  the  weather 
and  disease,  in  a  number  of  large  shel- 
ter sheds,  which  have  been  built  in  the 
enoosure.  In  ilie  spring  they  will  be 
let  out  to  roam  over  the  Wichita  range, 
and  gradually  they  will  bs  encouraged 
to  rustle  lor  Ihonvsclves,  an  instinct 
they  have  partially  lost  thix)ugh  years 
of  dome^ilcation  in  city  parks.  Govern- 
ment experts  figure  in  time  tliey 
■will  regain  the  provN-ess  of  their  fore- 
fathers, who  were  king  of  the  pla'.ns 
before  civilization  made  its  march 
westward.

Of  National  Banks  Pro- 
vided in  Senate  Finan- 
cial Bill. 


To  be  Secured  on  State, 

Municipal  and  Other 

Bonds. 


Washington,  Jan.  7.— The  financial 
bill,  which  has  for  some  time  been  In 
preparation  by  leading  Republican 
members  of  the  senate  committee  on 
finance,  was  today  printed  and  given 
to  the  public. 

The  bill  provides  for  an  additional 
issue  of  bank  circulation  which  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  1250,000  upon  bonds 
other  than  those  issued,  including  state 
;.nd  municipal  bonds  in  approved  cases. 
The  comptroller  of  the  currency  is 
given  discretion  in  the  issuance  of  the 
proposed  curiency  and  is  authorized 
to  decide  as  to  the  time  and  the  amount 
to  be  awarded  to  any  banking  institu- 
tion. It  is  provided  that  the  increased 
circulation  shall  in  no  ca.se  exceed  75 
per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  bonds  de- 
posited. 

Senator  Aldrich  introduced  the  bill  In 
the  senate  soon  after  that  body  con- 
vened today.

TRAIN  SCHOOL   BOYS   TO  SHOOT. 

The  United  Slates  traditionally  devoted 
to  a  policy  of  peace,  and  arming  itself 
only  for  defense,  is  teaching  its  chil- 
dren to  fight.  So  writes  Charles  A.  Sid- 
man  in  the  Technical  World  Magazine. 

The  work  thus  far  done  In  maintaining 
a  regular  standing  army  and  a  national 
guard  Is  held  to  be  Inadequate,  In  the 
light  of  political  conditions  growing  out 
of  the  Spanish  war.  For  many  ye.ars 
attempts  have  been  made  to  supplement 
our  Imperfect  military  system  by  in.?truc- 
tion  in  the  public  schools,  but  these  as  a 
rule  have  proved  unsuccessful.  New- 
York  City  is  an  exception.  Today  that 
city  has  i.Qin)  of  its  children  imder  arms. 

An  art  acquired  in  childhood  becomes 
second  nature.  The  ancient  Spartans 
recognized  this  fact  and  from  the  tender 
age  of  five  or  six  Spartan  boys  began 
that  hardy  military  training  which  made 
them  the  first  soldiers  in  the  world. 
When  the  call  comes  again  for  men.  the 
United  States  should  have  ready  to  res- 
pond to  that  call  a  multitude  of  young 
men  trained  from  childhood  in  the  use  of 
tire  arms,  instead  of  the  raw  recruit  that 
is  the  horror  of  the  indefatigable  drill 
sergeant. 

Few  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  the 
New  York  public  school  system.  There 
are  over  515  schools,  with  more  than  14,500 
teachers,  and  about  60(i,000  pupils,  which 
numbf-r  is  more  than  the  entire  popu- 
lation of  the,  city  of  St.  Louis,  the  fourth 
city  In  the  Union.  Half  of  these  pupils 
are  boys.

Richard  A.  LojRe  wrote  the  first  great 
new.spaper  hoax  lor  the  New  York  Sun. 
It  appeared  on  Jan.  10,  1835.  The  artKle 
purported  to  be  taken  from  the  t^uppio- 
meni  of  the  Edmburgh  Piiilosopnical 
Journal.  It  de.«cribed  a  wonderful  tele- 
scope which  had  been  invented  by  tne 
eminent  astronomer,  Sir  John  Herschel, 
and  sent  forth  that  Sir  John  had  taken 
his  telescope  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hoi>e 
and  there  leveled  )t  on  the  moon.  The  in- 
habitants of  the  moon  were  plainly  to  be 
seen,  being  halfway  between  a  man  and 
an  ourang  ouiang,  and  having  wings  like 
a  bat.  The  article  was  replete  w.th  tech- 
nical phrases  and  had  tlie  stamp  of  scien- 
tific   style. 

Next  day  the  staid  Sixpenny  Press 
swallowed  the  bail,  hook  and  all.  One 
editor  declared  that  he  also  had  received 
dispatches  telling  of  Sir  John's  great  dis- 
coveries in  the  moon,  which  would  be 
given  to  the  public  as  soon  as  possible. 
Thf  editor  of  the  Albany  Advertiser  de- 
clared he  read  "with  unspeakable  emo- 
tions of  pleasure  and  asionisiiment"  of 
tlie  Hersciiel  discoveries  in  an  Edinburgh 
scientific  journal.  The  hoax  deceived 
many  men  of  science  and  was  quite  gen- 
erally accepted  by  the  multitude,  until 
It  was  expused  by  the  pestiferous  Jajnes 
Gordo:i     Hennett    of    the    Ht raid. 

Nine  years  later  Ed^ar  Allan  Poe  was 
employed  on  the  staff  of  the  New  YorK 
Sun,  and  he  was  resnonsible  for  the  sec- 
ond great  hoax  in  that  paper.  It  appear-'d 
'Astoundlns  News  By  Express  via  Nor- 
folk! The  Atlantic  Crossed  in  Tiiree 
Days!  Signal  Triumph  of  Mr.  Monck 
Mason's  Flying  Machine!  '  The  artiil- 
told  of  the  adventure  of  Mr.  Mason  and 
seven  others  who  -et  out  fiim  England 
m  the  steering  balloon  "Victoria,"  an  1 
t-afely  passed  over  to  Virginia  in  seventy- 
five  hours.  This  story  was  also  gener- 
ally believed  V)y  the  public,  but  the  other 
new&papi  rs  had  benun  to  fear  the  inven- 
tive g-enius  of  the  Sun  staff  and  they  did 
not  bite. 

The  deliberate  setting  of  a  trap  to 
catch  another  parnr  jsteallng  news  is  a 
legacy  from  the  Sedate  Sixpenny  Pr?  ss, 
and  was  used  before  Mr.  Bennett  "kuv- 
rupted  and  reformed"  the  journallsni  of 
the  States.  The  ship  Ajax  was  due  from 
Europe.  The  Courier  printed  a  post- 
script announcing  the  arrival  of  the 
ship  and  giving  a  summary  of  the  news 
of  Europe  which  she  had  brought  over. 
A  few  copies  of  this  paper  were  1'  ft  on 
doorsteps  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  rival 
Journal  office.  Then  the  regular  edition 
of  the  Courier  was  printed  without  the 
AJax    news.     The   Journal    found    tl:e    pa- 

f)ers,  suspected  nothing  and  piinted  in 
arge  display  the  supposed  trans-Atiantic 
news  received  by  the  Ajax.  Of  course, 
the  AJax  had  not  c^ome  in  and  the  news 
was  faked.  Many  similar  Incid*  nts  are 
told  of  tricks  worked  by  newspapers  of 
today  to  trap  a  pirate  sheet. 

"When  Horace  Greeley's  New  York  Tri- 
bune wai)  yfiung  and  good  "ce^py"  was 
hard  to  get.  its  distinguished  editor 
sought  to  cater  to  the  literary  tastes  of 
his  readers  by  publishing  serially  Mr. 
Dickens  novel,  "Barnaby  Ruelge."  This 
was  all  well  enough,  except  that  Robert 
Bonnar  had  been  put  to  great  expense  to 
get  "Barnaby  Rudge"  for  the  New  Y'ork 
Ledger,  then  the  leading  weekly  story 
paper  of  the  country.  The  Ledger,  l.ke 
all  weekly  magazines,  was  dated  three 
or  four  days  ahead,  a  copy  dated  Satur- 
day being  on  sale  the  preceding  Wednes- 
day. Mr.  Greeley's  paper  published  the 
weekly  instalments  of  the  novel  on 
Thursdays.  Mr.  Bonner  loudly  objected. 
Mr  Greeley's  paper  calmly  replied  that 
Mr!  Bonner's  charges  were  absurd,  for 
was  not  the  story  published  in  the  Tii- 
bune  of  date  two  days  earlier  than  that 
of  the  Ledger?

Hoa.\.s  of  latter-day  Journalism,  as 
distinaruished  from  the  ordinary  news 
lake  or  conimerci-,  have  been  pcit  up 
merely  for  fun.  The  most,  prc^lific  sourc- 
of  "whoppers"  for  twenty  years  wa?  JOv- 
Mulhatton.  a  comm'Tcial  traveler  in  tin- 
Middle  We.st  until  a  few  years  ago.  Mil- 
hatton  gloried  in  the  reputation  of  be- 
ing the  b!.?gest  liar  in  the  v.-orld,  and  h'- 
v,ouId  go  to  any  extent  to  save  that  repu- 
tation. One  of  his  best  known  hoaxes 
was    the   working   monkey   story. 

He  declared  that  James  Guthrie,  a 
prominent  farmer  of  Shelhyville.  Ky., 
had  solved  the  lab:>r  problem  by  putting 
moiikevs  to  work  breaking  hemp.  Mr. 
Guthiie  had  been  in  Africa,  where  he 
found  a  family  of  monkeys  in  which  the 
Imitative  faculty  was  hignly  developed. 
They  were  strong  and  healthy,  and  Mr. 
Guthrie  brought  severaj  of  them  l>ack  to 
Kentucky.  It  was  necessary  only  to 
show  the  monkey  how  to  break  hemp, 
and  he  would  immediately  imitate  the 
process  and  keep  up  the  work  until 
forced  to  stop.  There  was  no  loafing  on 
the  .lob.  no  talking  or  smoking— the  mon- 
kevs  were  much  8ui>e!ior  to  men.  The 
coimtry  credited  the  story,  and  Mr. 
Guthrie  received  many  letters  from  peo- 
ple who  wanted  information  about  how- 
to  get  some  of  the  novel   workers. 

Fakes  are  not  all  fabrication  by  fly  city 
reporters.  The  greatest  faker  of  them 
all,  when  he  is  a  faJtir.  is  the  country 
correspc-ndent.  The  city  reporter  mu»t 
exercise  some  care.  His  tales  mav  be 
investigated  by  his  own  city  editor,  and 
then  they  are  certain  to  be  looked  Into 
by  other  city  editors.  He  must  lay 
grounds  for  his  fake,  or  he  will  bo 
caught.  But  the  man  in  the  small  vil- 
lage who  corresponds  may  lie  to  his 
heart's  content.  So  fanciful  were  the 
cieations  of  one  Minnesota  country  cor- 
respondent that  he  was  Induced  to  go  to 
the  city  and  enter  the  field  of  fiction.  He 
has  been  writing  very  successful  stories 
"From  the  Tall  Timber"  signed  "The  Le 
Sueur  Liar."  The  Parkersburg  I..lar.  in 
West  Virginia,  and  the  Milan  Liar,  in 
Tennessee,  a  fev,'  years  ago  created  great 
consternation  among  the  people  of  their 
own  home  towns.  Every  pap?-  In  the 
ccmntrv  had  a  story  of  a  miuoei  or  cui- 
cide  or  some  other  tragedy  each  day 
which  had  happened  in  Parkersburg  or 
Milan.  The  Parkersburg  man  was  in- 
(7uced  to  quit  by  public  sentiment,  while 
the  angry  citizens  of  Milan  forced  their 
liar  to  leave  town.

The  other  endorses  the  state  board  of 
he.ilth's  modifications  of  the  smallpox 
quarantine-  and  ciUs  upon  the  health  com- 
missioner to  adopt  them.  The  first  is 
fathered  f>.v  Alderman  Wilson,  the  second 
by  Alderman  Filiatrault. 

I>r.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health  was  the  central  rt*;- 
ur*  at  the  meeting,  and  Alderman  Wilson, 
defending  his  ordinance,  shared  the  cal- 
cium light.  Dr.  Bracken  explain-^d  the 
new  regulations,  gave  a  history  or  the 
smallpox  spread  in  the  state  and  was 
aided  by  charts  and  figures.  Mr.  Wilson 
put  Dr."  Brak^^n  through  a  rigid  cross-ex- 
ammatlon.  with  the  aid  of  reports,  law 
books  and  medical  journals.  His  desk 
was  piled  with  statistics  and  he  conductt^d 
the  e.xamination  like  a  lawyer  before  a 
supreme  court. 

Gathered  around  Dr.  Bracken  !n  d^- 
fendins?  the  modified  rules  were  Dr.  C.  A. 
St^wirt.  Dr.  W.  H.  Magie,  Dr.  A.  J. 
Braden  of  Duluth  ami  Dr.  Rood  of  Hib- 
bing.  Dr.  Riesland,  a  chiropracter. 
pouri'd  out  a  vitriolic  tirade  on  vaccin- 
ation and  its  evils. 

Big  Crowd  Present. 

The  council  chamber  was  well  crowded 
during  the  long,  heated  session.  Ther»- 
wer*^  numerous  pliysicians,  who  took  a 
ke^n  interest  In  the  proccdinga.  Among 
them  Were  Drs.  Walker.  Twohy.  .\bi)Ott, 
Haney.  Chapman  and  Norton.  Numerous 
laymen,  inler»sted  in  the  qufstion,  were 
also  present  and  foUi>wed  the  arguments 
closely. 

Ald'rman  Filiatrault  Introduced  the 
quara.ntiii'*  matter  by  announcing  that 
Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  .secretary  of  the 
Btate  l>iard  of  health,  was  in  the  room, 
and  suggf-stlng  that  Dr  Bracken  he  h- ar^l 
iK-for..  any  action  be  takf-n  on  Alderman 
Foubisters  motion,  left  over  frum  last 
week.  Alderman  Wilson  said  that  before 
hearing  Dr.  Bracken,  he  would  Uk^'  to 
Introduce  an  amt-ndment  as  a  substitute 
for  Alderman  Foubister's  re.solution,  and 
acting  as  an  amendment  to  the  ordinance 
relati\-e  to  quarantine.  He  said  an  ex- 
amination disclosed  th»»  faet  that  the  or- 
dinance on  quarantine  left  everything  l> 
the  discr^•tlon  of  th«-  health  oflficr.  He 
"may"  do  this  or  that  "in  his  Judgment." 
Ald'rman  WiLson  offered  the  followin^^ 
ordinfince.  Ald'-rman  Foublst'-r  with- 
drawins  liis  amendment  of  the  previ-jus 
me«»tini;: 

"The  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Duluth  ordains  as  follows: 

•Section  1— That  s-ttion  oD  of  an  ordin- 
ance entitled  "An  ordinance  to  establish 
and  regulate  a  lx>ard  of  health  for  tjie 
city  of  Duluth,'  pass'd  and  approved 
Feb.  2B.  IN95.  OS  aniendt-d.  hereby  Is 
amended  by  adding  thereto  and  at  th- 
en.! thereof  the  following:  "In  ca.«^  of 
failure  from  any  reason  of  the  department 
of  health  to  make  su<h  rules  and  regula- 
tions, .siiid  rules  and  regulations  shall  b  • 
made  by  the  health  commissioner  of  the 
city  of  Duluth.  and  a  topy  of  the  same 
shall  be  filed  in  th,-  office  of  the  city 
cleric.  S-aid  rules  and  regulations  shall 
provide  for  a  strict  quarantine  of  all  p»-r- 
•ons  sufff^-ring  from  smallpox,  and  oi  al! 
buildings  In  which  ssuch  patients  may  he 
loca.t'-'d.  ami  of  all  per.'^ons  or  attendants 
resident  in  the  house  where  the  paiien.t 
Is  kept,  if  in  an  ordinary  dwellmg  ho'ise, 
or  of  the  i)art  of  the  house  in  which 
such  patient  and  attendant  is  located.  If 
In  an  apijrtment  house  ur  in  any  other 
building  where  said  patient  and  attend- 
ant-! can  t)e  properlv  lsolat»^d. 

"Sc  c.  2— This  ordinance  shall  tak-  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage 
and   publication.  " 

I>r.   Bracken  SiM-akj*. 

r>r.  Murray  introduceed  Dr.  Bracken  to 
the  council,  and  the  state  official  lost  no 
time  in  launching  into  his  subject.  He 
said: 

'I  want  to  explain  the  reasons  for  pass- 
ing th©  new  regulations  of  the  state  board 
of  health  before  going  into  them.  The 
questUjn  of  controlling  .smallpox  by  vac- 
cination is  not  an  especially  new  one.  The 
board  has  been  slow  to  urge  It  on  the 
j>eople  because  of  the  great  dread  of 
smallpox.  The  question  of  changing  the 
regulations  was  first  brought  up  at  the 
spring  meeting  in  li^W.     The  subject  lalled

for  careful  con.sideration.  The  state 
board  is  composed  of  nine  representative 
medical  men  of  the  state,  and  they  con- 
sidered it  at  thre,.  meetings.  They  took 
action  at  the  October  meetmg  in  l%6,  and 
wlien  action  was  taken,  the  date  for  tak- 
ing effect  was  set  at  Jan.  1,  1»3S.  or  fif- 
teen months  from  the  date  of  the  meet- 
ing. Tliis  was  done  to  give  people  a 
good  chance  to  think  over  it  and  talk 
over  it.  The  regulations  were  not  made 
public  until  the  middle  of  September  of 
last  year,  the  delay  being  made  because  If 
tiiey  were  announced  too  early,  p-^ople 
would  think  they  were  already  in  force, 
and  the  board  did  not  want  them  to  g'» 
into  effect  until  the  first  of  tlie  present 
year. 

"The  board  gave  careful  consideration 
to  this  subject.  It  was  no  snap  judgment, 
or  as  a  measure  of  rt^taliatii)!!,  as  some 
are  plea:*ed  to  intimate.  The  board  took 
action  as  it  thougiit  wisest.  In  IW*.  I 
read  a  paper  at  Washington,  D.  C,  be- 
fore a  br>dy  of  repre.sentaiive  medical 
men  of  the  different  states,  and  advo- 
cated this  ra->dlf>ing  of  the  quarantine 
.m  sma!l-pox.  The  majority  'K'  those 
present  were  in  favor  of  It,  and  that  was 
b-for-  the  question  was  brought  before 
our  own    board. 

■I  have  with  me  tonight  a  chart  show- 
ing the  range  and  fluctuations  of  small- 
pox in  the  state  for  the  past  nine  years, 
from  March.  1-<!W.  to  the  present.  It 
shows  that  the  disease  was  widespread 
in  January,  VMXl,  when  there  were  over 
1,7'*)  cases  reported  in  the  one  month. 
The  past  year,  it  has  been  going  up 
steadily.  People  will  say  it  was  because 
of  th;'  new  regulations.  It  was  not,  as 
tile  new  regulations  were  not  in  force. 
It  was  despite  the  old  regulations.  Tl»e 
old  rules  were  in  effect  then.  Following 
are  the  cases  by  year.s  for  the  past  nine 
vears:  isw,  :57:  I'M).  l.:?:i;  1*)1.

Old    Ite^fulatioii.s   raiU^l. 

"And  that  In  .spite  of  the  old  regula- 
tion.s.  Tliat  is  because  the  old  regula- 
tions did  not  give  what  the  people  ex- 
pect-d  them  to  give.  The  people  were 
misled.  Because  (t  believes  that  in  vac- 
cination is  a  positive  protection,  the  state 
!>oard  of  health  took  action.  It  is  not  a 
party  to  the  belief  that  vaccination  is  not 
necessary   and  quarantine  not   enough." 

Dr.  Bracken  citej  an  experience  of  the 
city  o(  Cleveland  in  attempting  to  check 
smallpox  by  qui<nantine  without  vaccin- 
ation, st.mting  that  it  came  to  grief.  He 
proceeded : 

"The  old  quarantine  regulations  called 
for  a  placard  ou  the  house,  excluding 
everyt)<>dy  except  the  d'>ctor.  nurse,  and 
in  case  of  death,  a  licensed  etnljalnier,  if 
the  regulations  were  carried  out.  which 
they  were  not  in  a  great  majority  of 
cases.  The  old  rules  locked  up  the  well 
with  the  sick,  causing  a  demoializaiion 
of  the  family.  They  shut  off  the  earn- 
ing of  wages,  the  g'».ng  to  market  and 
brought  a  demoralizing  of  the  household 
and  a  de!nt)ralization  of  the  county  and 
village,  which  were  put  to  unneces.sary 
expense  and  caused  trouble  in  various 
ways.  They  brought  financial  loss  to  the 
people  of  the  municipality,  township,  vil- 
lage or  cit.v.  Th'-y  necessitated  the  em- 
ployment of  a  go-between,  to  see  what 
the  family  needed,  to  go  to  market,  and 
to  furnish  them  witii  supplies.  In  cer- 
tain cases,  guards  wore  employed  to 
stand  over  the  people  night  and  day  and 
maintain  a  shot-gun  quarantine.  In  some 
cases,  the  quarantine  lasted  as  long  as 
three  months.  The  minimum  was  four 
weeks. 

■"There  have  bef»n  32.i)00  cases  reported 
in  nine  years,  so  the  regulations  did  not 
stop  smanp«)x.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there 
were  probably  over  54>,«)t)i)  cases  in  the 
state  during  that  time  and  the  remaind- 
er were  not  reported.  Many  smallpox 
epidemics  are  not  reported  until  too  late 
to  check  the.m.:  People  go  to  .school  or 
to  church  and  in  a  little  while  the  whole 
community  is  down  with   tlie  disease. 

"The  new  rules  provide:  First.  Iso- 
lation of  the  patient.  The  placard  is  put 
on  In  the  regular  way  and  the  patient  Is 
to  be  isolated.  But  the  patient  is  the 
only  one  to  be  kept  in.  The  well  people 
are  allowed  to  go  out  about  their  busi- 
ness, do  their  own  chores  and  act  as  their 
own  go-betweens.  Th-  rules  take  away 
the  loss  of  wages,  the  expense  on  the 
oommunitv.  the  necessity  of  guards. 
Mild  Type  Prevalent. 

"I  say,  why  not  let  them  go  out?  They 
will  not  carry  smallp.»x.  "Tht^  general  Im- 
pressioti  is  that  they  do.  The  patient 
only  carries  smallp<}x  and  it  takes  cLise 
contact  with  him  to  catch  It.  If  a  man. 
broken  out  with  smallpox  should  ride  a 
n.ile  in  a  street  car  with  sixty  people  in 
it,  probably  no  more  tlian  the  two  sitting 
neares'  him  would  become  afflicted  with 
the  disease.  The  only  danger  is  the 
carrying  of  smallpox  in  the  patient's 
clothing.  The  danger  of  a  second  person 
carrying  it  to  a  third  is  Vi»ry  remote 
Why  should  we  continue  to  mislead  peo- 
ple and  carry  on  old  idea.s  put  into  th' 
heads  of .  our  ancestors  when  smallpox 
was  a  scourage  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 
It  is  not  such  now.  There  is  almost  no 
danger  from  it.  It  has  not  grown  more 
S€vere.  That  which  is  now  prevalent  in 
of  a  mild  type  and  It  is  a  good  time  to 
educate  the  petiple  up  to  the  fact  that 
I*  l.s  usele.ss  to  try  to  stop  smallpox  with 
quarantine  when  vaccination  is  a  protec- 
tion, which  Is  nearly  absolute.  We 
should  giv.'  them  that  which  helps  them 
whether  they  want  it  Or  not. 

"The  proper  place  for  the  care  of 
smallpox  is  In  a  detention  hospital. 
You  have  that  here  and  should  Lsolate 
the  patients  there  when  possible.  If 
it  is  necessary,  the  patient  may  be 
Isolated  at  home.  The  proper  <ontrol 
of  sthallpox  is  by  \acclnation  and  isola- 
tion. You  hear  a  great  deal  about  vac- 
cination, its  evils,  etc.  Those  who  be- 
lieve in  vaccination  will  go  away  from 
here  tonight  believing  in  it;  those  who 
do  not  bcdleve  in  It  will  go  away  witii 
their  beliefs  unshaken,  regardless  of 
what  I  or  any  other  physician  might 
.say.  Anybody,  who  has  ever  had  an 
experience  with  smallpox  knows  that 
vaccination  is  an  absolute  preventative 
as  well  as  they  know  anything  at  all. 

"As  far  as  the  new  regulations  are 
concerned.  I  do  not  know  that  they  will 
make  a  very  great  difference  in  the 
manner  of  han.lllng  cases  in  Duluth. 
The  old  system  was  to  put  a  card  on 
the  house,  take  out  the  patient  If  pos- 
sible and  vaccinate  every  <»ne  in  the 
house.  T'nder  the  new  rules,  the  same 
course  will  be  followed,  but  the  people 
win  not  be  kept  locked  in.  "The  law 
in  regard  to  v.accinatlon  Is  not  changed. 
There  Is  no  law  and  therefore  It  could 
not  be  changed.  The  warning  card  will 
be  placed  on  the  house  and  probably 
the  people  will  stay  at  home.  I  hope 
not.  I  hope  they  will  go  about  their 
bu.<«lness.  A  good  many  people  thought 
that  under  the  new  rules,  the  home 
would  not  be  quarantined  .at  all.  It 
will  be.  but  will  not  be  under  a  strict 
quarantine. 

■  I  read  a  paper  before  the  medical 
society  here  in  Duluth  last  summer  and 
I  will  quote  briefly  from  It:  'The  ideal 
method  of  treating  smallpox  patients 
Is  by  removal  to  the  detention  hos- 
pital (I  have  no  use  for  a  pesthouse>.  It 
Is  the  general  custom  In  the  large 
cities.  The  people  there  would  not 
tolerate  treatment  In  the  homes.  (There 
l.-i  no  rigid  quarantine  in  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  and  hasn'  tbeen  for  .ve.»,r.<'. 
What  Is  good  for  the  larger  cities  is 
go.id    for   the   small).' 

"I  h.ave  just  this  to  say  In  conclu- 
sion. If  you  want  t'ne  old  regulations 
and  vote  that  the  health  officer  has  got 
to  maintain  them,  we  will  help  him.  If 
yon  in.Hist  on  the  old  quarantine,  you 
will  live  up  to  It.  "We  will  have  ro 
monkey-work.  The  old  regulations  will 
be  enforced  to  the  letter.  A  man  will 
stand  over  every  hous*".  There  will  b"^ 
no  breaklnET  of  quarantine.  You  will 
get  all  the  quarantine  you  want." 

Before  the  <'ro.ss-examination  of  Dr. 
Br.Tcken  began.  Alderman  Plllr«trau1t 
made  a  few  remarks  in  whieh  he  ex- 
pressed confldenf'e  in  the  state  hoard  of 
health  and  urged  the  aid  -rmen  to  thor- 
oughly understand  the  question  before 
attempting  to  vote  on  It.  He  said  there 
were  .=ieveral  local  authoritie.q  in  the 
chambers  and  .asked  that  Dr  Maglu  Dr. 
Stewart  and  Dr.  Rood  of  Hibbing  be 
called  upon.  He  urged  that  the  ques- 
tion was  a  «ierIotia  one  an.i  deserved 
serious    consideration. 

Alderraan  Staples  b»*oaehed  the  case 
of  a  child  dvlng  in  Chicago  of  vir-cina- 
tlon,    as    reported    In    the    newspapers. 


Dr.  Bracken  explainej  the  ca.'se  by  say- 
in.g  that  affidavits  were  in  the  hands  of 
the  Chicago  board  of  health  from  the 
physician  a.nd  the  child's  father,  show- 
ing iliat  it  had  been  vaccinated  six  or 
seven  months  before  death  and  death 
was  directly  due  to  typhoid  fever. 
Is   Cro!*!*-H\aiiiiiied. 

Alderman  Wilson  then  took  up  the  cud- 
gel and  put  Dr.  Bracken  under  a  rapid 
fire   of  questions,    proceeding   as   follows: 

Wilson-"A3  I  understand  it,  the  state 
board  of  health  does  not  claim  that  its 
order   applies   to   Duluth." 

Bracken  —  "It  applies  to  the  entire 
state." 

Wilson— "The  state  board  would  make 
no  objection  and  take  no  offense  If  the 
council   should   add    further   regulations?" 

Bracken— "There  would  be  no  objection. 
Only  the  state  board  would  think  that  It 
was  a  criticism  and  it  would  show  that 
the  council  believed  it  knew  more  about 
the  (juestion   than   the  state  board." 

WiLson- "It  Duluth  excepted  from  the 
general  order?" 

Bracken— "No." 

Mr.  Wilson  read  from  the  statute  a 
section  to  show  that  regulations  of  the 
state  board  of  health  do  not  take  preced- 
ence over  the  city  charter  of  a  city  of 
tlie  first  class  and  Dr.  Bracken  agreed 
that  such  was  the  case,  except  that  if  the 
health  officer  of  a  city  did  not  live  up  to 
the  regulations  of  the  charter,  the  state 
board  would  have  the  authority  to  step 
in  and  compel  him  to  do  so. 

Wilson— "You  warned  us  that  If  wS 
passed  this  ordinance,  we  would  get  all 
tile  quarantine  we  want.  Do  you  mean  to 
say  the  state  lx)ard  of  health  has  the 
authority  to  give  us  all  we  want?" 

Braeken— "Yes  and  No.  If  you  made 
regulations  and  Dr.  Murray  did  not  carry 
them  out.  We  would  get  after  you  good 
and    stiff." 

Wilson— "Yet  you  have  no  authority  to 
go   beyond   your  own   regulations?" 

Bracken— "We  can  make  the  iiealth  of- 
hcer  of  Duluth  enforce  any  regulatior 
you  may  make  and  we  certainly  shall 
do   so." 

Wilson— "Don't  you  believe  in  the  quar- 
antine'?" 

Bracken— "I   certainfy   do   not." 

Wilson— "It  is  positively  l)ad,  unneces- 
sary,   inefficient,   and  deceptive,   is   it?" 

Bracken— "Yes." 

Wils<jn  —  "Have  you  always  believed 
so'"' 

Bracken— "For  a  good  many  years." 

Wll.-<on— "How   long?" 

Dr.  Bracken  said  that  several  years 
ago.  he  thought  of  the  us^.dessness  of  the 
quarantine  and  has  grown  strong  m  that 
belief  since.  Mr.  Wilson  said  he  didn't 
doubt  the  doctor's  sincerity  or  honesty, 
but  he  wanted  to  know  if  the  doctor 
thought  the  quarantine  utterly  useless. 
Dr.  Bracken  said  he  did.  He  .said  small- 
ix)x  is  not  as  contagious  and  c.immunic- 
able  as  most  pe<jple  choose  to  believe.  He 
and  Mr.  Wilson  went  into  the  question 
of  smallpox  being  an  air-borne  disease. 
Dr.  Bracken  contended  tliat  there  wa.s 
little  danger  of  tiie  disease  beins  air- 
borne. 

Mr.  Wilson  asked  if  the  new  regulations 
were  eiiJorced  throughout  the  state 
wouldn't  the  inevitable  result  be  an  in- 
crease in  smalli«x.  Dr.  Bracken  said  he 
didn't  expect  to  sep  any.  He  said  the 
state  board  of  health  wasn't  ready  sev- 
eral years  ago  to  go  against  t'le  people 
in  the  lifting  of  the  absolute  quarantine. 

"Now  We  have  gone  up  against  it  and 
we  are  being  damned  to  the  devil."  lie 
concluded. 

Not  Intended  as  Club. 

Mr.  Wilson  wanted  to  know  if  the  real 
reason  for  the  new  regulations  wasn't  to 
scare  the  people  into  vaccination.  Dr. 
Bracken  said  the  intention  wasn't  to  use 
it  as  a  club.  They  naturally  expect  more 
vaccination,  but  there  in  no  vindictive- 
ne.ss  in  the  order.  He  says  physicians 
will  advice  vaccination,  whether  they  get 
5()   cents    for   it    or   not. 

Mr.  Wilson  went  into  the  question  of 
people  with  blood  diseases  and  consump- 
tion, who  would  incur  danger  from  vac- 
cination, people  on  wliom  the  virus 
wouldn't  take,  ignorant  and  stubborn 
people,  who  wouldn't  get  vaccinated.  Dr. 
Bracken  said  in  all  three  classes,  there 
was  danger  of  infection,  but  added  that 
in  the  case  of  ignorant  and  stubborn,  they 
didn't  care. 

Dr.  Bracken  broke  into  Mr.  Wilson's 
questioning  to  .say  that  an  absolute 
quarantine  is  a  protection,  but  that  abso- 
lute iiuarantine  cannot  be  maintained 
unless  a  guard  is  put  over  every  window 
and  every  door,  night  and  day— guards 
who  are  uncorrux)tibl-;  an.j  non-sleeping. 
He  ventured  the  opinion  that  half  of  tlie 
people  of  the  state  were  vacoinat^d.  but 
wouldn't  agree  with  Mr.  WILson  that' vac- 
cination was  a  protection  for  only  flv 
to  seven  years.  He  said  he  had  know.a 
ciises  in  which  it  was  a  protect  ion  for 
forty  years.  He  said  people  might  "be 
vaccinated  from  time  to  time,  and  if  It 
look,  they  needed  It.  If  not,  there  was 
no  harm   done. 

Mr.  Wilson  wanted  to  know  if  it  wasn't 
a  fact  that  sometimes  people  who  were 
vaccinated  took  smallpox.  Dr.  BiaL'ken 
said  it  was  very  unlikely.  He  said  the 
maximum  of  people  who  had  l)een  vaccin- 
ated and  subsequently  had  smallpox  was 
5  per  cent. 

Dr.  Magie  was  called  upon,  and  he  told 
of  smallpox  epidemics  in  Montreal  which 
had  been  ch  eked  by  vaccination  and  not 
by  quarantine.  He  said  people  are  sick 
four  or  five  days  sometimes  before  they 
break  out  and  the  cases  are  reported  to 
the  physicians.  He  said  vaccination  would 
protect  other  people  from  the  infection 
which  tho.se  persons  would  spread.  He 
said  it  is  a  fact  that  the  foim  of  small- 
p«}X  has  been  jjrowing  milder.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  race  i.s 
gradually  becoming  Immune,  and,  wl'n 
continued  vaccination,  the  immunity  will 
become  hereditary. 

Dr.  Rood  of  Hibbing  was  called,  and  he 
told  of  an  epidemic  there  tills  fall.  He 
.said  that  early  in  December  the  disease 
was  spreading,  and  the  regulations  of 
the  state  board  of  health  were  adopted. 
He  .*!ald  that  instead  of,  as  naturally,  the 
number  of  cases  increasing  in  winter, 
they  decrea.sed,  until  now  tiie  disease  is 
practically  stamped  out.  He  said  in  all 
his  experience  he  has  yet  to  have  a  ca.se 
of  smallpox  where  there  had  been  vac- 
cination. 

Dr.  Stewart  told  of  some  of  his  exper- 
leno'S  with  vaccination,  and  lieartily  en- 
dorsed the  state  l>jard  of  health  in  its 
stand.  In  answer  to  a  question  by  Mr. 
WILson.  he  caused  a  ripple  of  laugliter  in 
the  room  by  saying  that  tlie  fact  that  a 
person  has  smallpox  L-s  a  reflection  on  his 
own  intelligence.  He  said  when  a  person 
violates  quarantine  and  spreads  small- 
pox, he  violates  the  law,  and  that  when  a 
person  neglects  to  be  vac:inated.  he  may 
catch  the  di.sease.  spread  it,  and  thus 
violate  the  law. 

Dr.  Riesland's  brief  talk  was  a  severe 
arraignment  of  vacoination.  He  said 
he  had  never  been  vaccinatej  and  had 
never  had  smallpox  be<-ause  "his  system 
had  not  been  polluted  by  half  decayed 
poison  from  a  calf  subjected  to  cruel  and 
inhuman  tr'.atment."  He  quoted  author- 
ities to  show  that  vaccination  was  causing 
numerous  other  diseases  and  spreading 
tliem. 

Alderman  Filiatrault  offered  a  resolu- 
tion   as    follows: 

"Resolved,  That  this  council  is  In 
sympathy  with  the  new  rules  of  the 
state  board  of  health  regarding  the 
care  of  smallpox  and  we  advise  their 
adoption  by  the  health  commissioner 
of    the    city    of    Duluth." 

Alderman  Foubister  asked  another 
week's  respite  before  a  vote  sltould  be 
taken. 

Alderman  Wilson  -said  he  was  glad 
Alderman  Filiatrault  had  introduced 
th<'  resolution,  as  the  vote  would  give 
the  committee  on  ordinances  a  lead  on 
which  they  could  base  their  action  on 
his  ordinance. 

"We  are  not  against  vaccination,"  he 
said.  "I  don't  see  how  any  man  on  this 
council  would  'nave  the  tem.erity  to  get 
up  and  oppose  vaccination  In  the  face 
of  all  we  have  heard  upon  it  tonight. 
We  have  two  ways  of  fighting  small- 
pox. Neither  Is  entirely  effective. 
Physicians  may  say  vaccination  is 
entirely  effective,  but  the  facts  do 
not  bear  them  out.  Is  It  not  possible 
that  some  good  may  be  done  by  a  rigid 
quarantine  on  those  cases,  wiiere  it  is 
rigid.  Some  when  they  are  put  under 
quarantine  will  keep  it  honestly.  It  is 
a  slander  on  any  community  to  say 
that  all.  who  are  put  under  quarantine, 
will  break  It.  It  Is  just  as  re.asonanle 
to  say  that  because  there  Is  a  law 
against  stealing,  none  will  obey  it  and 
it  should  be  stricken  from  the  statute 
books. 

"They  say  they  will  give  us  all  the 
(juaranfine  we  want,  of  the  shotgun 
variety  if  we  dare.  That  is  not  the 
spirit  In  whieh  we  approached  it.  I 
b»lieve  in  vaccination.  I  bow  to  It. 
But.  if  I  were  fighting  my  most  deadly 
enemy.  I  would  not  tie  one  hand  behind 
my  back,  although  I  iiad  absolute  con- 
fidence in  the  other  hand.  When  chased 
Into  a  corner,  the  doctors  admit  that 
quarantine  does  a  little  good.  Why 
not   have  both,   then? 

"In  this  state  and  in  this  very  county, 
people  have  been  shot  for  violating 
quarantine.     Now    they    Bay,    the    quar-

Time  is  Ripe  for  Another 

Appeal  to  People's 

Conscience. 


Omaha,  Neb.,  Jan.  7.— Four  hundred 
guests  were  present  at  the  annual 
gutherins  of  the  Jacksonian  club  of 
Nebraska  at  its  celebration  last  night 
of  the  occasion  when  "Old  Hickory" 
and  his  liost,  secreted  behind  a  bul- 
wark of  cotton  bales,  routed  the  Brit- 
ish  at    New   Orleans. 

William  J.  Bryan  was  the  guest  of 
honor  and  other  Democratic  leaders 
had  places  at  the  speaker's  table. 
These  included  Former  Governor  C. 
S.  Thomas  of  Colorado,  Congressman 
Hitchcock  of  Omaha  and  S.  J.  Dunn  of 

Omaha. 

C.  J.  Sniythe.  former  attorney  gen- 
eral, was  toastmaster.  He  congratu- 
lated the  Democrats  of  the  country  on 
their  opportunities  and  predicted  tlie 
election  of  Mr.  Bryan  to  the  highest 
office  In  the  gift  of  the   people. 

"The  Moral  Element  In  Pending  Is- 
sues" was  tlie  subject  of  Mr.  Bryan's 
address,   whicli  in  part  was  as  follows: 

'No  question  Is  ever  settled  until 
the  moral  element  in  the  question  Is 
discussed  and  decided  nothing  but  a 
moral  issue— tiiat  is,  an  i.saue  involv- 
ing justice— stirs  the  heart.  Andrew 
Jackson  addressed  iiimself  to  the 
moral  nature  and  aroused  a  moral  en- 
thusiasm that  outlived  his  period.  The 
time  is  ripe  for  another  appeal  to 
conscience  and  indications  point  to  a 
greater  study  of  public  questions  from 
an  ethical  standpoint.  The  corrupting 
influences  that  have  flowed  from  mer- 
lenary  politics  have  at  last  excited  at- 
tention and  there  is  a  searching  of 
men  and  of  measures  such  as  had 
never  been  known  In  recent  times. 
Prciiidont  Has   Made  31istake8. 

"The  president's  popularity  is  large- 
ly, If  not  entirely,  due  to  the  belief 
among  the  masses  tliat  he  wants  to 
do  what  is  right  and  he  is  trying  to 
secure  justice  to  those  who  have  been 
unjustly  dealt  with.  He  has  made 
many  mistakes  and  great  ones,  but 
these  mistakes  have  to  a  large  extent 
been  overlooked  by  those  who  believe 
that  his  heart  is  right  and  that  he 
moans  well.  This  is  only  an  indica- 
tion of  public  attitude.  Another  is  to 
be   found    In   tlie   voters. 

"Not  since  the  war  have  party  lines 
hung  so  closely  and  this  is  the  natural 
result  where  the  voters  become  earnest 
in  their  desire  that  wrong  shall  be 
overthrown    and    right    vindicated. 

"People  differ  as  to  the  relative  im- 
portance of  the  different  issues,  some 
placing  trusts  first,  some  regarding  the 
tariff  question  as  ptvramount,  and  others 
believing  the  railroad  question  most  Im- 
portaut.  But  the  fact  is,  they  all  point 
to  the  same  issue,  and  that  those  who 
take  the  peoples  side  on  one  of  these 
questions  Is  likely  to  take  the  people's 
.side  on  either  of  the  other  two.  The 
i.ssuc  presented  in  each  and  al!  of  these 
questions  is  whether  the  government 
.=hall  be  administered  by  Interests  of  a 
few  favorites  or  by  the  interests  of  th<j 
whole  people,  and  whether  tlse  people 
shall  be  taxed  that  a  few  escape.  The 
trusts  tax  the  entire  people  for  the  benefit 
of  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
stockholders;  the  protected  manufacturers 
tax  the  entire  public  thmu^h  import  duties 
and  the  railroads  levy  tribute  upon  the 
whole  country  through  extortionate  rates. 
We  have  had  selfishness  enthroned  in  law 
or  selfishness  denying  the  law  until  tlie 
average  man  has  become  the  victim  of  in- 
justice practiced  on  every  hand. 

Republicans  Deceive  Voters. 

"For  vears  the  Republican  leaders  sup- 
ported their  policies  by  adroit  appeals  to 
the  Inti-rests  of  the  different  classes  and 
with  a  press  subservient  to  predatory 
wealth,  they  have  deceived  and  deluded 
many  voters.  They  are  not  prepared  to 
defend  their  position  on  any  public  ques- 
tion before  thj  bar  of  public  conscience. 
Some  of  the  more  independent  Republic- 
ans realize  this,  and  are  uttering  words  of 
warning,  but  the  Republican  leaders  are 
as  blind  as  the  Pharaohs. 

"In  a  multitude  of  ways  the  m«ral 
sentiment  is  manifesting  itself,  and  un- 
1»  .?s  the  signs  of  the  times  are  mistaken, 
there  is  sroing  to  be  a  return  to  the 
Jeffersonian  and  Jacksonian  doctrine. 
•e«iual  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges 
to   none.'  " 

A  feature  of  almost  every  speech  of  the 
evening  was  praise  of  President  Roose- 
velt, who,  it  was  said,  has  been  carr.ving 
out  many  of  the  principles  of  the  Demo- 
cratic platform  of  IS&fi,  in  spite  of  the 
opposition  of  his  own  party.

S.  T.  Harrison  Addresses 
Unity  Club  on  Govern- 
ment by  Commission. 

"New  Municipal  Government  By 
Commission,"  was  the  subject  dis- 
cusseeU  by  Attorney  S.  T.  Harriaon, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Unity  club  last 
evening.  The  talk  was  a  very  inter- 
esting one,  and  told  of  the  successful 
methods  of  city  government  that  have 
been  adopted  by  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 
Galveston,  Texas,  and  other  towns  ju 
the    United    States. 

Mr.  Harrison  maintained  that  gov- 
ernment by  commission  has  many  ad- 
vantages over  the  system  at  present  in 
vogue  in  Duluth.  If  the  new  plan 
were  adopted  here,  there  would  be 
probably  live  commissioners,  one  of 
them  to  act  as  mayor.  The  salary 
of  the  latter  would  be  $3,500,  and  the 
others  would  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
$3,000  each. 

Under  this  form  of  government,  poll- 
tics  would  be  entirely  abolished.  It 
would  be  considered  criminal  to  ask 
the  support  of  any  poltical  party.  This 
Jcind  of  government  is  divided  into 
Ave  deprtments,  the  mayor  being  at 
the  head  of  public  affairs  and  each 
of  the  other  commissioners  supervis- 
ing finance,  public  accounts,,  police  and 


streets,  parks  and  public  ways.  No 
law  or  ordinance  can  become  active 
until  the  people  have  given  a  favorable 
expression  of  their  will  through  the 
ballot.  No  franchises  can  be  granted 
to  any  person,  corporation  or  com- 
pany, except  by  a  vote  of  the  people. 
In  order  to  become  a  candidate  for 
office  at  the  primaries,  one  must  ob- 
tain a  certificate  of  fitness  signed  by 
twenty-five  property  holders.  After 
election  If  the  man  is  found  to  be  In- 
competent or  corrupt,  he  must  run 
again  agains?t  another  candidate  that 
will  be  selected  by  the  people.

TO  MAKE  PAPER 
OF  MILL  WASTE 

Lumber  Refuse  May  be 

Means  of  Cutting 

Down  Cost 

Washington,  Jan.  7.— Scientists  here  are 
deeply  interested  in  what  is  believed  to 
be  a  means  of  manufacturing  paper  from 
ground  wood,  in  which  the  waste  of  mills 
can  be  used.  If  successful,  the  plan  will 
eliminate  the  cost  of  wood  specially  cui 
for  the  manufacture  of  paper  pulp. 

The  pitch  which,  heretofore.  Interfered 
with  the  use  of  wood  of  this  character  is 
overcome  in  the  new  process  by  so  treat- 
ing the  pulp  that  it  passes  off  m  vapor, 
and  the  fiber  is  recovered  by  subjectmg 
the  mass  to  a  system  of  pressing. 

The  very  much  Increased  cost  of  pa- 
per, which  has  led  many  newspapers  to 
increase  their  price  or  resort  to  the  alter- 
native of  decreasing  their  size,  has 
aroused  experts  to  a  study  of  means  to 
re<luce  the  cost  of  paper  foundations. 

Experiments  now  In  progress  indicate 
that  the  system  of  using  mill  waste  can 
be  made  a  success.  Such  a  plant  Is  now 
in  operation  in  Vancouver,  which  has 
proven  a  success.  The  project  is  backed 
by  a  company  with  $1,000,000  of  capital, 
and  the  plant)  when  In  complete  running 
order,  will  have  eufk  outj)ut  of  360  tons  of 
finished  paper  a  week.

SEYN  WILL  HELP 
RUSSIAN  POLICE 

Finland  is  Scene  of  Ter- 
rorist  Plots  Against 
State  Officials. 

Helslngfors,  Jan.  7.— Immediately  upon 
tlie  appointment  of  Gen.  Seyn  as  chief  of 
the  staff  to  the  governor  of  Finland 
comes  evidence  of  renewed  intensity  In 
the  death  struggle  between  the  Russian 
revolutionary  terrorists  and   the  political 

police. 

Hitherto  Flnlan  authorities  have  sought 
to  resist  wholesale  arrests  in  the  grand 
duchv  upon  search  w^arrants  and  Gover- 
nor General  Gerhard  has  defended  their 
claim  that  warrants  should  charge  actual 
crimes  and  that  persons  arrested  should 
bo  handed  over  to  common  law  author- 
ities, and  not  to  standing  courts-martial. 
It  Is  clear  that  Gen.  Seyn,  who  was  chief 
of  the  staff  of  the  assassinated  Gen.  Bo- 
brlkoff,  means  to  enforce  the  claim  of  the 
St.  Petersburg  political  police  and  defy 
the  Finnish  constitution. 

In  the  last  series  of  Important  assas- 
sinations in  St.  Petersburg,  it  is  known 
that  the  plots  and  explosives  were  pre- 
pared in  Finland,  and  the  selected  agent 
arrived  in  the  capital  only  the  night  be- 
fore or  on  the  morning  of  his  crime,  thus 
avoiding  the  susplcton  that  might  follow 
his   attempt   to   register   his   passport. 

Information  in  the  hands  of  the  St. 
Petersburg  police  has  convinced  them 
that  the  terrorists  are  planning  a  great 
coup,  but  its  objects  and  details  appar- 
ently remain  hidden.  In  their  nervous 
anxiety  to  unravel  the  mystery,  the  po- 
lice maJte  dally  searchlngs  in  St.  Peters- 
burg and  neighl)oring  towns,  even  on  this 
side  of  the  Finnish  frontier.  Large  num- 
bers have  been  arrested  in  all  the  dis- 
tricts visited. 

A  search  was  attempted  at  3  a.  m.  In 
a  house  in  the  working  class  district. 
But  the  men  wanted  turned  a  regular 
fusUade  on  the  police  from  the  darkness. 
Col.  Koltchak,  commanding  the  district 
police,  and  a  woman  v/ere  killed,  and  an 
officer  and  several  policemen  wounded.

Obviously,  this  would 
help  keep  the  conductors  honest,  because  it  makes  the 
eolh;ciion  of  the  fares  a  very  public  and  noticeable  act,  and 
if  the  conductors  did  fail  to  ring  up  the  fares  he  col- 
lected, the  omission  couid  hardly  i^'l  to  be  noticed  by  the 
passengers. 

Bjt  the  trouble  with  the  scheme  was  that  it  was 
entirely  too  noticeable  At  i.ractically  every  corner  in 
tiie  busy  parts  oi  the  city,  during  the  rush  hours,  there 
was  a  sma::  not  several  t:mes  a  day.  Cars  were  held 
np  'vhile  the  conductors  made  change,  for  of  course  not 
all  the  passengers  hid  their  nickels  ready.  If  several 
people  in  a  stnag  happened  to  require  change,  the  crowd 
beh  ad  them  accam;:!ated  and  grew  impatient.  In  short, 
the  schedule  was  thrown  out  of  gear  by  repeated  block- 
«de:J,  n..»boiy  got  home  on  time,  and  everybody  became 
mngry  and  disgusted  and  ready  to  heap  abuse  upon  the 
mariagonient  of  the  lines— a  thing  that  the  public  is 
prone  to  do  anyway,  on  general  principles  if  for  no  better 
reason. 

Bv.t  the  climax  was  effectually  capped  when  a  woman 
with  an  armful  of  bundles  and  her  nickel  in  her  mouth 
got  excited  as  she  was  boarding  a  car.  VVhen  she  absent- 
mindedly  opened  her  mouth  to  tell  the  conductor  where 
her  fare  was  she  swallowed  the  coin. 

.So  the  company  abandoned  in  haste  this  ill-advised 
method  of  getting  its  share  of  the  receipts. 

The  problem  of  compelling  conductors  to  be  honest 
if  they  don't  want  to  be  is  always  a  hard  one.  and  though 
ing-*n:ous  schemes  to  ettect  it  have  been  devised,  schemes 
just  a  little  more  ingenious  have  been  concocted  to  enable 
the  needy  conductors  to  beat  them.  It  is  doubtful  if  it 
wili  ever  be  possible  to  make  it  absolutely  certain  that 
the  companies  get  every  nickel  taken  in.  No  doubt  the 
great  majority  of  the  conductors  are  honest,  but  there 
are  always  some  who  will  let  some  of  the  nickels  stick  in 
their  pockets  if  they  can  arrange  it. 

A  far  better  way  than  the  Pitt.sburg  plan  occurs  to  The 
Herald.  Why  not  have  the  pas.^engers  use  tickets  instead 
of  nickels?  There  would  not  be  much  use  in  a  conductor 
"knocking  down"  tickets,  because  he  can  ride  free  any- 
way, and  an  attempt  to  sell  purloined  tickets  would  be 
dangerous  and  difficult. 

In  order  to  induce  the  people  to  use  tickets,  it  would 
of  course  be  necessary  to  make  it  an  object  to  them. 
That  c.»uld  be  done  by  selling  six  or  seven  tickets  for  a 
quarter  or  say  twenty-tive  for  a  dollar.  This  plan,  well- 
adyertised,  would  induce  most  street  car  patrons  to  buy 
tickets,  and  the  conductors  would  not  have  to  handle^so 
much  money. 

This  plan  could  be  tried  to  the  mutual  advantage  of 
th<i  street  railway  interests  and  their  patrons. 


will  prove.  It  is  easier  to  say  what  ought  to  be  done 
with  them  than  to  do  it.  Most  country  newspapers  start 
out  to  require  their  subscribers  to  adhere  strictly  to  the 
"pay  in  advance"  rule,  but  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
continue  the  policy.  Some  of  those  who  fail  to  remit 
when  the  time  comes  are  very  good  people  indeed; 
people  who  are  perfectly  responsible,  and  who  are  certain 

to  pay — sometime. 

But  they  do  not  think  about  the  trouble  they  are 
causing  the  country  editor.  His  type,  ink,  paper,  labor 
and  rent  must  be  paid  for  promptly.  If  his  subscriptions 
come  in  that  way,  he  could  manage  it  easily.  But  when 
a  tenth  or  a  third  of  his  subscribers  keep  him  waiting 
for  his  money,  it  makes  him  scramble  to  meet  his  own 
bills,  not  to  mention  laying  aside  an  honest  dollar  or  two 
against  the  rainy  season. 

If  he  stops  every  paper  whose  recipient  fails  to  pay 
promptly,  he  makes  enemies  and  loses  subscribers.  If  he 
lets  the  accounts  run  he  finds  that  the  forgetfulness  of 
his  delinquent  subscribers  is  often  of  a  very  tenacious 
and  longwinded  sort,  and  that  adds  to  his  financial  bur- 
dens. Between  these  two  alternatives,  both  disagree- 
able, the  country  editor  had  been  hovering  in  much  per- 
turbation of  mind  for  years,  until  along  came  the  post- 
office  department  and  put  him  out  of  his  misery  with  this 
new  rule.  • 

Now,  if  he  cuts  oflf  a  delinquent,  it  is  not  his  fault,  but 
that  of  the  postoffice.  If  he  tells  his  delinquent  sub- 
scribers that  they  must  pay  or  be  cut  off,  he  can  say  that 
the  postoffice  requires  him  to  do  this,  and  that  if  he  had 
his  way  he  would  let  the  account  run  on  indefinitely,  be- 
cause he  is  in  business  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing his  subscribers  happy  and  contented,  and  profit  is 
only  an  immaterial  side  issue. 

But  if  he  docs  not  drop  those  who  are  in  arrears 
more  than  a  year,  he  gets  into  trouble  with  the  postoffice 
department  or  has  to  put  l-ccnt  stamps  on  the  papers, 
tluis  turning  a  small  possible  profit  into  a  positive  loss. 

The  new  rule  will  put  the  circulation  of  newspapers 
upon  a  sound  basis,  and  will  head  off  the  fake  publica- 
tions that  are  abusing  the  second  class  privilege  while  it 
enables  the  country  editor  to  jar  his  laggard  subscribers 
into  prompt  payment.

PETTIFOGGING. 

When  the  Minneapolis  Journal  hypocritically  pre- 
tended to  be  unable  to  understand  Governor  Johnson's 
comparison  of  the  farming  out  of  taxes  in  France  with 
the  power  which  the  "'protective  tariff"  gives  to  the  trusts 
to  tax  the  .\mcrican  people  for  the  benefit  of  a  few,  The 
Herald  endeavored  to  enlighten  that  newspaper. 

The  Journal  replies,  with  its  customarily  transparent 
deceit  and  slipperiness,  by  pretending  that  The  Herald 
said  that  a  •'prohibitive  tariff"  not  only  builds  up  a  treas- 
ury surplus  but  enables  the  trusts  to  tax  the  people. 

Of  course  The  Herald  said  nothing  of  the  kind.  A 
prohibitive  tariff  contributes  absolutely  nothing  to  the 
revenues  of  the  government.  It  contributes  much,  how- 
ever, to  the  revenues  of  the  trusts,  and  every  dollar  that 
it  enables  them  to  charge  above  a  fair  price  is  an  unholy 
tax  levied  by  them  under  the  protection  of  the  tariff  law. 
Where  tariff  schedules  are  not  "prohibitive,"  but  only 
•'protective,"  they  yield  revenues  to  the  government,  and 
who  those  revenues  build  up  an  enormous  surplus  in  the 
treasury,  drawing  out  of  circulation  millions  of  dollars 
that  ought  to  be  in  circulation  for  the  uses  of  business, 
injury  is  worked  to  the  people. 

But  it  is  hardly  worth  while  continuing  an  argument 
on  this  point  with  the  Minneapolis  Journal.  No  intelli- 
gent citizen  of  Minnesota  needs  to  be  convinced  that  a 
tariff  which  enables  trusts  to  rob  the  people  and  which 
takes  away  from  the  people  many  millions  more  than  the 
government  needs  is  wrong,  and  thaj  while  in  its  iniquity 
it  is  comparable  with  royal  farming  out  of  taxes,  the 
comparison  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  royal  method  of 
oppression.

ANOTHER  FIVE-TO-FOUR  DECISION. 

In   one   of   those   dreadfully   unsatisfying   five-to-foui 
decisions,  the   supreme   court  of   the   United   States   has 
ruled  that  the  federal  employers'  liability  law  is  uncon 
Sttutional.     This  law,  which  was  passed  in  190O  to  apply 
to  railroads,  eliminated  the  doctrine  which  releases  em 
players  from  liability  for  accidents  caused  by  the  negli 
gtnce  of  the  fellow  servants  of  the  injured  employe,  and 
souglit  to  throw  the  burden  of  the  risks  of  employment 
upon  iho.-e  who  are  able  to  stand  it. 

The  supreme  court  holds  that  while  the  statute  em- 
braces s-ibjects  within  the  authority  of  congress  to  regu- 
late commerce,  it  al--.o  includes  subjects  not  within  its 
constitutional  power:  and  that  the  two  are  so  blended 
tiat  they  are  "inseparable  of  purpose."  The  court  be- 
lieves that  the  law  is  unenforceable  as  to  intrastate  traffic, 
and  that  therefore  it  ought  not  to  be  held  applicable  to 
interstate  traffic,  though  several  of  the  justices  thought 
otherwise. 

It  is  these  decisions  that  cause  an  aspiring  people  to 
Ic'ok  askance  at  both  Constitution  and  court,  and  wonder 
which  is  responsible  for  the  fact  that  nearly  always  when, 
in  response  to  a  public  demand,  legislation  to  effect  jus- 
tice between  rich  and  poor  is  enacted,  the  way  is  blocked 
by  the  dread  and  potent  word  "unconstitutional." 

However,  the  decision  will  be  most  reassuring  to 
those  who  are  jealous  of  state  rights,  and  who  deem  it 
more  important  that  the  rights  of  the  state  shall  not  be 
infringed  upon  by  federal  regulation  than  that  justice 
siall  be  done  alike  to  the  powerful  and  the  dependent. 


DELINQUENT  SUBSCRIBERS. 

Some  of  the  country  newspapers  seem  to  be  inclined 
to  think  their  Uncle  Samuel  is  over-officious  in  his  new 
rulings  about  delinquent  subscribers,  but  his  stand  on  the 
natter  is  easily  accounted  for,  and  it  is  not  only  good 
public  policy,  but  it  ought  to  help  the  newspapers  in  their 
delicate  dealing  with  those  who  are  "backward  about 
coming  forward"  with  their  dues. 

The  object  of  the  postoffice  department  is  to  limit  the 
natter  mailed  under  the  second-class  privilege  to  bona 
fide,  legitimate  circulation,  and  it  includes  in  that  only 
subscribers  who  think  enough  of  the  publications  they 
receive  to  pay  for  them.  Hence  the  new  rule  that  dailies 
may  not  be  mailed  to  subscribers  that  are  over  three 
months  delinquent,  that  weeklies  may  not  be  mailed  to 
those  who  are  over  a  year  in  arrears,  etc. 

The  delinquent  subscribers  are  not  a  very  great  prob- 
lem with  the  dailies,  but  it  is  different  with  the  country 
^veeklies.  as  a  glance  over  the  files  of  almost  any  of  them 


UNCLE  SAM  FINDS  THEM. 

Georgia,  in  experimenting  with  the  new  and  popular 
doctrine  of  prohibition,  is  beset  at  the  very  outset  with  a 
painful  doubt. 

It  is  the  same  doubt  that  has  beset  every  other  state 

that  had  adopted  prohibition:    Will  prohibition  prohibit? 

It  probably  will  not,  absolutely.    It  never  has  brought 

about    the   absolute    suspension   of   the   sale   and   use   of 

liquor  in  any  state. 

But  that  is  no  very  valid  argument  against  prohibi- 
tion. The  law  against  theft  is  a  prohibitory  law.  too, 
and  it  docs  not  always  prohibit.  It  prohibits  everybody 
from  taking  property  that  does  not  belong  to  them,  and 
every  state  has  it;  yet  the  courts  in  all  states  are  kept 
busy  trying  thieves.  So  the  law  against  theft  does  not 
eliminate  dishonesty,  nor  does  the  law  against  murder 
invariably  prevent  homicide.  But  that  is  no  argument 
against  criminal  law,  and  nobody  is  thinking  of  abolish- 
ing the  criminal  code. 

But  what  is  bothering  Georgia  just  now  is  the  dis- 
covery that  under  the  state  license  law,  by  which  every 
saloon  was  required  to  pay  a  tax  of  $300  to  the  state, 
more  than  half  the  saloons  in  the  state  escaped  taxa- 
tion last  year.  The  Georgians  are  wondering  whether,  if 
the  state  authorities  couldn't  enforce  the  tax  law  better 
than  that,  they  will  be  able  to  do  any  better  with  the 
prohibitory  law. 

Last  year,  through  this  tax,  Georgia  collected  about 
$242,000,  which  at  the  rate  of  $300  eaeh  would  indicate 
the  existence  in  that  state  of  850  drinking  places. 

Yet  in  the  same  year  the  internal  revenue  department 
of  the  government  issued  1,820  special  tax  stamps  to  per- 
sons authorized  by  the  government  to  sell  intoxicants  in 
Georgia.  Thus  the  federal  taxes  were  paid  by  twice  as 
many  dispensers  of  liquor  as  paid  the  state  tax. 

This  same  condition  exists  in  many  other  states  be- 
sides Georgia.  If  figures  were  available,  no  doubt  they 
would  show  that  it  exists  in  Minnesota  as  well.  They 
are  not  available  here  because  part  of  the  licenses  are 
issued  by  the  cities,  part  by  the  villages,  and  part  by  the 
counties,  and  there  is  no  state  tax. 

But  it  is  a  well-recognized  fact  that  "blind  pigs"  or 
•blind  tigers"  pretty  generally  pay  the  $25  that  entitles 
them  to  a  government  license,  even  though  they  evade 
payment  of  the  state  license  fee.  However,  it  should  be 
said  in  passing  that  the  government  stamp  is  not  a 
license,  but  merely  the  evidence  that  an  internal  revenue 
tax  has  been  paid.  This  should  be  stated  as  an  answer 
to  those  who  accuse  the  federal  government  of  licensing 
drinking  places  in  violation  of  state  laws.  The  govern- 
ment is  nearly  always  able  to  find  the  drinking  places 
and  tax  them,  and  the  state  authorities,  apparently,  have 
but  indifferent  success  in  the  same  effort. 

North  Dakota  found  a  happy  way  of  disposing  of  this 
difficulty.  It  provided  that  the  names  of  all  who  pay 
the  government  tax  shall  be  published,  and  the  supreme 
court  upheld  the  law.  That  ought  to  help  the  local 
authorities  to  do  their  duty.  Minnesota  should  have 
such  a  law.

Of      course, 
many   of  the   men  were  entirely    innocent 
of    wrong    doing,    in    this    particular    ot- 
tense.      Some    of    them    objected    against 
the    enforcement    of    the    rule,    requiring 
the   changing   of    clothing,    but    Mr.    l><}0- 
little    Is    inclined    to    the    belief    tiiat    tne 
most  strenuous  objections  came  from  the 
miners   who    were  guilty   of   carrying   tne 
g*Ad  ore  from  the  miues. 

Hours  and  certain  rules  and  regulations 
also  entered  into  the  complaint  that  pre- 
ceded the  strike.  Mr.  Doolittle  says  that 
the  war  between  unionism  and  the  M^h^ 
Owners"  association  i»JK>  intense  and  bit- 
ter in  the  West,  thuf  9om»  day  the  ques- 
tion must  be  settled  by  outside  inlluencj 
or  there  will  be  a  labor  fued  that  will 
rival  the  sanguinary  evenu  in  the  Idaho 
and   Colorado  mining  districts. 

He  believes  the  state  or  government  of- 
ficials should  endeavor  to  bring  about  a 
settlement  between  the  mine  owners  and 
the  miners.  It  was  bitter  war  In  the 
Idaho  districts,  with  murder  and  bumb 
throwing,  forming  part  of  the  blo<Jdy 
events  that  characterized  the  clash  be- 
tween labor  and  capital.  Mr.  Doolittle  is 
Inclined  to  l>eUev.»  that  a  similar  pro- 
gram is  likely  to  l)e  enacted  in  the  camps 
of  the  n»>w  mining  district.  Th-^  calling 
of  the  federal  troops  prt-vented  blood.she.i 
and  the  destruction  of  property.  Tlie 
strength  of  the  Western  Federation  is 
well  known  to  men  who  are  conv^-rsant 
with  mining  operation.s  In  the  ^Vest.  It 
is  Jealous  of  thl.s  supremacy:  it  will  take 
desperate  means  to  sustain  the  prestige 
of  iron  rule,  says  Mr.  Doolittle.  and  as 
the  mine  owners  are  equally  tanacious 
of  what  they  believe  their  rights,  tli^- 
struggle,  unless  forestalled  by  an  outside 
influ^'nce.  promises  to  repeat  Western 
mining   history  in  the  Nevada  district. 

Things  have  quieted  down  for  the  pres- 
ent according  to  Mr.  E>oolittle.  The  pres?- 
enco  of  the  soldi.TS  had  a  most  pacify- 
ing influence  on  the  miners.  When  they 
saw  the  government  meant  business  they 
dropped  the  attituio  of  destructiveness 
and  stopped  threat.iaing  the  lives  of 
women.  Wliat  looked  like  serious  trouble. 
Ijcfore  the  arrival  of,  the  soldiers  from 
the  government  l>arracks  at  San  Fran- 
cisc,  has  quieted  into  «  passive  resistance 
to  the  conditions  intdosed  by  the  mine 
owners.  But  Mr.  DooUttb'  does  not  think 
that  these  conditions;  will  be  lasting— 
that  is  the  pres.iit  .p.Iietne.'^s;  rather,  he 
believes,  it  Is  the  lull  before  the  storm 
and  thinks  that  unless  some  agreement  is 
entered  into  between  tSie  warring  parties 
there  will  ensue  an  ofitbreak  of  guerilla 
warfare  that  will  rivai  the  conditions  In 
the  cami>3  of   Idaho  a;^d  Colorado.

Walkcrf  Minn..  Jan.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  son  of  the  noted 
Chief  Bug-a-ne-ge-shig,  head  of  the 
Bear  Island  Chippewas,  was  not  mur- 
dered by  Maysh-quan-e-quabe  on  New 
Year's  as  was  widely  reported  and 
generally  acknowledged  from  evidence 
submitted  at  that  time.  Indian  Agent 
Prater  was  made  aware  that  a  mur- 
der was  committed  at  Sugar  Point  by 
news  from  Indians,  who  substantiated 
their  story  by  producing  four  witnesses 
to  the  murder,  and,  consequently,  lost 
no  time  in  asking  the  county  coroner 
and    sheriff  to   go   to   Sugar  Point.

The  only  reference  I  made  to 
wages  In  my  talk  to  the  association,  at 
its  r  (iuest  and  as  its  guest,  was  about 
as   follows: 

"  'The  v>pen  shop  does  not  mean  any  fi.;ht 
against  wages;  wages  as  high  a-s  condi- 
tions will  warrant  are  a  bltsslng;  It 
means   no  rt-ductiun  fiom   the   union  .scale

of  pay.  This  is  a  constructive.,  not  a 
destructive,    campaign.' 

"Later,  in  answer  to  a  question,  I  said, 
as  nearly  bls  I  can  recall: 

"  'It  is  to  a  certain  degree  unfortunate 
that  this  movement  occurs  during  a  period 
of  Industrial  depression.  For  any  decline 
in  wages  that  may  possibly  come  hereaf- 
ter, as  the  result  of  more  men  than  work, 
will  be  laid  to  the  open  shop.  Wages  are 
ba-sed  on  the  law  of  supply  and  demand, 
and  this  is  far  beyond  any  permanent 
regulation  by  either  unions  or  other  or- 
ganizations. If  the  union  scales  in  the 
Northwest  are  reduced— or  raised— I  have 
no  doubt  in  my  own  mind  that  a  corres- 
ponding and  proportionate  decrease  or 
advance  will  take  place  here.  Wages  here 
are  higher  than  at  most  points  in  the 
Northwest,  and  they  will  doubtless  con- 
tinue .so,  for  It  costs  more  to  live  In  Du- 
luth.'  " 

In  explanation  of  the  correction,  it  may 
be  said  that  reporters  were  barred  from 
the  meeting  referred  to,  and  therefore  ail 
information  concerning  it  was  received 
second-hand,  from  one  who  was  present, 
making  an   error  easily  possible.

The  current  issue  of  the  Marine 
Review  contains  the  information  that 
forty-two  vessels  for  the  1903  season 
•re  under  course  of  construction.  The 
Teasels  are  beingr  built  in  the  various 
shipyards  of  the  Great  Lalces  and 
will  furnish  a  large  addition  to  the 
present  fleet  of  lake  carriers. 

The  list  includes  twenty-six  bulls 
freighters,  t'.vo  passenger  boats,  two 
pacitage  freighters,  two  tireboats.  two 
dredges,  one  car  ferry,  one  fuel  light- 
er, one  lightship,  one  tug.  one  sand- 
sucker  and  three  hopper  barges.  Uf 
this  program  the  Ani->rican  Shipbuild- 
ing company  Is  buiMing  twenty,  th^ 
Great  Lakes  Engin^'ering  works  nine, 
the  Toledo  Shipbuilding  company  two. 
the  Maniti'woc  Dr>-  Dock  company 
three,  the  Racine  Boat  Manaufactur- 
Ing  company  two.  the  Poison  Iron 
■works  three  and  the  Collingwood  Ship- 


building company  three.  Of  the 
twenty-six  bulk  freighters  the  Amer- 
ican Shipbuilding  company  is  build- 
ing seventeen,  the  Great  Lakes  Engi- 
neering works  seven  and  the  Toledo 
Shipbuilding  company  two.  This  liat 
includes  the  Caldera,  which  was 
launched  on  Saturday  last  at  the  Bay 
City  yard  of  the  American  Shipbuild- 
ing company,  and  the  Koop.  which 
was  launched  a  couple  of  weeks  ago 
at  the  Ecorse  yard  of  the  Great  Lakes 
Engineering  works.  The  American 
Shipbuilding  company  is  rebuildmg 
the  City  of  Cleveland,  which  would 
have  been  delivered  in  June,  1907,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  ftre.  The  program 
of  the  Great  Lakes  Engineering 
works  includes  the  two  package 
freighters  building  for  the  Rutland 
Transit  company,  which  figures  in  last 
years'  program.  Omitting  the  Cal- 
dera and  the  Kopp,  whose  carrying  ca- 
pacity is  figured  in  the  lake  launcli- 
ings  of  1907.  t*he  remaining  twenty - 
four  bulk  fr-^ighters  for  1908  delivery 
have  a  carrying  capacity  of  204, 7<W  tons 
on  a  single  trip,  or  4,094,i)O0  tons  in  an 
aver;*ge   season   of   twenty    trips.

Claims    Employers  Are 

Not  Living  Up  to 

Agreement 


W.  E.  McEwen,  takln^g  up  the  cause 
of  the  union  men  of  the  city,  has  ad- 
dre.ssf>d  a  letter  to  the  members  of  Ui'i 
civic  committee  of  the  open-shop,  which 
sets  forth  several  salient  points  in-  the 
present  UvubJe. 

His  letter,  addressed  to  the  100  prom- 
inent citizens  who  comprise  this  com- 
mittee, is  as  follows: 

Gentltmen;  This  letter  is  addressed 
to  you  because  of  our  knowledge  of 
>our  splendid  standing  in  thia  com- 
munity, and  your  rtcord  as  gentlemen 
who  enjoy  the  reputation  of  standing 
by  any  agreement  you  might  m-ake. 

Because  of  your  high  ideas  of  honor, 
wo  believe  that  you  would  as  readily 
condemn  the  repudiation  of  an  agree- 
ment, as  you  would  support  those  who 
stick  by   their  contracts. 

The  question  of  the  union  or  non- 
union shop  can  not  be  nrnade  an  issue 
in  the  look-out  in  the  building  indus- 
try witliout  tti-st  disposing  of  the  con- 
tracts made  and  entered  into  between 
the  employers  of  lat>or  and  the  unions 
involved.  These  ctmtracts  do  not  ex- 
pire until  May  1,  1908. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  existing  con- 
tracts, the  employers  agreed  to  employ 
none  but  mem;i>ers  in  good  standing  in 
the  several  unions,  the  members  of 
which  were  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  in  this  city. 

The  controverey  on  the  SellwtXKl 
building  arose  from  the  iixsistenoe  by 
the  dtructuraj  i3uUding  Trades'  alli- 
ance to  the  adherence  of  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  existing  trade  agreement. 

The  tr-ide  contracts  between  the  em- 
ployers and  the  unions  are  simply 
gentlemen's  agreemtmts,  and  a  faithful 
adherence  to  their  terms  depends  en- 
tirely upon  the  h^inor  of  the  parlies. 

Neither  can  .^ue  nor  Ive  sued  for  their 
violation,  bec-ause  tfiey  are  made  be- 
tween   unincorporated    organizations. 

In  spite  of  these  oonti-acts.  Duluth  is 
now  in  the  miust  of  an  industrial  con- 
flict. L^ibor  did  not  violate  its  agree- 
ment. The  members  of  the  Builders' 
exchange  did.  Should  the  tables  be 
turned  we  would  be  deservedly  re- 
buked for  repudiating  our  contract. 

In  the  strike  of  the  ore  d.x;k  workers, 
last  summer,  the  Steel  corporation  Laid 
particular  stress  upon  the  fact  that  the 
strikers  had  violated  their  oral  agree- 
ment. The  newspapers  made  much  of 
the  existence  of  the  contract,  and  be- 
cause of  its  allegfd  violation,  public 
sympathy  wsus  against  the  strikers.  So 
soon  as  we  were  able  to  exercise  con- 
trol over  the  men,  we  insisted  uipon 
them  accepting  the  old  scale  of  wages, 
and  return  to  work,  for  no  other  reason 
than  that  they  had  violated  their  al- 
leged oral  agreemetit. 

Union  labor  in  Duluth  has  a  reputa- 
tion for  carrying  out  Its  contract  in 
every  instance,  and  we  have  a  right  to 
expect  the  supiwrt  of  all  fair-minded 
pe«jple  in  denui-nding  that  our  employ- 
er.<5  abide  by  their  agreement  also. 

With  men  who  love  honor,  their 
prejudices  or  opiniims  relative  to  the 
"open"  or  '•closed"  shop  would  have  no 
place  in  this  contest  until  they  were 
satisfied  that  in  foix-ing  the  issue  there 
was  no  violation  of  contract. 

The  employ ?rs  might  have  made  a 
mistake  when  they  made  a  union  shop 
agreement  with  labor,  but  nevertheless 
they  male  .such  a  one.  and  they  are  no 
more  justitie<l  in  repudiating  it  than 
we  would  be  if  we  h-a».l  made  a  bad 
cv>ntract  with  our  employers.  There  are 
often  many  ohjectlonal  pr-jvislons  in 
our  agreements  which  we  are  obligtd 
to  tolerate  In  silence  until  their  expir- 
ation'. 

The  paramount  issue  in  this  struggle 
is  not  the  "open  shop."  as  th^;  employ- 
ers and  their  allit-s  would  like  to  have 
us  believe.  The  all-important  question 
Is  the  inviolability  of  contract.  With 
so  olear  an  understanding  of  the  situ- 
ation, will  you  jx^rsiat  in  continuing  as 
the  all-^ys  of  men  who  repudiate  their 
most  sacred  of  agreements? 

Employers  of  labor  have  a  perfect 
right  to  contest  the  question  from  the 
standpoint  of  their  ln*:erests;  the 
unions  have  a  similar  right,  but  none 
have  the  moral  right  to  wage  a  strike, 
or  force  a  lock-out.  for  the  alteration 
of  the  existing  omtracts  until  their 
expiration.  It  would  seem  nee<31ess  to 
argue  such  a  point  with  gentlemen  of 
honor. 

Inasmuch  as  we  believe  that  you 
misapprehend  the  situation,  we  now 
rei<i)ec-tfu!ly  requi;sl  that  you  use  your 
good  ofTrc'^s  to  prevail  ui>on  the  em- 
pli»yers  to  live  up  to  all  their  solemn 
agreements.

of  the  invading  fieet.  They  say  the 
Japs  know  the  Pacific  better  than , 
any  other  nation,  and  after  they  had  \ 
wrought  tremendous  havoc  on  the ! 
coast  cities,  the  American  ships  coula  ( 
do  little  but  get  together  and  prepare ' 
to  avenge  the  siege  on  the  coast  towuj, 
says   Mr.   Johnstone. 

Many  Americans  believe  that  the 
Japs  would  lay  siege  to  che  Philip- 
pines. That  would  be  the  first 
natural  point  of  attack.  But,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Johnstone,  the  coast  dwell- 
ers believe  that  the  fieet  of  the  Mi- 
kado woulU  continue  on  its  path  of 
invasion  and  bring  the  battle  right  to 
the  coast. 

Mr.  Johnstone  points  out  the  lack 
of  coaling  stations  in  the  Pacific,  the 
unfamiliarity  of  American  naval  of- 
ficers with  its  geograpliical  conditions, 
the  difiiculiy  to  l>e  encountered  In  mo- 
bilizing a  fieet  to  meet  the  Japanese 
attack,  and  the  absolute  unprepared 
condition  of  the  general  naval  defense 
on   the  coast. 

This  is  the  sentiment  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  war  that  is  lield  by  the  people 
of  the  the  coast.  They  see  a  menace  in 
the  war  cloud  that  is  not  observed  by 
the  people  further  from  the  scene  of 
the  projected  point  of  attack.  They 
know  more  about  the  little  brown  man 
than  do  the  Easterners.  They  are 
suspicious  of  his  motives:  and  they 
I'jok  with  apprehension  upon  any 
clash   with   the  yellow   power. 

Seattle  is  tlie  coming  city  of  the  Pa- 
cific coast,  believes  Mr.  Johnstone.  Its 
growth  during  the  last  five  years  has 
been  little  short  of  phenomenal.  The 
Alaska  trade  has  stimulated  the 
growth  of  Seattle,  and  its  business  and 
prosperity  hav-e  increased  apace  with 
its  increase  in  size.  It  has  shown 
a  steady  increase  in  bank  clearings, 
and  business  growth  in  general  until 
the  past  three  months,  when  the  busi- 
ness depiTiS.sion  has  placed  a  tem- 
porary  check   on  commerce. 

They  have  felt  the  financial  strin- 
gency in  a  more  acute  stage  on  the 
coast  than  in  Duluth.  says  Mr.  John- 
stone. Men  have  been  let  out  in 
.Seattle  and  business  in  general  has 
suffered  from  lack  of  capital  and  con- 
fid.mce  of  investors.  Mr.  Johnstone 
says  that  the  railroads  and  lumbering 
interests  are  curtailing  their  -business 
and  that  the  whole  commercial  fabric 
of  the  coast  seems  to  be  suffering 
from  the  apparent  lack  of  investing 
capital.  He  does  not  believe  that  the 
setback    is    more    than    temi>orary. 

Mr.  Johnstone  regards  Duluth,  like 
all  other  former  residents,  as  the  next 
best  place  to  the  city  where  ho  is 
now  living.  He  expressed  surprise 
and  pleasure  at  the  growth  of  the  eity 
during  his  absence,  and  gave  the 
opinion  tliat  Duluth  would  enter  upon 
a  rapid  gr.-wth  -within  a  short  period. 
Mr.  Johnstone  left  for  New  York  last 
night.

Mother  Reproves  Teacher 

for  Exceeding  Her 

Jurisdiction. 

Teachers  in  the  public  schools  are 
sometimes  called  on  to  use  a  great  deaf 
of  diplomacy  in  dealing  with  parents  of 
children  whose  personal  appearance  or 
habits  need  correction,  and  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  matter  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  parents.  Occasionally 
the  teachers  tind  parents  whom  the/ 
are  unable  to  reach  with  requests 
couched  in  diplomatic  terms  and  they 
are  compelled  to  write  notes  tliat  go 
straight  to  the  point,  even  at  the  risk 
of  cau.«ins  indignation. 

A  teacher  in  one  of  the  West  end 
public  schools  recently  had  such  an 
experience  and  she  is  wondering  what 
method  .«he  will  attempt  next  to  bring 
about  the  required  results. 

As  the  facts  go,  a  family  moved  to 
the  West  end  this  year  from  a  locality 
in  one  of  the  Southern  states  where 
cleanliness  of  person  seems  not  to  have 
been  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues.  A 
small  boy  belonging  to  the  family, 
John  by  name,  attended  the  West  end 
sche>ol  in  question,  but  he  was  so  dirty 
and  ill-smelling  in  person  that  the 
teacher  could  no  longer  stand  it,  and 
she  sought  by  all  the  persuasive  means 
in  her  power  to  induce  tlie  boy  to  im- 
prove his  habits  and  interview  soap 
and  water  with  more  frequency.  Fail- 
mg  to  aroiiFe  his  interest  in  this  direc- 
tion, the  teacher,  in  desperation,  wrote 
the  mother  a  note,  as  follows: 

"Please  give  John  a  batli.  He  is  so 
dirty  and  smells  so  badly  that  I  really 
cannot  stand  it   any  longer." 

The  next  day  John  reported  at  sch<x»l 
as  dirty  as  ever,  with  the  following 
note  addressed  to  his  teacher,  from  his 
mother:  "johny  huint  no  violet,  don't 
smtli  him.    lern  him." 


GRAFT  ALLEGED. 

Former   Government    Chemist    and 
Ink  Manufacturer  .\re  Indicted. 

Washington,  Jan.  7. — Allegation  of 
graft  in  supplying  the  bureau  of  en- 
graving and  printing  with  bulk  dry 
color  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ink, 
resulted  yesterday  in  the  indictment 
by  the  federal  grand  jury  here  of  Ed- 
win M.  Vandyck,  formerly  a  chemidt, 
and  inkmaker  employed  in  the  bureau, 
and  of  Victor  Bloede,  president  of  the 
Victor  Blotde  company,  manufactur- 
ers of  fine  inks  and  colors. 

Vandyck  and  Bloede  are  charged  In 
the  indictments  with  conspiracy  to 
defraud  the  government,  the  allega- 
tion being  that  they  entered  into  an 
agreement  by  which  Bloede  was  to 
pay  •  Vandyck  a  portion  of  the  money 
his  company  received  from  the  govern- 
ment for  the  bulk  dry  color  furnisliei 
to  the  bureau  of  engraving  and  print- 
ing. 

Vandyck,  It  is  alleged,  in  his  position 
as  chemist  and  inkmaker  of  the  bu- 
reau, had  to  pass  upon  the  sampks 
of  the  color  submitted  by  various 
manufacturers.  It  is  charged  that  he 
fraudulently  favored  the  Bloede  com- 
pany and  that  as  a  result  of  the  con- 
spiracy he  was  paid  by  Bloede,  in  the 
course  of  several  years,  between  $70,000 
and    $75,000.

Office  Had  Net  Earnings 

in  1907  AmountiRg  to 

$6,946.15. 


with  earnings  amounilng  to  $17,GS1.94  in 
im,  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of 
St.  l^ouls  county  has  broken  all  previous 
records  since  the  county  was  organized. 

The  annual  report  of  the  register  of 
deeds,  M.  C.  Palmer,  which  was  filed  with 
the  county  board  toduy,  shows  tliat  tlio 
total  earnings  of  the  offices  of  the  regis- 
ter of  deeds  and  register  of  titles,  both  of 
which  offices  are  under  his  management, 
were  $17,tWl.i>4.  The  total  expenses  of  the 
office,  including  clerk  hire,  amounted  to 
$10,7o5.7i>,  leaving  a  net  cash  profit  to  the 
county  from  the  offices  of  $6,946.15. 

This  shov\'lng  of  business  is  largely  in 
excess  of  the  business  transacted  in  the 
same  offices  for  any  previous  year  in  the 
history  of  the  county. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  offices,  on 
file  with  the  county  auditor,  show  that 
during  the  past  live  years'  of  Mr.  Pal- 
mer's administration  the  offices  have 
netted    the   county   a   cash   profit   of  tfZ^,- 

042.  SO. 

Concerning  the  business  of  his  office 
Mr.  Palmer  states  as  follows  in  his  an- 
nual report: 

"We  have  so  systematized  and  ar- 
ranged the  working  departments  of  the 
office  that  all  instruments  are  returned 
to  the  senders  with  the  proper  certificates 
of  record  thereon,  the  day  following  their 
receipt.  I  believe  that  this  is  the  only 
register's  office  in  the  state  where  this 
method   has  been   adopted.- 

"There  was  a  substantial  Increase  In 
the  business  of  these  offices  during  the 
past  year.  The  instruments  received  for 
record  show  a  wonderful  activity  in  the 
buying  of  homes  and  of  business  prop- 
erty in  Duluth  and  on  the  iron  ranges. 

••The  applications  for  registered  title 
under  the  'registration  act.'  are  numer- 
ous, consequently  the  Torrens  business  in 
this  county  is  Increasing  rapidly.  The 
cash  profits  of  the  registrar  of  titles  of- 
fice alone  during  the  piist  year  amounted 
tc  51,500. 

Beginning  with  the  new  year  we  have 
been  receiving  registration  work  amount- 
inx  to  over  $3,000,  and  Judging  from  the 


constant  increase  of  business  during  the 
past  year,  it  is  presumed  that  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  registiar  for  1908  will  ap- 
proximate $6,000.  This  will  insure  a  net 
cash  profit  to  the  county  of  about  ?4,5D0. 

"I  believe  that  the  time  Is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  the  amount  of  work  to  he 
done  In  the  registrar's  office  will  equal 
that  of  th"  office  of  the  register  of  deeds 
and  the  fees  will  be  fully  as  large  as  in 
the  latter  case.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the 
opinion  that  the  registrar's  office  should 
be  under  a  separate  miinagement,  but.  of 
course,  that  Is  a  matter  for  the  legisla- 
ture to  determine. 

"The  number  of  clerks  employed  in 
these  offices,  and  their  compensation,  is. 
by  Law,  fixed  and  .  determined  by  the 
board  of  county  commissiontrs. 

"In  closing  this  rerort  I  wish  to  thank 

your^honorable  body  for  the  very  kind 
and  generous  treatment  we  have  received 
at  your  hands  in  providing  our  offices 
with  sufficient  help,  and  for  otherwise  as- 
sisting us  in  performing  our  duties  in  a 
succe.s.sfnl  and  satisfactory  manner."

WINNIPEG  MAY  BUY 

CITY'S  TROLLEY  SYSTEM. 

WinnLpeg,  Man.,,  Jan.  7.— There  is  a 
well  authenticate<l  rumor  in  civic  and 
government  circles  that  the  city  will 
buy  the  electric  street  car  and  electric 
lighting  and  power  systems.  These  are 
all  under  t'ne  MacKenzie  and  Mann 
jurisdiction. 

The  recent  purchase  by  the  govern- 
Tnent  of  the  Bell  teilephone  system  in 
Manitoba  has  given  a  great  incentive 
to    public, ownership    in    this    provinoe.

THE  BOARD 
OFTRADE 

Of   Chicago    Instigated 

Suit  Against  Woods, 

Says  Lind. 

Government  MaRes  Pro- 
test and  Judge  Smooths 
Things  Over. 


St.  Paul.  Jan.  7.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Woods  case  before 
Jud^e  Morris  of  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court,  was  enlivened  today  by 
ttie  flat-footed  statement  on  the  part 
of  Qoveinor  Lind  that  tiie  prosecution 
of  the  lour  Woods  and  the  other  two 
defendaiUs  was  brought  about  by  the 
machination;}  of  the  Chicago  board  i.i 
trade. 

The  statement  of  the  attorney  for  tho 
defendants  was  excepted  to  by  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Houpt.  who  addressed 
the  couit  on  a  question  of  piiviiege, 
and  after  Governor  Lind  had  apoiu- 
gized  for  any  impuiaiion  wliich  his 
languag-e  mignt  have  cast  on  tlie  dis- 
trict atiorney.  the  court  added  a  lew 
aoothing  words  and  the  proceedings 
went    oii- 

M.  J.  Jt>hnston,  assistant  cashier  of 
the  Forest  City  (Iowa)  National  bank. 
v.-aa  on  the  witnes^i  stand,  and  it  was 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  re-direct  ex- 
amination that  Governor  Lind  said  he 
irrished  to  ask  the  witness  a  few  ques- 
tions. 

"Have  you  ever  met  Mr.  King  of  tho 
Chicago  ooard  of  trade?"  Mr.  Johnson 
v/as   asked. 

Mr.  E.vart  interpost  1  an  objection, 
v-hereup  >n  Governor  Lind  arose  and 
\ehemently  declared  that  he  purpostf 
ti  show  that  the  prosecution  oi  these 
defendants  has  bevn  brought  about 
ttirougii  the  machinations  of  the  Chi- 
cago board  of  trade.  The  objection 
•Vfus  sustained  by  the  court  and  then 
Mr.  Houpt  arose  to  a  question  of  pri- 
>  ilege. 

Houpt  Takes  Kxcfptioiui. 

"While  1  am  sure  the  attorney  for 
the  defendants  did  not  mean  just  what 
lie  said.  I  wish  to  lake  exception  to 
the  language  used  in  court.  This 
jirosecuiion  was  instituted  in  accord- 
*.nce  with  our  oatli  of  oftice  and  not 
otherwise." 

The  court  attempted  to  smooth 
things  out  by  saying  it  must  be  as- 
sumed tile  district  attorney's  office 
may  get  its  testimony  from  any  avail- 
a.ble  -source,  concerning  which  no  criti- 
cism can  prevail  in  court,  and  that  the 
irovernmenr's  attorneys  are  progress- 
ing in  accordance  with  their  duty  as 
they  see  it.  But  Mr.  Houpt  was  not 
xeady  to  be  choked  off,  and  he  con- 
tinued: 

"It  has  been  charged  heretofore  in 
the  trial  of  this  case  that  the  testi- 
mony of  a  witness  had  been  manufac- 
tured, and  now  it  is  charged  that  the 
I>ro8ecuton  was  instigated  by  the  Chi- 
cago board  of  trade.  These  things 
liave  been  lugged  in  here  for  a  pur- 
])Ose.  It  is  time  for  us  to  speak,  and 
ire  do  speak.  It  was  not  the  Chicago 
l>oard  of  trade,  nor  any  other  intlu- 
«!nce  which  instigated  us  except  our 
oath  of  office." 

Lind  Apolosrlzos. 
Governor  Lind  replied:  "If  I.  on 
the  spur  of  the  moment,  said  one  word 
derogatory  to  the  professional  conduct 
of  the  district  attornej-  or  as  to  his 
motives,  I  wish  to  apologize  to  the 
i;ourt.  I  referred  only  to  events  iu 
connection  with  the  ca.«»e  which  trans- 
pired before  the  prosecution  was  un- 
<iertaken    by   the    district   attorney." 

This  explanation  was  accepted  in 
Ifood  part  by  Mr.  Houpt.  and  after  a 
l!ew  condllatory  remarks  by  the  court. 
the  incident  passed. 

Today's  proceedings  were  otherwise 
featured  by  the  introduction  of  testi- 
mony bt^aring  on  the  reeeipt  of  money 
Irom  its  cnstomers  by  the  "Wisconsin 
Grain  &  Stork  company  and  the  eon;- 
pany's  method  of  .loin^  business  with 
its  custom«r.s.  Mr.  Johnson  was  on  the 
fitand  during  the  entire  forenoon  ses- 
sion and  the  erovernment  secured  the 
udmiss'on  of  his  testimony  only  over 
ihe  objections  of  the  defendants*  at- 
torneys. 

Mr.  Johnson  identified  a  draft  for  $200 
^rhlch  he  .sent  to  the  Wisconsin  Grain 
ik  Stock  company  in  September.  1906. 
The  letter  accompanying  the  draft  was 
not  in  the  hands  of  the  government 
Ivnd  when  Mr.  Ewart  asked  tiie  witness 
for  a  statement  as  to  the  contents  of 
the  letter.  Judge  Luse  for  the  defense 
Interposed  an  objection  on  the  erround 
that  the  letter  itself  would  be  the  best 
^ridence. 

Defendants  Ha>e  Letter. 

"The  letter,  your  honor,  has  been 
traced    Into    the    hands    of    the    defend- 


ants, and  for  that  reason  the  govern- 
ment is  unable  to  produce  it,"  said  Mr. 
"Ewart. 

■"Well,   it   may   liave   been   traced   into 
the    hands    of    the    Wisconsin    Grain    & 
Stock    company."    replied    Judge     Luse, 
"but    not    into    the    hands    of    the    de- 
fendants." 

The  attorney  for  the  defendants  then 
went  through  his  papers  and  brought 
forth  tile  It'lter.  voluntarily  tendering 
it.  He  said  the  letter  had  come  into 
his  possession  in  other  litigation  in 
wliieh  the  Wisconsin  Grain  &  Stock 
company    was    interested. 

T!>e  witness  identilied  the  letter,  say- 
ing lie  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
\\  isionsin  Grain  &  Stock  company 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  draft  and 
letter.  Both  draft  and  letter  were  then 
offered     in     evidence. 

Objection  was  %jiade  by  Judge  Lnse  to 
tne  letter  because  of  varianc»»-  with  the 
letter  set  forth  in  the  indictment,  the 
variance  being  not  merely  a  matter  of 
language.  l»ut  of  substance  and  by  Gov- 
t  rnor  I.,ind  because  the  receipts  of  the 
letter  was  not  overt  act  which  under 
the  con.splrav-y  statute  could  be  con- 
strued as  something  calculated  to  effec- 
tuate the  alleged  conspiracy  scheme. 

More  than  half  an  hour  was  taken 
up  In  the  discussion  of  whether  or  not 
the  letter  should  be  admittt-d  as  evi- 
dence, the  greater  part  of  which  time 
was  used  in  hunting  for  books. 
Tlie  Court  Kiiles. 

The  court  finally  ruled  that  under  the 
Indictment  the  government  must  be  re- 
quir^'d  to  show  "that  h.  conspinircy  was 
entered  into,  and  the  offense  the  defend- 
ants   con-spired    to   commit. 

Judge  Morris  held  that  the  taking  out 
of  the  lett-r  from  the  United  States  mail 
could  properly  be  shown  as  an  overt  act 
under  tiie  conspiracy  section,  and  he  also 
held  that  the  question  as  to  variance  with 
the  indictments  was  not  fatal,  for  the 
indicnncnt  did  not  pretend  to  set  lortii 
the  exact  language  of  the  letter. 

This  was  the  first  attempt  by  the  gov- 
ernment to  offer  in  f^vidence  testimony  as 
to  money  actually  received  by  the  dc- 
f.-ndant3  in  their  alleged  bucket  shop 
deals. 

Th.-  letter  In.structed  the  Wisconsin 
Grain  &  Stock  company  to  purchase  for 
th»*  witness  forty  siiares  of  Ain«*rican  Car 
at  Foundry  'stock,  and  the  $2')0  draft  was 
to    cover    the    margin. 

The  wiiuess  identified  statemenU  of  his 
account  with  the  Wisconsin  Grain  & 
Stock  company,  received  by  ii-m  through 
the  mail,  and  it  app*^ared  from  these 
statements  that  the  Wisconsin  Grain  & 
Stock  company  liad  him  charged  with 
forty  shares  of  .\m..rican  Car  &  Foundry 
stock  at  4»)^  shortly  after  the  receipts  of 
his  letter  in  September.  190>).  The  stock 
was  carried  until  June.  1907.  when  it  was 
closed  out  for  the  customer  at  the  pur- 
chas^'  priC'>,  *>%.  M-anwhile.  aocordins 
to  the  statements,  ht-  had  purchased  two 
separate  blocks  of  twenty  shares  each, 
one  in  January  and  the  other  in  March, 
1907.  Th'-re  was  an  interest  charge  of 
tl'.V!  on  the  statements,  and  an  entry 
showing   a   net   loss   of  $12"2.T0. 

Tlie  witness  said  iw  had  received  regu- 
larly the  daily  and  weekly  market  let- 
ters of  the  company. 

The  cros.s-examination  was  conducted 
by  Judge  Luse  and  he  secured  from  the 
witness  acknowledgment  that  he  had  l)e>^n 
doing  business  with  the  Wisconsin  Grain 
St  Slock  .ompany  pretty  much  all  the 
time  subsequent  to  the  time  the  company 
succeeded    the    Edwards-Woi)d    company. 

Mr.  Johnson  .^aid  ilie  sta.em.-nls  in 
evidence  did  not  cover  his  full  account 
with  th»  company;  that  he  had  received 
other  statements,  and  that  he  bought 
and  3<.»lu  stocks  on  margins. 

He  identified  a  number  of  telegram.^ 
which  he  had  sent  to  the  company  direct- 
ing the  purchase  or  sale  of  stocks,  and 
said  ti\at  his  dealings  Involved  quite  a 
numbtT  of  other  stocks. 

••l»id  VI. u  dea!  in  St.  Paul  and  Reading 
stocks   "also?"    Judge    Luse    asked. 

"Yes.    I    believe    so." 

"Did     the     American     Car 
stock  carry  any  dividend?" 

'I    think  so."

"Did  you  receive  a  -  per  cent  dividend 
on  this  slock  sliortly  before  you  closed 
your  account  with  ihe  company  in  June. 
190T?"  ^       ,, 

This  question  was  objected  to  by  Mr. 
Ewart,  but  the  coirrt  allowed  it  to 
stand,  and  the  witness  said  he  did  receive 
such    a   dividend. 

•Have  ycJu  dealt   with  other  brokers  in 
stocks?" 
I    have." 

"Are  you  aware  that  «tlher  brokers 
charge  interest  on  long  stocks  and  pay 
dividends  on  dividend  paying  stocks?" 

Mr  Houpt  here  took  a  hand  in  objec- 
ticn  to  the  defendant's  line  of  inqdTt-y, 
saying  that  the  qfovernrntnt's  contention 
is  "that  the  stocks  were  not  l)ought  in  th> 
niark.-t  by  the  Wisconsin  Grain  v«^  Stock 
companv;  that  th*  defendants  simply  ac- 
cept-^d  Ih^  order  from  the  wittiess  and 
then  assumed  to  charge  him  interes'., 
w^en  in  fact  the  order  was  not  executed. 
Mr.  Mount  contended  that  nothing  could 
be  gained  by  extending  t-he  inquiry  Into 
the  methods  of  brokers  who  actually  exe- 
cute   orders    given    them    by     their     cus- 

•We  havft  heard  a  good  deal  about  the 
government's  contention  that  orders  were 
not  placed,  and  we  think  we  have  a  right 
to  our  own  contention  that  the  orders 
were  placed."  rephed  Judge  I>use. 

But  the  court   ordered  the  cross-exami- 
nation    be     confined     to     the     particular 
transactions  in  evidence. 
Never  Called   for  l>ellvery   of   Stocks. 

The  witness  said  he  h.ad  never  called 
for  the  delivery  of  stock  which  he  or- 
dered T)urch.ased  for  his  account,  and  h-^ 
knew  that  if  he  did  call  for  the  deliveiy 
of  the  stock  he  would  have  to  pay  the 
full  purchase  price. 

On  re-direct  examination  Mr.  John.son 
said  he  allowed  the  Interest  charged  w^ith 
full  IxMief  that  the  stocks  had  been  ac- 
tually purcha.sed  for  his  account,  and  the 
Interest  charge  was  based  up<jn  the  dif- 
ftrer.ce  betwe-n  the  purchase  price  and 
the  markin  which  he  put  up  with  the 
company. 

The  evident  purpose  of  the  cross-exami- 
nation was  to  show  that  the  business  of 
the  Wisconsin  Grain  &  Stock  company 
was  conducted  just  as  th^•  busine.ss  of  ac- 
creditf^d  commission  houses  Is  conducted.

Grand  larceny  in  the  second  degree  is 
the  charge  against  William  Gk>key. 
who  is  claimed  to  have  stolen  $27  from 
Jacob  Na-strun  on  Dec.  12.

vent  Dyspepsia  by  Its  Use. 

The  Importance  of  the  art  of  drinking 
becomes  apparent  when  we  are  remind- 
ed that  more  thaa"  two-thirds  of  the 
weight  of  the  human  frame  is  made  up 
of  water,  and  that  life  Is  dependent 
ui^jn  those  vital  changes  which  are 
constantly  succeeding  each  other  in  the 
various  fluids  of  tiie  t)ody,  say.s  the 
London   Mail. 

When  is  the  time  %o  drink?  I  say 
any  time  except  during  meals. 

The  food  should  nev^  be  washed 
down  by  any  other  fluid  than  the  saliva. 
Were  this  rule  more  jstrictly  observed 
we  would  hear  much  less  of  dyspepsia 
and  fewer  people  would  be  overburden- 
ed with  an  undue  deposit  of  fat.  When 
the  meal  is  finished,  the  food  having 
been  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the 
salivary  and  gastric  secretions,  you 
may  take  what  fluid  you  feel  inclined 
for,  and  there  is  no  limit  as  to  quan- 
tity. My  conviction  Is  that  we  do  not 
drink  half  enough  between  meals.  If 
we  keep  the  skin  andiOth^r  organs  ac- 
tively employed  by  imbibfing  freely  of 
non-alcoholic  beverages — and  it  is  im- 
IKJSsible  to  overtax  tH^a-1f  we  confine 
our  drink  to  what  nalure^has  provided 
for  us  In  the  way  of  fluid*— w«  will  be 


ated.  I  need  hardly  state  that  there 
is  even  now,  though  to  nothing  like 
the  extent  that  formerly  was  the  case, 
an  enoromus  amount  of  disease  con- 
tracted from  drinking  impure  water. 
The  disappearance  of  cholera  and  the 
diminution  of  typhoid  fever  and  diph- 
theria are  entirely  due  to  an  Im- 
proved water  supply. 

For  the  man  whose  habits  are  se- 
dentary, the  following  routine  might, 
with    advantage,    be    followed: 

1.  Two  tumblerfuls  of  hot  water 
before   breakfast. 

2.  At  breakfast  a  large  cupful  or 
two,  if  desired,  of  tea,  which  has  not 
been  Infused  for  more  than  three  min- 
utes. This  will  prove  quite  sufficient 
to  abstract  all  the  aromatic  constitu- 
ents of  the  leaves,  which  are  compar- 
atively innocuous,  while  the  undesir- 
able tannin  and  gummy  extracts  will 
be  left  behind,  and  It  Is  to  the  latter 
the  Injurious  effects  of  tea  drinking 
are  chiefly  due.  I  would  repeat,  how- 
ever, that  this  portion  of  the  meal 
should  be  left  until  all  the  solid  por- 
tion has  been  disposed  of. 

3.  During  the  forenoon  and  after- 
noon either  plain  or  aerated  water 
may  be  the  beverage,  and  to  the 
amount   previously   Indicated. 

4.  Aiter  luncheon  either  a  tumblerful 


of  water,  a  bottle  of  ginger  beer,  gnnger 
ale,  or  lemonade,  soda  or  milk,  or  half 
a  pint  of  cider. 

5.  Tile  same  after  dinner;  and 

6.  Beifore  retiring  a  tumbleTful  of  ookl 
or  aerated  water  or  milk  and  soda.  Of 
course  there  will  be  other  fluids  par* 
taken  of  during  the  oourise  of  the  day. 
These  will  consist  of  the  watery  C/«jn- 
stituents  of  the  food,  of  which  moio 
particuilarly  mention  may  be  made  ot 
milk,  fruit  and  vegetables,  all  of  which 
should  enter  to  a  large  extent  into  the 
dietary. 

The  skin  must  be  kept  thoroughly 
cleansed  by  a  bath  every  day,  followed 
by  a  smart  rub  down  with  a  iv>ugli 
towel.  Great  advantage  will  also  be 
reaped  by  a  visit  to  a  Turkish  liath 
two  or  three  times  a  week,  or,  what 
is  not  a  bad  substitute,  a  cabinet  batli 
may  be  used  in  one's  bedrooun  three  or 
four  times  a  week.  This  should  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  tepid  bath  or  a  sponge 
down  tepid  waiter,  after  which  great 
comfort  will  be  experienced,  to  be  suc- 
ceeded by  refreshing  sleep.  If  there 
be  a  tendency  to  gout  or  rheumatism, 
these  hot-air  baths  will  be  of  immense 
ser\ice. 

So  mucli,  then,  for  the  art  of  drink- 
ing as  a  preservative  of  health.  Let 
us  now  consider  for  a  little  how  these 
may  be  taken  a>dvajita,ge  of  as  a  res- 
torative to  health.  As  a  rule  we  will 
find  that  a  great  proportion  of  111- 
heialtli  has  its  origin  in  «ome  diLso-rder 
of  the  digestive  organs,  and  ample  ex- 
perience has  taught  me  that  dyspepsia 
is  not  only  on.e  of  the  commonest  com- 
plaints that  come  under  the  notice  of 
the  physician,  but  also  is  the  oiiigin  of 
a  host  of  secondary  maladies,  a  great 
number  of  these  being  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  uric  acid  in  the  blood.  Error  in 
diet  and  overindulg>ence  in  stimulants 
have  much  to  answer  for  in  these  oir- 
cumstancos.  It  is  not,  however,  my 
intention  to  deal  with  dietetics  at  pres- 
ent, but  as  uric  acid  poisoning  is  in- 
variably due  to  the  ignoring  of  nature's 
demands  in  this  respect,  and  as  gout 
and  rhjumatlsrn  are  the  direct  results, 
1-.  -would  be  hardly  fair  if  I  did  not  call 
attention  to  the  fact. 

Let  me,  "htn,  point  out  in  w'hat  man- 
ner the  art  of  drinking  may  prove  of 
.service  in  certain  disturbaaices  of  the 
stomach,  especially  that  o-jndition 
which  is  designated  catarrh.  When 
this  is  present  we  know  the  mucous 
membrane  is  in  a  state  of  sub-acute 
congestion.  The  invariable  rasiult  of 
this  is  a  deficient  secretion  of  gastric 
juice  and  an  excessive  secretion  of 
mucus.  The  oo^sequenc«  is  that  when 
food  enters  the  stomach  it  does  not 
digest  as  rapidly  as  it  shoudi  do.  Now, 
when  tins  is  the  case,  fermentation  is 
certain  to  follow.  The  distress  pro- 
duced by  fermentation  extends  to  the 
heart  and  lungs,  whoi*e  movements  are 
frequently  considerably  impeded,  giv- 
ing rise  to  palpitation  and  breathless- 
ness.  It  is  then  Imperative  that  the 
diet  be  modified,  and  relief  will  be 
afforded  by  sippiaig  a  tumblerful  of  hot 
—very  hot — water  about  half  an  hour 
before  each  meal. 


THE  INTELLIGENT  GAMECOCK. 

New  Tork  Sun:  A  natural  inclina- 
tion for  all  kinds  of  sport  led  me  at 
one  time  to  atted  a  cocking  main.  A 
white  cock,  announced  by  the  referee 
as  a  "spangle,  weighing  six  pounds 
and  eight  ounces,"  was  opposed  by  a 
magnificent    looking    "black-red   game- 


cock of  six  pounds  and  ten  ounces." 

Without  the  preliminary  ground  peclBa 
ing  and  wheeling  common  In  barnyard 
disputes,  these  deadly  armed  little  glad- 
iators flew  immedltely  at  each  other, 
striking  viciously  with  their  heels, 
sharpened  wing  tips  and  powerful 
beaks.  It  is  doubtful  if  either  bird  waf 
aware  of  any  injury  so  tlercely  did  they 
continue  to  battle.  In  the  third  fly 
the  white  cock  became  "feather 
bijnked,"  which  is  to  say  that  a  small 
feather  was  stuck  upon  the  surface  of 
the  eyeball,  making  it  impossible  for 
the   bird   to  see   out  of  that   eye. 

As  it  hai)pened,  the  wnlte  cock's  ad- 
versary was  hard  pres.sed  for  wind 
and  squatted  at  this  moment  to  re- 
gain his  breath,  and  it  was  then  that 
the  white  cock  deliberately  raised  hia 
left  claw,  and  after  two  or  three  In- 
eftectual  dabs  at  the  blinked  eye,  o« 
the  next  attempt  cleared  the  offeudlnc 
feather  from  his  eye  and  immediately 
dashed  again  at  his  recovering  foe. 
Subsequently  in  the  same  fight  th« 
white  cock's  beak  became  clogged  with 
feathers  and  they  were  removed  in  the 
same  manner. 

The  cocks  were  about  evenly  matched 
in  strength  and  endurance,  but  the 
red  cock  could  not  maintain  the  fight 
against  such  an  intelligent  adversary, 
and  so  it  was  not  long  before  he  assum- 
ed that  position  .so  often  .-^een  in  old 
English  sporting  prints,  viz.,  dead  In 
the  pit.  with  the  victor  crowing  over 
the  body.

It  Is  presumed  that  the  rather  general 
lnipr»'S.sion  thai  Taft  is  a  Catholic  gained 
currency  by  his  liberal  treatment  of  the 
Catholic  church  aiithorltio:?  In  the  mat> 
ter  of  the  friar  land.s  and  In  other  mat- 
ters while  he  was  governor  of  ihe  Philip- 
pines and  since  he  became  .secretary  of 
war.  The  price  awarded  to  the  vaticaa 
for  the  lands  In  th.-  Phillppint-s  owned 
by  the  friars  and  taken  by  this  govem- 
nent  when  it  assum»-d  sovereignty  over 
the  Islands  was  consld'^red  by  many  to 
be  In  excess  of  the  real  value  of  the 
property.  But  Secretary  Taft  was  not 
dlspf).«ed  to  haggle  over  the  pric»;.

Thi.s  pilllcy  was  api)roved 
by  President  Ro  ist'velt  and  congress,  but 
It  doubtless  is  what  gave  the  Impr^-ssiott 
that  Mr.  Taft  him.self  was  a  member  ol 
the   Catholic   church.

— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— According  to  Bill  Smith, 
a  cruiser,  employed  by  Martin  Bros, 
of    Duluth,    the    rabbits    this    year    are 

afflicted  with  a  disease  that  resemlilcs 
lumiiy  jaw  among  cattle,  rendering 
the  animals  unfit  for  food.  The  symp- 
toms are  usually  swollen  heads,  con- 
gested eyeballs,  with  the  coat  of  the 
animal   "taring."

Ex- 
perienced hunters  assert  that  about 
every  fifteen  years  such  a  season 
comes,  when  food  is  scarce.

New  York,  Jan.  7. — With  nine  jurors. 
In  the  box,  all  being  subject  to  per- 
ennptory  challenge,  and  with  a  new 
panel  of  100  talesmen  to  draw  from, 
the  Thaw  triaj  was  resumed  at  10:22  a. 
m.  today. 

Thaw  was  not  called  to  the  bar  until 
the  roll  of  the  new  panel  was  called 
and  the  absentees  noted  and  fined  $250. 
This  required  nearly  twenty  minutes. 
Eighty  members  of  the  new  panel  were 
present.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Thaw  was  not  In 
the  court  room  when  the  proceedings 
began,  Joslah  Thaw  being  the  only 
relative  In  the  line  of  chairs  reserved 
for  the  defendant's  family. 

As  soon  as  Thaw  had  taken  his  place, 
the  work  of  ftlllng  the  Jur>-  box  was 
taken  up,  -with  District  Attorney  Jer- 
ome again  conducting  the  examinationa 
for  the  people. 

»Irs.  Tliaw  liooks  Well. 

Young  Mrs.  Thaw  came  In  while  the 
first  talesman  was  being  examined.  She 
was  ruddy  of  cheek  and  appears  in  the 
best  of  health — a  sharp  contrast  to  her 
hu.sband,  who  Is  thinner  and  more 
pallid  than  last  year.  His  hair,  wiry 
and  badly  cut,  gives  him  something  of 
an  unkemfpt  a/ppearance. 

The  first  six  men  called  for  service 
were  all  disqualified,  the  first  one  after 
a  In-miinute  exaimlnatlon,  and  the 
others  In  rapid  order. 

As  on  yesterday,  Justice  Dowling  fre- 
quently took  a  hand  in  the  questioning 
of  talesmen,  his  interrogations  usually 
bringing  the  examinations  to  an  ab- 
rupt conclusion.  Judge  Dowling  is  not 
partial  to  long  arguments  among  coun- 
sel.

Mr.  Littleton  Is  thorough  In  his  ex- 
aminations, probing  into  the  Innermost 
thoughts  and  beliefs  of  the  talesmeik 
One  question  asked  most  of  the  tales- 
men was  what  newspaper  "purported" 
accounts  of  the  previous  trial  they  had 
read.  He  spent  nearly  half  an  hour  on 
William  H.  Roberts,  secretary  to  a  rail- 
way signal  concern  and  a  native  of 
England,  who  finally  was  accepted  as 
juror  No.  10.  Roberts  declared  he  had 
an  impression  as  to  the  guilt  or  inno- 
cence of  the  defendant,  but  It  was  not 
a  very  decided  one,  and  he  was  sure  he 
could  lay  it  aside.*  •••

Sixteen  E«ftiiilne<l. 

During  the  first  two  hours  of  the 
morning  session,  sixteen  talesmen  had 
been  examined  slWd-JOnly  one  condi- 
tionally accepted.-

Littleton  finally  to'  disqualify  Dexter 
Tiffany,  a  stock  •  broker,  who  said  he 
had  a  fixed  opiftlom  but  insisted  iie 
could  render  a  >fair{  verdict.  It  took 
thirty  seconds  for:  Mr.  Jerome  to  dis- 
pose of  Charles  McCullough,  a  public 
accountant,  who :  declared  that  evi- 
dence   might    remover  .but     could     not 


change  his  opinion.  McCuUough's 
was  the  last  name  in  the  first  panel,  i 
The  second  panel,  which  reported  to- 1 
day,  then  was  drawn  upon.  Two  of 
the  provisional  jurors  selected  yester- 
day were  excused  by  consent.  Thjy 
were  William  E.  Brower,  decorator, 
and    James    Conway,    hotelkeeper. 

During  the  examination  of  Charles 
C.  Gosh,  an  auditor  and  accountant, 
District  Attorney  Jerome  asked  for 
the  first  time  during  this  trial:  "Have 
you  any  ideas  of  your  own  as  Lo 
higher  law  or  irresistible  impulse,  or 
anything  of  that  sort?" 

Goss  replied  in  the  negative,  and 
was  accepted  as  a  provisional  juror  as 
the   luncheon   recess    was   ordered. 

Many  Challenges  K.\i>ectcd. 

New  York,  Jan.  7.— With  nine  jury- 
men provisionally  selected,  100  new  ve- 
niremen reported  to  Justice  Dowling  In 
the  criminal  branch  of  the  supreme 
court  this  morning  for  duty  in  the  caa.^ 
of  the  people  against  Harry  Kendall 
Thaw,  who  is  charged  with  the  willful 
murder  of  Stanford  White.  While 
tliere  were  nine  jurymen  in  the  box 
this  morning,  that  is  no  sign  that 
there  will  be  even  that  many  when 
court  adjourns  tonight.  The  nine 
men  have  been  passed  for  cause,  by 
both  sides,  and  accepted  by  the  court, 
but  the  prosecution  and  the  defense 
in  the  case  each  have  thirty  peremp- 
tory challenges,  all  of  which  may  be 
exercised.  Time  after  time,  while  the 
jury  was  being  selected  for  Thaws 
lirst  trial,  the  jury  box  was  filled  when 
one  side  or  the  other  exercised  a 
peremptory  challenge,  thereby  vacat- 
ing a  seat.  Of  so  much  importance 
Is  the  case  that  it  Is  hardly  likely  ihat 
either  side  will  be  satisfied  with  a  jury 
until  all  of  Us  peremptory  challenges 
have    been   exhausted. 

All  Closely  Scrutinized. 

Of  the  300  veniremen  summoned,  100 
of  whom  reported  yesterday,  100  today, 
the  other  100  are  to  rei>ort  tomorrow, 
not  one  has  escaped  close  scrutiny 
from  the  counsel  of  the  case.  The  dis- 
trict attorney  has  been  over  the  list 
carefully,  and  his  detectives  have 
looked  up  the  records  of  all  of  the  men 
summoned.  The  detectives  In  the  em- 
ploy of  the  defense  have  gone  over  the 
lists  just  as  carefully,  and  whenever  a 
man  Is  called  in  the  caee,  he  may  be 
sure  that  boUi  the  attorneys  who  ques- 
tion him  know  about  all  there  is  to 
know  about  him.  It  Is,  of  course,  im- 
possible to  tell  how  long  it  will  take 
to  secure  a  jury,  but  the  fact  that  there 
aro  now  nine  men  in  the  b«3x  cannot 
be  taken  as  a  sign  that  the  work  will 
soon  be  done.

Of  the  above  men  it  is  generally  pre- 
dicted that  Mr.  Gt-emmells  will  be  chal- 
lenged by  the  district  attorney,  as  lie 
declared  he  had  scruples  against  capi- 
tal punishment,  but  could  lay  them 
aside  if  sworn  as  juror.  Moorewood  en- 
tertains certain  opinions  with  regard  to 
expert  madlcal  testimony  and  probably 
will  go  out  on  challenge  from  the  de- 
fense. 

Sanford  may  also  be  excused,  for  he 
confessed  to  an  opinion  regarding  the 
truth  of  certain  important  testimony  at 
the  first  trial.  Conway,  who  said  he 
read  the  evidence  presented  a  year  ago, 
without  forming  any  particular  opinion, 
may  be  made  the  subject  of  a  chal- 
lenge from  Mr.  Jerome.  Hatchett  and 
Naething  appear  like  fixtures.  Bouvier, 
who  has  slight  prejudice  against  de- 
fenses of  Insanity,  probably  will  not  be 
retained.

TO  REMEDY  DEFECTS. 

Senator  Knox  Introduces  BDl  Per- 
taining to  Employers'  Liability. 

Washington,  Jan.  7. — Senator  Knox  o-f 
Pennsylvania,  who  has  taken  much  in- 
terest in  the  litigation  growing  out  of 
the  employer's  liability  act,  which  was 
declared   to  be  unconstitutional  In   the 

supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
yesterday,  today  introduced  a  bill 
which  is  intended  to  remedy  the  defects 
in  the  present  law.  The  bill  is  so  drawn 
a.s  to  make  it  applicable  only  to  cor- 
porations engaged  in  such  commerce  as 
congress  ha.s  the  undoubted  right  to 
control,  and  to  employes  of  such  cor- 
porations engaged  exclusively  In  inter- 
state commerce.  The  existing  law  id 
so  broad  as  to  c<fver  all  transportation 
between  states,  but  Mr.  Knox's  bill  so 
.modifies  it  as  to  limit  its  operations  to 
common  carriers,  which  are  operated 
by   steam,   or   similar   motive   i;>ower.

That  we  have  the  feath- 
ered ones  still  with  us  despite  the  f.ict 
that  the  human  hand  has  been  against 
them  ever  since  Eden's  time,  is  due 
more  to  the  sage  city  of  the  birds  thfin 
It    is   to   the   kindliness   of   man. 

It  would  seem  perhaps  that  the  farm- 
er living  in  the  very  heart  of  nature, 
should  know  nature's  ways,  but  for 
some  reason  the  farmer  until  re<^ntly 
nver  seemed  to  be  able  to  see  things 
In  the  right  light.  Experience  tauerht 
him  little.  If  a  h.iwk  carried  off  a 
chicken,  the  hawk  wn<5  nothing  but  a 
chicken  thief.  The  fact  that  the  bird 
had  earned  some  pay  for  his  labors  in 
protecting  the  growing  grain  and  th. 
corn  In  the  crib  from,  the  rats  and  the 
other  rodents,  either  was  lost  to  sight 
entirely  or  was  allowed  to  welsrh  noth- 
ing in  the  balance  aealnst  the  occa- 
sional chicken  rav.aged  from  the  poul- 
try yard.  , 

Happllv  today  things  nre  different. 
The  birds  get  their  cherries  from  the 
trees  on  most  farms  without  running 
the  danger  of  belns  shot.  The  chick- 
ens .ire  protected  from  the  hawks  by 
means  of'v.'tre  netting,  and  In  case  one 
happens  to  fall  a  victim  to  the  appe- 
tite and  the  talons  of  a  "red-tail"  or 
n  "broad-wing"  the  fact  is  not  made 
the  excuse  for  the  jshooting  of  every 
hawk  that  has  the  boldness  to  cast  Its 
shadow    on    the    farm.

TRICKING    THE    AIR    INTO   SERVICE. 

In  a  mountain  side  in  Northern  Michi- 
gan there  is  a  hole  that  strikes  down  into 
the  ground  some  3.''i0  feet,  for  the  purrosc 
of  entrapping  a  river  and  compelling  it 
to  do  a  strange  new  thing,  so  writes  H. 
G.  Hunting  in  the  Technical  World  Maga- 
zine. 

1  nan  underground  chamber  at  the  bot- 
tom of  this  hole  the  plunging  water  once 
caught  is  held  up  and  robbed  of  a  V(  ry 
precious  posses.«ion  which  it  is  tricked 
int<)  hrlnginp  down  with  it.  and  which, 
oddly  enough  becomes  more  precious  the 
farther  down  from  the  surface  it  is  car- 
ried. For  the  treasure  is  air,  which  be- 
comes compressed  air.  as  the  river  carries 
it  down  into  the  underground  chamber, 
and  when  It  is  released  in  the  rocky 
cavern,  cut  in  the  solid  heart  of  the 
mountain  for  ite  purpose,  it  is  under 
such  a  pressure  that  it  is  readv  and 
eager  to  act.  and  so  is  very  valuable  in- 
deed for  power  in  the  neighboring  mines. 

The  Jump  which  the  river  makes  Is 
not  at  all  spectacular,  because  it  is  all 
hidden  inside  of  great  steel  tubes,  five 
feet  in  diameter,  and,  to  be  exact,  840 
feet  long.  It  does  not  make  a  flying  start, 
but  flows  to  Its  tremendous  leap  as  quietly 
as  any  other  unsuspicious  untrapped 
thing  might  approach  a  pitfall.  But  once 
launched  on  its  downward  course,  it  be- 
comes a  subterranean  catarac  of  more 
than  twice  Niagara's  height.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  air,  caught  in  millions  of 
minute  bubbles  from  the  Ups  of  srccial 
feed-pii>es  which  touch  the  flowing 
stream  at  the  top  of  Its  leap.  Is  helpless 
to  escape  till  the  bottom  of  the  plunge  Is 
reached,  and  It  finds  Itself  Imprisoned  In 
the  dark,  with  escape  blocked  everywhere 
by  the  Invincible  water,  and  Its  frefdom 
only  purchasable  In  exchange  for  the  en- 
ergy its  fall  has  developed. 


Stock   Gossip. 

New  York  to  Walter  W.  Carr:  The 
market  has  been  somewhat  irregular,  but 
on  the  whole  held  well,  considering  the 
amount  of  realizing  that  has  taken  place 
on  the  improvement  in  prices.

TRIUMPHANT  AMERICAN  OPTIM- 
ISM. 
Orison  Swett  Marden  in  Success 
Magazine:  Optimistic  philosophy  is 
the  dominant  note  in  American  life. 
It  permeates  all  classes.  The  grumb- 
ler, the  calamity  hov.ier,  the  predicter 
of  evil,  the  man  who  thinks  that  the 
country  is  going  to  the  dogs,  and  that 
American  instituions  are  deteriorating 
is  the  exception,  not  the  rule. 

Who  can  ever  estimate  what  we  owe 
to  that  splendid  wave  of  optimism, 
which  has  swept  over  this  country 
since  the  panic? 

Everywhere  we  hear  strong  business 
men  talking  of  optismism,  trying  to  re- 
assure the  people,  cautioning  them 
against  the  fatality  of  spreading  the 
■pessimistic  note. 

The  optimism  of  the  press  has  had 
a  wonderful  effect  on  the  masses,  es- 
pecially the  ignorant  and  the  timid. 
In  Chicago,  especially,  many  of  the 
business  and  social  organizations  have 
done*  a  splendid  work  in  allaying  the 
fears  of  the  people. 

If  the  recent  panic  had  occurred 
twenty-five  years  ago  it  would  have 
been  vei-y  much  more  serious.  People 
were  much  more  pessimistic  than  they 
are  today.  The  leaven  of  optimism  is 
working  a  marvelous  change  in  our 
people.  We  are  more  hopeful,  more 
confident. 

There  are  not  so  many  people  today 
as  there  were  formerly  who  believe 
that  things  are  going  to  the  dogs.  We 
have  more  faith  In  ourselves,  more 
faith  in  our  country,  more  faith  in 
that  great  creative  principle  wTiich 
finally  rights  all  wrongs,  and  which, 
in  spite  of  all  disaster  and  seeming 
wrong,  finally  brings  harmony  out  of 
discord. 

Our  people  have  unbounded  confi- 
dence in  America's  future,  and  this 
vigorous  American  optimism  will  ulti- 
mately make  any  very  extended  finan- 
cial panic  impossible.  Our  resources 
are  too  vast,  our  people  too  gritty,  too 
resourceful,  too  inventive,  too  deter- 
mined, too  hopeful,  to  long  be  ma- 
terially affected  by  any  financial  dis- 
turbance. 

Nowhere  in  the  world  is  thore 
crowded  together  such  untold  re- 
sources, such  vast  unexplored  wealth, 
as  in  this  country;  and  nowhere  else 
have  the  inventive,  resourceful  facul- 
ties of  man  been  developed  to  such  an 
extent  as  here  in  America.  And  bet- 
ter than  all  this  is  the  fact  that  the 
hopefulness  of  the  individual  matches 
our  national  optimism,  for  here  no 
youth  is  hampered  or  manacled  in  his 
race  for  success.  His  only  limits  are 
in  himself. 

We  have  as  yet  scarcely  scratched 
the  surface  of  our  vast  resources.  Even 
during  the  recent  panic  we  knew  that 
the  confidence  of  our  people  as  to  our

Missabe  Road  Improves 

the  Passenger  Service 

to  Coleraine. 


Business  on  the  Range 

Roads  is   Very 

Heavy. 


While  the  falling  off  in  railroad  busi- 
ness seems  to  be  general  all  over  the 
country,  the  range  roads  appear  to  be 
exceptions  when  it  comes-  to  passenger 
traffic.  About  two  weeks  ago  the  Du- 
lutii  &  Iron  Range  put  on  additional 
trains  between  Duluth  and  range  poitits 
and  now  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  North- 
ern, because  of  increased  traffic,  has 
been  compelled  to  put  another  train  oix 
the  Coleraine  line.  There  are  now  two 
passenger  trains  a  day  in  and  out  of 
Coleraine,  where  before  there  was  only 
one  a  day  eacii  way.  The  new  train 
went  on  yesterday. 

The  old  schedule  made  it  neces.sary 
for  a  person  to  leave  Duluth  at  7:40  a. 
m.,  arriving  in  Coleraine  at  11:36  a.  m. 
The  leaving  time  is  still  the  same  out 
of  Duluth,  but  the  train  now  arrives  at 
coleraine  at  11:35  a.  m.  The  afternoon 
train  leaves  Duluth  at  3:50  p.  in.,  ar- 
riving at  Coleraine  at  7:35  p.  m.  This 
makes  it  much  more  convenient  for 
per.sons  traveling  between  tlie  two 
points. 

Ketui-nlng,  the  morning  train  leaves 
Coleraine  at  6:50  o'clock,  and  the  after- 
noon train  at  12:01  o'clock,  arriving  in 
Duluth  at  10:30  a.  m.  and  3:30  p.  m.,  re- 
spectively. Passenger  travel  over  the 
Coleraine  branch  is  quite  heavy  this 
winter. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  Inquiries 
being  received  at  the  local  offices  of  the 
Missabe  ixjad,  it  is  not  generally  known 
that  the  1,000  and  2,000-mile  bearer  mile- 
age tickets,  issued  by  the  Western  rail- 
roads, are  good  over  tlie  range  roads.

Bald- 
win &  Dancer  is  conducting  Mr.  Mo- 
Gaughey's  ca.se,  and  M.  H.  McMahon 
appears  for  Mr.  McGee.  The  morning 
session  was  taken  up  with  the  selec- 
tion of  a  jury.  There  are  several  wlt- 
nes.ses  from  Two  Harbors  and.  the 
case  is  creating  considerable  interest 
in   the  north   shore   town. 

ELEPHANTS  ATTACK  MISSION. 

Rhodesia  Herald:  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Grantham,  in  charge;  of  the  Wealeyan 
mi.ssion  at  Lomagundl,  sends  particu- 
lars of  a  raid  made  by  a  herd  of  ele- 
phants, which  resulted  in  the  losa  of 
life. 

He  says:  "I  shall  be  glad  if  you  wlU 
make  kn<3wn   throug'h  th«  meddum     of 

your  paper  the  f<>liowign  Incident,  and 
my  comments  on  it,  in  the  hope  that 
public  sentiment  may  be  aroused 
against  a  condition  of  things  in  which 
many  suffer  f<>r  the  sake  of  a  fad  of  a 
few,  who  share  none  of  the  misery  that 
their  hobby  inflicts  up-m  others.  In  May 
last  the  native  gardens  on  thU  farm 
suffered  serious  damage  from  the  in- 
cursion of  a  troop  of  elephants  that 
visitt^^d  us  seven  nights  in  succession. 
In  this  respect  we  are  not  the  only 
sufferers,  for  I  am  constantly  he^rln^ 
of  the  same  kind  of  thing  throughout 
the  neighborhood.  We  have  no  lawful 
means  ^f  protecting  our  crops,  and  ap- 
plications for  damagres  are  Ignored. 

"On  Friday  morning  two  old  natives 
and  a  picannin.  who  had  been  sleeping 
In  a  sk'j'rm  erected  in  the  lands,  awoke 
to  find  that  ten  full  grown  elephants 
and  three  calves  wvre  within  a  few 
yards  of  where  the  ylay.  The  native'^ 
fl«d  in  terror,  pursued  by  one  of  the 
be:*  's,  which  was  apparently  enrage«i 
at  Vhe  sight  of  human  beings  in  such 
CiOse  proximity  to  the  calves.  The 
plc-annln  was  Just  on  the  i>oint  of  l>e- 
ing  tusked,  but  saved  himself  by  rush- 
ing on  hands  and  knees  through  th*? 
branches  of  a  faileai  tree.  The  eJephant 
tossed  these  aside  and  continued  in  pur- 
suit of  the  old  men.  One  esKsaped,  but 
the  other  was  overtaken  In  about  lOJ 
yards,  and  the  vicious  beast  transtlxed 
him  through  the  back,  the  protruding 
tu?k  ploughing  deeply  into  the  soU. 

"The  furious  animal  then  proceeded 
to  rip  Its  victim  to  pieces,  splitting  one 
leg  from  lyuttock  to  calf,  and  an  arm 
from  shulder  to  wrist.  He  >ast  llvexl 
long  enough  to  urg^  his  friend  to  fly 
back  to  the  kraal,  or  no  one  would 
Irt?  left  to  tell   the  tale. 

"We  are  told  that  in  strict  »elf-de- 
fetice  they  may  be  fired  upon.  Are  w*. 
then,  to  wait  until  one  of  the  brutes  Is 
in  the  act  of  charging  upon  us  ere  we 
pull  a  hasty  trigger,  which  is  mora 
likely  than  not  fo  be  our  last?  And 
what  is  the  use  of  firing  at  one  angry 
elephant  when  several  others  are  stand- 
ing by  ready  to  take  up  the  cause  of 
their  com4>anion  if  It  does  fall? 

"It  Is  popularly  supposed  that  ele- 
phants will  not  attack  a  human  being 
unless  they  are  moleated  by  him,  but 
they  will  invariably  do  so  If  the  hervl 
contains  any  calves.  A  price  Is  sat 
upiin  the  head  of  lions— beasts  that 
rarely  initiate  an  attack  uix)n  human 
beings,  and  w^hose  deprt>datlons  aro 
g:en(3raly  confined  to  cattle  kraals  and 
spans  of  donkeys.  Why,  then»  sliould 
elephants,  wiiich  in  this  district  ar©  a 
jnuoh  grreater  scourge  than  lions,  be 
protected,  and  tike  kiULn«^  of  oue  be  a 
criininal  offease?"
